FEBRU.\RY. 

Tins month is generallv cool and eomforiahle, partienh'irlv if the Northerly wind 
prevails, the weaila I aiti'r\\nrd.s bet uinet, disagreeable, till a change ol season takes 
plan' about the t ml ol I hr month 

^Vhen the wealhei is vai table, the wind blows princionlly from the N. XV , veenng 
round oet asionallv to lilt' N E attended w itli eloiids and dn/zling niiti, tins rontinurs 
*iM ahmit the when Il'eSoiilherlv wind s. ts in. The weather now heroines mitd ami 
genial , (be days, hawei ei . .somt'tiim < rather hot, and the nights cold, with heavy dews. 
The Tticniinnieter, :n the shade langes, on a medium, from .VS to 7:V. 

The iiiensic.ti in elnldreii, are very prevalent during the whole of this month. 
Ulieiiniatism and gout lieeoiiie less troublesome after the soullierl) 'winds have set in. 
arm I lothiDg becomes liUher unpleu<.!iiil to new' eomers, but not so to old Indians, 
whoso blood IS not so easilv heated. Simiefimes this iiinnth is rather showery, whkb 
protracts tlie cold season (ill (lie midillt' ol the folkwviiig month 
Bleat Lontiiiiie.) good aed abuiidaiit. 

The Osh ||iQrket has the uddilinu of the small hilsah, (the Indian mackerel ) 

The additional vegetables are pum]>kin ai.d young cucuiubcra: and tbe fmitB 
anfitard-applcs^mulbcnies, and aiiiall wuler-mclons 
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AlARCH. 

The thermometer ranfres in the shade from 68 in the morning to 82 in the afieniooR. 

Various operations of husbandry, generally commence this month, so soon as the' 
(round is moistened by rain; this, however, sometimes happens at the latter end of 
Febriuury, and then it is occasioned by an unusual quantity of rain, 
meat market continues good. 

Fish to be had in abundance, and the market has the addition of the gooteiA, a small 
but well flavored fish. 

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month ; sallad, cabbaires, carrots 
and celery are on the decline, but asparagus and potatoes continue excellent * green 
mangoes and nnripe musk-mellons are to be had; also omrah, greens, and water-cresses. 

Fruit is also plentiful— large water-melons appear about the middle of the month, 
and continue in perfection till the middle of June. 

The Nortb-westers with thunder and lightning, and rain, generally appear towards 
the end of this month. 


APRIL. 

* The beginning of this month is somelimesplPRsiut, particularly if I'le North -westers 

are' frequent; but the middle and latter part are disagreeable in the extreme ; it is one 
^ of the worst months in the year. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 90 in the afternoon 
but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110. 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout (he month; and 
when the uind is hot from the absence of rain, it becomes oppressive. This state of the 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetation. 

Vne Narth-wesiers are at tiroes attended with dreadful storms of thunder and light- 
ning, during M'hich rain and hail full in torreiifs: these storms sometimes occasion 
much damage. The Nortb-westers continue at intervals till the beginning, and some- 
times till the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, winch begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
apungy and yellow. 

The fish market has the addition of the mangoe fi.sh, so railed from its annual visit 
to all the Bengal rivers, at this (the inniicoe) season, to spawn . it appears as soon ns 
the mangoe is formed on the tree, and disappears at the close of the season, that is 
about the middle ol July. This fish has, perhaps, the most agreealde flavor of any in 
the world, and is so much sought alter, (by natives as well jpi Europeans) that, although 
not so large os a middle sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning of the month, at' 
from 2 to4rupees per score. Before the end of May, as they become plentiful, they uro 
aold at one rupee per score; and in June, two to three score may be had for a rupee. 
The fish market has also the addition of the carp and inhugoor. 

Potatoes, asparagus, onions, cucumbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the onljr 
Tegctables to be procured. 

Water-melons and mnsk-raclons are in great perfection ; hut (here is not much fruit 
now to be had in the market. Green mangoes tor pickling, and corinda for turts 'arc la 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

The weather, during this month is most oppressive, especially the latter hnry 
of the month: the wind continues Southerly, and the heat is scarce ly bearable Of all 
months in the year, the present is the most trying, particulurh to those whose avoiatioiis 
compel them to be much out of doors. To lie exposed to the sun without a covering. Is 
extremely dangerous at any hour ; from 10 to 5 o'clock, it would be ruin to any consti- 
tution, except to that of a native, inured to the climate by birth and practice ; and even 
natives sometimes fall a sacriflee to the pow'erful influence of the sun. The heat in the 
first half of the month is sometimes relieved by Noi th -westers, accom]iaiiied by reA-eshiii^ 
showers ; vivid lightning and loud thunder at times attend the North-westers. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade, on a medium, from 85 in the morning to Og 
in the afternoon lifexposed to the full inllui'nce of the sunbeams^it wiM rise to 148 
degrees, and sometimes higber.r

The meat market is very inferior to that of last month. 

Fish continues good and aliiindnnt, the heckty excepted, whicIT from the difficulty of 
its reaching the market in a firm state, becomes scarce. Maugoe fish is in great per* 
fection this month. 

Asparagus, potatoes, and cabbage sprouts, with inditTerent turnips, sweet potatoes, 
cneninbers and onioii*i are nearly all the vegetables now in the market. Fumpkins and 
several roots are however procurable. 

JUNE. JP 

The periodical rains set in about the middle of this month. Refr^Rng showers, 
fall occasionally, which cool the air and encourage vegetation. 

The thermometer during the first half of this month, frequently rises to 9J, in the 
shade, at noon; but in general the rams, •'hicli commence about the 15th, keep the tem- 
perature much below this. 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is oppressive , in proportion to the 
quantity of rniii which falls; if the weather be dry the heat is scarcely bearable; it is 
generally very close ; not a breath of air from any quarter. 

Meat, os must be expected, is now very' indifferent. 

The fish market is much the same as during last month. 

Mangoes are in great abundance, and perfection. The Maldah mangoes arrive in 
Calcutta uboiit tlie middle or latter end of this mouth, and they are considered to be 
the best that can be procured in Bengal Grapes, peaches, lichees, &c. disappear 
towards the end of this month. Custard-apples, pine-apples, and guavas are in great 
perfection 

Asparagus, potatoes and onions, are the principal vegetables that remain. 

JULY. 

This month is attended with much rain; the winds are light and variable ; the wen 
ther frequently gloomy, and sometimes stormy, with heavy fuilsof rain, whilst at inter- 
vals it IS fair, and mild. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 89 in the afternoon. 

The .show'ery w'eather of the present and preceding mouth, is productive of the most 
beneficial effects to the grain. 

Meat continues lean and poor. 

The fish market continues good. The mooi\jee, the rooe,thecutlah, the quoye, tfao 
sowle, the magoor, the chingree, the tangrah, and the rhoonab.are procurable in this 
month, and indeed all the year round Thehilmi (or sable) fish now makes its appearance. 
This fish is delicious, cither boiled, baked, or fried . but it is generally considered very 
■nwholesoine. The natives devour it in such quantities, as to occasion great mortality 
among them The fish, on being cured with tainariiids, forms a good substitute forber* 
nags It is then known by the appellation of the tamarind fish. 

Mangoes and mangoe fish disappear this month. 

Pine apples, custard-apples, and guavnscoiitinue in seoaon. 

The vegetable market is very indifferent— asparagus is in perfection, but potatoes 
become poor and watery. Young lettuces, cucumbers aud sweet potatoes are now pro- 
suruble ; also tbe.cumrunga and corinda. 

AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of rain the weather continues 
much the samivas last. This and the preceding month are remarkable for heavy faUs 
of rain, being the wettest in the whole year. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in Che morning to 90 in the afternoon. 

Light and variable winds and cloudy weather, with smart and light rain, prevail at 
tbe beginning of the mouth; the middle is sometimes fair, and tolerably cool; the 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong winds and heavy ni'*i. 

Prom tilt combined heat and moisture, in this month nntf the preceding, vegetaH- 
en springs np and spreadii with astonishing rapidity.

The meAt and fish markets are much the same as last month. 

Piimpleiiose (shaddock) appear this month ; piuc-apples, custard-apples, niul 
iruaras continue in ])erfrction. 

The vegetables procurable are sallad, asparagus, r.ueumber, brinjalls, kidney-beans, 
radishes, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and indiflerent potatoes. IikIihii corn, cucumbers, 
and spinnage, are to be had now and all tiie year roun<l, but they are tasteless, 
except at this season, when they become Ann, good, and Yer> palatable. The avigato 
pear is sumetniies procurable at this period. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Tlie rains subside considerably during this month. ^ 

The wind continues light and variable, ntteinled with ncensinnal cloudy weather. 
The days are sometimes lair, mild, and bright. — and the lempernliire agreeable. 

The Thermometer ranges from 78 in the morning to 85 in the ulteruoon. 

The meat market is much the same as in lust month. 

The fish market experiences but slight improvement; foi allhongh there is abiindaDCO 
of fish, yet it is not Always lirni and goml, except the becktr, whu h iM^cninrs larger and 
better flavored The loliowing are al.so in the market. — the bliolali, dessy tangrnli, 
konteh, bliengirs, gungtorah, kowell, toontee, pyrali chondah, and crawtish. 

Vegetables and potatoes are very indifferent . jams come in season aboutihis time. 

In the fruit market, small oranges make their appearance, but they are very acid. 
Custard-apples, pine-apples, guavas, and pumplenose continue lu season. 

OCTOBER. 

The first half of this month, generally yields a good supply of rain, and introduces 
the powerful influence of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodies 

Tlie rainy sr^ason breaks up generally between the l«Ui andSOlh of this month; 
sometimes, howi ver. it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the rase , the con- 
cluding showers are trequenll) heavy, continuing from O.to 1*4 hours, inccssautly , aAer 
which the weather becomes fair, calm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 75 in the morning to 80 in the aflerDoon 

The winds are in general light and variable during this month, veering from south 
to north- w est thence to north and north-east 

The monsoon changes about the 2l8t of (his month, after which, light brecr.es set in 
from the north and north-east. 

As soon as the weather sets in fair, the season becomes propitious for preparing 
the kitchen garden. 

The meat markets lieginto revive, and (he flsli market to improve; the beckt) he 
comes firm, and the other fish proport ionably good; snipes make their apiieorance. 

Vegetables and fruit continue much the same as last month, till the latter end of 
the present month, when, if the season is f avoi able, both evperience a considerable. 
imprciveai'Mit. Oranges become larger and better ilai uiired, and custard-apples are in 
great perfection. 

Young potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month, but they have very 
little flavour;— they are small and watery. Puiuegrauates are procurable, also sour 
wood-appies. 

NOVEMBER. 

The weather is clear and settled and the thermometer temperate. Sometimes ihe 
days are warm, but the morniugs and evenings are cool and agreeable. 

If the rains cease early in October and the cold weather follows shortly after. No- 
rember becomes a beautiful and delightful month. N othi ng ran be more fav orable t ha n 
this season for the renovation of (he health of the valetudinarian, after having ex pen. 
cnced the debilitating eifects of the hot weather. 

Slight northerly winds prevail this month. 

The thermometer ranges from 70 in the morniar to 75 in the aRernoon. 

The seeds committed to the soil during the last and present month gtart into life 
with a vigour onkaown to other climes.

In tlie fniit market may be had oranges, liin-'S, lemons, piiraplenose, pin'* .inpl»s, 
ruNiiiid-apples, papiah, phmtaiiis, cocoanuts, country almonds, fjouiegraantes, sour 
wood apples, &c. 


DECEMBER. 

The wraMirr mnf innrs fair, cool, and, on the wrhole, extremely fine, throughout the 
Bionih, with a light northerly wind. 

The da\ i .mil n glits are eold and ciear.and the mornings and evenings foggy, par- 
ticularly at the latter end of the mouth. 

The thcrmoinetrr ranges from r>8 in t,^e morning to 0.^ in the afternoon. 

The meat and fish markets aie in great pertection, both as to quantity and quality; 
game of all kinds in abundance. 

The rrgelabli* market is excellent, yielding green peas, young potatoes, letfuceo, 
young unions, radl&liea, small salind, sweet potatoes, French beans, aeem, brinjalls, 
yum, carrots, turnips, greens, young cabbages and caulillow'ers. 

The fruit market continues much the same as last month— Brazil currants (tipp». 
rabs) make their appearauce this month, together with wood-apples and other fruits. 



GARDEXrSR’S CAEBSTBAR.' 

JANUARY. 

The scnsnn is too far advanced to sow the srenorality of vrsctables wilh much pros- 
prrl of success; but turnips, rarrots, love-apples, vegetable marrow, all sorts of pump 
kin.s, lettuce, emliA'c, radish, mustard and cress, spinnge and Nrpnul spinage maj be 
sown during all this month ; also successive crops of late cabbage and kitol kliole evei y 
f ortnight. Turnips are said to succeed best when placed in rows : they should be thiniicil 
to a distance of six inches from each other. Carrots rnrclv siirc>‘cd well when planted 
at this season ; they should be thinned, but not transplnntrd, except Avhen required for 
seed. Love apiiles, when two or three inches liip^h, slioiild be planted out in beds at five 
inches opart nAerw'ards transplant in rows tw'o feet from each other, with a frame 
work to run upon. Vegetable mar’-ow’ shoulil he sown in rich light soil . earth up the 
stems as th'-y increase, and peg down the len4tirig branches at a joint. Lettuce and 
enilis'e should be pliinted in boxes or beds, anil traasplanlcd at one foot apart from each 
other; they may also be soxvii in beds, and thinned to the proper ilistaiiee— a few 
days before use they should be blanched by tying (he tf*pa of the outer leaves o\cr 
the rest. Rudisli, mustard and cress may he sown every w^-ek or leu days, the 

tw'o last througiiout the year. Spinage, to he sown in beds and thinned until (be 

plants are one foot apart. Nepniil spinage should be planted in rows, with ti'ellis 
. w'ork to run over. This vegetable continues to flower and bring foith fresh leaves 
tliroughout the year, and requires no rare. Cabbage and knol kholr should be 
planted in boxes or beds, and trans)ilnntcd i'ltn other bed.s uhout three or four inches 
apart in three weeks or a month. They may be transplanted a seenud or third time; 
especially the latter. When transplanted for the last lime they hhoiild be put in well 

manured trenche.s at two feet from each other. Horse mniiure and gmiind bones are 

strongly recommended for all the cabbage tribe. With care eommnn cabbage and knol 
khole may be procured duting every' month in the year ; but thnse produced from the end 
of October to the middle of Pcbrnnrj . are far superior to nin id hers. 

Potatoes may be planted during the first week of this niontb also ; and if the season 
prove cool they may be expected to arrive at coiwiderahlc perlet tiou. From the middle 
ot July to the early part of September, is the most fuvouiaMe time for planting potatoes 

In this month the following vegetables and fruits arc pnxunilde in (he market, in 
large quantitie.s and at very cheap prices,— carrots, turnips, caldi.tge, knol-khole, beet 
root, Bombay and country onions, beans, country benu.s, donMc beans, Freiu h beans 
white beans, and peas. Fumplenose, Svlhct oranges, roiintn o. anges, pomcgnuiates' 
guax'os, custard-applcs, limes, plantain, loqnofs, long pliiii'is, ti|>pa'eah or Brazil goose 
lieiries, and several other kinds of common fruits and vegetables 

Peach trees should Ix! slightly pruned during this niontli, and the small fruit tliiu 
ned, where too thick. 

The finest flowers are now in bloom, and at the end of the month the collection of 
flawer seeds should commence. Indeed early niignionett and lark spur seeds may be col- 
lected in the beginning of the month. Sow early melon and water melon seeds also the 
last crop of red pumpkins. 

FEBRUAT?Y. 

The remarks on lest month apply generally to this; hut there is less chance of 
success in rearing wgetatiles, as they seldom acquire nmrh strength before the hot 
winds set in. Turnips and carrots rarely succeed, but radish, iniislard and cre.ss, lett&ce 
endive, spinage, and some of the cabbage tribe may all be planted in this month and 
throughout the year. Throughout this month the collection of flower seeds is carried 
on rapidly. 

All the fruits, vegetables, and flowers mentioned ns procurable in the market in 
January, may be had in as great perfection and os cheap or cheaper during this month. 

In this month peas are plentiful, and the following may be obtained of good 
quality, — Jerusalem artichokes, asparagus, duflin beans, French beans, scarlet run- 
ners, beet root, brocoli, cabbage, carrots, cauliflow'crs, celery, endive, lettuce, knol 
khole, onions, parsnips, spinage, turnips, and yams Alxo the following fruits,— custard 
apple, Brazil gooseberries, guavas, lemons, niiilbcrr)e.s, piiiiiplenose, raspburries* 
straw-berries, peaches, pine-apples, and a few other kinds. Melons and cucumbers 
should be sown during this month. Gather winter flower seeds. Lay bare, for a fort 
Bight or three weeks, the roots of peach trees, to harden, and preserve then|froin being 
destroyed by white ants. Ufa boosc-plaUter rubbish, as manure, when closing the reett-

fiu( few Tpsretaf les come to any perfection that ore sown in this month ; but it is 
^Mirnble to sow successive crops of cabbage ond lettuce M-liicb may be planted in 
teds wiiich are partly protected from the sun, and transplanted into rows as required. 

In the market toinjal, carrots and turnips may be procured A considerable quan- 
tities and pretty goA. Turnips are generally very stringy towards the end of March . 
Country radish and all kinds of country greens may he had in large quantities, amf 
all the kinds of fruit procurable in February are obtainable with the addition of 
ftrren mangoes and Jakes, a fi'w dates and black berries. Young plants should be weeded 
in (his months, and encircled with a slight eiiibankment, to retain the water which they' 
must be afforded during the greater part of this and the two succeeding months. Melons 
and cucumbers, should be sown during this month also as well as grape and apple seeds, 
udian-corn and sugor-conto. Still gathc. winter flower seeds. 

ACKIL. 

Tlie remarks on March apply cqnall to this month ; hut as the hot season advances*' 
the chances of success in rearing most kinds of vegetables diminish. Late melons and 
cucumbers may be sown during this month likewise. Sow tnnlons in rich light soil, giving 
the plants plenty of room to run. Wh^n the> hnie thrown out four leaves stop them by 
pitirhiiig off the leading bud: they will then prodm e two lateral shoots, which stop in ar 
similar inannner ; and so continue to treat each new formed shoot, stopping it at the 
second or third joint. When the idants begin to show fruit, stop the fruiting brunches two 
joints before the fruit. Cover the groiiml with I cai es or slniw to keep the roots cool* 
and to prevent ttie fruit from becoming spotted. 

In this month planfaiiis, pine apples, pumpleno.sp, black berries, ripe mangoes 
peaches, lichees and all the other truiis procurable iu Monli are abundant in tho 
market. Carrots, (iimips, beans niui cabbages lire rt ib'ced in quiinlitj , and their prices 
are considerably iiu ressed, w bon good Kimjal, radesh, water purnkins, and greens in 
plenty are to be had. Musk melons, and several oilier cuunlri im Ions, conic into season 
about the middle of this inontb. 

Ill the latter part ol this month plant all the amanllis or lily tribe, and in fact all 
bulbous roots and plants, .sbould be sown or planted Sow eaily cncninbers, okra, 
fiidiiin corn, suVar-canc, grape, opple, and all couatr) fruit ^ecds, so that the plants may, 
have the advontage of the lain to glow iiti v igorouslj . CtUiicr wiiitcr flower seeds and' 
eoiiiiriciice grafting and budding. Plentifully woicr young plants.

Lichee.M 
and peaches get scarce at the end of tbiH month, but wanipce.^, w ild lichees and melons 
continue plentiful. Sovn long i lu umbers and white pumpkin seeds, grape seeds, peat h 
stones and fruit seeds generally. 

JUNE. 

Asparagus seed should be sown in boxes towards the latter end of the month, an t 
ransplaiited iu November, in rows tu o feet ,?part, niid the plants one foot from caeh 
other. The soil should be mi \e.l with a large portion of rolicii liorNC manure, it iS 
scareelj possible to make the ground too rich for nsporagus Fresh asparagus seed 
miould be sown whenever pi or urable, and espccia'lly between the end of June and tho 
beginning of December. 

In this inonth mangoes, oranges, pineapples, pnuip1eno«ies, plantains, pomegm 
nates, cucumbers, melons, limes, w'ild-hchees, Jake, monkcj.jivke, ami a great v'ariety 
of berries and other fruits arc nliuiidmitly supplied at low prices in the market. Cai- 
rots, turnips, cnblNiige, and other Liirepeui vegetables, are very si an'e and dear ; but 
country greens and brinjals, are prociini>-le in small quantities. About (be end of tlie 
Biontli melons disappear. 

Yoilkig and tender plants sliould be carefhlly watered every evening during this 
Mouth, nud^ liiillies, oakra, Indian corn, iiea>&ticks. jute, red spinach, Chino spinach and 
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(he common native Rreens in general, including pulbul, kurrala, jhingah, bnrbuitee Ami 
chichingah, ghonUl be sown. The planting of cat(iu;>^« of all kinds of fruits nnd flowers, 
should be commenced at the end of this month. Sow pench stones and fruit seeds 
generally. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the mouth. 

JXjLY. 

At the end of this month it is desirable to sow seeds for early ^arslev. heat, knol 
^hole, cabbage, cauli (lower, brocoll, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
other winter vegetables. 

Ce/eny.— Sow boxes in (his and the five following months. Remove to beds when 
about three in hes higli, and into trenrlirs, os irqiiired, after being a month in the beds. 
The trenches should he 54 feet deep, fiUed up w'ith a fool of light soil nnd stable manure, 
and afterwards gradual!) , as the plant gi'ows, with lichl Mtil, till within about six inches 
of the top. Water for the first two inoiitlis with the hand, after which they may be 
orcesioually flooded. 

Another teap— Having sown nnd transplanted ns above, remove into trenches 
four feet apart, and about 18 iiicbcs deep.ncaily fil'cd with horse manure and rich 
earth. As the plant grow's, bank up into ridges with li-Alit soil. By this method the 
root of the plant, nnd not the stem, is watered when flooded. 

, Knol kholetCahhnge^cavH flower tOwA hr ornh r-So\\ \\\ boxes during this and live 
following months. Remove in beds when two im lies liigli, and transplant the cabbage 
nnd knol khole twite, and cniiliflowcr and biocoli at least three times, allow'ing the 
growth oi a couple of new leai cs between each plutiiing. 

As|nrrti<7US,->-Sow in beds ill Jiilv, and reiume the plants in Novemlier, into raised 
beds of one or two rows. Wlit n the bet ries become red, cut the plants two inches above 
the ground and top dress, wiien the) will be ivadv to cut in ten days. By dresstin^ 
thel^edsiii sueression, aspanigus nin\ beproduetd fur the table all the year. —stable 
manure is the best, and the plant sluniM iinnnahly he watered by the hand, and never 
flooded except in very hot weather. IMants if taken care of will produce for 8 or III 
tears. They should, how e\er, be wiiilerrMl cleaiedof the earth and exposed for 

some days) and the ground dre.ssed eter) second year.

Turnips.— Sow in a rich sod, well ni.miired. 

In the market all Europe teertable.s are very senree and dear this inniith 
ilriiijal, greens, and other imtive v.*ge1 *liles are supplied. Pun apples, and imdonsart 
getting out of season. IMuntsiiu'*, pump!. ms md t luiiriihers, are plentiful.' 

Mangoes contiiiuetill towmsN thcf nd oi (lie monlli. Fine apples, lakes, tnonke) -jahes 
bonch, and iriui'i as arc i ciy ahiniihud Young plants nnd grails should all Ivc planted out 
during this month, and the. trees piuiu-d ns soon as they have done bearing, ns Hint is flw' 
ordy time w'hcn it can be done with biMietit to (hem. (’iit(in;;s of all trees and shrubs 
should be put in this niorith, ns well ns .slips of artichokes, w huh, us soon ns they hair' 
established theinselves, .sliould be cut down close to the ground. Standard (lower and 
dahlia seeds slioiild be sown Bnlsom seeds should he sowm in the begiiiiiig of the 
month and until the end (d October. 

All grafting and Imdtiing should be finislir I tliis inonth, so that (lie rahiH of (he tw o 
stirceediiig months may C(iu.se (hen to shout up with v igor wlieu planted out. >Vniiipces, 
blackberries and wild-lichees go out oi si asoii during the eni ly part of tins month Sow 
mmigoe, jake, blackberr) , date, and all kinds of siiniiner fruit seeds during (his inonth - 
tlipj will thrive well— likcw ise sow gooseberries. Expo.se the rootvof young plants from 
tl.c middle of this nioniii to tlie middle ot St'plemher, to hanlen then, or (bey may full 
•.on dices to white tints. Sow the irregular eari// crop of potatoes. 

AUGUST. 

Successive crops of all the vegefableM sown in July should bo planted at the end id 
('ids month, more espomally celery and beet, which .should he fit to traiisplaiit a .sn ond 
time before the moiiHOun. These two vegetables are less likely to siiiTer by excessive 
ram than iiio.it others. Artichokes should be sown in beds during this month, three 
itu’Ues hetwecii each seed, so as to allow the removal of the plants in NovciuImt. w ithiuit 
disturbing the roots. Tu propagate by suck;;rs, take oif the suckers, and piick them 
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^uit six inches apart ; and when they become well rooted, transplant into deep rich soil^ 
setting them two feet apart. Jf large, suckers may be planted at once where they are* 
intended to remain. 

To prevent artlcliokes running to leaf, and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to fifteen inches high, cut them off close to th^ground, and covet 
them over with light dry old manure; when they have advanced a few' inches repear 
the operation. If the young plants are tied up for a few days before being cut off, they 
will become blanched and may be eaten as salad. 

French beans and scarlet runners mav be sown during this month, and until 
February. They should be planted in rows two feet apart North and South, and be weU 
supported with sticks, or with nu arched bamboo trellis, which is very ornamental. 
Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbage, caiilillower, parsley, celery, onions, tobacco, and 
early flower and vegetable seeds, generul'^ at the end of this month. Sow the first re- 
gular crop of potatoes. 

Mangoes, are very scarce. Plantains pine-apples and gnavahs continue in abun- 
dance, and custard-apples, kumrungahs, punuiallas and av igoto- pears, corrondas, come 
into season. 

Insects are excessively numerous and destructive. Tiie orange tribe should be 
budded and inarched, and propagated by seeds. Continue grafting mangoes. Trans' 
plant cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peach and 
lichee grafts. About tlie end of this month sow dahlia balsom and early mignionett, suo 
flower, cox-comb, puliaiithuB, liybiscns, holybock, lark spur, lupin, poppy, sweet-sultaa 
aaloa, cabbage, salsofy, cauliflower, lettuce, and ail the other seeds sown last month. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Continue to sow alUhe vegetables mentioned for August* Transplant early cabbage, 
cauliflower, brocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of peas may 
be sown d. ring this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prospect 
of success a nlesB sow'n at the latter end. 

Peas should be planted in trcn< lies, in double rows, about two feet apart. They 
xliould be watered by hand for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until they ar» 

( wo or three feet high, by which time the winter dews will be sufficient to seperate then. 
Peas retiuire no immure, but should b«' planted in good soil. Sun- flower seeds for the 
winter should be planted now' , but this flower grows ail the year round. Coxcomb, 
larkspur aud niiguionett seeds might be sowru, ' 

Avigato pears St ill continue, and early loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
^bcir appoaraiice about the end of this month. A species of hard, tasteless musk 
melon is procurable iii abundance. Sow avigato pear stones. Young potatoes 
*a season. The Atnerienu cotton sown early in full fruit. Plant Cape bulbs, either 
in the ground, or in very deep pots w'ell drained. The turnips and cabbages are muc h 
iulesledb> a smnll dark caterpillar which may be destroyed by sprinkling the plantg 
with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of geraDlums, roses 
violets, hear ts-ease, (kc. Flowers in great perfection. As most of the peach trees wil| 
have lost tlieir leaves, the roots should be opened and exposed for 14 days, and then 
^trougly manured. Potatoes should be sown during (hir mouth. The whole of the graAi 
Should Ik* cut this month, if possible so that they might still benefit by the showers ef 
ruin that fall at tliis lime. 

OCTOBER. 

The remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds og 
vegetable seeds in boxes ; transplant from the boxes info beds ; and immediately after 
^he first heavy fall of rain remove into beds, rows and trenches, more particularly celery . 
beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflower, and brocoU. Care should be taken in Anally 
transplanting all the cabbage tribe this month, to provide against heavy falls of {rain, 
by making trenches to carry off the w'atcr. Crops of pea.v should be sown every w'eek 
• r leu days from tlie oegiiiuing of this month until the end of December— peas soww 
after that time seldom pod. 

Onions and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care, 
fully covering the seed. When leeks are a few inches high, plant them in drills, eightee m 
Inches apart, and nine inches plant from plant. As they increase in size draw up the 
earth to thei% stems, in order to blanch them, as leeks are much improved by blanching. 

Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench the ground two feet deep, sow the seeds in 
^ilU one foot fltmrl, and tliin the plants so as to leave eight inches fkom each other,

The main beds for strawberries sbouia be plnnleil. Oranges begin to get palntnb!* 
this month, and the cutting of the sugnr-eiiiic commences. Ilrinials and native 
greens become plentiful, and tlie last crop of indian-corn is gatheiVd. Tlie last Of 
the grafts .should positively be cut, and suckers transplanted. Plant larkspur, marigold, 
sweet-sultan, migniunett, piiik.s, carnation, asters, and all annual plants during this 
mouth. Propagate geraniums by slips and sow all kinds of vegetable and flower seeds 
fver3 six or eight days, throughout the month. 

NOVEMBER, 

This is the month for activity in the vegetable gardens, as but few things arrive at 
much iierfection which are not planted before the end of this month. The principal 
crops of peas should be sown during the first week; and continued every six day.s 
during the month; also French beans, scarlet runners, broad beans, and Windsor beans. 
Sow' beet, knol-kbole, cablmge, brocoli, and cauliflowers, in beds, and remove from beds 
into rows. Transplant celery and remove into trenches. Plant out artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown about the middle of this month. They 
should be planted in light soil, in which no horse dung is mixed. The potatoe should be 
cut according to the number of eyes, taking care that each piece is of sufficient sixe ta 
nourisli the 636', until it roots. Twice the size of a man's Ihunb nail of full, round the 
eye, will do well. Wlien planted, not more than one inch, or one and a half inch, of soil 
should be placed over it ; and it should not be watered offener than once in four days* 
even during the hottest weather. As it grows up, the soil should be banked up to the 
stalk. Great care should be taken not to give too much water, and not to put toe 
much soil upon the potatoe when first planted. 

This is the last month in which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seeds of all kinds, except oranges. Oranges, guavas and 
plantains and all Europe and Cape vegetables are abundant. 

DECEMBER. 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet-runners, broad and 
Windsor beans Peas sown in this month produce scantily : Plant out late celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to trenches. Sow late cabbages and 
fcnol-khole; and transplant ns above. Vegetable-m&rrow may be sown in the early 
nartof this month in light nch soil Earth up the stems of the plants as they increase 
Id growth, and peg (he leading branches down at a joint, and they will .xtrike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of this month; but those sown duntig ths 
flmt fortnight are most likely to succeed. When potatoes are planted whole, ths 
produce is finer than when they are divided into two or three pieces ; but the sama 
number of potatoes yield a far larger crop by the latter than by the former method. 
Potatoes should be planted in beds fully exposed to the sun. In rather shady places tba 
crop is small; and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetables are plentiful daring this month ; and also alt sorts m( 
brinjals, sweet-potatoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose' 
berries, guavas and oranges. Flowers of all kinds are abundant. 

A good month for sowing early musk-nieloo and dwarf-cucumber seeds, as wella^ 
peas, radish, and spinage ; but very few other vegetable seeds. Most of the «xeti« 
plants will also now be flowering.

The timoi Riven in this Alroannc are the civil or common reckoning of time, from 
Midnight to midnight. The column of the Sun ’■ Meridian pasoage i« colculoted to the 
hundredth part of a secund of time for every day of the year, with the aame accuracy 
aa it i« in the Nniitical Almanac. A watch ought to point exactly to the honr indi* 
cated for that day, when the .sun dial marks twelve. There ia no need now to 
refer to a tnhie of Equation of time; should however this Equation be required, it 
may be had as readily ii is the time beyond ISA. or the time wanting to i2A. given in this 
column for each day of the year. The Muon will serve as well to set or compare a 
watch by the same Sun ilial ; when t'.«e shadow of the gtiomen falls on 12A., a watch ought 
to show at the same moment the time indicated in the column *Moen on Meridian* 
answering to the day the observation is made, this time is calculated to the nearest 
tenth of a minute ; should the shadow full on any oilier ^pur, as S, dor b, add to tha 
time indicated iu that same column, about 62 minutes for every hour after twelve, but 
should the itaul show CA., 8A., or i lA., as uian) minutes must be deducted fur every hour 
before 12. 

The two columus of the Sun’s rising and setting include the redaction, which causes the 
Sun and all the heavenly bodies to rise on the eastern horiKon about two minutea earlier, 
and to set on the western, about tw'o minutes later than Ihev would rise or act were the 
Earth not surrounded by an atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same dura- 
tion throughout the whole year, the duration is in proportion of the obliquity of tha 
Sun's rising or setting. 

At the head of each month, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, or Venus, 
are visible in the Mnining or Evening, and on which days of (he moath tbesa 
Planets will be in coujunction (^) with the Mouii, or with each other. 

When the symbol denoting opposition occurs, such as on the 20th Julv, we are 
to undeistand thatllie Moon does not pass the Meridian of Calcutta, on that (civil; day. 
This is (he case once, sumetiines twice in a Lunar month and arises from the cirrum- 
atance of (be Lunar day being longer than the mean Solar day. In (be present instance 
the excess is fui Minutes or the Lunar d.iy is equal 25A. The Moon p.<isses (he 
Meridian on thelMth Ju'y in (he Evening at UA. 32 m., 5, via 2d m before Midnight, and 
does not return to the same Meridian until 32 nt. after Midnight on the 2Ulb. 

And because the Moon does not pass (he Meridian in every civil day, but fails 
to do so, otirc at lensl la every civil month, and as one Mendiait passage of the Moon 
produces only two High Water tides, there aie iii every Lunar mouth not less than two 
High Water tides sometimes three w inting ; therefore on two days every mouth, falling 
siiuietiiiies lifter Midnight sonietiracs after Noon, (here IS but one High Water given. 
The march of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the 
crest of the wave travelling round the globe in every Lunar day. 

Ill a place like Calcutta, so far removed from (he Sea, the (ides are strongly nfTected by 
the iimnsuo'is, occasional winds, the freshes, aim various local c.'; uses, so that it will 
always rciiiiiin an imperfectly solved probh in to give the times of the High Water with 
ecciiriicy , It will Hlwiiys, however, be found that for any period there will be only 
twice the iininber of High Water tides, as (he Moon passes the Meridian. 

It should be recollected that the time of High Water is not that when the ships in 
the .>*iv^er tuiu round, hut that when the water is actually highest, which always hap- 
pens about halt an hour before the current is changing its direction.

THE CALENDAR, and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are coni* 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining tbett divi- 
aions, have been various amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are stitl vari* 
aliens in these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient Jews, and which subsdite 
amongn that people at the present time, is, to commence the day at a certain hlKr 
of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. Thus their 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the afternoon 
of Saturday. The Homan Catholic church also commences its festivals in the 
evening; and this custom is retained amongst ourselves in some of our popular 
observances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil flay now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the following night. The evil day is distinsnished from the astro- 
nomical day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day, is that used in the Nau- 
tical Almanac, and itsomeliines lesfis to mistakes with ppisons not familiar with 
this manner of computation: a little consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
'J'luis, .lanuary 10, fifteen hours in astronomical lime, is January 11, 3 in the 
morning, civil time In France, and in most of thest.ites ol Furope, as with us, 
the itours are counted up to 12, Irnm midnight till noon, and from noon till mid- 
night. In pans of Italy, and ol Germany, the day is held to commence about 
8«in>set, and the hours are counted on till the next «nn*set. This mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon ot the '* Italian hours'* at the summer 
solstice IS 16 o’clock, and l9 o’clock at the winter solstice. 


The Flnglish names of tlie days of the wepk are derived from the Saxons; 
and they partly adopted these names from the more, civilized nations of antiquity; 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con- 
nexion wi'h asironomical science, t'lie planetary arrangement ot Ptolemy was 
thus 1, Saturn ; 2 Jupiter; 3, Mars : 4, the Sun , 5, Venus ; 6. Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Each ol ihe-ae planets was supposed to preside, successively, over each 
hour of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn would 
preside over the first hour ot the first day: Jupiter over the second hour; Mais 
over the third ; the Sun over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun presiding over 
the fourth, eleventh, anil eighteemh hours of the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day, and carrying on the series, ifie Moon would preside 
over the first hour of (he third flay. Mars over the first hour nf the fourth day. 
Mercury over the first hour of the fifth day, Jnpiier over the first hour of the aixtb*. 
day, amt Venus over the first hour ol the seventh day Hence, the names of tho 
days yet used in the learned professions tbroughout Europe. The present Euf li$b 
names are derived from the Saxon;—

%ty ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 

Almost all nations have roRulated their months, in a ereat deeree, hf the 
evolution of the mooo. Some have endeavored to unite this division with the 
Annual course of the aun, by an augmentation of clays at the end of each year, 
or by adding a ihirteenih month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
the Athenians followed ilits latter method; the Marei1onian«, and tome nation a 
«t Asia, assigned their months 30 snd 3l days; the Turks and the Arabs have 29 
and 30*([lay8 ; the months of the Anglo-Saxons weie governed by the revolutions 
of the moon. Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three 
months beins appropriated to each of the tour seasons ; bnt every third year con* 
tsiued an sdditional lunar month, which was given tu the summer season. The 
names ol their lunar months, either had refetence to ibeir religious ceremonies, or 
to the natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and still partially prevails, with regard to the commencement of the tear. The 
Jews dated the beeinning of the sacred year in the month of March ; the Athenians 
in y|e month of June, the Macedonians on the 24ih September ; the Christians of 
KfEVt and Ethiopia on the 29tii or 30th of August, and the Persians snd Armeni* 
anson^the 1 1 tli of August. The Jewish civil year liegi ns on the first day of the 
Month Tiiri, which year, corresponds with our 9th of September ; the Mahnme- 
dan*s begins of the first of the month Mohitrem^ which year, corresponds with our 
]4lhofJuly. Nearly all the nations ot the Chris'ian world now. commence the 
year on the 1st of January ; but as recently as 1752, even in England, the year 
did not legally and generally commence till the 25ih of March. In Scotland, at 
that period, the year b'^gan on the first of January. J'he diftWrence caused great 
practical inconveniences, and January and February, and oart of March, aome- 
limes bore two dales, as we often find in old records, as 171 1 -12 This practice 
often leads to chronological mistake?; for instaiire. we populailysay "'I'lie Re- 
volution of 1668," that great event happening in Fehiuarvol the yea* 16H8, accord- 
ing to the then mode of computation; but it the year wcie held to begin, as it 
does oow, on the Is* of Janiiarv. it would be‘‘ i he Revolution of 1089". In tho 
snniveraaries given in the Hrttish the alterations of ^tyle, made in 

have not been followed, as any correction of date would have embarrassed ilie 
leader in historical and biographical refeiences. 

The year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs ol the Zodiac. The period comprises 3GS 
flays, 5 hours, and 48 minutes. 51 seconds. 6 decimals, and is called the astronomi- 
cal year. 

The CALVNnAn is a table of the days of ihp year, arranged to assist the dis- 
trihuiton ol time, and to imlicaie rttmarkable days ronnecied with devniion or 
business. It every nation bad adopted the same division of time, and a uniform 
calendar had been geneial throughout civilized stales, history would present inin h 
fewer difficulties and contradictions, '1 he progress of astronomical science has 
neoessan 1 9 produced gi eat changes in the manner ut dividing iime ; and thus, 
whilst some nation* hiive been ready to give I heir caiendar every possdrle advan- 
tage of a ecieulific conatiuciinn. the prejudice* oi otlieia have rendered them unwilU 
ing to depart from their acrustomeil mode, however inaccurate. It may he curious 
and instructive to trace, veiy briefly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, 
the changes of style. 

The Romans called the first days of each month, Catendf, from a word 
which Signified callfd ; because ihe Fonliff-*. on iho-e days, called the people 
together, to apprise them of the days ol lesiival in that month. FJence we derive 
the name of Calrnoar 

The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all 
nationa, isatsted to have been introduced by lloniuliis, the founder of this rity. 
He Alivtded the year into ten montlia only; Mars. Apritis, Mains, .lunms, 
Qiiintdis. (afterwards called Julius,) Sextilis, (afterwards called Augustus,) 
September. October, November, Oecember. Mar. iVlaine. Quinfius. and October, 
contained 31 days, and each of the six other months 30 days; hb that the ten 
moqths comprised 3ii4 days. The year of Romulus wa«, lliere'ore, ol fit) days* 
lets duration ibao the lunar year, and of 61 days less then the solar year ; and its 
commencement of course did not correspond with any fixed season. Numa 
Pompiliiis corrected this calendar, by adding two months, Januarius. and Februari- 
miwhicli he placed before Man. Julius Cmaar, being desirous to renderthe csieudsr 
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•tilt more correct, consulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year 
as 365 days, 0 tiours, compriiting,’' as they thought, the period from one vernal 
equinox to another. I'he mix hours were set aside, and at th^ end ot four years, 
forming a day, ili« fourili year was made to consist of S66 flays. The day thne 
added, was called intercalary, and was added to the month of February, by doubling 
the 2 nil of that month, or according to^ their way of reckoning, the uiith of the 
Calends oi Maich. Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect 
anangement, which was denominated the Julian siyle, prevailed generally 
throughout the Christian world, till ibe time Tope Gregory XI 11, 1 he Calender 
of Julius Cesar was deleciive in this particular; that the soiar^ear, consistini; 
of 363 days, 3 hour<*, and 49 minutes, and not of ^63 days. 6 hoursTas waasupposed 
ID the lime of Julius Cssat ; there was a difference between the apparent year and 
the real year, ot eleven minutes. I'his diffrrence at the time of Gregory Xll!.« 
had amounted to ten entire days, the veil 41 equmox falling on the llih, instead 
of the2l«tof March, at which period it fell correctly at the lime of the Council 
of Nice, in the year 32^. To obviate this inconvenience, Gregory ordained, in 
1382, that the l.7ih October should be counted instead of the 3ih, for the future; 
and to pievent the recuirence of this error, it was farther determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with ihe exception of the 
beginning of each ionilh oen'uiy. Titus. 7UO and ISOO have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so; but the year 200<i will be bissextile. In this manner, three dayi 
are retrenched in four bundled years; hecau‘>e tht* lapse of the eleven minutes 
makes three days in about that peiiod. 'I'he year of the calendar is thus made, as 
nearly as possible, to conespund with the true solar year; and future errors eC 
chronology aie avoided. 

The adoption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style.) was for some time resisted by slates not 
under the author<iy of the See of Home. The change of the style in England, was 
establKhed by an Act of Parliament passed in 1752. It was then enacted, that the 
year should ccunmence on the \<i of January, instead of March 23lh ; and that in 
the year l73«. th * d.iys should be numbered as usual until Se lernber 24. when the 
day following « hould be accounted the 14ti of September, omitting 1 1 days. The 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every hundredth ytmr, except the fourth 
hundredth, was also enacted. 'I'he alteration was, for a long time, opposed by the 
prejudices of imiividoala ; and even now, with lome persons the Ohl Stile is se 
pfciiinaciously adhered to. lliat rents are made payatile on the old quarter days, in- 
stead ut the new. For this reason, and not in difference to the piejudice. the 'ul«l 
festivals are menti' tied in the Urttt^h Almanac, 'i'he llus-ians still retain the Old 
Style, thu-i creating an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercouiae 
with other nations, which, we trua, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in existence more than twelve years * 
and is important to be noticed, as all the pub'ic acts of the France nation were 
dated according to this altered style. 'I'he National Convention, by a degree of 
thedih October, 179:1, established a new Era, whii h was called, in Ihe place or 
the Christian era, the era of the French. 'Ihe commencement of each year, of 
' the first Vendiiniaire,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, on which 
the autumnal equinox fell, as determineil at the observatory at Pans. 'J'his era 
[ commenced on ibe 22od ot September. 1792, of being the epoch of the foundation 
. of the Republic ; but its establishment was not decreed till the 4ih Frimaire'* 
i, of the year 11. (4th Noveiiibei. 1793). '! wo days afterwards the politic act! 
; were thus dated. This calendar existed till the lOlh ** Nivose,*' year XlV. (tbt 
. 3i8t December, 1BU5,) when the Gregorian mode of computation was restored.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR* 

I. Dpsiinical LFTTFR3.-»The seven days, of the week, reckoned as beeinninf 
•Q the let of January, are designated by the fiist saven letters o( the aipliabet. A, 
B, C, D. E, F, U ; and the one ot these, which denotes ^^unday, is the dominical 
letter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter : if it begin 
oo tVlondgy, that letter 18 G ; if on Tuesday, it is F; and so on generally To 
find the d o minical letter, call New Year’s Day A., the next day li. and so on 
tilt you come to the first Sunday, and the lutter that answers to it, is the d< minical 
letter. If there were ^94 days, or exactly ^ weeks in the year, the dominical 
letter would be aHVays the same; but the year contains days; an eicess 

of 1 J day over 3% weeks 'I'heday is taken into the account eveiy year, and the one 
fouith makes a day in every four years; so that the dominical letter, falls back- 
ward oue fetter toi each of the three years, in which the date or number of the 
Year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and, two /rrreri every fouitli 
year, when the date can be so divided ; ss in the year 1K2R, it is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore. Febiuaiy will contain 9 days. The year began on 'I'uesday ; count 
forward Tuesdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days, and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive H F. 'I'heieiore at first, F is the dominical letter; but (he :t9(h ol Fe- 
bruary, which is added, or intcrcofored, throws the 1st day of March a day later 
in the week than it would otherwise have been; and, iherefoie. the Sunday letter 
for March and all the remaining months will be B. The years which have the ^9 
days in February, and (he two dominical letters are called bincitiles, for the reason 
already given or /sap i/enri ; because the day oi (he month, atier Fehruaiy, leaps 
pveradayof the week.

3. The Cycle OF hie Sun is the number of years that elapse before the 
Sundays (hrouuiiout the year, happen on (he same days of the month. If ilure 
were 361 days in the year, that would happen eveiy year; if 565, it would happen 
overy seventh year; but because the one fourth of a day makes an alteration cl a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to years. Nine years of this cycle 
bad elapsed before the birth ol Chiist. 'Mierelore, to find the cycle of the sun, 
add 9 to the dare divide by tt'd ; the quotient is the number of cycles .since the hirih 
of Chiist, and the remainder ib the cycle of the sun ; as, for the year 11)28, add 9.

4 The Epact is the moon’s ace for the first day of Januaiy. or the equation 
between (he beginning of the so'ar and the lunar year.

THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR^ 


1. CIrfumeisimi.— This lestivtl wts ^rginsllf etiled ths Octsve of Chri*l- 
mu; and the first meution found of ills in the year 487. It was instituted by the 
Church, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law, to which Christ 
■ebmitted, on the eighth day of the nativity ; and was introduced into the Liturgy 
•f the Church of England in 5i0, 

6, EptpAany.— The ward Epiphany signifies flppeortfnce or apparition. This 
festival is kept in commemoration of ihe ** Manitesiation" ot the Saviour of man« 
kind to the Gentiles, and appears to have been first observed, as a separate feast 
ie the year 813. The primitive Christians celebrated the Feast of the Naiiviry 
Ibr twelve days, observing the first and last with the greatest solemniiyt From 
the circumstance of this festival being twelve days Biter Christmas, it is vulgarly 
called ** Twelfth days.*' 

8. Plough MonHay is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation liom its having been fixted upon by our forefathers, as the peiiud 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture, alter the festivities ol Chiisimas. 

i9. Soptuagesima 3un</ay.— Septusgesima Sunday, is a Sunday depeuden 
upon Lent as ihdC season is upon Ea-ter. It is to be considered as the prepara 
tidn for the last of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Giegory the 
Great. 'I’he name of the fiimt Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by tbe 
appellation of Quadragesii^. and tlie thiee weeks preceding, having been appro* 
priated to the gradual introduction ol the Lent Fast, the thiee Sundays of these 
weeks were calleil hy names significant of tl eir situation and reckoning by iJe* 
cades pentha), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, rerieved its piesent title 
•f Quinquagesima, second Sexagestma. and the third Sepiuagesima. 

30. hing Charles the FirsCs Martyrdom. Ue ile»tU of Charles 1., is cete* 
brated aa a fast ol the Church* 

.FEBRUARY. 

9. Puf^f)Eeaft 0 fi.^Thii day is kept in the reformed Church, as a solemn festi- 
val, in memory ol the Purification of the Viigiii Mary, who submitted to the ii>- 
iunction of the law, under which sbe lived, and presented tbe infant Jemis in tbe 
j‘emple. The festival was celebiated in tbe riinslinn Cbu relies with an abun- 
dance of light, and was uricinally called **( andleinas Day,” as well as the Day 
etf^l^ufification. I’he practice oMighting the (.'buiches has l>eeii discunliniicd in 
this country since the second year of Edward the \'l. In the Roinieli Church, 
the orginal name and all its atieudant cerinionies, aie still retained. 

5. Ash JVoflnesday , — The primitive Christians did not commence tbeif 
Luttt, until the Sunday now callerl the first in Lent. Pope Felix III, in the year 
487, first added the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete tbo 
DUintier of fasting days to forty. Gregory the Great introducetl the sprinkling of 
ashes on the first of the four arlditional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine- 
rum, or Ash Wednesday. At the Reformation, this practice was abolished, ** ss 
being a mere shallow, or vain show.'* 

9. Qiiadragotsima, or first Sunday in Lent.— Ercombeit* King of Kent, 
first appointed the last of Lent in this country, in the year 641 ; ^urceeding gene* 
raiiooa marked iliedisiinctions lieiween the various fnods. We find flesh to ha«e 
been early prohibited during Lent, though Henry VIII, published a piociamalion 
in 1543, allowing the use ol white meats, with continued in force until, by piocia 
wations of James l.in 1619 and 1635, and by Charles 1, in }6t7 and >631, flesk 
was again wholly lorbidden. 

14. St Valentino, -The practice of *' choosing a Valentine,” as it is caMed 
on this day, is too well known to need explanation. The origin of this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputably ot very ancient date. Valentine was 
n presbyter ol the Church, wbosuflfered mirtyrdom under Claudius 11* at Rome, 
A. 0.371. 

18. Shrooe Tusiday.— After the people had made tbe ronfession required at 
this seaaan, by the dicipiiue ol the ancient Chuich, they were perniitied to^dulge 
io festive amusements, although not alipwed to paiiake of any leilast beymd the 
nsual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pi ^served, of eating 
piDcakes and Iritiers at fiihrovetide. Qo these days ol authorized indulgence, the 
non wanton recreations were tolerated, provitled a doe regard P*r 1 to lit. 
ibstineace coanmaoded by the Church ; aud Iroro ihti ortgia sprang the PopisT 
' CavntvaL From the loose pastimes of thq age in which the Qvnival '

16. Poiai Sunday,— Palm Sunday le the Sunday preceding Easter* Pv the 
last Sunday in Lent. In the ancient Church Palm bnnday, with the wbpte^ef 
the week, which it comment ea wis held in atriet devotion, an deierved mill « 
greater rigour as to lasiiug and humiliation than any other part of the Lent aeaaoii. 
The festival tominemoraias our savioor*s triumphal entry into Jerusalem, vbeR 
branch^ of palm were apread before bun. 

17 St Petrieh— St. Patrick, from the eminent aervicei he rendered tbp 
Irish, in converting them from idolatry la called the Apostle and Father of the 
Hibernian Church, and la the Patron^ or tutelar aaiot of that island. 

jUl. Good Friday - From the earliest records of QtfiBtianity, this day>ee 
been held has a solemo fast in remembrance of the Cr^ifixion Ita appellonpa 
of Good, appears to he peculiar to the Church of England. Onr Saxon forpfathere 
denominated it Long Friday, from the length of the offices and faatinga on that day. 

93 Easter Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of tbn 
Eeaurrection. and being the moat important and moat ancient in obaervnnco : 
gorerna the whole of the other moveable foaau throughont the year. 

96. Annunctation or Lady Day — I he reformed Church celtbmtea Ibis 
day as a joyful feaiival from the coiineiion between the circumatance commemo- 
rated. sod the incarnation. ** Our Lady* ii the anc ant and popular nitno of Ibo 
fTirgin Mary. 

APRIL. 

15. Mounday Thunday.— Edward 111 in the year 1S63. appears to Havo 
keen the first English mon<ir< h. who introduced into this country the praeUco of 
feeding, clothing and distributing money to indigent peisoni on Maunday Tboro- 
day. 1 he Custom cootioued without intermission to the preseot period; and 
yearly, on this day. the Lord Almoner, or in hit absence, the sab almoner, attend 
for that purpose, in Whitehall Chapel. 

83. Satrit Gsoigs —Edward II I, at the battle of rtlais, in the year 1349 
joined to, England's then supposed principal guardian, St. Edward the confosaor. 
the name of St George both of whom he earnestly invoked to aid his arms. The 
next year, the Order of the Garter was established, dedicated to St. George; 
and the Saint himseli has, from that period, been considered as protector of 
England. 

85. St. Mark* the Lvengs/ift.— On Ihts day the reformed Ghorch holds a 
Ibatival m commemoration of the benefits the Christian religion bas received from 
|he exertions of this Evangelist. 

27. Rogation Sunday.— Rogation Sunday received and retains ita little fre« 
4he Monday Ineadsy, and Wednesday immadiately following it which are called 
EogeCton Oayi, derived ^om the Latin Eogais. to beseech. Ihe earltesl Gbnoti* 
ans apptopriated extraordinary prayers and supplications for those three days; 
a preparation for the devout observance of our Saviour'a Asceniioo, on the day 
■ext succeeding to them, denominated Holy Thurads), or Ascention Day. The 
whole week, in which these days happen, la styled Rogation W^k, and in aome 
parts It IS still known by the other names of Crop-Week, Grass-Week, and Gang 
er Proceasion-Wjpek. 1 he perambnlationa of parishei are made in this week,

Common opinion has been accustomed to 
TOgard the rising and setting with the Sun, or Sinus, or the Dog-star, as the cause 
of excefsstve heat, and consequent calamities, instead of viewing it as the sign wheq 
auch effects might be expected. Of this notion. Dr. Hutton says. be stsr not 
only varies in its rising, in every one year as the latitude varies;^but is always 
later and later eveiy year, in all laiuudes; so that in time the star may, by the 
eame rule, come to be charged with bringing frost and snow.*' 

T6. 5t. James.— I'his Apostle is called James the Great, tp distinguish him 
from the other Apostle, who is called the Less.

18. St, l.uhe t'e Evangelist.— The festival held in commemoration of this 
' JBvangelist, WBS first lostiiuted hy the Lbrigiian Church in the year 1130. 

28. Ait. 3tmon and St. Jude Apostles. -The two Apostles, 8t Simon and

NOVEMBER. 

1. All Sainti.— All Saints, or AU Hallows, in the Protestant Church, is a 
day of general commemoration of all those saints sad martyrs, in honooi ot wbom, 
iadividuslly, no psriicular day has been expressly assigned. •' 

4. King William landed.—** On the 3rd of November says Burnet, who 
Nvesin the ffeet, ‘‘we passed between Dover and Calai* aod before night, saw the 
>‘'-lale‘of Wight. The negtday, the4lh^ being tfie day, on which the Prince waa 
n«both bom and married) he' fancied, if he could land that day, ft Would look 
^spicious to the army, aod animate the soldiers; but others* who coosidered 
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the day ToHowiig was Gunpowder Treason duf, thoagU our lauding that da; might 
have a good effect on the minds of the English nation. And 0ivine Providence so 
ordered it, that alter all hopf^s of our landiog at Torbay were given op, and AusmII 
bid me gro to my prayers /«»r all was lost the wind suddenly |•^hiltecl, and carried 
us into the desired haven.

9. Lord /Wayor’«-l?'iy.— Our Almanacs style this, the *' Lord Mayor's Dsy," 
in allusion to its being the period wlien the chief magisiraie elect ot the city of 
London annually enters upon his high and important office. Until the 9tb of 
May, I Pi 4, the office ot chief magistrate of London was held foi lile. , 

It. St. iUartin.— This anniversary is still one of the four Cross Quarter-Days.. 

30 Advent 5niif/aiy,— Advent in the Caiendai properly signiOes the approach 
a/ the Feast of the Natiouy. It includes four Sundays; the first of which is el* 
ways the nearest Sunday lo '^aint Andrew, whether belora or after Advent was 
insuiuted by the Council of Tours, in the sixth century. 

DECEMBER. 

T5. Christmas* Day. ^Christmas Day is a festival of the Church, universally 
observed on the 2.ith December, in memory ot the Nativity of our Saviour; 
and It has been denominated Christ Mass from the appellative, Christ, having been 
added to the fiame ol Jesus, to express that he was the Messiah, or the Aaoioled. 

26, St. Stephen, -He was the first martyr to the (-hfistian faith. Lardoer 
end Doddridge think his death was rather the effect of popular fury than the 
result of a legal senteore 

27. St. John the Ecange/isf.— This festival is kept to commemorate the 
slaughter of the Jewish children by Herod. This is also called CAi/dcmat* Day 
(from ('hild and Mass,) on account of the Massri said in the Romish Church tor 
the souls of iQQOceuis* 


THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It 18 impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; 
or even through the montlis, or the day. without noticing the influence which the 
changing positions ol the heavenly bcdies, have upon his own comtort, and upon 
the state of ail things aiound him. I his is the book of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, both indivnluaU and nations, attempt to read. It is alweye 
open; no perception is so dull as not to be able to trace its greater lines; omi, 
from the magnitude of these, and the unerring certainty of their reourreoco nt 
their regular times, and the changes which they produce if'pon every thing that 
grows or lives. It IS (Ji/fit'uit lo imagine the existence of a mind, so incurious an 
not to from to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 

In a country like England, where the changes are so frequent, and the e a 
tract so striking, the subject is constantly before every body ; and be it in city #• 
on common, in hall or in but, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the very first topics of conversation. If even, iu the centre of a crowded city, 
where uaiure is, ssit where, excluded, and man and art rule supreme, -^if there, 
amid ail the displays of manuiaciure. all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news of nations, the phenomena of the day and the year can claim 
the attention, bow much more must they do, this, to the people who am teal- 
tered over liie country, and spend most of their time it) the open air I To ail tbeae, 
that volume, of which the Almanac is the index, is a daily book to man; amt 
especially tcf those who have not had the advantages of educatioD, it is thw 
only book. ^ 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselvea upon the notice of ell, 
but of which the philosophy lies in the depths ol scieuoe, .mnst be the tteaee 
either of great good or of great evil ; for, upon soy subject that interesta the 
^uiod powerfully, if knowledge be out planted supeietition is sure to spring np of 
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ii^wn MrCcoTiU That he 'who,luiov« n/Qihi;Dg maybemadA tO belieur^ anj ihiar, 
jii,|«tind to be a maxim of but too general truth ; and upon no aubjert haa iig 
grnth been more Uvquenly , verified th^n upon the one pnder coneideraiiun. jn 
the early agea of the world, and before revelation had substituted a moral anil 
antdlec^ual sysiem lor gn ideal and auperytitiona one ^he phenomena of the year 
andmore eapecially the luminaries that are attemlant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acknowledged anti wor-hipped as gods-aubstituted io the place 
^Hirowhp*e ins trumenis they are and who implanted in them those properties 
and asstigned them thb«e motions, in ronpequence of which tl ey produce there 
effects. In moulding them for this purpose, there ig no iloubt ihat the artful por. 
tioe of ■ocieiy employed all iheir cunning, in order to eUi^lnye ihe minds ol the 
mnititudet sod enable themselves to profit by the rlarlcness which they occasioned, 
Butil the subject itseU had not been the best adopted fpr superstiiion. the very 
cunning which made use of il would have necessarily chosen that which answered 
its'purpose betters. So far, however, as research can be made into the early 
history of mankind the sun the moon, and such stars as have any thing remarka* 
ble in their appearance, have been the firat objecig of adoration ; and that adora* 
tidO has always been the more marked, in proportion as the appearance of iht 
luminaries have been the more varied. We find it much more in the Laplander 
•isd the inhabitant of Greenland who have their months oS siimmer's day and 
winter*! night, than we do in those tropical countries, where the day is always of 
pearly the same length and where flooding rain and burning drought are the chief 
phenomena that very the year. 

But the superstitious adoration of the celestial gppearance is not confined to 
thfi early ami barbarous state of nations. When this superstition ;gvB8 expelled 
irom religion and the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not at 
onee lose the whole of their consequence ; but held their place as the agents and 
arbiters of human destiny. Upon inis ar'ose a system of superstition, which left 
not a thing in nature, a member of the human body or an event of human lifo 
.upon which it did ngt lay hold. The individual bodies had each, tbeir special 
virtueg, their good or their bad influence; these were modified by the grouping of 
Jhe stars into constellations and from the posiiiims of the sun, moon, and' planets 
imoog these there arose other compound influences till the system becamo jgi 
compUcaied as it was ridiculous. 8o firmly was this believed at one lime, that 
nothing could be done or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to 
flod out yrhetber it was tjieir pleasure that the issue should be prosperous; and 
Ihe aspect of the stars at a mao*s birth was admitted lo haye 4en times as mucb 
Influence upon his soocess in life, as his talents, his education, and his conduct. 
Indeed it had much more; lor if it was not the pleasure of the stars- and the 
vevealing of that was committed entirely to the astrologer -the man could not act, 
•r be educated or even boro. If one wished to know whether any substanrn 
wQuld answer any purpose, he did not try it. he congulied the moon ; and if any 
«bing was lost search was not made for ii i)ie moon was questioned through tb« 
n^ium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by his confederates to be jn 
possession of as many lost things as kept up the credit ^f the craft, 

By JLhi* most absurd system of superstition the reason and common sence of 
She people were rendered completely ,u<iele88; and which was far^worse the foun- 
dation of morality was completely taken Bway,f«ibecau<ie, if the 8ucce«s or the 
Bdlure the good or the bad of human actions, did not‘ depend upon men Ihcm- 
eelves, but upon an unerring destiny, to be read in the aspect of the stars there was 
nn end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly ; because, as the destinv waa 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it— indeed he could make pe 
•flbrif uulesa that waa also set down io the aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 

W hen superstition had thus dpstroyed both the intellect and the morala of 
msnkind, the absurdities into which it led them were endless; and as any subject 
in order to be wondered at. requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion he* 
eame very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes alhtle to this : 
•ven the well ii^ormed talk aboujt stars*' and *■ destiriies.*’ and tho^ who have 
little information believe that these words have a literal aignifleatiof). The disposi- 
tion which all people have to pry into the future also tenda to poTpetuate tbia au- 
perstitioD. The proper key to the future is induction from the past ; but the proper 
m of that anppMes habftfl of observing and reasoniog which cannot yet be regard'^ 
among, ^oov\o cuuu'vq an Ahaq who oaopoVhntkaVpVi 
jutdre. by connccliog it with the preaent pud the paat, still follow |ficr the dl)n« 
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■ionnoton^y of astrologers -*moon«aiid-8tar men,~but fortune-telline impdators 
of alt sorts; and the delusion is lie! (ie<t to be pt^ipetuated by those publicaiioas 
in which the nonsence oi asiroluRy is still retailed to the public. 

These circumstances render it necessary that the phenomena of the yearpliould 
be explained in the most simple and philosophic manner, ih.a the real causes of 
those phenomena should be made palpable to the most oidiiiary capacity; and 
that it should be plain to every one, that there ts no mystery in the mailer. -filial 
the revolutions of the heavenly bodies piudiice the appearances of Che seasons 
and not lung rnoie The motives oi these have, in fact, no more influence upon 
the couduci and the deoiinies of mankind ilian the motion of a river towards the 
sea, or the fall of a stone to the giound, when it is not borne up by some tbbig 
that can support IIS weight ; and it would he just as raiional to calculate the 
nativity ot a man fiom the motion ol the Thames towards the sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the planets. Nay. the levotution of a coach-wheel upon 
the road had just as much lodo with humm destiny as ihe motion of the heavenly 
bodies; and when, in its revolution upon the dial, the miiiuie hand of a clock 
passes over the hourhand, that has just as much influence upon the late pf upuonja 
Ol individuals as an eulips ol the suii or the muon. 

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun, and the Kght 
of the moon, and siill fainter illuininaiion ol the stars, iheie is no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that ol giavitation. upoi^ 
theeaith itself; ami as their influence is whollv of a physical nature, it can have 
no effect whatever upon the minds oi comiuct ol men, any more than can be pro. 
duced by the natuial or aitiflcial motion ol any oihgr suustances. So far as the 
lomiiiaries make men more or less comiui table at the nine they have an inflaence 
— as the genial temperature ot the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are taised by a similar temperature of a common Are, 
or the light of the moon enables a man to find ins way at night, just in the same 
way as he would find it hy the same degree of lamp light; but beyond these 
phisical effects, theie is, and there can be, nothing, if the luminary is at thu 
same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height above ihu 
horizon. It matters not in what sign of the zodiac or in what part of the heavens 
it may make its appearance, any more than it signifies whether the fire by which 
one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is lighted, ib one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul’s; and it would he just as philosophical lo calculate the futurp 
destiny of a mao liom the ** house’* in which he happened to^ be born, as fiom 
the*' house” of the planets at the time of lus birth. Indeed it would he much, 
more so ; for if intelligetice ond sense happen to be lords of the ascendant ia 
the house of the paient. they aie veiy rational grounds for predicting the future 
welfare of the child; and so. also ignorance dissipation, and vice in the parent 
are far more malignant aspects for the infant that has the misfortune to be botni 
under them, than any configuration which either the stars, or any thing else ou^ 
of any family can assume. 

There was a time when not the people merely but the tilled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest coiislei nation by an eclip«e of the sjn or moon, 0 ( 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because they are of 
comparatively rare occunetices and when mankind do not know the rational causgi 
of any thing, they always from lo themselves a so persiitious one- A candle is lo 
the inma'esol a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants of the earth du^ 
ring the day ; it gives them light, and, il the fiame be large enough it gives them 
heat. II, too, theie be a mirior upon the waU and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected by the mirror is throne into a room which the candle does not 
illummate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to bo 
there. Now, if one of the family were to stand between anoiher of the family 
and the candle, the candle— iheir sun for the time— wou'd be just as much eclip* 
sed to the one from whose sight it were bidden, as the sun of the world is when 
the moon comes between and the earth ; and so also if any on.'; placed himseU 
ill such manner, as that his shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror the tempof 
lary inpon of f^oge in the dark chamber — would be just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprivea it of 
the light ol that rbminary, and prevents It from reflecting that light to thP earth' 
Well IB there any person in his senses that would say, that because one of a family 
bad come between another and the candle, or lietween the candle and the looking 
iffttte direful calamity would befal ihg family, Or that thej^ fwoiili^ 
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tneVitsbly have a brawl or a law^auitwith ihe (olka at the next cottage; ancj yet 
ihe consequences just mentioned aie precisely »i ihesame nature with the eclipses 
4)( the sun and moon*, and from their neamrss they have much more effect on the 
inhabitants of the cottaee than the celestial ones can have upon the inhabitants 
of the eaitht A temporary want ot light is the whole effect in both cases; and 
as that of the celestial eclipse IS never so com pleie as in the rase oi the candle 
and the minor, it IS, except as a matter ol cuiiosiiy, or as Bxiug a point ol timef 
of much less consequence than the other. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same as if one were to come 
•mio the room with a burning torch or taper and ilien go cut again ; an occurrence 
avhich could do no harm, unless the bearer of the toich weie to lun against some* 
body or set fire to the house. 80 also, if Ihe comet be a solid substance, and if 
the light which It emus be of the burning kind, (lor comets aie so distant, and 
caiiiiiiue so short a time, that we are unable to he ceitain about their nature,) it 
■might if U came in conttict with the earth, shatier It as a cannon hail sliailers a 
house, or born it as a red-hot short or a '•hell does ; hut as long as we are out of 
its way, we are jnsi as sate liotn haim as we tvould be if we stood on a high cliff 
and aaw rockets Jet off ten miles at sea. A rocket let off in VauxhaH Gardens 
has j.vsf as mjuch influence on the fate of n itions and individuals, as ail the comits 
4hate.ver appealed ; and if the stick of the rocket happened to tail upon any 
hotly,. M would have a good deal itiuie. 

'I'here was atime when the ^ Jack-o'-ihe-1aniern*'— inflammable air over a 
, fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish — both of which, in a ceitain state of 
lollenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was aceuunieil as something 
planning; but as eveiy htitulei 111 (hemisiry ran now produce the same appear- 
ancea whenevei he pleases, ilie} have ciased to be regarded with any degree of 
^eppeeheosion. 

Ail these follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagi- 
nations, and made liiemselves uneasy, resulted I rom the want ot a ntile — a very 
little-— sober and independent thinking, blffecla must he similar to their causes; 
and every subject which is matter cannot affect the minn in any other way than 
by affecting the body. 'I'lie arsenic winch lies buiied a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores of the Apoihecanes^ Company, is jus/ as 
.deadly in its nature as that which has, by accident, crime, or madntss, got /tito 
fbe hutnan stomach. LJut while it remains there it poisons nobedy; and fAoUgh, 
by continually alarming himself about it. a man ol weak mind might, in time, 
bring himself to he lieve that it would; and though this should injure his health, 
or even frighten him to death ihe aisenic would be quite innocent of the matter. 
What would even the most ignorant man now living think, if he were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to be stoieo from the stores of the Giaud Signior, 
brought to London, and burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey 1 Well, there was a time when the belief of 
ouch an influence in powder was far moie prevalent than that of the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely roassee of matter-- 
Inanimate, and, of course, wiihout any power of thinking and acting as wholes— 
ihaugh they may havediflerent classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
Ihesame way that the earth has; and it may be, that while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon, the people on that luminary are 
in the same alarm at our planet. But bodies placed at so great a distance from 
each other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each othei\ 
Atgving thptpf gia,vi,tation, and light anil h<'St, which will, of course, change wiin 
every change of position and distance. As, if the moon he far north in the sky, 
it will be longer ** up,*' or above the horizon, to us in the‘-e northern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, on the eastern side, ii will shine in the tally part of the 
night; if it be near, on the westein side, it will shine in ilie latter part of the night; 
if it he directly opposite to the sjun. it will, if just as far north in the sky, rise at 
punsei and set at sunrise ; ifii b« iarther norih. it wilt rise before| the sun sets, 
and set after the sun rises if sou'b of the sun. it will rise after ^pilnset, and set 
before sunrise and if it be in the same pariot the .^ky with respect to espt an4 
west, aa the sun. it will rise and aei at the same ii.me with that luminary, and not 
M seen, unlesp it he aUo in the same patt ol the sky with regard to north and 
potilb^ and in that cape ii will come, in whole or in pair^ between the ear)b 
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Iho sun, according as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and occa- 
sion a total or a paitial eclipse ol the sun. All the changes of the moon, with 
regard to shape and lime ol appearance, take place m eveiy lunar monih, from 
one new moon to another. All the variations, ul appearances, eclipses and other 
phenomena, recur in a period ot about nineteen years; and any of them may be 
foretold by one who has a knowledge oi astionoiny. 

There are some other particulars in (he moon’s appearance, upon which 
superstition is still api to lay hold, and predict, li not sunietliing as to human life, 
at least something al>out the weather which is a lei tile subject lor imposture. One 
of them is the position of the cusps, or points, of itie new moon when first seen. 
These are always both at equal distances liom ihe sun, and, oi couise. then aland" 
ing straight, or leaning backwards, or toi wards, depends upon ihe distance that 
the moon is north or south of the sun. Any one can see this by a very simple 
expeiimcnt. Take an orange or an apple, or any thing round, and hold it in your 
left hand between you and (he candie, only as tar to the left as that the light will 
shine on a part ot it in the shape of a new moon. This moon may be much 
narrower or broader, acocording as you hold it nearer or further frum the line 
between you and the candle. If you hold ii just as high as the candle, the line of 
the points will be upriglit ; if yuu move it higher the candle, the line will lean 
backwards, more and moie as it is raised; and ii you move it down lower than the 
audle, the line will lean lorward, more and more as it is lowered. 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who arc ignorant ol the causes aie. " the harvest moon," in Septem- 
ber, and " the hunter's moon,” in March; the former of which, when near the 
full, uses for several nights at nearly the same hour, and the letter, at the same 
ace, is equally lemarkahle tor the rlitfeience between the limes ol its lising. The 
mo >n moves neatly to the same distanuu fiom tlie sun every day, but it moves in 
a p'ltli, the onediaif ol which is rau h neater the north than the other; and this 
is the case also with (he apparent annual path of the sun ; that luminary appear- 
in« much nearer lo the norih in sumrne.r than in winter. Thus, when the moon ia 
moving northward at the tiuHt rapul rate, it escapes fiom the horizon northward, 
and rises earliei ; and when it moves S'lulhward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
pinaches to the lioiizon, and St Is railiei. The full moon can be in the former 
position only in Sept^ inlier or Oitober, and in (he latter in Maich or April ; and 
thus the harvest and huntei’s moons are occasioned. 

r 

Such are the principal changes in the moon's appearance; they are all to bo 
explained upon the simple tads of the motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
theMfore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which supersti* 
tion, the child ol ignniaoce, ascribes to them. 

The pUnetfi being all much more remote bom the earth than the moon is, and 
having little difl'uretice in thfir appearances, saving what aiises fiom ilieir own 
motions and that ol ihe earth round the sun, have liule about them that claims 
aiicniion, as connected witli the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the comfoit or the oidinary pursuits of mankind, they have none whatever; and 
therefore, Ihe explanations of their appearances and moiions may very pioperiy 
be left 10 the study of asiionomy. 

Thus, the only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena ol the year, is some account of the annual appearances of the 
8 uii~ihat grand sourse ol light, and life, and enjoyment, lo all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have nol 
much knowledge of geography and astronomy u may nol be improper to begin 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as aiising from the real 
rotation of the eanh. When a round body, such as an orange, or a billtaid bail, 
is maile to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, although 
there may be no mark upon it, one can eadly perceive that there is one point m 
the middle of die upper part of it, round which ail the rest turns, jnst as s wheel 
tuins upon anVde ; and if one could see it from below, there would be found a 
similar point in oie middle of the under part, round which the whole would be 
seen to turn. These t^o fixed points would be the polee of the ball or orange ; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the centre to (he other, that linn 
would be the axis of rotation* Tlie earth turnt rpund from weti to «tit everf 
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twenty*four liours, in the very pame manner; only, instead of being supported 
upon any thing like the ba'I or the oiange, it is kept in its place by the mutual 
aiiraction between it and the sun. It we make a liitle niaik any where upon the 
ball, and iinagme ouiselvea lo be living there, the candle which slanda still upon 
the table would appeas to inoxe in the 1 onMaiy diK ( lion to that of the ball. If 
the candle be held just as high as the n iddle ol the tiail, the maik, where.ver wo 
place it, (say in the upper pan, halt way to the n nhe or pole.) will pass one- 
half of its revolution through the light ol ihecamHe, and the odier halt not. If 
the maik being still in the same place) the candle lie rai^^ed higher up than the 
centre ol the hall oi (which will have just the same etleci) if the ball is put lower 
clown than the candle, the, mark will pass tliioiighihe light tor a longer time of 
each rotation than it is in the daik ; and if the candle be held furtUei down than 
the centre of liie ball, or ihe ball raised higher than the centre ot the candle, the 
maik will pass through the light for a shorter time than it does through the daik- 
ness on the other side. Also, the increase of light in the former case, and the 
decrease in the laitei , will be the greater, the farther the centre ol the ball ia 
below or above the candle, and the nearer the mark is to the pole or point round 
winch the upper part of the ball seems to luin. II we call the upper pole of the 
balTthe nm thpofe the mark (railiei more ihan a third of the upper hall from that 
pole) any place in the Uriiish islands; and suppose the ball to be the earth, and 
the candle the sun, we have before us the whole principles of the motions that 
produce the changes of the seasons. 

We have only to imagine a level plane, or even flate surface, lo pass through 
the centre o' the sun; that the exis upon which the earth luins round is always 
«prt ht to that place : that ilie orbit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, and the other below ; and that ihis oibit 
has an inclination, or mo Acs on angie of about twenty-three degrees and a half 
with the plane each way , then if we further imagine, that tlie uorih pole of the 
earth is uppermost and that the earth, in moving lound the orldt from west to east, 
performs as many loutions as there are days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine ihat the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing through the centre of the sun, is immediately beiore us and nearest 
to us; theo the point at winch it meets the level plane, m descending, will be the 
one farthest to the right of the sun ; that wheiethe eaitli is fatthesi below the level 
plane wMI be the one at the greatest distance, and light before us; and that at 
wliicirihe earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will be the one 
most remote from the suo on our left hand. 

The first of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern he- 
misphere; and for the quarter of a year from that lo the second point, the day 
here, will always be less than twelve hours, and the night more. 

The second point will be the vernal equinox, — equal day and night in tk 
spring; and in i he quarter from thence lo the third point, ihe days in the uorthern 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours, and the nights less. 

1'he third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis- 
phere; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, Ihe di j will be again more 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 

The fourth point will be the autumnal equinox,— equal day and nrghtn 
autumn; and in the quarter from thence to the point at which we supposed the 
earth to set out, the day will be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than , twelve 
hours, and the night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of Ihe surface which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
ehoiier than the night; it will decrease during the fiist part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, duiiug the second. Also, in the whole half be- 
low the plane, the day will he longer than the night It will length^’? during the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day is not seen, except by all the sta'S that are round the heavens coming to tlm 
gouth in succession at midnight; and^the sun beiog farther north at rising and 
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API I it) e, anil higher at mid diy when the day lengtbenf,— and the reverea when 
it si)oiteu9. 

I'he lengihenini; and shoitening are not at the aame rate at all timea of ibe 
year; for it is not the absolute distance ot the eaith tiom the levej plane, but tho 
rliaiige of distance between one day and another that makes the diffVience of their 
lengths. Now. if any one take two rinasor hoops of any kind, and put the ohu 
across the centie of the other, a tiiile obliquely, he will see that they recede fioni 
each other most rapidly at the two points where they cross and that, mid way be- 
tween these points there ie a consideiable space where they are nearly at the same 
distance. Therefore, the days must lengthen and shorten most rapidly at the equinoxes, 
and be for some little time of neatly equal lengths at midsummer and mid winter.* 

The different duration of the day, and the different height of the sun, are the 
causes of those variations of natural heat which so bcauliluliy diversity the year. 


THE TIDES. 

1. CAUSES AND GKNERAL APPEARANCES. 

Those swellings and snhsKlincR of the waters of the ocean, by wfaieb a 
portion (>f the shore is iilternulely flooded and left dry, ao'i to which we give the 
uaiue of (irie&t, are to the inhabitants of coasts the most interesting, to sea-faring, 
people the most useful, and to the ignorant ti a most inexplicable, of all the 
eveiy-dny occurrences of nature. 'I he appeal which Canute made to the cer- 
tain and irresistible flow of the sea, when he nieaiit to lebuke his 6atleiipg 
couriiers, is pioof that, at a very early period of English history, ibe tides bail 
drawn aitemion ; and as nobody can notice the lidea for any leiigib ot‘ time 
without perceiving that, on the same days of the moon's age, they happen, at the 
same place, at very nemlv the same hours of the day, a connexion helweeii theiu 
and the moon could not fail to be traced Put as ihe cause of that coiinexioa 
does not appear from the connexion itself, the uniformed have regarded it as 
pen of that superstitions iiiflusiice, which the celestial bodies have over the 
earth and its luhabilauts. 

Instead, however of there being any thing mysterious in the matter, it ig 
the most siinple that can be; and depends upon that universallaw of gravitation, 
in consequence of which a stone fulls to the ground, or water runa down a elope. 

'I'he general conditions of the law of gravitation are these. Eveiii body 
or piece of matter gravitates towards any other piece directly as the quantity 
of matter in that peace, and inversely, ms the square of Us distance, the distance 
being earimnted, in the case of spherical bodies, from the centre of the one to 
that of the other. 

Thus, for instance, a weight of 4 pounds at the surface of the earth, wbicli 
is about 4000 miles distance from the centre, gravitates towards (he earth, that 
is presses upon that which supports it, counterpoises an equal weight in « 
balance, or falls if it has no support, with a force of font' pounds. 

But if the same weight were raised to a height of 4000 miles, or placed at 
twice the distance from (be centre, its weight would be diminished inversely as 
the square of (he distance, or would be to 4 pounds aa the square of 1 to tho 
square of fT, -that ia, it would be one fourth of what it formerly whs, or one 
pound. This decrease would not, however, he pointed out by a common scale 
beam, because tbe weights in both scales would be diminished at the same rate - 
and thus, if they balance each other at tbe surface of tbe earth, they would do 
the same at any weight whatever. It might, towever, be measured by tho 
flexure of a spring. 

From this diminution, which takes place in tbe action of gravitation as tho 
distance becomes greater, it is quite evident that, in large masses of matter, such 
as the earth, the sun, and the moon the gravitation towards each other will at

but in Swedish it has passed into till: the same with the English tide. The 
tide may be gathered firom its compound^ tmitlide, betidt tidint/s, ^ iy sea c 
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tiMpoiotf where they tre fiPiirMt. be grsflter tbfin i)i« average, nr that at Ifaerr 
eentres. Ae for iueience, a qunotiiy of water placed oo that point olf the eartli’a 
aurface,^ to which the moon le direoily over bead, will gravitate more toward 
the mooii than an equal quantity placed 9(1 degreea from the former, or ate 
pqiot wbeie the moon la id the boriaon. But water ie retained upon tbe eurface 
ot the etirth by ita weight or gravitation towarrie the mate ot the earth, and the 
perfeot freedom with which water movea, allowa it alwaya to form jiaelfin 
perfect acoordatioe wiib the law of gravitation. Now, the gravituiion toward 
the moon, or tbe sun, acta in the opposite direction to tbe weight ; end, there- 
fore, by whatever portion that gravitation is increased above the average, the 
weight must be diminieljed and ihf* water must rise up there till tbe excess of 
height balance tbe loss of weight, end an equilibrium he every where eata- 
bliahed, in those p»ris that are covered with water, and have a free communi- 
cation with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be tbe same in kind ; but tbe 
fun, in consequeiioe of its great mass of matter, and tbe moon, in conaeqiieiice 
of Its uearueaa to tbe earth, are the omy ones of which tbe effects are perceptible. 

" Tbe whole grevitation toward tbe sun ia much greater than that toward tbe 
ihood ; but tbe mean diainnce uf the sun is about 2 |00() times the half dia- 
iheter of tbe earth, while that of tbe moon is only 60 times ; and is tbe diatiirh. 
ing forces are to tbe whole gravitations inversely as tbe cubes of those num- 
bers, (they entering the proportion three times aa (actors.) the disturbing force 
of (be moon, that is, thy force by which the water becomes lighter when the 
dioon ia over head, is about times that of tbe sun. 

It would be out of place here to insert tbe calculations, which are long^ 
though simple. But the resul*, stated in round uumhers, is, that if the earth 
were all covered t y tbe same depth of water, a tide of two feet would bo 
raised at (be point where the eun IS directly over head, anil a tide pf fioe feet 
where the moon ia so,- that is the wotnr at each of those%pornts would be 
higher by two feet in tbe case of the sun, and five feet in the case of tbe moon, 
limn at the circumstance of tbe hemispheres, of which those points wero res- 
peolively tbe centres. 

'I'be tide (bat happens at the point nearest fo sny of (be luminaries, or 
wborothat luminary is above the horizon is called tbe upper tide, aud the op- 
poaite one ia called the, Nudfr tir/«. 'I he under tide ia produced in tbe aame 
manner as the upper, expect that ia tbe diminution, and not tba incraaee of 
tbe moon’e action which causes it. 


If tbe earth were wholly covered with wafer, if the sun and moon wero 
always at the same distaiirea from it, and if tbe three bodies remained in the 
fame places without motion tbe two bigb waiera of each luminary would re- 
main at tbe same poiiita. and the low water of each would be the circumferenre 
dividing tbe two bemtapheres, of which i he point nearest the luminary and the 
point moat remote from it were the centres; and as tbe gravitation towards tbe 
eanb would be tbe same at every point, there would be no means of discovering* 
the difference of elevation. Not one of these c ire u mar an cea bolds, bnwever’^ 
and therefore the want of each of them gives a different modification to the tides 


1. Y'be real motion of tbe earth from west to east every 24 hours causes 
the high and low water of the solar tide to perform a eomplets revolution from 
cut to west in twenty-four hours also. 

2, Tbe samt* motions o^lbe earth, wiffaTlbe moon's motion round thO earth 
from west to east also, in about 294 days, causes a complete revolution of the 
lunar tides from east to west in one solar day and two fffty-alnlba, or in about 
24 hours 484 roinutea.

During the first and third qiiarierrof the moon, tbe tides wiW fall off from 
the spriUK to the neap, and during the second and fourth iiuarters they will 
gidw Iroiii the neap to the spring. 

o. The obliquity of the earth's annual oath round tbe sun causes tbe sun, 
in su iimer, to apiiear over our lutitudea. nearly 47 degress farther north than 
ill winter: and tlie obliquity of tbe moon's monthly path may make tbe new 
moon about b decrees more either north or south of the sun ; sod also vary tba 
full moon t.o the 841116 number of degrees from the point opposite to the sun. 
Those clianges produce what may be called tbe seasonal variations of tbe tides, 
'They iak<4 place thus: — 

а. A out tbe /equinoxes, in March and September, tbe sun is near tbe 
Equator, the moon, at the nine of tbe spniu tides, cannot be many degrees 
from it; therefore, tbe tides are then highest and most uiiilorm in both bemii* 
nheres ; bighest, o( course, at tbe Equator, where the points of high water of 
both luminaries are, aj).d gradually diminisbiog toward the poles, where, if tbe 
earth were uiiifornily covered with water, there would he continual low water 
pc those seasons, 

h. About midiumroer, in tbe northern hemisphere, the sun is ▼ertiesl 
about degieea north of the Equator; aud the new moon is, on tbe sveragiSf 
tliessine; but the full moon is on tbe average, as tar on tbe south side of the 
Kqijstor. 'I'lieretore shout inid suiamer, the spring rides st new moon, will bo 
jbigliest in the northern hemisphere ; and those at full moon in tbe southern., 

c. About wid-wioier, the ciroumsuoces meutioned in tbe last article will 
be reversed. 

б. Tbe paths, or orbits, of the earth and moon are not circles, but eclipses 
or ovals: and, theretore, the auii and idqon must be both nearer to the earth at 
pome tinnea than at others. 'J'lie point wbere the earth is nearest to the sun is 
called its perihelion, and the point where the mnon is nearest to the earth is 
Onlled its prrtgre. The earth being in its peiihilion, t suses an increase of tbe 
SoUr tide and the moon being in its perigee, causes an i^creas,e of the lunar; 
because the distulbing force increases luvsrsely as the cube of the distance. 

Tbe perihelion takes place in a revolution of .16^ J days, and the perigee 
in one of days ; therefore, they soaietioies coincide, and sometinies not; 
and when they do coincide it may be at any time of the moon’s age. The cnl- 
oiilation, troin the of motion and distance, especially of the moon 

iaiutreoate; hut the result is, that when they coincide at a spring tide, they 
may augment it about one-seventh; while, when the iuminaries are at tbsir 
greatest distauce ^t s spring tide, it may be diminished shout one-seventb, 

7. It is only^ wide oceans that the regular motion of tbe tides from east 
to west can take place; for the aboresof the land thrOw them into so many ir- 
yegulariiies, that at some placet there are no ddes at others they rise to s great 
.^eigbt ; someMiiiea there are double tides ; s|id someiiraes only one in twenty 
ppnr hours. So tbat the lima ol high-waior spring tidef al any place mast ba 
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found by'obserration ; and in rivers and narrow seas, floods end storms may 
Tsry mHch altei both the time and beight of tbe tide. Tbe average trom bigb 
water to high water, or low water to tow water, is bout twelve boura» twenty- 
four minutes ; and that from bigb to low, or low to bigb, six hours, twelve 
minutes \ but when a current either of tbe st>a or a river, sett oue way with tbe 
tide, tbe way that it sets is always of tbe longest duratiou. 

It must be borne in mind flint, lenving the obstructions of tbe Innd out of 
tbe account, tbe bigb waters, both of tbe sun and tbe moon, are points, and that 
the low water of each is a circumference of tbe eanh. From this it ie evidt nt 
that, if both tuminnries are over tbe Kqiialor, tbe bigb waters of both will be ou 
tbe Equator, whatever may be there dietunre eastward or westward (as arising 
from the in am’s age, or distnoce fioui the sun ), and tbiit the low waters ot both 
will pass through tbe poles, at which there will, of course be no tides. At those 
limes there w ill be an extreme, or top of bigb w ater only at the Equator ; and 
thus the two luminaries, acting directly together at apring tides, and diiecMiy 
opposite at neap tides, will cause tbe tormerto be higher and tbe latter lower 
than at tiroes when one or both of tbe luminaries have declination from the Iqna- 
tor. ‘ W ben either of the luminaries bas declination either north or south ot the 
!FquQtor, tbe upper bigb water of that luminary must decline as many degrees to 
tbe same side of tbe Fquator, and the under high water the same number of 
degrees to the o'ber side. In these cases there will he two latitudes on oppo. 
site sides of ihe Equator each (iistanl from that by the declination and distant 
fro n each other hy twice the df^clinaiinn round which the top of high i^aler 
will revolve. At those times too, the low water of each luminary will fall as 
many degrees as tbe declination beyond the pole toward which tbe lu*niuaiy 
liecliues, and full the same number of degrees short of tbeo’ber pole. By these 
means tbe whole tide will be lower when the luminaries have diflertni declina- 
tions, because each will diminish the bigb water of the other in the direction of 
aortb and south ; and tbe upper tides will be highest at new moon, and tbe 
voder tides at full. These differences will increase, both with the declination 
«nd tbe latitude. At mid<eumiiier and mid-winter they will have a rived at 
their maximum, and at the distance from the poles equal to tbe mean declination 
of the sun and moon, there will be only one liiub water in a lunar day, that is, 
tbe bigb waters will be about hours 49| ininu «s as under

1. Tbe time of high-water at full or change, is found hy observation : »nd 
to be accurate, it must be the mean of many observatiops made at different tunes 
of tbe year, and in different states of tbd' weather.

the principles. 


TERRESTRIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITUDES. 

The following preliminary definitiona will be found ueeful by those who 
have not studied the priiiciplea of mathematical phrenology. 

1. The earth is very nearly a glove, having its mean diameter, or measure 
Ibrough the centre, 7,9i2 miles, very nearly; and its mean eireumference, or 
the measure rouud it, 24,979 miles or in round numbers 2o,t>0(> miles. A de« 
gree is the .SfiOtli part of a circumference; thus, a degree of the earth’s circum- 
iereiieeia 69| miles ver,y nearly. A degree ia understood to be divided 14^0 
6(1 minutes which in the earth’s circumference are called nautical or gengrapdi. 
cal miles; and the mitiute is divided into 60 seconds. For common purposes, 
a degree may be called 70 English miles, and then a minute will be 2,053| yards 
sod a second 34;] yards. Half a circumfererioe or a semicircle, ia, ol course, 130 
degrees, and a quarter, or quadrant. 90. All circles, whether Isrge or amall, 
are divided into ibesame number of degrees, minutea, and seconds, 

2. 1'be earth turns round the same diameter, at a uniform rate of motion 
every 2 i hours, minutes, nearly. I'be extremities of this diameter, (which 
though a mere imaginary line, is called the axis of rotation,) are called the 
poles, from a Greek word signifying to turn. The daily rotation of the earth 
from west to east causes an apparent motion of the heavenly bodies from east to 
west and they all appear to revolve round the poles of the heavens ; that ia, the 
points to winch the axis of the eai ih is directed. 

3. At whatever part of the sea or the land one may be a heavy weight ao 
suspended by a string as that it touches nothing stretches (he string so, that 
the weight end points very nearly to the centra of the earth, and the other, or 
upper end to the middle of ihe aky over us. 

4. The is the circle which if we be upon perfectly level ground^

6. If one stand upon ooe pole of the earib, that pole of the heavens wiil 
be in the zenith and the other one in the nadir. If we stand at spy number ef 
degrees disia^e from a pole of the eartb| that pole of the heaveni wiU be at 
many degreep^om the zeuuh. 

If one stand midway between the poles of the earth, the nortn po\e oi the 
heavens will be in ib'e north point of the horizon, and the aouth pole of the 
jbeaveoe in the south point— A eiroumference of the earth piasing through all 
the points that are eqally distant from both poles is called the Equator of the 
earth i and the ciicumforence of the hesTons dirsotly over it is caUsd tbs eelestmi 
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Tbe first of ibrae ctirid«s tb^enrtb into two eqiinl Asmisp/iersi, (a north 
Rpd a south ; ) and the last devides the heavens in the same way. The correspond* 
ing pole is in the centre of the Lemispbere, wbeiber of the earth or the heavens 

7. If one stands at any number of degrees distance from the Equator, the 
nearest pole will be (bat number of degrees above the borixon, and the other 
pole the same number below. Hence every charge of place, northward or 
southward, will cuuae an alteration in the e/erothiu ot the pole, with regard to 
ibe horizon ; but no alteration will be made by a change eastward or westward 
if the same distance from the pole (or Equator) be preserved. 

8. A line drawn directly north and south is called a meridian line, because 
it points to the place of the sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such a line were 
supposed to be continued northward and southward to the poles, it would be a 
half circumference of the earfb ; the Equator would divide it in the middle, ai>d 
ell the points through which it passed would be directly north and south of each 
other. II a line were supposed be drawn, in the heavens, directly over al| 
the points of a meridian, that would be the corresponding celestial meridian, and 

, WOuld’pssB through the poles of the heavens. It the meridian on earth and 
the celestial mend inn were both cotiiinued completely round, they would be 
circles; and the lormer would divide the earth, and the latter the heavens, iiitq 
an eastern and a western hemisphere. 

9. As the meridians of all places pass through the poles, and as the poles 
are points, all meridians must meet ope another in these. Lipes and circles 
that meet one anoih- r are said to form an angle. 'J'bat angle is the measure of 

' the inclination of tlie one to the other. Thus, the angle w hich any two ineritlians 
make with each other is measured by that part of the equator that lies belweeu 
them, and counted in degrees, minutes, &c. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 24 hours 
nearly, a twenty-fourth part must pass any point, as for instance, the south 
point, in one hour. But the twenily-tourtb part ol 360 is 15 ; therefore, l.i de- 
grees of the heavens must apparent y pass the south, or meridian every hour 
nearly. 

When we cannot see one place from another, or measure the distance be 
tween them by a rod or iioe, we can determine them by knowing the positions of 
both on the earth’s surface. As, for instance, a man living in London wishes to 
know bow far it is to Jerusalem or Alexico, and in what direciions those places lie 
from London ; or a sailor, in the middle of the AiUuiic, w'ishes to know how be 
pan find bis way to the Land's End in Cprnwall, or to Kingston iu the Island of 
Jamaico. la either case, he can neither see the direction nor measure the dis* 
lance directly ; and thus, if he bad not some means of ascertaining them, tra- 
velling and sailing w*ould be at an end. 

When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or measure the 
distance directly we find bow far the one place ia north or south of the other, 
and also bow far it is east or west ; and when we have once found these, we can 
, calculate the others. The distance north or south is found, first finding how 
far esoh place is north or south of the h miator, and then taking the sum, if they 
are onopposita sides, or the difference, ir they are on (be same side ; and the 
distance east or west ia found, by first finding the angle that is made at the pole 
by the meridians of two places, or, which is the same thing, by finding what 
portion of the Equator lies between their meridians. 

The latitudb of any place is its distance from the Equator: and ia north 
when it is nearest the north pole, and south when it is .nearest toe south pole, 
lio place can have more than 90 degrees of latitude ; neither can two places lie 
more than 180 degrees asunder. 

The latitude is easily found by oberving the height of the sun, the moon or 
any other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horizon is equal to ib^'atitude of the 
place, ‘t hie may be aecertained by observing the greatest endi'^east elevations 
above the horizon of the pole star, at any other star which never sets. Half the 
gum of these elevations is eqaaf to the height of the pole, or the latitude. 

' When we take our measurement of the latitude of any celestial body, 

'^(wbiGliiA effected by mqsni of an instrument which measures angles,) we must 
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previously know how far that cvleatial body is from the celestial Equafor. The 
distance of any oeleatial body from the celeatial Equator, is called ife tteclina* 
tion and is mirth or south, according to^be aiiuation of ibe My. If the deoli- 
nation be of ibe same kind with tbe latitude, we fnuat aubstract it from the 
beigbtof tbe body when on tbe meridian; and if it be of the opposite kind« 
we must add it; tbe difference between tbe result and 90 degrees, is tbe lati- 
tude. in every method, when our observation requires to be accurate, we 
must make other corrections ; as. we must allow for the dip or height we are 
above tbe mean surface ot the earth; tor the half diameter of the body, if we 
take the outside or limh of it instead of tbe centre ; lor the refraction, or bendv 
ins ot tbe light on passing through the atmosphere; and lor the parallax, or 
difference ot position m the body as seen from the surface of tbe earth, and 
from tbe centre. All these matters are. however, ipcerted and explained in 
the tables that are used by seamen aud o hers, who have occasion accurately to 
^nd the latitude. 

For common purposes, all degrees of latitude may be considered as of Ibe 
same length ; but as in reality, tbe earth is a little flattened toward tbe poles, it 
takes a passage over rather a larger space there, to make the same angular distance, 

Tbe i-ONonuDEof a place is much more difficult to find than the latitude, 
because here we have no point fixed by nature from which to begin We are, 
therefore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place as a first meri- 
dian ; find the longitudes of other places by observation, and pouat them from 
that. It is indifferent what place we take, and, therefore, Hritish geographers 
pud sailors take the metidinn of the Koyal Observatory, at Greenwich. Most 
pther nations reckon from their chief city ; but it would be much more conveni- 
ent if the first meridian were tbe same with all ; at least it would save the trou- 
ble of adding or aubstracting the difference. '|'hus, in reducing Fr^^nch longi- 
tudes, which are reckoned from Pans, to English, 20' <4" must be added, 
if they are east, and tbe same must be. substr acted if they are west. 

1'be general method of finding the diffrrenceof longitude ia, to find the di/» 
feicnceof time between the two places The sun, by the motion ot which time 
is usually measured, apparently comes from the east. Consequently, it must 
be noon, or anv other hour at tbe easternmost place, before it is at tbe western- 
most. The difference, as has been stated, is 15 degrees for an hour, four mi., 
mites of lime for a degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to a minute of time, or, 
under the Equator, about 510 yards for a second of time. 'These numbers are 
pear enough lor purposes of explanation, but for all purposes of computation, 
jtbey require to correspond with the accurate period of the revolution of tbq 
earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find tbe exact 
time at the place of observation, whether that place be on land or at Sea ; and, 
therefore, if it were possible to convey tbe exact time at the first meridian over 
tbe world, the longitude would be easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly uniform 
rate, may so far answer the purpose, but there is no absolute check upon it. 
If there be two or fhree, tbe average of them Is a little more to be depended 
pn, but even that gives no absolute certainty. 

There are several other methods:— tbe eclipses of the sun, the eclipses of 
the satellites of Jupiter, the distaiice of the sun and moon and tbe distance of 
tbe moon from certa'n known eiars. These can all be computed beforehand ; 
and they are inserted in the nautical almanacs, for tbe benefit of seamen. But 
eclipses of tbe sun happen very seldom; the eclipses of the satellites of Jupi- 
ter cannot be observed at sea, in consequence of tbe motion of the ship ; the 
method mostly resorted to is derived from observing tbe distance of the moon 
from a star. 'Those distances are marked in the nautical almanac, with the 
times at Greenwich when they take place, and by making the proper corrections 
for refraction, paral/ar, and the other circumstances mentioned the longitude 
may befo’ind H^he difference between the time at which they are observed, 
and that stated ^the first meridian. 'Tbiis if any position of the moon and a 
Star be stated in the nautical Blinanao to take place at Greenwich at 12 at night, 
'pnd if, after all corrections, tbe same be found to take place at 4 in tbe morning, 
jtbe place of observation will be in 6d degrees east longitude nearly. Such art 
tbe priociplee, but the dptaili are too minute for being noticed liore. 
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Tb« degrAAS of longitude are not all of the same lengtli. Tua inAri(lig.ni 
iDAAt Ht tliH poln, and are at the g'ltatest didtiiiice, as at the Kquatt^r ; 

lljerefore, H8 the latitude iDcreasAii the lotitfiiuiie, becoiiiHS lea a anil IamAi' and 
couseqiieiilly, an error in the longituAe t^ecnniAA a aiiiailer nuiuber ol milea. 
At latitude 6(KtiA degree of longitude IS liall of yrliat it is at tlie KqtiHtor,— 
IS bare upon tijM siipi'Osi' ion that the earth is a pertnct globe, ii is equal to a 
degree of latitude 'I'be decrease is moat rapid toward the poUs, aud at tbe 
pole itself tbe degree ot longitude has no length whatever. 

The principles of mathematical geography, are more fully detailed in the 
treatise on ihat subject published by tbe Society for the DifTiision of Uaelul 
Knowledge ; and to that treatise we refer our readers ior the explauaiiou of 
many puiiiU that could here only be slightly noticed.

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VENTILATION & HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 

Wff are aM thf*ron»ihly aware of llie of hrpfifliin?; and Ihp agrrealile 

frrNhneflti and re\i% ini' inflnence of tl'C |»are luonimR; air mnet conv iiicp ua. that 
t lie hre» thing a pme atmosphere ia comlnrive to hpiilfh ; yet we have rarefully 
etcliide the air from oiir houafs as it ita Approach were iin*ionH. lutenflmif 
to shut out the incleiiieiinee of tl»e weather only, iti mir care to eiiaul oiir- 
■elvea from (he eifernal air. we hinder thatienewal of the stfnoa|>here which 
is necessary to prevent its becoming stagnant r.ml unfit to support onimal life. 

Few persons are aware how very necessary a (linioii|>h lentil.ifmii is to the 
preservation of health. We preser«-* lite ivithont food for a rnnsidei able time, 
bill keeji ns wiihnnt air for a very few minutes and we rcaae to eii^t. It is not 
enough that we have tf*V, we •nu^t have/re«A air ; for the principle by which life 
is supported is taken fr m the air diirin» the act of breathing. Oiie-fonrth only of 
the atinosphere is ciipnhle of siipporiiug ife ; the reiiininder serves to dilute the 
pure vital air, and render it mine fit to he ri^ spired. A full grown man take* 
into his lungs nearly a pint of air rarh time he hreallis; and when at rest, he 
makes about twenty inspirations in a tniiinte. In the lungs, by an appropiiate 
apparatus the air is exposed to the a< tion of the blond which changes its purer 
part, the vital air. (oxygen gas,) into fixed air, (rarluiuic and gas.) which is not 
only unfit to siippoit animal lite, hut is absolutely destructive of rl. An adiiiirn. 
lie provision of the Great Antbor of nature is here visible, to prevent this 
exhausted and now poisonous air from being hrealheil a seconif tinie ; — w bile in 
the lungs the air receives so much heat as makes it speriticaMy lighter than the 
pnre atmosphere ; it consequently rises above our heads during the shoit pansw 
between throwing out the breath and drawing it^P again, and thus sermes to 
ns a pure diaught. Ky (he care we take to shmSnt the external air, from our 
hbiises, we prevent the escape of the deterioraterl afr, and condemn ourselves* 
to breathe again and again ih^ anme contaminated niirefreshing atino«phere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing effects ot (he niurning air ran wonder 
at the lassitude and disease that follow the continued brembing of the pesli- 
feruns atmosphere of crowded or ill ventilated apart meiil? H is only necessary 
to observe the ronntenanres of those who inhabit close rooms and houses, the 
squalid hue of their skins, their sanken eyes, and their languid moventenis, t« 
be sensible of the bad etfeots of shutting out (he external air. 

Hesidea the contamination of (he air from beirg breathed, (here are other 
matters which tend to depreciate its purity; these are the effluvia ronstmtly 
passing off from the sorfare of animal bodies, and the combustion of candiea 
and other burning siib.stanr.es. On going into a bed room in a mornin?, soon 
after (he occupant has lef his bed, though he be in perfect health, and habitually 
rleanly in his person, the sense ot smelling never fails to he offended with the 
odonr of animal effluvia with which the atmosphere is charged. There io another 
cause, perhaps, still more sliiktng when a person, fresh from the morning air 
inters a roac h, in which several persons have been close-stowed dming a long 
night. He who has once made Ihe experiment will never voinntaiily lepeat it. 
The simp'e expedient of keeping down both window hot a single halt- inch 
would prevent many of the colds, and even fevers, which this injurious tnodey 
of travelling often produces. Outside passengers, (hough they may antfer a 
little more fiom cold and wet, generally esenpe these every-day roinplainta of 
those who pay double their fare. If under where the wiudowa are iiiiiiioveahle 
and the door is never opened but while some one is passing through ii ! On enter- 
ing such a den of filth, the nose in sainted by a stench so horrible, as to make 
any person, unused to it, recoil and pause before he venture in ; but the wretched 
inliahitnnt has his sense of Biiielling so blunted, that he does not perceive (hat 
which every breath he takes, he inhales a poison, wbich is sapping the vigour of 
his body and destroying the energies of hia mind. 

Can we wonder'that, with auch absolnte neglect, all (be diseases of person* 
so sitiinted shoiilil be of a dangerous character ? or that the mind sliouif be 
dispirited, anrUhat the rtmn shnniri fly to tlrams for relief from the burtheo which 
he finds tb be vhaighiug him riown? 

Il may be taken as a wholesome general rnle, that whatever prodnees a 
disagreeable impression on the sense of smelling, is nofavorable to health. 
That sense was doobtless intended to gnard ns against the dangers to which we 
are liable from vitiation of the atnibspliere. If we have, by the same means, a 
high seBse of gratification from other anhiects, it ought to axcite our adiuiralioD 
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of the heoffiren^e of the Deity in thus mnkiii); our NeiigeN fserve the doiifile 
|ttir|towe of iiiforditifr «i«i pleaHiirV niid nernrity ; for the hitter end llli^ht jiiAt ns 
eflfertunlly h>i\e been aiisweied hy our beiiit; only aunceptihle of paiufiil im- 
prrgiiions. 

To keep the atfno<)phere of our houses free from con'nminntioii, it is not 
snffirient that we seriire a frequent renewal of the air— all matters whirli ran 
imtire its purity nuoit he cnrefnlly removed. The linen of beds should not be 
allowed to remnni iinrbaoKed (ill it has Inst nil nppfBrnnre of erer hnviiig been 
white, or of ever havint* had any ncqimintance with the Miishim; tub. The 
rontents of rhniiih» r vessels should not be left m the house an instai.t, if it he 
possih'e, and certtiinly not in the room of sink person ; every moment they 
reinnin (hey fill the air with a filthy odour, wliicli is little less than poisonous to all 
who brentlie it. ^ 

Those who have hut one apartment in whirli they mnst, of necessity, per- 
form all (he domestic duties, should he rnrefni to remove all matters that are 
ofrfn(ti\e in smell ; as cabbage water, dirty soapsuds, Xc -.; they should indeed, 
if possible, avoid washing in the room they lit e in. For the same reason, driing 
clothes indoors should be avoided. 

Flowers, in water, and living plants, in pots, grently hijnre the pniity of 
(he nil- rinring the ni*:lit, hy giving out large quantities of an aii, (caihoiiate arid ) 
similnr to that whirh is sepnratrd from the liinis by hrearhiiig, which, :ih before 
stated, is highly noxious. On tliis acrount they slioiild never he kept in bed 
rooms; there are instances of peisoiis, who have iiirnutiousiy gone to sleeii in 
a close room, in vvliit li there has been a la'ge giowing plant, havini! been found 
dead in the moiuing; as efieclually snirocated as if there hud been a cliuu-oni stove 
in the room. 

A constant renewal of tli^jir is aIi«iolutely necpss wy to its purify for in all 
•itnations it is siilteiiiig, eitln^^PP^ its vital pRi t heini; absorbed, or by impure va. 
pours being disengaged and dispersed through it. Venfi/ation, therefore ,rei>olves, 
itself into the securing a constant supply of fresh air. 

In the constiiirtion of iionses esnectally in those built for the poor, this great 
object lias been too generally oveilookerl, whrn, hy a little conirivarire, in tlm 
at rangement of windows anil doors, a cun ent of air ini<!ht, ?it any time he made 
to pervade every room of a house of any diinen-inns. Ronnis cannot he well 
yenli'ated that have no outlets for (he nir; for tliis reason there should he a 
fliiiiiney to every apaitnient. The windows should he Cripihle of hi ing opened, 
and they should, if possible, he Nltiiated on the side of tiie room opposite to, and 
fnrtheat from the fire pii'ce, that (lie air may traverse the whole space of the apuit- 
mentin its way to the rhiiiiuey. 

Fire places in bedrooms should not he stopped up with chimney boards. 
The windows slioald he thrown open for some lionrs every day, to cany otf the 
animal effluvia whicli are necessarily separating f I om the bed cldtheM, and which 
shonld he assisted in their escape hy the bed hi>ing shaken up, and the clothes 
spread abroad, in which state they should remain ns long as possible ; this is 
the reverse of the usual practice of making (he bed, as it is called, in the morning 
and tucking in up close, as if with the deteriiii nation of preventing any pmifica- 
tien from taking place. At'ention to this direction, with regard to airing the bed 
clothes and bed after being slept in, is of the grt^atest importance to pemnnsof 
WMik health. Instances have been known in which restiessncKs and an inability 
to find refieshment fiom sleep would come on in sucii iudividnaLs when the 
linen of their beds had been oiiciianged for eight or ten days. In one case of 
a gentleman, of a very irritable Imhit, who suffered trom eicessive perspiration 
during the night and who harl taken iimrli medicine without relief, he observed 
that, for two or three nights after lie had fresh sheets put upon his bed, he had no 
■westing; and that, after that time be never awoke, hut that he was literally 
flwimining, and (hat the sweats seemed to increase with the length of time lie 
slept in the same sheets, liy not permitting him to sleep in the same sheets or 
nightclothes more than twice without their being washed, he instantly lost this 
debilitating affeclion. 

Various means are had recoorse to at times, with the intention of correcting 
disagreeable smells, and of purifying the air of sick ronir , Diffusing the 
vapour of vinegar through the air, hy plunging a lint poker into a vessel con- 
taining it; burning STomatic vegetables, smoking tobacco, and esploding gun- 
powder, are the means nsnally employed. All these are useless. The esplosion 
•f gnuDowder may, indeed, do soiuethiog, by displacing the air wiibiu the reach 
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or its influeiiRp ; bnt tlieii. nnfortnnafelsr. an air i* prodnr.eii by ita combnation, 
that is as otiVnsive. and (‘qiially unfit to support life as any air dt can be used to 
remove. TItese espedieiitN only serve to disguise the- really offensive condition 
oi the atinospliere Tlie only certain means of pniifying the air of a ciiainher 
vrliir.h is artiialiy occupied by a sick person, is by rhan^in^ it in such a iiiauner 
that the patient shall not be diiectly exposed to the draughts or cut rents. 

Chemistry has inriiislied the means of piirifyini; the air of chambers in 
wbirli persons have been confined with contagious diseases, so as to destroy the 
noxious power of the t'tfliivia generated in Hiirh situations, and thus of pre%eoi- 
iugtlie disease from extending. This will be accomplished by alteudiug care* 
foully to tiie tollowiog diieclionH:— «- 

Ci'vse on the windows and doors of the room intended to be purified, except 
tlie one by which you propose to retreat and make up the upertnre of the chim- 
ney or fire<plare, except fur alioiit an inch or two at the bottom. ILuing put 
three tnhle spoonsful of cominoii salt, {muriate of soda^) riihlied fine, into a 
shallow dish, place it upon the floor of the apartment, — if such a few hot cin- 
ders beneath it, the l)etter : and than nour, at once, upon the salt, a quarter of 
n pint of strong oil of vitriol {sulphuric acid); reliie, and close t'le loom for 
forty-eight hours. Immediately tiie acid is ponied upon the salt a pungent va- 
pour, (chlorine,) is given out fieely. which is extiemeiy unpleasant to breathe, 
and veiy destructive to most iiieiatlic surfaces. It is on this accuiiiit that the 
operator should leave the apartment quickly, and tiiat all the iron and brass 
furniture sh'uld be previously remoted. This vapour continnes forming for 
many hours, and diffusing itself completely through all p-irts of the room, eflec* 
t'lally destroys the matter on which infection depends at the expiration of about 
forty-eight lioiirs, the room may be entered, the doors and windows thrown open, 
and afire made in the chiiniiey, in order that the apariment may be perfectly 
ventilated It may then be safely occupied- The above qnanlity of salt, &c. is 
quite S'tfliricid for a chamber oi (lie usual size; for a much larger room, double 
the quantity, divided into two vessels, should be used. The lueieiy of!ensi\e odour 
nfsick rooms, or of aiiv other afi-utments, may be readily coirected. by placing 
in them plates enutainiug tlie chlot osodiac solution of Labaraque, which is now 
well knovf n la this country. 

But no fiiiiiigaticn will be of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air that 
li.is heeii breathed till it h'is b en deprived of its vital part; siirdi air must he 
diiveii out, when its place should he immecliatelv supplied by the fiesli, pure 
atmosph: re The icudiest iiieaiis of changing the nir oi an apariment is by Ijglit. 
iiig a file ill it, and then throwing optn the dooi nnd windows: this vvdl Ret 
the air iiitnofiMi. hy esUhlishing u ciirr' rit up the chimney, 'file air whicli Ims 
neen alteied hy being hientiied is essential to vegetsble life; end plants, aider! 
by the ray»i of the sun, have the poier to absorb it, while, they tliemseives, at 
the same time give out pure vital nir. The process, going on hy day, the re- 
veisp of that described before, as taking place dining ilie night, is contiiniHlIy in 
opeiaiioii, so that the purification ot the atinospliere can only be preveuted by its 
being preserved in a stugiiaiit slate. 

In (he country, there aie other circumstances which require to be attended 
to besides cleanliness in the bouse, and the free ndinisKiou of the air into it at 
nil times Caie uiiglil to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near 
the bouse that can injure the purity of, or produce huniidily in, the atmosphere ; 
heaps of pntiifying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stagnant water, 
privies and open drnins, furnish a constant supply of the exhalations which 
produce fever. In hot seasons, especially, every breeze io such neighbour- 
hoods ninst carry poison with it These things are iiiiich too comir.oii before 
the doors of collages, .*viid even of large houses Tiiose who build houses for Ihe 
poor would do well to choose Mituntiuiin siifiicieutly elevated to allow the w’ater.s 
to he drained oil* with facility : without this, they must stagnate and pulrify to 
ihe danger of tiie health of the inhabitaiits. 


NATlSgE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chronolo^>y is made up of two Greek words, C/rrones, “ time.” 
and Logos, literally “word,**’ or “description;” so that the simplest defiuilion 
of its meaning is, the story op time, — or the narrative of the succession of 
lecorded events, in their proper order^ DOticiug the portions of time that elajise 
bneteen llient. 
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As the past is our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful Irey 
to the future the story ol time, or the consideration of events, in the oiih'r in 
Tvhich they happen, bt^comes a matter ot the iiiinost importance. Kven lo our 
merely historical knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the events ihemselveM . 
and without any r<^furetice to the comparison of them together, chroiudogy is 
important; because, without that, our knowledge is not coiiect. Bui when 
we wish to turn our historical Irnowledge to a practical use, by rehecmig upon 
the ciiiises and results of hum.tn actions, chronology becoiiH s iiniispMisahie. 
‘J’he great practical use of past events is the eilVcis that the untecnient event hus 
upon the coHiCgnewl ; and if we mistake ihe order of surf es‘*inn. (and where 
w<* have 110 information wo are more likely to he wrong than light. ) we are in a 
worse condition than if we had no information whatever,’- we me in a siiinltir 
condition to a man travelling along the toad from London to Dover, in oider lo 
arrive at Liverpool, farther from the object we wish to arrive at, than if w« 
had not moved a: nil 

!Now. men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they are 
goaded on by necessity ; and us the use of chronology is philosophical, and 
ihuGi.(ioes not aiipeur till men h^gin to compare the foriiier events with the liiii*^r, 
and draw couclusions. it cannot he known among very illiterate nations, and 
could not he known in the e.irly ages of the w'orld. I he memories of inhahi- 
tan Is of ttie South ^e>l lsl<ui<l.s do not extend backwards above an age or two; 
and even then they are vague, not agreed about the events themselves or in- 
formed as to the iiiiei vals between them. Of the recorded events of the eaily 
ages, of the world, the ioforiiiHtioii is so very uncertain, that the most acute and 
laborioiK inquirers into the subject are at vaiiance. 

Before the story of tiling can he known, we must know something of time 
itself; we must kno^v how to comimre two portiuus or periods of it. so ns lo he 
able to say either, that lliev are of equal leiigih, or that the one is longer than 
the other, and how much longei it 13 In order to do this, we must fix upon 
some stnndurd of which the length is known ; and ns we cannot keep a portion 
of time by us to apply lo oihwr portions as we do a siandard pound for weight, 
ornetandard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to some event 
which we have leason loi helieviug does not take np a longer period at one 
lime th>«n at another,- such as the rotation of the enitli upon its axis, the revo- 
Jution of (he moon round the eaith, oi that of the earth round the sun. Of the 
absolute equaliiy of any two portions of time, whatever may be the event by 
which they are measured, we never can be certain; becansH wo cannot he in 
posse^j’.ion of two of them at once so as to compaie them together. Jf w’e c»n 
find no other dilVereiice betw-een the events, we have no rej.ton to believe that 
the times in which they nappeii are of dilieieiit lengths ; and ihis negaiive proof 
is all that wo can geit In U'^ing (ht* measures ut lime we observe the same ine- 
thod as with other iin-astires. It the poriod he less than a day, w'e mention the 
iiumhcr of hours, or parts of an hou'-, that are in it ; if it he of moderate length, 
such as the life of a man, vve count it iii years; and if it be loug, we count it m 
cecfuiiHs, or ijimdreds of yeais, 

7 hongh fu all nations, the various lengths of the day, as arising f'om the 
rotation of the ennii ; of the month, as among from tliu revolution of the moon ; 
Aud of the year, asaiising from the revoltitioii of the earth, be each Uepeudenc 
upon the S'tme cause ; and though, as the other circuinsiancea of those causes — 
tiie sp ‘ces over wliicli those Innlies pasa, do not very much the SHine tlay, or 
iQontti, or year, ulill they must he ot the same length to the people of all ntition<«, 
and th( re cannot he much diiVerence between one and Hiioih»*r, yet ditieienr 
nations have had difTbient inoues ot leckoiinig them. iSoiue oi tliese diffeieuccs 

are pointed out in Art. 1 . On the Calendar.^ 

When a nation came 10 such a degree of information and imponance, as 
that It fell a desiie of recording »ne events of its own history, it generally hegau 
with some great event, as a fixed point or M»ocn, for wdiich it counted the eiia 
or succession of poi lions of tune, all presumed to be equal, and each equal to 
that w hich the miMon happened lo lakv for standard. The dy being the por- 
ti'/ii with which people are most fannliai, and also the one ol^hich the appear- 
ance is the most striking- light and iiai kness being the greatest of ail contrast 
—most nations made the day the ahsoiiite measuie; hut as (he day is rather 
short for iiiensuiing long intervals, they generally had periods of so many days, 
and of so many times these again, correapondirg with, or rather having some 
resemblance to, our weeks, mouths and years. 
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As an pxact oumbAr of rimes of the rocHtioii of the earth is not contained ia 
the revolution of the moon, and as an exact number of times of either this rota- 
tion or this revo'utiou n not continued in the revolution of the earth ; eras 
vrljicb are reckoned in terms ot either of these fixed peiirids, do not acres with 
each other. In other words, as days, lunar months, and year, are not even parts 
or multiplies ol each other, two eras which are counted, one in so many tiint-s 
of one of these, and the other in so many times ot another, cannot be made to 
ai^ree, so as to point out the time at which any event happens, without making: 
correction for the fractional diflerences. '1 he period of time in which those 
fractional ditfereuces amount to an unit of the shorter measure, is called a cycle. 
— See Art. 11. 

Those nations among whom the Christiao religion has been disseminated, 
have, ever since its introdu< tion. abandoned all eras, save that which began at 
the birth oi our Saviour. This is chIUI the CHitisriAM Era, and when the 
date nr number oi the year ia spoken of in a solemn or formiti manner, the words 
Ainm Dnmiut, or the coutraoiion A. I).. ineH.iing " the year of the Lord” are 
prefixed to the iiiiiMher, to disiingi'isb it Iroin other eras. When we count from 
the birth of our Saviour backwards, we either put B. C., "before Christ,” or 
Anno ante Christum, A. A. C.. which is the same. Events are sometimes dated 
from the creation of the worlil ; and the term Anno M until. A, IVI.,tbat is. “ year 
of the worM,” prefixed to the (late ; bur as opinion is divided as to the precise 
date of the creation, ill terms of the Christian era, the commenceiuent of that 
era is considered as the preferable epoch. 

I'o find the distance of anyevent^if it he before the birth of our Saviour* 
add the date of It to the date of the year; if after, substract ; the sum in the 
first case, as the difiereiica in the second, is the time from the presf-nt date, or 
he distance of the event. 

As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the 
principal events in their histories have been reduced to the respective years of 
the Christian era, either before or alter the birth of our Saviour, those eras are 
needed only by those who read the writings of antiquity ; and, theiefore, it is 
not necessary, in the present case, to detail them There is, however, one era 
which IS used by a very large portion of the moderns, the Hcjitu, or era com- 
mences at the epoch of the flight of Mahomet trom the city of Mecca to that 
of Median, which took place in the6!i!f:^d year of the Christian era. The IVleho- 
metan year is regulated by this event. 

PRIJVCIPAL ERAS. 

Cieation of woild . — There have been ns many ns one hundred and forty opinions 
on the (listHoce of time between this event and the birth of our Saviour.* 
Some make it hs small as .>()16 years, and some ns great as 6-T!24. The chro- 
nology winch ia usually given with the authorized version of the Bible, 
places the event in the 40()-Bh year before the commencement of the com- 
mon era. 

The Olumpiods —The first year of the first Olympiad begins in the summer of 
theTTuih year before the common era; the first year of the second Olym- 
piad, in the summer of the year, and so on. 

The found III ion of /?uwc.— The 75:<d year before the commencement of the com- 
mon era according to the calculation usually adopted. 

The Birth of Christ . — This is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the 
commencement of the common era. 

The Hejiia — Commencing on the 16th of July, in the P2Sd year after the com 
mon era.

At Batavia, at full and ehange^ in tlie month of Deceml3er, it is high 
water at noon, and low water at midnight; ifAt be month of March it is 
high water at about half-past six o’clock in the monuBg, and low water 
at six o’clock in the evening ; in the month of Jnne it is high water at 
midnight, and low water at noon ; in September high water at nine in 
ihe evening, and low water at nine in the forenoon. The sea rises and 
falls about tliree feet at most, and in the neaps only half as much as in 
apring tides. . - i. 

At Samaran, at full and change, in December it is high water at 
about half-past two o’clock in the moroing, and low water in the after- 
noon ; in March it is high at about half-past five in the morning, and 
low at six o’clock in the evening ; in June, high in the forenoon, and 
low in the afternoon. Sometimes the flood lasts tlie whole day. From 
July to the end of September it is high water in the afternoon, and low 
water in the forenoon. The difference of the rise and fall is seldom 
more than from two feet to two feet and-a-half. The tides being very 
irregular, but little dependence can be placed on these observations.

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AFFOUANISTAN. 

Dost Marommei) Khan, one of the Brotheis of Foti'eh Kran, the celebrated Vizier of 
Harmood, and chief of the liaricfctye Cian, the iiu||||pwerrul in Atlghanistan hod for lomo 
years ruled this country previous to thf' SooJAH ooL Moolk in 1838. On 
the death of this Prince, Dost Mahomed agAtn assuSKhe reins of Government which ha stiM 
holds. 

On the base and cruel murder of Potter Krar by Mahmooii at the instigation of 
Fringe Kamran, his brothers revolted from their allegiance under the guidance of Azeem 
Khan, the Governor of Cashmere, and drove Mabmood and his son from Cabul. Azeem 
Kbauiu the first instance oftered the vnnant throne (o Shah Soojah, (considered the legitimate 
King by the British Government,) 1 ut offended by some personal slight, withdrew his support* 
and placet^ in his room, Eyoor, a Brother of Shooja, who was content to take the trappings with, 
out the power of royalty. On Azeem Kban’s death, his Brothers dissatisfied with their position 
ooDspired against his son, Hubeer Dollar Khan, and seizing his person, by threats of blowini^ 
him from a Gun, induced his mother to deliver'up the residue of Azeem Khan’s immense wealth- 
Etoob's sou was killed in these disputes and he himself alarmed by the.<ie scenes of violence fled 
to Lahore. Dost 'Uaiiommed the most talented of the Bi others, then took possession of the throne, 
and became dtfaclo King of Cahul. Shbre dil Khan accompanied l>y four Brothers carried off 
about half a million sterling of Azeem Khan’s money, and seated himself in Candarar, as an 
independent Chieftain. He and one of his Brothers are dead ; and Candarar was until lately 
ruled by Corun Dil Kuan, assisted by his two suiviving Brothers, Ruuecm Dil and Meer Dil. 

At the period of the flight of Eyoob from Cabul, Peshawar was governed by a Brother of 
Dost hlahoramed who with auGtlier Brother were both killed in battle and were succeeded by 
Uabommed Khan, who is a tributar) of the King of the Seiks. He is on bad terms with hi* 
brother Dost Marommed ; but out of the revenues of Peshawer supports his younger Bro- 
thers Peer and Saeeu Mauommbd and the families of bis two predecessors. 

KINGDOM OF THE SEIKHS. 

His Highness, Maha Kaja Dulleep Sinoh, is declared King of the Seiklis. 

His dominions compr NC the Piiujah, Cashmere, Pesbawur, \ii)ultau, part of Sinde, &c. 
ha is an adopted son of |{u\jeet Sinoh and is about IS yt-ors of age- 

Tbe Government of the '‘Vikhs bad been formerly divided among a number of petty indrpen* 
jant chieftains under the Khnfsd or commonwealth, * to the established rules and laws of 
which, as fixed by G' hv Govinu, it was their mural and religious duty to conform.’’ The an- 
cestors of Rgnjeet Sinoh Ilki been in possession of but a few villages, until his father, by feuda- 
tory depredations, and the conquest of Lahore, laid tbe foundation of tbe present considerabla 
power which Ims itubducd hIh okI all tbe petty Seikb chiefs. 

KINGDOM OF OUDE. 

The family of the princes of Onde are descended from Meer Marommed Ameen, of a noble* 
family in Persia, who came to India in the reign of Bbhadour Shah, and was received into the 
Imperial service, uinier the name of Saadut Khan. He was appointed to tbe Government of 
Onde in 1719 011 the accession of »'>EiiAMED .Srar to the tl^ne of Delhi. ^He had no son, and 
was, therefore, .<it(ccccded by ins nephew and son-lu law. Munsoob Ally Khan, who took tb^ 
title of SvPDEH Ji NO III was succeeded by Svja-uoL dowla, who was again succeeded by 
Abopb-ud-duwla On the death of Asoph-ud-dowla without any male issue, his spurious son* 
ViziiB Ally, assumed tbe reins of government, but his illegitimacy being discovered, he was 
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lifter a reign of four monlhe deposed, aoil Saadot Ally Khan, the brother of Asoph-vd-dovla 
ascended the musHud on the 2 1st of January, 1798. He died in 1814 and wasvvacceeded by hia 
Son Ghazi OD-DIBN Hi DKK, who relinquished the title of Newab, in 1819 and asanmed that of 
King ; he died in 1827 and was sncceeded hy his sun Shah Zuman , who assamed the titles of « His 
Majesty ABoo Nusssii, Kootab-ood-Dsen Soi.iman Jah, Sultahn, Ahwl NousHkewan Zeman., 
Nubbkeh.ooo-Dbbn, Hydbh Suahiahan BaPsha, Ghazbe, Khoold-oola Mooluk>a-hoo Sdltoh 
NUTA'Hoo.” This prince died in 1837 and was succeeded by his uncle, Nossbeb-ood-dowla, 
who assumed the title of “ Hia Miyesty Aboo-fdttby Moien-oo-Dbbn Sultana Zbman MohaMBP 
Ally Suau Badsua-a-Oudb" and is the present reigning Sovereign of Oude. 

KINGDOM OF AVA OR BURMAH. 

The family name of the present King of Burmah, or that given to him by bif Grand, 
father, is MauDg Khuung, but it is not considered resprctful to mention this name. Having 
obtained us an appanage, uiid held until he assumed the throne, the rich District of Tliarawadi, 
wliiub coiituiiis the principal teak forests in the country, he was always styled Tbarawadi, 
Meii!* tha, or Prince of Tharawadi. He was bom on Wednesday the 0th of September |786, 
and be is therefore now (ist January 1844} in his 58th year. His father was the Heir apparent 
to the throne when Colonel Symes visited Amarapura, and whom that officer calls Engy 
Teekien, more properly, Ain-ye.thakben, or Aia ye.Meng, Lord or Prince of the Eastern 
House. His Grand father was Colonel Symes's Hlnderagee, more properly, Meng-dara-gyeev 
the Great King of Righteousness, one of the titles borne by the Kings of Burmah ; but bis 
subjects now refer to him as Pho-dan-gyee, the great royal Grand-father, or Badoun Thakbeii, 
the Lord of Badouo, the town which he had held before he came to the throne. He died on 
the 6th June 1819 and was succeeded by the iiresent King’s Elder Brother once known aa 
Tsa gaiu.meug-tba. Prince of Tsagaiti, with the family name of Maung Tseii, the same who en- 
gaged in war with the British Government, and who was dethroned >y the present monarch In 
the month of April 1837. 

In Jane 1837 the present King deserted hia Brother’s Capital of Ava. which has now bMome 
a ruin, and proceeded sixty miles to the northward, with the ostensible object of building a 
new city there, but in reality fur the purpose of escaping from the British resident, for on the 
‘Withdrawal of that officer, the King returned, and established himself in bis Grand.fhtber’s city 
of Amarapura, which is now again the Capital of the country. 

By bis principal Queen he has a grown up son and daughter, the former now ftyled Tanng- 
dweng.gyaung Mengtba, Prince of Taung-dweng-gyaung, and the latter highly skilled in 
Burmese science, particnlarly astrology. By his numerous inferior Queens lie has several 
other children, 'the principal of whom is a bold, spirited character, formerly named Jait-teng. 
gyee, but since his father’s accession to the throne styled, from the town the revenues of wHidh 
he enjo}s. Pye Meng-tha or Prince of Prome. Besides him, and tha King’s Uncle, the Philo 
Sfipher Prince of Mekkhara, the Lbwottau or grand council of the kingdom now consists of four 
Woungyees, two of whom are, Maung Shwe-za, who was GoFernur of Rangoon during 
Major Canning's niissinn in 18 11-12 and Maung Dauk-kyee, who held the same office when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Ava in 1838. 

Shortly after the present king seized the throne, be put to death the late Menaroh's oiBy son, 
the Tsnkya Meng, his principal Queen, her Brother Meug.tba.gyee, or the great Princq, an4 
most of the ministers and Chief officers of the late Government. The life of (he late Monhrch 
however, has been sparffil and he ia not ill treated excepting in being kept bb a state prisoner. 
The country is stated to be in a very unsettled state and there is now no Biinaeae officer bf 
superior rank and authority to the southward of the Capital. Every town ahd nlmoet village hae 
4s own petty governor independent of all interference excepting from the Court itself. Com- 
mercial apeculatiooa alio jire hazardous. panicttlarly as the preeent King has endeavoured to 
liestrey his principal Sea-port town Rangoon/where British suhjeotsare now net sum of pro- 
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lection oud freedom from ofllcial exectionp and iDoleatatioD ; and it ia very important (bat It 
Jbould be generally known, (bat tbe OoTernment'Df India declined to interfere wben a com. 
plaint waa rabmltted to H by a Brltiab Commander of ill-niage at Rangoon. Altbongb the 
relatione of the British Oorernment with tbe present King continue in an nesatisfactory state, 
and no British Officer resides in Kurmah, there no ground for supposing (bat he entertains the 
smallest Idea of risking a -war with us. On tbe -contrary, strong hopes may now be entertained, 
aatwooftbeniostviolentof the war party, tbe King’s Son Tait-teng-bbyn, and (be Mya-wade 
IVoongyee, hare been recently carried off by Cholera, that tbe conyenience and ndrantage of 
re-establishing amicable relations with the British Governmeui will be acknowledged by the 
King of Burmah. 

Tbe following may be considered as a fair translation of the state and title of the King’s 
of Burmah His most glorious and excellent Mt^esty the Lord of the Tsbaddan, King of 
Blephants, Master df many ‘White Elephants, and Proprietor of Mines of Gold, Silver, 
RuUes, Amber and the Noble Serpentine, Sovereigu of ihe Empires of Thunaparanta and 
Tampadipa and other great Empires and Countries, and of all the Umbrella wearing Cbiefla, 
Ihe Sopporter of Religion, the Son-descended Monarch, Arbiter of Life, and great King of 
Kighteousneca, who bears tbe honorary name (in Pali) of the lilustrioua in tbe three worlds, 
the King of Kings, posaesaor of boundless dominion and supreme wisdom, and great King 
of Righteousness.* 

His dominions consist of Bunnah Proper, (he old kingdoms of Toung-ngu and Pegu, and 
-tbe fihan States and Districts of Kale. Tbaongthat, Khanti, Mogaung, Bamo, Uonliyen, Uomait, 
Main Loun, Tanng-bain, Thainni, Kaingmih, Main Main, Main Leng-gyih, Kyain Youn-gyili, 
-Kyaintoun, Kyain Khyaing, Thibo, Thoun-zay, Moneb, Kyain-touiig, Kyaiu-kham, Nyauug-yur, 
Jjfigya, Mauk-me, Mobye, Main Pyln, Main Pun, Main Pan, Main Kaing. Naung-mun, Thiglt, 
Tibet, Youk-zouk, Main TMit,Enle,&c., allot which States and districts however are difler* 
senUy named, more or leas, by the Sbana themselves. 

KINGDOM OF SIAM. 

Ihe King’s usual (ides are, * The God fiuddli who dwells over every head, (he Lord 
*of life and master of the Palace”. His dominions consist of Siam Proper, of the Shan States 
of Ch’biung Mai, Lamp,hun, Lak,hon, Meuang Nan, Menang Fang, Lan-ch'bang, Luang P,hu- 
iMng, Ch’biuug Sen, Ch’hinng llai, and others, of part of the old kingdom of Cnmbodia, and 
of the Malayan States of Queda and Fataiii. 

The present King is the same person whom Hr. Ccawfurd saw as Prince Krom Chiat at 
Bangkok in tbe year 1832. He was (be eldest son by an inferior wife of Ihe late King, whom he 
oncceeded on the 21st July 1824, with tlie general consent of (he Country, and be iauow about 5Q 
years of age. His successor, it is supposed will be bis brother CXao Fa, ■ Lord of Heaven,” tbe el. 

' dest SOB of the late King by his principal Queen. The other Members of tbe Royal family of Siam 
are said to amount to nearly three tbottiand. 

KINGDOM OF NEPAVL. 

Maharaja Rai Raibhdra Vikkam Sah, King of Nepal, eucceeded bis father at the early age 
«rtwo years ; be is the son of Oibivan Joddba Vikbam Sam, the son of PaiTHwi Pal Sab, tlie 
•nocessor of Ron Bahadus tbe son of Swo PsRTAur, he son of Fvstm Nabbain, the 
Goorkbali conqueror of Nepau), who subdued it in 1768. 

The death of die present Rajah’s father is one of those, which Princes whose caprice' 

Is the law, have met with. Gibivan Juooha ViUAXi Sab having caused a pagoda, like that of 
Juggernath, to be erected, ordered slmiliar obedience to be paid to it. ^Phis excited dissatis- 
fhctiou amongst his people ; and one of his brothers took advantage of this opportunity of 
iwveoging tbe death of another brother, who had been put to death by the eradication of his 
oyes, by order of the Rgjah. He accordingly went to the Court, and pretending to remonstrate 
mdM^oiithetojuitice ofhislato order, struck him with his sabre. Bh was, however, unnso 
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Palely killtfd by the CaH§y Bhlmiea, who wai preient, and the infent prince Waa placed oi»> 
Be Mtunud, On the night of the lame day. three hnndred persona, on Whom any snspicion* 
etl, were, it is supposed, put to death by the Causy*a order. Nepaul ia tributary to Chinn- 
from tbe year 1792. 

NrZAId OF HYDBABADw 

His Highness Nawhb AsoPit Jah MoozuFFiBR-nL-nooirALiK Hfbr FiraKoNDBa Ali KhaR' 
Bahadoou Futbu Juno, NiaRm of Hydrabad, ascended tbe Bliisnad on the 24th of May. 1S29; 
is the son and successor of Sccundbh Jar the eUest of the eight sons of Nizam Ali Kran. the 
younger brother of Salabut Juno, the uncle and successor of Mozupfieu Juno, the nephew 
and successor of Nazik Juno, the second son oi Vizam-ul-moolc. who obtained the Soubadary 
of the Deccan in 1717, in the reigii of Ruffee-ul-Dirjet. 

Before the formation of a treaty of perpetual alliance with Uie English, on the I2(b 
October, 1800, the subadary of tbe Deccan bad suffered continual disturbance. When Aaoph 
Jah Nizam ul-nroolk returned from Delhi, in 1740, he fought in 1741, his son Nazir Ja^o 
who had rebelled against him. Nizam-ul-moolk died in 1748, from which time, to the year 
1763, a period ef 15 years, three princes had asceuded the Musnud, and were successively 
assassinated. Miiznffer Jung was graiidsoo to Nizara-ubmoolk by his younger daughter’s side 
Nizam>ul Moolk removed his capital from Aurungabad to Hydrabad. 


RAJAH OF GWALIOR. 

His Highness, Maharajah Ali Jah Jyajee Rao Scindia, the adopted son of, Janko Raw 
Srindia, succeeded to the Government on the4tb February 1843, on ilie death of his predeeeao 
sor, Janko Kao who was elected by Baiza Bai, the widow of Dowlbt Rao Scindia ; the nephew 
of Hahhatke Scindia, the son of Ranoice Scindia. 

The family of Scindia are Sudras. of the tribe of Knmbbee, or cultivators. Ranojee was 
employed by Peishwa Bajerow, as tbe bearer of bis slippers, from which situation he rose to 
eminence ; and when Bajerow having succeeded his father, Riswanath Row, in the office of 
Peishwa, in May, 1720, came into Malwa io 1731, Ranojee was a Marliatta chieftain of high 
rank: so that the Sovereign authority of tbe Sciudia family cannot have existed much' mo r» 
than one hundred yeais. 


RAJAH OF BJIURTPORE. 

His Highness, Maharajah Balwont Sinqh, Rajah of Bhurtpore, succeeded his father in 
August, 1824; was displaced by one of hisoousins, DuriuN Sal, in March, 182.5, but reinstated 
by tbe British Goverinent, on the i9th of January, 1826 ; Is yet a minor in age ; tbe son 
of fiULDBB SiNoH,the secoud brother of Hanadrak Sinou, the eldest of tbe four sons of RoNiBBT 
Singh, tbe sou of Kaiut sinoh, the brother of Ruttun Singh, the brother of Jowabur Singh, tho 
son of Sourai Mull, the founder of the priucipality, killed in 1763. 

Tbe settlement of the Jauts, (of which tribe tbe Rajah of Bhurtpore is,) in the Dooab of tho 
Ganges and Jumna, is dated in ITOO, when they migeated from the banks of tbe Indus. During 
Aiirengzebe’s last marcli towards the Deccan, Chuhamun, the Jaut, pillaged the baggage of tho 
Army, and with'part of the spoil erected the fortress of Bhurtpore. The present prince, , like ' 
many of bis predecessors, is not legitimately descended being the son of a female slave of tiro 
name of Sabeb JRumar. When a Rgjab has no sou, he purchases females, and the boy begotthli 
on any of them, is addpted by tbe R«^ah and the Paul Ranee. 

RAJAH OF KOTAH. 

Hio HigbneM, Mabantja BisniN Swon, Rajah of KotBh.The son of Kmbopi Rao, tbe io» of 
Haba Rao Omid sinoh. 
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RAJAH OP INDOOR. 

His Maharaja Hurby Rao Hatkar th« cousin and successor of M<nii.Hfta Rsa (he 

third (he adopted son and successor of Jbswont Rao Holkar. the brother of Casi Rao, the 
sidlsst of the four sons of Tokajee Holkar, a chief who was elected to the Government of the 
Holkar state by Ahiclia Bai, on the death of her son Mallbr Row. 

The Hollkar family are of (he Dhoongnr or shepherd tribe. The derivation of (he name 
Holkar, or, more properly. Hulkur, ia from' Hull a village, and Kur, an inhabitant, 
Houlpar Rao, 1. was (be first prince of the Holkar family ; and the time when he obtained 
any local authority was in 1728; (he district of Indore was assigned to him in 1738. He had only 
one son, Kondi Row, who died in 17.^4, many years previous to bia father’s death, and left an 
only son Mallee Row. He also died after a reign of nine months after the death of MoucnAR 
Row. The original family being thus extinct, Ahillya Bai elected Tukateb Hock ah to the 
principality. He had four sons, Casi Row and Mocluak Row by his wife, and Jeswont Row 
and Etojee by bis mistress. ■- 

‘ RAJAH OF JOYNAGAR OR JYEPOOR. 

His Highness, the infant son of Maharaja Sewai Singh, Rajah of Joynagar, or Jyepoor, who 
is (he son of Jaoat Sinuh, the son of Phatap Sinoh, the son of Madho Sinoh,' the son of Ram 
SiNOB, the smi of Sewai Jysinh, who lived in the time of Mehameu Shah. The young prince is 
•f tender age and Rawul B^iri Saul is the regent during his minority, appointed by the British 

government. 

RAJAH OF JOUOHPOOR OR MARWAR. 

His Highness, Maharaja Maun Sinob, is Rajah of Joudhpoor or Harwar. He is of the 
libe of Bhattore Rajpoots.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS. — Accountg are kept here in Rupees, with their Slibdi- 
vi&iong, Annasand Pie; IS Pie make 1 Anna; 16 Annas 1 Rupee* 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold is 
occasionally coined, but the great bulk of the currency is silver* 

There are vario^is kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengal; 
whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominati* 
onsare the same. From this, and from the natives frequently punch* 
i.ng holes in the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base metal, 
and heir wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after cominjg 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em- 
ploying shroffs or money-changers^ ^hose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought U> one of these shroffs, he examines them piece hy piece, and 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weight; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon Company’s Rupees, 
Siccas andSonauts; and this done, the valuds in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth; so that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued.

IMh November 1840. 'Proefcifnarton.— The Governor Generalin 
Council is pleased to notify, that from end after the llrli day of Novem- 
ber 1840, in respect to the Mint of Cileutia, and from and after the Ist 
day of April 1841, in respect to the Mints of Fort Saint George and 
Bombay, those parts of Act No. XYII. of 1835/whiph were suspended 
by Act No. XXXT. of 1837, directing that certain Silver Coins issued 
from the Mints within the Teriitoriesof the East India Company aball 
bear on the Obverse the Head of the Reigning Sovereign of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, will he again in force ; and that 
the Device of the Silver Coins which shall he coined from aud after the. 
•aid dates respectively in the Mims of India, in conformity with Acta 
XVll. of 1833 and XXI. of 1838, will be as Act No. XVil. of 1835 re- 
quires, viz.

Money Changers, Shroffs, Podars and others, should be required 
to take notice of the Provision in Act No. XVil. of 1835, against clip- 
ping, filing, punching, or otherwise defacing the legel Coin. The Sll« 
ver 6»ins issued from the Mints of Goveriiinent, under Act XVIT, of 
1835, if notcut, clipped, marked, or otherwise wilfully impaired, are 
legal tender for their full value, until by gradual wear, they have lost 
two per cent, of their original weight.

For the coDTersion of the rupee into the equivalent cnrrenry of 
other Dation*, it is necessary to take into consTaeration the fluctuating 
relative value of the precious metals infer ae, from the circumstance of 
gold being in some, and silver in others, the legal medium of circut 
lation. 

It is also necessary to take account of the mint charge for coining 
at each place, which adds a fictitious value to the loca) coin. The par 
of exchange is, for these reasons, a somewhat ambigunus term, requiring 
to be distinguished under two more definite denominations. I'^t, the 
tit/r«naic par, which represents that case in which the pure metu] con? 
tained in the parallel denominations of coins is equal. 2nd,' the coi9i<^ 
mercial par^ or that case in which the current value of the coin at each 
place (after deducting the seignorage levible for coinage) is equal : or 
in other, words, ‘ two sums of money of dlfierent countries are vominet^ 
dally at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity of the same 
kind of pure metal.’f 

Thus if silver be taken from India to England, it must he sold to 
a bullion merchant at the market price, the proprietor receiving pay- 
ment in gold (or notes convertible into it ) The London mint is closett 
against the importer of silver ; which metal has not therefore a mini? 
mum value in the English market fixed by the mint price: although 
it has so in Calcutta, where it may always he converted into coin at a 
charge of 2 per cent. On the other hand, if u remittance in gold be 
made from this country to England, its out-turn there is known and 
fixed: each new Calcutta mo/mr being convertible into 1.66 or 
1} sovereign nearly; but the price of the gold mohur fluctuates as 
considerably in India as that of silver does iu England, the natural 
tendency of commerce being to bring to an equilibrium the operatioss 
of exchsmge in the two metels. 

The exchange between England and India, has therefore a two? 
fold expression ; for silver, the price of the sicca rupee in shillings and 
pence : — for gold, the price of the sovereign in rupees. To calculate 
the out-turn of a bullion remittance in either metal, recourse may be 
had to tbe following. 

Table of English and Indian Exchanges,

1st. One mtsn. (or 1001 bs. troy) of silver (Uhs alloy is coined 
into 8200 Company’s rupees, ot which 64 and 60 respectively are taken 
as mint duty, being at the rate of two per cent.

For the British colonial possessions, however, an order of Council 
was promulgated on the 23r(l March, 1825, exteiidihg to them the cir- 
culation of British silver and copper money, and directing all ptiblic 
accounts to be kept therein.. Where the dollar was, either by law, 
fact, or practice still a legal tender, if was to be accounted equivalent 
to 4*. 4d. and vice vma. For the Cape of Good Hope, where thg 
circulation consisted ol fis^per rix-dollars ;-^and Ceylon, where it con- 
sisted of silver and paper riz-dollars, as well as variety of other coins ; 
— it was provided that a tender and payment of Is. 6d. in British silver 
money ahoiild be equivalent to the rix-dollar.

As the Chinese have no gold or silver coins but" make payments in 
those metals by weight, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kind*, excepting that, in money reckonings, nothing 
higher than the leang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is the Ie or cash. It is made of a very bgse alloy of cop* 
per, is round, about the size of an English farthing, and has a square 
hole in the middle, by whi;'h a hundred or more are usually strung to- 
gether; on one side are Chinese characters, denoting the reign under 
which the cash was cast; and on the other side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either Chinese or Manthchou characters, designating the 
place of coinage.

BRITISH-INDIAN VVElGIlTiS AND MEASURES. 


The unit of the British Indian ponderary system’^ is called the 
4<dal-. It weighs 180 grains English Troy Weight. From it up- 
wards, are derived the heavy weights, viz: Chitak, Seer, and Mun 
(or Maund); — and by its subdivision the small or jeweller's weights, 
called mt/jf Arts, rutt*’es, anddhans. 


The advantages of this system are 

1. That the maund foi'ined from the modified weight would be precisely equal 
to 100 English troy pounds: and 

2. That tiiiriySive seers would also be precisely equal fo seve nty-two poaadf 
avoirdupois thus establi.siiing a simple coiinention, void of fractious, betweeit 
the two Euglish luetrioal scales and thatol lodia.

The 3Iun (or that weig^ht to which it closely accords in value, 
and to which it is legally equivalent in the new scale) has been hi- 
therto better known among Europeans by the name of Bazar 
Maund, but upon its general adoption^ under Regulation VII. 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Govenuneiit, it should be deno- 
minated the British Maund, (in Hindee, l/ngrezee Mtm.) to distin- 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Ptmeree is, as its name denotes, a live-scer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale ; but as 
its use is very general, it has been introduced for the convenience 
of reference. 

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
bushiess of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weiglit for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to tlie 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, ^ the seer of so ma- 
(or sicca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas, 

I'lie Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kacha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otlierwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c. to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me- 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received m this denomi- 


* In the saniA wiy the Madraii, Bombay, and Furukbabad, rupee (when the 
Siooa rupee ia aboliabed, and an English oevice adopted,) may be calleo " the 
Bbitisr Kvrsi,*’ and ia the natife languagea i/ngrizie Rupya, 
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nation, and the tables of bullion produce (as seen in the foregoing 
pages) are calculated per 100 tolas. It is also usual at tlie mints 
to make tjie subdivisions of the tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, nittees, and dhans, are used cliielly by natiye gold- 
sraitlis and jewellers. They are also employed in the native eva« 
luatiou by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 niashas fine, sig- 
nifies 10-i2ths pure, and corresponds to 10-oz. touch’’ of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
tbe^English gold assay scale, inas-^Jiuch as the 96 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan^ the quarter grain.

The worrl mun, of Arabic, or fit brew origin,* is ucpcJ throughout 
Persia and Northern India; but, as might l>e expeeted, it represents 
very difiereiit values in different plaees : tliiis the mun of Tabriz is only 
6i lbs. avoir, while that of Palloda, in Ahrnedouggur, is lGf3^ ll»s. 

It is probable that the seer or sbr, a Hindu weight (s^/aA), was 
more uniform than the maiind, since it wa^ founded upon the tola 
(tolaka). which, with its subdivision, the wa%sa, must in very ancient 
times have been extensively known throughout commercial Asia: there 
ran be little doubt that the tale and mace of the Chinese are identical 
in origin. 

It may he generally assumed that the maund system follows the 
commou scale, viz. 

16 cbitBks= 1 seer 

40 8eerE= 1 maund. 

20 maund^rz 1 candy or maunee. 

The use of a five-seer weight also universally prevails under the 
name of yurseree, dhuree, or vis. The dliuree, from its name, however, 
seems to be properly u iiiPHSiirH, and accordingly, nhile in Malwa it is 
equal to 5 seers, iu other plnees it is found ot 4, 4^, 5|, 10, 11, and 12 
seers. The terms adhola adhelee, (half,) poo, pown//, ^quarter,) adhpao^ 
(half-quarter,) frequently occur; they explain liieinselves.

Conversion op British European Weights into British Indian 
Weights, and vice versa. 

By Regulation VI 1 1833, a new British linlian system of w'eights has 
been ordered ; but the cliange not being enforced by any penal enactment, 
the new wpi^hi ba^ been adopted by a verv few European bouses, while 
it is the only one in use at the several Government offices of C'ilcuttB,-<- 
tbe Custom house, tfie Mint, the Treasur}, the Bank, and the Police. 

The difference however between the new and the old system ia 
extremely small ; viz. the unit or tolah toas the obi Muorshedahad 
rupee, and weighed 179.666 Troy grains. By the said Regulation the 
tolah IS of 180 grains Tr(i>, and therefore exceeds the old one by one- 
third of a grain, which tlitf reiice makes the new bazar or Indian 
inaiJiid heavier than the uid cue by about one chittak and a quarter, ur 
2.22 ounces Troy. 

The following tables have been calculated on the old elements of 
Indian weights, as being still of a more general use. If it was necessary 
to convert old Imzar maiinds into new ones, the operation would con-

Arsenicbus Acid or White Arsenic (surf aid sambul) Sulphurifsi^Orpi- 
ment or Yellow Arsenic (Hartal),-- Realgar or Red Arsenic (Lai 
Sambul.) King's Yellow or Scheele's Oreen, or Ar senile of Copper. 

-Metallic taste, letid breath, ('oiitraeiion ot the wind- 
pipe add passage leading to the stoniaeli vomiting of bloody matter, stools 
Dlack hnd ofiensive, pulse small and irregular, great thirst and burning 
heat, bYeatbiiig difficult, urine scanty, red and bloody, deleriuiu, con- 
Tulsionsand death. 

TVeaYmen/.— Excite vomiting by giving 20 grains of Sulphate o. 
Zinc, and repeat it if necessary. Inflammatory symptoms ^Gastritiis) w W 
be relieved by bleeding from the arm, and leeches over the stomach 
fomentations and emollient clysters. 

If death does not ensue, the diet must be fluid, farinaceous aod.de- 
mulceht for a considerable time afierwur t«. 

The byd oxyd of iron may be given w irh great advantage, and the 
Stornach pumpmay be used, but only by a Profesititinal man. 

Tests. — Precipitated yellow by sulpburettt'd hydroi^^en gas by 
Irydro-auIpburCts of ammonia, and by ainmoniacal netrate of silver. 
Preciftitated green by aromoiiiacal sulphate of copper, reduced to the 
metallic state by Marsh’s process : but in order that arsenic may not be 
confounded with the antinionial preparations, the reader had better con- 
sult Prolessoi O^Shaugbnessy’s t>aiiiphlet on the Pid4v>iis o( Indiix. 

AvTiKOKY^f SrJrma.) 

Tartarlzed Antimony or Emetic Tartar — Muriate of Antimony or 
Rutter of Antimony. — Vitrified Antimony or Glass of Antimony. 
Symptoms . — PaintuJ and (ibstinaie votriiiings ; copious srtfMis ’ cnn- 
striction Of the throat; cramps ; sywpiows of intoxication ; prostration 
of strength, often terminating in death. 

Treatment. — Vomitiug to be excited by tickling the throat with a 
feather, or allayed by o/tium. The best antidotes are decoctions of as- 
tringent vegetables, such as cinchona, willow hark, gall-nurs, strong tea, 
which may he given freely to excite vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison. 

Tests. — Tartarlzed antimony Is precipitated orange yellow, by sulphu- 
retted hydrogen gas, and the hydro-sulfihurels, — the prccioiiate being 
reduced to the metallic state, by exposure to a stresm of hydrogen gas, 
while heated in a glass tube. Infusion of galls give a yellowish wlii«e 
firecipitate ; sulphuric acid, lime a'lid baryta give wlut** prerijiitates, re- 
duced to metallic stats by Marsh’s apparatus (vide Arsenical prepara- 
tions.) 


Bismuth. 

Nitrate Oxyd. — Tartrate or Pearl Powder. 

Symptoms . — Similar to those produced by arsenic, «tvitli a violent pain 
in the chest, and very difficult breathing. 

NoS|»ectflc antidote known, ^lilk and mild mticilagenotis 
drinks to be given freely, to facilitate vomiting, and purgatives ought 
to he given. 

Te^ts. — Precipitated black by-bydro-siilphurets when in the state of 
■untiar iftM V-., chromali of potash gives -a yeUuw |)re<;i|jiiate. 
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CoppBB— ( TVim^a.) 

Sulphate or Blve Copperas {Tutiya),-- Blue Verditer,-^ Mineral 
Green ^Sub Acetate or Verdigris.-- Food cooked in foul copper vessels f 
and Pickles made Green by Copper. 

Symptoms.— arrid and nitUilic ; tongue dry and parched ; con* 
etrictiofifl of the thront, and coppery eructations ; severe vomiting, or 
fruitless attenij>t to vomit ; dragging at the stumack ; dreadful colic ; 
black bloody stools, abdomen distended ; pulse small, hard and quick; 
syncope ; g<eat thirst, anxiety, cold sweats; scanty urine ; cramps, con* 
vulsionsaiid death. 

Treatment. draughts of milk and water to encourage vomit* 
iiig ; whites ot eggs stirred up with water, and taken freely ; inflamma- 
tory symptoms to tte reduced on general principles, and the nervoua 
symiiroms by anodynes and anti s^tasmodics ; sU||[ar U not a specific 
antidote asOriii r, once promulgated ; but it may be given with advan- 
tage, dbsolved in copper. Tne ferro-cyaoate of poiash is an antidotn 
next to albumen in efficacy. 

Tests —Liquor ammonnia produces a green precipitate, which ia 
re-disso.ved by excess of ammonia producing a beaiitilul deep blue-co- 
louref solution. Ferro-cyaiiate of potash gives a brown precipitate. 
Ox y d o, arsenic a grass green precipitate. Poiii>ln*d steel reduces it to 
the me allic state, coating the article immersed with a bright film 
jof coppe i. 

Si Lv ER - f Chandee. ) 

Nitirute^ or Lunar Caustic, 

Symptoms —'Similar to those occasioned by corrosive poisons. 

A table-spoonful of common salt, dissolved in a pint of 
water, and a wine-glassful to he taken every three minutes, to decompose 
the poison • alter which inucdageouiii drinks my be given, or purgatives 
adrainistere d. 

7'ests. — Nitrate of silver is precipitated white by common salt, which 
turns black o.n exposure to the sun’s rays. Piiosphaie and chromate of 
soda^ive yellow precipitates, reduced to the metallic state by calcining 
in a powerful furnace, with charcoal and potash. 

LBAD-(Sisa } 

Super- Acetate or sugar of Lead. — ^Sisa Ka Chime).— Litharge ( Murm 
dar Sang), — Bed Oxide^ ar Red Lead {Sindur,— Carbonate or Wldis 
Lead (Sujfida.) Wines sweetened by Lead. 

Symptoms. — When taken in large quantities, it produces a sugary 
astringent metallic taste ; constriction of the throat ; pain iu the region of 
the stomach ; painful, and often bloody vomitings; hiccup, convulsions, 
an death. When taken in small, long-contiiiued dose, it produces, 
wd t is called, painter’s colic and paralytic symptoms. 

hnreafmenf.— The same as that recommended for the salts of barytci 
(v7de Alkaline Earths), in addition to which, bleeding must be used, if 
syimptoms require it. Castor oil, either with or without opium, to elear 
the btiwels, assisted by frequent emolient clysters. The warm bath 
should not be omitted. 

Tests. — All the preparations of lead are easily reduced to the metallic 
stale by calcination with charcoal. The super-acetate, dissolved in 
water, is precipitated white by sulphuric acid, of a canary yellow 
by- chromate of potash and chromic acid, these precif>ates being easily 
ri^uced by calcination. The alkarlioe sulphurets precipitate the super- 
acetate of lead of a blackish eolour, and lo does lulphuietied by drogea 
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gB8. A piece of zinc, suBpended in a aolution of lead, abstracts the lead 
Irom the solvent, and it then becomes deposited on the zinc in the form 
of a metallic tree of crystallization. 

Mercury— (P arn.) 

Oxy- Muriate or Sublimate (Raekarpur), — Calomel,-^ Nitric Oxid, or 
Red Precipitate, — BUSulphuret or Vermillion {Durdar^, 

Symptoms. — Acid metallic taste ; immediate constriction and burning; 
in the throat with anxiety, and tearing pains in the stomach and bowels ; 
nausea and vomiting of various coloured fluids, sometimes bloody ; 
profuse diarrhcea, and sonietiinea a great difliculty in passing urine 
(Dysuria) ; pulse quick, small and hard; faintirg, difficult breathing, 
cramps, and cold sweats ; great debility and death. 

Whites of eggs to be mixed wtth water, and one given 
every two or three minutes, to promote vomiting, and by decomposing, 
to lessen the virulence of the poison. Milk in large quantities, gum 
water or linseed t^a, sugar and water, or water itself, at about 8(P 
Pahrenbeit. Gluten as it exists to wheat flour decomposes sublimate, 
and should be given mixed with water. Inflammatory consequences 
should be anticipated and subdued by the usual remedies. 

Tesfs.-^ Mercurial preparations heated torrdness in a glass tube with 
potash, are decomposed, the quick^silver being volatilized and condensed 
in small metallic globules in the upper part of the tube, it kept cold. 
The oxy-muriate is precipitated white by ammonia, yellow by potash, 
and of an orange colour by lime water ; brown by nitrate of tin, and 
white by albumen mixed with cold water. A few drops of solution of 
sublimate, placed on a bit of gold, form a silvery amalgam on it, if 
touched with an iron pin. The hydriodate of potash produces a beauti* 
ful Vermillion precipitate with corrosive sublimate. 

Tivf^iQalui ) 

Muriate used by Dyers.— Oxyd or Putty Powder, 
Symptoms.— VsiSie austere, lueiaiiic; constriction ot the throat ; vomit- 
ings, with pain over the whole abdomen; copious stools ; pulse small, 
hard and frequent convulsive movements of the extremities and faie; 
sometimes paralysis, and mostly death. 

Treatment,— Milk to.be given first in large quantities, to distend the 
stomach, and produce vomiting, and afterwards to decompose any 
remaining poison. Inflammatory or nervous symptoms to be subdued 
by bleeding, warm baths, opiates, See, &c. 

Tests, — The muriate precipitates gold of a purple colour, and it is 
itself' precipitated of a bright yellow colour by strung tea, or an 
alcoholic infusion of galls. Albumen or gelatiu occasions a copious 
flocculent precipitate. The oxyd is volatalized by beat, is soluble in 
nitric acid, and is easily reduced by calcination. 

ZiNO— (D dsta.) 

Sulphate or White Vitriol— Oxyd {Suf aid Tutiya), 
Symptoms. — An acid taste; a sensation of choking nausea and vomit- 
ing ; pain in the stomach ; frequent stools; difficult breathing; quick 
pulse; pale face ; cold extremities, but seldom death (unless taken in 
very large quantities) owing to the emetic propertieo of the poison 
Treatment. — Vomiting, which is the usual consequence of doses of 
sulphate of zinc, to be rendered easy by copious draughts of warm 
.water, and particular symptoms to be'met with appropriate remedies. 
Milk and albumen may be given as ip poiaoning with copper. 
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The lulphftf e '• prt^cipitated white by emTnonia, the precipitate 
being; re-disaolved by exccea of aminonia. Precipitated while by 
eau^iic potash, yellowish white by the alkaline by-dro-sulphiireis, and 
ot an orange colour by chromtee of lead ; easily reduced by calcination 
with charcoal and nitre, presents a phosphorescent appearance before 
the bloW'pipe.

Sulphuric or OilofVUrioU {Gandak ka Attar), — Nitric or Aqua^fortis^ 

(Shora ka tezal),-^ Muriatic or SpiriU of SalU (Nemuk ha tezal )- — 

Oxialc or Acid of Sugar ^^Phutphoric.^Fluoric.-^Tarfaric.-^Frussic 

or Hydrocyanic, 

Symptoms.— Acid burning taste ; acute pain in the throat, stomach 
and bowels ; Ireqoent vomiting of bloody matter, which effervesces with 
chalk or alkaline carbonates, and reddens litmus paper ; mouth and 
lips excoriated, shrivelled white or yellow ; hiccup ; copious stools, 
more or less bloody ; tenderness of the abdomen; difficult breathing; 
irregular pulse ; excessive thirst ; drink increi^ting the pain, and seldom 
retained on the stomach ; frequent, but vain efforts at micturition ; cold 
sweats ; altered countenance; convulsions and death. If prussic acid be 
taken in large quantities death is the immediate result ; in sinaiier 
quantities it produces stupor, nausea, giddiness with loss of sight, and 
sometimes salivation, difficult breathing, dilated pupils, and faintness, 
whidi if not soon relieved, terminated in death. When applied to sores, 
lOr the siirtace et the body, incautiously, the same effects are produced ; 
all the sails formed with this acid are more or less poisonous. The 
essential oil of the bitter almond is a deadly poison, and smelling a 
bottle coritaiiiing anihydrous prussic acid, proves instantaneously fatal. 

Treatment — Mix an ounce of calcined magnesia with a quart of 
water, and give a wine glassful every two minutes ; soap, or chalk and 
water may be used until the magnesia can be procured; carbonated 
alkalies must not be used. Vomiting to be excited by tickling the 
throat with a feather. Diluents to be taken after the poison is got rid 
of for some time. Inflammatory consequences to be met by the usual 
remedies. 

It sulphuric acid has been taken, water alone ahould not he given, 
nor should calcined magnesia, but the coiiirnon cartionate of magnesia 
may be given freely, mixed with water ; there is too much heat 
generated in the stomach, if the above cautioiia be not attended to. 
Chalk and water should he given if oxalic acid has been taken ; prussic 
acid has been taken, use emetics, or the stomach pump ; dash the body 
well with cold water ; make the patient inhale ammonia or chlorine, 
or any other stimulants, and rouse the system in every possible way. 

Teats,^ Sulphuric acid is known by its great weight, evolving heat 
when mixed with water, Barytes throws down a suiphate, insoluble ia 
nitric acid or water. 

iVifric acief emits orange colored fumes on the addition of copper, 
and is changed blue by it; potash throws down a nitrate which difla- 
grates when thrown in the fire, it tinges the skin yellow. 

Muriatic acid emits pungent fumes ; niirate of silver throws down a 
white precipitate, soluble in ammonia, but not in nitric acid. 

Oxalic acid is precipitates by lime water, the precipitate being Bola^ 
ble ip piUic acid, but no excess ot oxalic acid. 
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Phosphoric acid preripffates barytea and lime water ; tbe prepipitate 
aoliibie In nitric acid, dei'oinpo^ed by rharcoal at a high teinpcreiure, 
evolving cachonic acid gaa, and phoapborua ia sublimed. 

gives out white vapours ; beat is evolved with a hnsing 
noise, when water is added to it ; it dissolves glasa. 

Tartaric add gives a precipitate with lime water, soluble in excess of 
acid, and in nitric acid also. 

PriMStc acttf smells like hitter almond or peach, which is insoluble 
in cold nitric acid and leaves, it precipirates nitrate of silver white 
when dried, and heated gives out cryauugler gas, which burns a rich 
rose coloured flame. 


Alkalir«. 

CauBtiCy or Carbonated PotaBh — Sodti — Ammonia {Phar ha Neemuh 
Saji.) 

Syn^tomB — Taste acrid, arinou«, and caustic ; great heat in the 
throat; nausea and vomiting of bloody mutter, which chanues syrup of 
violet to green, and effervesces with acid ; if the carbonated form ot the 
alkali has been taken, copious stools, acute pain in the stumacb, colic, 
convulsions, derangement, and death. 

Treatment. — Vinegar and other vegetable acids to be given largely, to 
neutralize the poison there ; dilate freely with demulcents, and treat 
inflammatory symptoms with tbe usual remedies. Almond or olive oil 
may be given largely, for it not only mukea vomiting easy, but con- 
verts the alkali into a soap. 

Alkalies have many properties in common, their solutions feel 
soapy to the touch, change tbe vegetable reds and blues to green, and 
yellows to iirown, remain transparent, when carbonic acid is added to 
them, which distinguishes them from the aikaliri earths, barytes, stran- 
tian and lime. Nitrate of silver is precipitated by them, in form of a 
dark-colotirt'd oxyd, soluble in nitric acid. Potash and soda may be 
distinguished from each other by evaporating (heir solutions to dry nes«; 
potash will become moist by exposure to the air, while soda will remain 
Ory. Ammonia is known by its pungent smell, aud precipitates the 
salts of copper blue. 


Alkaltnr Earths. 

iiiwe {Chunam.)— Baryta Carbonate Muriate. 

Symptom^. — Violent vomitings; convuNions ; palsy ol tbe limbs; 
distres-irig pains in tbe abdomen ; hiccup ; alteration ot the countenance, 
and very early death, when baryta, or any of its combinations, which 
are very energetic poisons have been taken, lime sometimes produces 
death. 

Treatment — If lime water has been taken, vinegar and other vegeta- 
ble acids are tho best antidotes. 

If baryta has been taken, a week solution of Epsom salts should 
be drank plenteously, to produce vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison, which it renders inert by forming tbe insoluble 
sulphate. 

If Epsom salt be not at hand, large draughts of water, acidulated 
by sulphuric acid should be given. • 

Solution of lime change vegetables blues to green, and is 
precipitated white, by carbonic and oxalic acid, while no change is 
produced on it by sulphuric acid; its salts are decomposed by the 
fixed alkalies, which precipitate the lime, but not the ammonia. Pare 
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liBrjta undergoes changes similar to lime, vlun irafer is added to it, 
and acts like it on vegetable colours; it does not eflervesce with aHrl4, 
Carbonate of baryta is insoluble in water, l•llr ('i*so|ves in nitric or 
muriatic acid. Muriate of i aryta in solution is not changed by sul- 
liburetted hydrogen, or pure ammonia, but its carbonate throws dawn 
a while precipitate^ which is caritonateof baryta. 

Nitre or Saltpetre^ or Sal Prunella— (Slior a or KalmL) 

SymptomB. — l^aWi in the storiiachs ; nausea ; i>ainiul vomiting* ; 
purging, convulsions, faintings; pulse feeble ; cold extremities, with tear- 
ing pains in the stomach and bowels ; difiicult respiration ; and death. 

Treat ment,~~^\\t\\\h.T to that of arsenic. 

7VfSfs.— It nitre be thrown on a fire, it deflagrates ; if powdered 
and sulphuric acid he poured on it, it gives out nitrous fumes; it is 
decomposed ate high temperature, giving out oxygen gas. 

Muriate of Ammonia or Sal Ammoniac— ( Nnufhada.) 

Symptoms.— l£,xce»»'\ve vnini itkg«, with cioivulsions and general 
slifiness ot the muscles; great pain iti the bowels; early alteration of 
features, and death. 

Treatment. — Large draughts of warm sugared water, to excite 
vom^'ing, and the throat tickl-^d with a teaiher. 

Muriate of Htnuionia is soon volatilized if placed on hot 
coals; if rubbed up with quirk i me, it give< out the fumes of ammonia, 
a solution of it iu water i« |>r^cipitHfed white hy nitrate of silver. 

Iodine, Ilydriodate of Potash and Soda. 

Symptoms. — Burning sensation and constriction of the throat; 
bilious vomiting, heartburn, salivation, pain in the eyeballs, obscured 
vision, fialpitation, tremor, paralysis and death. 

Treatments.^M ucWHfi'wous drinks to he given plentifully, and large 
emollient clysters to be thrown up the rectum. 

Tcs/s.— Iodine exists in scnlf^sof a greyish black colour, and be* 
comes a violet colored gas at 120^ it is sparingly dissolved in water, 
which tinges raw starch of a fine purple, it stains the skin brown, 
wiiich soon vanishes; it destroys vegetable colours, and has the odour 
of chlorine. Hydriodate of potash precipitates corrosive sublimate of 
a carmine colour. 

Plir.SPHORUS. 

Siym;9fafns«-~Similar effects to the mineral acids, with a hot taste 
of garlic. 

Treatment,— specific antidote known ; but vomiting should 
be excited by large draughts of water, mixed with magnesia, and all 
oily and fatty substances avoided. 

Tests. — |f phosphoru*. or the rejected contents of ths stomach, after 
it has been taken, be boiled in a retort, (with its beak under water,) 
with a solution ot caustic potash, pliosphorated hydrogen gas is formed , 
which explodes, with a green fl<tine, as soon as it reaches the surface 
pi the water. 


ALC ^nc\L.—{Shrab Mokuter.)

liHoxicaiion, and when taken very freely, completely 
insensibility. Apoplexyr paralysis on one side, countenance swollen, 
and dark red colour; breathing difficult, often stertorous with a pecu- 
liar puffing out of the lips, ending very frequently in delirium tremens^ 
and sometimes death. 
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By smellmg thp brendth, you in^y readily distinguish the symp- 
toms from those of spontanpons apoplexy. 

Treatment, — Twenty grains of sulphate of zinc should he got into 
the stomach as soon as possible, and if the person has lost the power of 
swallowing, a flexible tube should be the means of eonve) ing it there, 
vomiting should be induced, by ell possible mean®, sueh as large 
draughts o* warm water, clysteis of salt and water, should be thrown 
up the rectum. The patient sh«»iild be plaeed erect, and if the coiintf- 
nance does not improve, the jugular vein should he oj*ened, cold wet 
cloths applied to the head, fiarticularly if tlie body is hotter than natu- 
ral, If the extremities become cold, warmth and friction should be 
perseveringlv u«ed. 

If vomiting cannot be excited, the stomach pump may be had 
recourse to.

VEGETABLE POISONS. 

Naucotic Poisons. 

Coceultia Indices {Cachmnree).-~-Dainra Strainmonium (Datura).^ 
Hemp (Gunja), flemlnck (water, ffemlork (common) -Hemlock 
( Drapioart), — Hyn<rrfomua or Henbane.^ Nux Vomica hark and ita 
preparations (^Kuchalte),^Opium^ Tobacco (Tamhachoo), 

Symptoms ,— narcnUc vegetable poison*, il taken into the 
stomadi, or applied to a wound occasion the following effects. Stupor ; 
Tiumbnes* ; heaviness in the head ; desire to vomit, slight at first, but 
afterwards iiKiipportHble | a sort of intoxicution ; stupid air; pupil 
of the eye diluted ; furious or lively delirium; somelinies pain, con- 
vulsions of different parts of the bod}’, or palsy ol the limbs ; pulse va- 
riable; breatliitiif qoi k; great anxiety and dejection, and if not 
speedily removed, terminates in death. 

When nux vomica is the poison taken, its symptoms are very 
samilar to tetanus in iU worst form; the slightest thing throwing the 
patient into horrible convulsions, 

Batura arnmofiiurn produces blindness, and g peculiar creeping 
qf the muscles belonging to the extremities. 

Treatment. — An active emetif should he given and repeated every 
quarter of an hour, until it has effect; but in case of bad ' aymptoma 
presenting themselves, it would be advisable to have recourse to the 
stomach pump. Lyge and string clysters of salt and water should be 
thrown up, to assist in getting rid of the poison, and after vomiting ceases, 
strong purgatives may be given. 1 f the drowsiness, which is sometimes 
in the extreme, and the insensibility bordering on apoplexy be not 
remedied by tbeae mean*, lose no time in applying blisters over the 
neck, chest, and legs. In absence of blUters mustard poultices may be 
applied. The warm bath should he had rpcr>nrse to, and if all fail 
open thejiigiilar vein. If the natural temperature of body sink, friction 
should be perseveringly ined. A'ler the poison has been completely 
evacuated, a tumbler of vinegar may be given as a drink ; but on no 
account must the vegelahle aidds lie given, until youMeel satisfied that 
the poison is got rid of* House the j>Htient hy every meaus in vour 
power. ^ 

Apff«te ol lead jirecipilateg an impure mernnate of lead 
y^pfwalerj eolution of opium, wbich preciiiiiatee gliould beiu8|ieud.* 
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ed in 10 or 12 parts of water, and subjected to a stream of sulphurefed 
hydrogen gas, filter and evaporate at the temperature of I80d. Fahren- 
heit and beautiful crystals of inecaiiic arid are procured, which if 
dissolved in water, form a deep red solution uitli |>(rmt{riate of iron. 

Morphia and its«alt8 forma deep greenish blue solution with per- 
muriate ot iron, and turn brown on adding a drop or two ot iodic 
acid. 

Narcotine, it pure, is not affected by permnriate of Iron ; hut if 
nitric acid be poured oo the crystallized narcotine, it turns it ot a beau- 
tiful yellow. 

A mixture of ammonia and alcohol will produce a crystalline pre- 
cipitate of morphia from laudanum in a few hour*, which if twice dis- 
solved in acetic acid, and twice precipitated by ammonia, yield colour- 
less crystals. 

Nuz vomica is of a dirty, grey colour ; infiames on charcoal ; an 
intensely bitter taste ; and an odour like liquorice powder. Acquires • 
red orange colour, when tr«^ated with nitric acid, which is destroyed by 
the addition oi cblofide ot tin. It precipitates greyish with tincture of 
galls 


Irritating Poisons. 

Aconite ^Croton Oil or Seeds (Jamul gotaJ) — Euphorhitm, {Mot^ 
tah,)--Elaterium^Helleboret black, iKuike.)-^ Hellebore whUe, 
{Kutke mfeid.) — Plumbago^ {Lall chitra). 

Symptoms.— TUe geueral effects of tins class of poisons are an aerld^ 
pungent taste, with more or ites of biUerness; excessive beat; great 
dryness ot the mouth and throat ; violent voiniiings, the effect beinf^ 
continued after the stomach is emptied ; purging, with great pain in the 
atoroacli aud bowels ; pulse strong, frequent, and irregular ; breathing 
difficult; appearances ot intoxication ; pupil of the eye dilated; insen- 
sibility resembling death ; pulse gradually dies away, and death closet 
the scene. 

If applied externally, many of tben^produce violent infiammation, 
with eruptions of pestules. 

Plants, whose flowers havO fine stamens, one pistil, one petal, and 
whose fruit is ot the berry kind, may at once be pronounced poisonous. 
The unhelliferous plants which grow in water are mostly poisonous. 

N. B. — For explanation of the above terms, see Bengal Bispen- 
aatory, page 98. 

Treatment. — If tbe poison causes vomiting, it may be rendered 
easy by large draughts of warm water; but if insensibility comes on, 
without vomiting, 20 grains of sulphate of zinc should be given, andr 
repeated every quarter of an hour, until it has effect ; and when the 
' stomach is well emptied, a brisk purgative should be given. After the 
poison is got rid of, a strong infusion of coffee, or vinegar diluted with 
water may be given. Camphor, mixed with either, may be given, and 
if insensibility be considerable, apply blisters aud friction, as recom- 
sneiided in tbe treatment of narcotic puirons. Inffammatiog to be 
treated on general principles. 

Tests.— W Lall Chitra be the suspected poison, tbe matter should 
be treated with suiyhuric ether, and shaken well in a long tube, sealed 
et one end, the etherial solution decanted, and any alkali thrown in as 
g test, when, if Lall Chitra be present, the solution will turn to a deep 
jred rosy colour. ^ 

^ The other vegetable poisons cannot be detected by cbcmkal analysis* 
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Animal Pois^ins. 

Poisonous Fish. 

Symptoms — 'Tn an hour or two, or often in a much shorter time 
after stale iish has been eaten, a vveit^hc at the atomarh is (elr, with 
ali^iit ^idiiiiiesti aitti pain in the heatt, and a aerise of heat about the 
head and eye< ; considerable thirst; often an eruption of the akin 
(urticaria), and in many cases lieath has fnllnwed. 

Treatmsnt —An emetic should he given immediately, and repeated 
until vomiting takes place freely; alter whii h uciive purgatives should 
he given. Vinegar and water may he drank after the above remedies 
have ofierated, and the body may i»e sponged with the same. If spasms 
ensue alter piirginfif, 100 drops of laudanum may be given to an adult 
patient, and il iiiflamiuatinn sets in, reduce it on general principles. 

Vrnomous Insects. 

Scorpion — Hornet-^ Wasp ( BoUa) — Bee ( Mowmacftee)~-> Musquito 
{Moot^ha). 

Symptoms —In general the sting of these insects causes only a 
slight degree of swelling; but the sting from the scorpion invariably 
produces violent inflammation, followed by sickness and fever, with ex- 
cruciating pain in tlie part affected. 

Treatment.— Hartshorn and oil may be rubbed on the affected 
pait ; or a little sugar placed over the wound ; or a rag moistened with 
salt and water may be applied till the pain is removed ; five or six 
drops of ammonia may be given internally, mixed with half a wine 
glassful of water, or a little wine may !>« given. The pain may in 
general be removed iiy strong pressure over the part affected with the 
barrel of a small watch key. 

Cantharides or the Blistering fly^ {Talanepoka), 

iSympfomjt.— Nauseous odour of the breath ; acrid taste; burning 
heat in the throat, stomach and belly ; frequent vomitings, often bloody, 
with copious bloody stools; excruciating pain in the stomach; 
pain and heat in the bladder ; strangury nr retention of urine ; fright- 
ful convulsions, and death. * 

Treatments. — Vomiting to he excited by drinking warm water in 
which i 5 il Ipecacuanha Powder ha^ bein rnixeil. Emollient clysters 
should be administered, and if symptoms of infiarnmanon of the sto- 
mach, kidney or bladder supervene, they miisi he suhilned by appro- 
pi iate treatment, Cam phor dissolved in oil maybe rubbed over the 
abdomen, and on the thighs, and the warm bath may be had recourse to. 

Poisonous Serpents. 

Symptoms. — A severe pain in the wounded part, which soon ex- 
4ends over the limb or body ; great swelling, at first hard and pale, 
then reddish, livid and graiigrenoiis in appearance, {aintings, vomit- 
ings, convulsions, and sometimes jaundice ; pulse small, frequent and 
irregular; breathing difficult ; cold sweats ; the sight fails, and intel- 
lectual faculties become deranged. Inflammation, and often extensive 
suppuration and gangrene f mortification) followed by death. 

7Vea/w«nf.— Apply a ligature above the wound ; enlarge the 
wound, and apply a cupping glass. Give the patient 60 dropt of lau- 
danum If an adult, and repeat it every half hour for S,t\o9, taking care 
that the patient is kept walking about, and does not lie down to sleep. 
If cold and clammy, give ten grains of the carbonate of ammonia in a 
wine-glassful of camphor and repeat every half hour; or some warm 
brandy and water. 
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Poisonous snakes have conical tabular fangs, but only 
one row of teeth on each side of the upper jaw, while the innocent tribe 
hare two. In the former the scales decrease in size aa they approach 
the bead, while the reverse is the cate in the latter. 


Saliva of thb Rabid Doe. 

At an uncertain interval after the bite, generally, 
however, between the twentieth day, and three months, pain or uneasi- 
ness occurs in the bitten part, though the wound may have been long 
healed. Anxiety, uneasinet , iengour , spasms, horror, disturbed sleep, 
(litfirult respiration succeed, and are soon very much increased. Violent 
convulsions affect the whole body, hhh ously distorting the muscles of 
tl;e face ; the eyes are r:d and protruding ; the tongue swells, and often 
bangs out, and viscid saliva flows from the mouth. There is pain in the 
stomach, with bilious vomitings ; a horror of fluids, and an impossibility 
of swallowing them ; all these symptoms are aggravated till the sufferer 
is relieved by death. 

yVea/menfs.— Hydrophobia i’l I'^ore easily prevented than cured ; 
indeed it is extremely doubtful if it ever has b^ en cured. Mercury, 
arsenic, opium, musk, bemp, esmphor, acids, wine, vegetable and 
mineral alkali, various berb^, and many other remedies have been 
tried, but none can be relied on. Large blood»iettiogs, the warm 
and cold hath, and almost all other remedial agents have been 
tried without success. The bitten part should be completely out 
out, eveu though it has beal d — if the symptoms have not yet 
come on, the part should then be immersed in warm water, or washed 
with it as long as it will bleed : the cupping glasses may be applied, and 
after the most persevering aOluiion, caustic should be applied to every 
part of the surface, and then the wound covered with a poultice, and 
suffered to beal by granulation. No milder discipline can ensure 
safety. 


Asfrtaia or Suspbbdbd Animation. 

Treatment of Drowned Pereone, 

Remove the body on a plank or hurdle, with the bead elevated, to 
the nearest dwelling bouse; or if it be very far, to some other place; 
first strip it of the wet clothes, rub it dry, and put on the spare clothes 
of bye-standers. This is to prevent evaporation, and consequent reduc- 
tion of beat. Place it between warm blankets, and keep up tbe tem- 
perature by application of dry heat in every possible way. AVatec 
extinguishes life, as it does fire by keeping off the air — therefore restor- 
ing air to the lungs by inflatiou, is tbe means most to be relied upor. ; 
and should be commenced without a moment’s delay, ami continued 
perse veringly durigg several hours. This is best accomplished by 
pressing the tongue downwards and forward?, and passing a small 
curved tube into the gullet (larynx), and attaching a pair of bellows lo 
it, fthe Bengallee goldsmith or tinsmith’s bellows will do), or in tbe 
absence of bellows an assistant must blow into it — to distend the lungs, 
vrhich must be emptied by pressure with the bead on the chest or 
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belly — these expedients should be done elternetely so as to imitate 
natural breathing. If oxygen gas could be used instead ot atmob- 
pberic air, it would be preferable. 

Friction with warm flannels should be goinsron all the while, and 
ammonia applied to the nose. Warm clysters, with salt and mustard, 
or of hraiidy and water, may be thrown up, and warm spiced wine got 
into the stomach, by means of a flexible caibeter and syringe — not to be 
attempted without surh instruments, till the patient can swallow. 
Bleeding must not be had recourse to, unless the face he very dark, 
and the limbs warm and flexible. Tobacco in any form is useless, and 
very dangerous. Opening of the windpipe, (Laryngototny) may he 
bad recourse to, if ell other means fail to distend the lungfs. Electricity, 
or glavanic electricity may be used, parsing the shocks through the 
heart. 

The body should be insulated from the earth, by placing it on a plank 
of wood, supported by quart bottles perfectly dry, on tlie outside. It 
recovery happens, small quantities of light nutriiinus food may be given, 
and perspiration kept up by warmths, and tepid drinks. 

Treatment of Persons Hanged. 

Remove the ligature as soon as possible, and act as for drowned, with 
the exception of opening the jugular vein, and removing, if possible, six 
or eight ounces of blood. Death i<4 caused rather by suffocation than 
apoplexy, therefore the lungs should be supplied with air without 
delay. 

Treatment of persons supposed to be dead hy Carbonic Acid Gas, and 
other poisonous exhalations. 

If the body retains its heat, expose it to the air, and dash cold water 
over the head, neck and breast. The lungs should be inflated, the nos- 
trils stimulated, and if the veins of the neck appear fuli, some blood may 
he removed from them. If the temperature of the body he below the 
natural standard, heat must be applied instead of cold, and friction may 
be useful. 

Treatment of still born Children, 

The lungs must be persevt-riugly inflated, by means of a quill, or 
small iemale catheter, the heat kept up by warm flannels, nr inin e sion 
in warm water. Stimulants may be applied to the nose, and pit of the 
stomach, and gentle friction should beuseil. 

Treatment of Persons Struck hy Lightning, 

Inflate the lungs as early as pissible ; apply siimulants, more 
particularly gentle electrical shocks, parsed through the chest, and 
along the spine. Kee]> up the temperature by external heat, and get 
warm cordials into the stomach, by means of the flexible tube and 
syringe. 

Treatment of Persons who have been exposed to Intense Cold, 

First use gentle friction with iced water, but in case this is not at 
hand, use the cold bath, and whilst the person remains in it, small 
quantities of warm water must be added at intervals, so as to raise the 
temperature gradually, the friction being continued. The Jungs to ho 
inflated ; warm wine, or any other warm fluid to be given, very cau- 
tiously at first, and solid food to be withheld, for some hours after 
recovery.

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1789 Tlia decennial settlement oF the lands, commenced towards the end of the 

year in Ueneal; in the following, ihe same regulation was begun in 
Bebar ; the whole was completed in 1795, when, in pursuance of in* 
atruotious from England, the settlement was declared perpetual. 

Bj this settlement, which produced such an imporiant change in that large 
portion of India, the Zemindars, who were in fact the revenue agents 
of the AfJogui Government usually hereditary and posseeaed of much 
power and inAuence, but not owners of the land, which they could 
neither sell nor alienate, were declared the actual landowners, and from 
them the principal revenue of India was to be derived, in the shape of 
landtax. The ryots, or peasantry, who, though often grievously op- 
pressed. were, after the Sovereign, the real owneraof ihe soil, uf which 
they could not be dispossessed, while they paid the asseaaments levied 
upon it, were declared the tenants of the Zemindars. The effects of 
this financial measure were disastrous. The Zemindars, obliged to go 
through the legal formalities to collect their rents from the ryots were una- 
ble to pay their taxes to the Government, whose proceedings were sumii'a- 
>ry. Thf'ir lands were gradually sold for arrears of taxe8,and passed into 
the hands of absentee landlords ; in a few years almost all the Zemin- 
dars disappeared. No improvement took place among the ryots, who 
were perhaps more oppressed by the middlemen immediately above 
them, than they had been by the Zemindars.

An Act Fur effecting an arrangement with the Eaxt 
India Company, ami for the better Government of 
his IMajesty's India Territories, till the tliirtieth day 
of Aprdt one tliousaiid eight hundred and fifty-four.

Whkreas, by an act passed in the fifty-third year of the reign 53 q j

An act to regulate the trade to China and India. 

[28/^ Avgust^ 1833. 

Whereas the exclusive right of trading with the dominions of 
the emperor of China, and of trufUng in tea, now enjoyed by the 
iinhed company of inerehanrs of England, trading to the East In- 
* dies, will cease from and after the twenty- second day of April, one 

thousand eight hundred ami thirty-four, and whereas it expedi- 
ent that the trade with China, and the trade in ten, should be open 
to all his inajobty’s subjects, arid that the restrictions imposed on 
the trade of his majesty’s subject within places beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope to tlie Streights ‘of NngvUfnu for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the exclusive rights of trade he* etofure enjoyed by the said 
company, should be removed;” he it tlicrcfore etiacted by the 
Repeal of the King’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice and consent

from and after the said twenty-second day of April, one thousand

An act to regulate the apiiniutmenl of Juries, in the 
East ladies. 

[5f/i May, 1826. 

Whereas, by an act passed in the thirteenth year of the reign 
of his majesty King George the Third, intituled an act for establish^ 
ing certain regulations for the better management of the affairs of 
the East India company as well in India as in Europe, it is, among 
other things, enaettid, that all oirences and misdemeanors which shall 
be laid, ried, and inquired of in the Supreme Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal, shall be tried by a ju-y of British subjects, 
resident in the town of Calcutta, and not otherwise; and whereas it 
is expedient, that the right and duty of serving on juries within the 
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limits of the local jurisdiction of the severol supreme urts at Cal* 
ciitta, Madras and Bombay, should be further extended, be it enact- 
ed, by the King's most excellent majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of tiie Lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the s inie, 
that all good and sufficient persons resident within the limits of the 
several towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and not being the 
subject, of any foreign state, shall, according to such rules, and sub- 
ject to such qualifications as shall be fixed in maniiei liereinafier 
mentioned, be deemed capable of seiving asjinoiB on grand and 
petit juries, and upon all other inquests, and shall be liable to be 
summoned accordingly ; any tiling in the said act, or in any other 
act, chatter, or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 

II. And be it further enacted, that the respective courts of ju- 
dicature at Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, shall have power, from 

' time to time, to make and establish such rules, with respect to ilie 

qualification, appointment, form of summoning, ciiallcnging and 
service of such jurors, and such other regulations relating thereto, 
as they respectively deem expedient and proper; jiroviHed always, 
that copies of all such rules and regulations, as shall be so made and 
established, by such courts of judicature, shall be certified under the 
hands and seals of the judges of such courts to the picsident of the 
board of commissioners for the affidrs of India, to belaid before 
his majesty fur his royal approbation, collection, or refusal; and 
such rules and regulations shall be observed until the same shall 
be repealed or varied, and in the last case with such variation as 
shall be made therein. 

III. Provided also, and be it further enacted, that the grand ju- 
ries, in all cases, and all juries for the trial of persons professing the 
Christian religion, shall consist wholly of persons professing the 
Christian religion.

An act to amend the law relating to the appointment 
of Justices ut the Peace, and of Juries, in the East 
Indies. * 

[16f/i Augvstf 1832. 

WHEREAS it is expedient, that other persons besides the 
covenanted servants of the united company of merchants of Eng- 
Governnrs in land trading to the East Indies, or other British inhabitants of the 
^”'dto*auiliori7'o Eastindies, should be capable of being appointed to the office of 
any persons to act justice of the peace within and for the towns of Calcutta, Matlras, 
asinstices of the Bombay ; be it therefore enacted, by the King’s most excellent 
majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords spiritual 
and temporal, and commons, in this present rarliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same, that in the manner prescribed 
by law for the nomination and appointment of persons now eligible, 
to the office of justice of the peace, in the territories in the posses- 
fion and under the goveinment of the said company, and subject 
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except as to the taking of any oaths, to the other proxisions of th-e 
law which rel iteto the said office, it shall and may be lawful for the 
governor-general in council of Fort William in Bengal, the go- 
vernor in council of Fort Saint George, and the governor in eoun- 
cil of Bombay, respectively, fur the time bei"g, to nominate and 
appoint, in the name of the King's majesty his heirs and successors 
any persons resident within the tcrritoiics aforesaid, and not being 
the subjects of any foreign state, whom the said governor-general 
in council and governors in council respectively, shall think pro- 
perly qualified, and who will bind themselves by such oaths or 
solemn ailirinations, as may from time to time he prescribed in 
that behalf by the said governor-general in council and governor 
in council respectively, to act within and for the towns of Calcutta, 
Madras, and Bombay respectively, as justices of the peace ; and the 
persons lobe nominated and appointed to act as justices of the 
peace, within and ior the towns aforesaid, shall have full power and 
authority, to act as such justices of the peace, but according only 
to the tenor of th<> respective commissions wherein such persons 
shall be so nominated and appointed.

REAL ESTATES, AS ASSETS IN THE HANDS 
OF EXECUTORS. 

9 George IV. Cap. XXXIII. a. d. 1828. 

An act to dictare and st^tlle the law respecting; the 
liability of the real Estates of Biitish subjects and 
Olliers, situate witiiiij the jurisdiciioii of bis Majes- 
ty’s Supreme Courts in Imli.i, as assets in the hands 
of l''xecutors and Administrators, to the pa}ineiit 
of the debts of their deceased owners. 

\2lth June^ 1821. 

Whereas some doubt has arisen whether, and to what ex- 
tern, the real estates of British subjects and others, (not being 
Mrihommeduns or Gentoos) sitiiata within, or being under the 
jurisdiction of his majesty’s Supreme Courts of Judicature in 
India, are liable, as assets iii the hands of executors and admi- 
nistrators, to the payment of the debts of their deceased owners, 
and whereas it is expedient that such doubts should be removed, 
be it therefore, and it is heieby, declared and enacted, by the 
King’s most e«celleiit,majesiy, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Lords spiritual and tempoiul, and commons, in 
the present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
that whenever any British subject shall die seized of or entitled 
toanyieal esluie, in houses, lands, or hereditaments, situate 
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within, or being under the general civil jurisdiction of his ma- 
jesty’s Supreme Courts of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, 
Fort Saint George and Bombay, lespectively, or whenever any 
person (not being a Mahommedan or GcMitoo) shall die seized of or 
entitled to any sudi real estates situate within the local limits of the 
civil jiirisdictiou of the same courts, respectively, such real estate 
of such British subjects, or other persons, as aforesaid, (not being 
a Mahommedan or Gentoo,)is and shall be deemed assets, in the 
liands of his or her Executor or Administrator, for the payment 
of his or her debts, whether by speciality or simple contiact, in the 
ordinary course of administration. 

II. And it is further declared and enacted, that it is and shall 
he lawful for such Executor or Administrator of such British sub- 
ject or oilier person, us aforesaid, (not being a Mahommedan or 
Gentoo,) to sell and dispose of such real estate, for the payment of 
such debts as aforesaid, and to convey and assure the same estate 
to a purchaser, in as full and effectual a manner in law as the tes- 
tator or intestate of such executor or administrator could or 
might have done in his life time. 

III. And it is further declared and enacted, that in any suit or 
action to he commenced and prosecuted in any of the said courts,

tend and make and subscribe the declaration aforesaid, shall further 
declare, that the part owner or part owners of sucli ship or vessel 
then absent, is or are not resident within twenty miles of such port 
or place, and hath or have not, to the best of his or ^heir knowledge 
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or belief, wilfully absented himself or themselves in order to avoid 
the making the declaration hereinbefore directed to be made and 
Bflbscribed, or is or are prevented by illness from attending to make 
and subscribe the said declurauon. 

XV. And in Order to enable the collector and controller of his 
majesty’s customs to grant a certificate, tiuly and accurately des- 
cribing every ship or vessel to be fcgislered in puisuancc of this act, 
and also to i nable all other officers of bis majesty’s cus(uin.s on due 
extiminatioM, to discovW whether any such ship or v('s.>l'I is the 
same with that for which a certificate is alleged to have been grant- 
ed ; be it enacted, that, previous to the reg stcring or granting 
ol any ceitificate of legistry as aforei-aid, some one or more 
pei.son or persons, appednted by the coniuiissiuiieis of his nm- 
jesiy’s cnstoins (taking to his or their assislunce, if he or they shall 
judge it necessary, one or more person or persons skilled in tl.e 
building and admeasurciiient of ships,) shall go on board of every 
such ship or vessel as to all and eveiy particular contained in the 
totin of the certificate herein-before directed, in the presence of the 
muster, or of any other person who shall be appointed for that 
purpose, on the part ot the owner or owners, or in his or their ,.b- 
sence, by the said master; and shall deliver a true and just account 
in writing, of all such particulars of the build, description, and 
adine.isuienient of every such ship or vessel, as are speeified in Uie 
foim of the certificate above recited, to the rollector and controller 
aulhdiiztd as aforesaid to make such registiy and giant such 
ceitificate a.s registry ; and tlie said master, or othei person uitend-

the keel for tonnage by the breadth, so taken, and that product 
by half the breadth, and dividing by ninety-four, the quotient 
shall be dL^emcd the true contents of the tonnage. 

XVIII. Provided always, and he it further enacted, that in room ill 

each of the several rules hcrein-bef^re prescribed, then used for stdj^Ksiele Iq

Whereas by an Act passed in the third and fourth years of the 3&rW.c. 59* 
Regin of his present Majesty, for the registering of British vessels, 
certain rules are established for ascertaining the tonnage of ships 
as well on shore as afloat, and of vessels propelled by steam ; and 
the account of such tonnage, whenever the same shall have been 
ascertained according to the rules therein prescribed (except in the 
case of ships admeasured afloat,) it is thereby enacted shall be 
deemed the tonnage of such ships, wM shall be repeated at every 
subsequent registry of such shipa, unless any alteration shall hdve 
been nude in their form and burthVn, or unless it be discovered 
that tlte tonnage had been erroneously computed.

Wberees an act was passed in the fourth y^ar of the Reidn of 
hie late majfsty Kin? George the Fourth, intituled an ad t coa* 
tolidate and amend the taws for punishing mutiny and Desertion 
of officers and toldiers in the service of the Bast India company^ 
and to authorize soldiers and sailors in the Bast Iiidips toseiid and 
receive letters at a reduced rate of postage, and it bein^ requisite, 
for the retaining of such forces in their Duty, that an ex*ict dis- 
cipline be observed, and that soldiers who shall mutiny or stir up 
sedition, or shall deseit the said company’s service, be brouuht 
to a more exemplary and speedy piinichment than tiie usual 
forms of the law will allow; be it llierefore enacted by the

An Act for the regulation of the iliitirs of postage. 

[lOr/i August 1840. 

Whereas hv an ret pass d in the Iasi session of parliament 
ft & 3 Vkt e S2 hilituled an act fir the further regMlation of the duties on post^ 
age until the fifth day of October one thousand eight hundred 
andforty^ power was given to thecominissi ners of Her Majesty's

An Act for securing cert 'i in immunities and privileges to Bis HighneU 
the Nqboh of the Carnatic^ His Family and Retinue, 

WliprpBS que«tionB hiive lately been raised as to the liability of persons of the 
I^ainily, Household atid Retinue of His Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic to the 
process and jurisdiction oi Courts of Justice, and it is deemed expedient that pro- 
vision should be made for prntectina by legislative enactment, under the qualifica- 
tions liereinafter mentioned, certain individuals of the Family, Household and 
Retinue of his said Highness from any such liability, and from claims and litiga- 
tion to establish any such liability ; 

I. It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of 
Fnri Saint George to publish, from time to time, in the Gazette at Madras. lists 
oontuiiiing the names of persons belonging to the Family, Household or Retinue of 
His Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, or of the Nabob Regent for the time be- 
ing, who are to he entitled under this Act to privilege from Civil and Criiniiiul pro- 
cess, and also from time to time revise and alter such lists and publish in the 
Gazette as aforesaid new lists of the persons entitled for the time being to such 
privilege, and the list which shall have been last so published shall be in list 
vvliich for the time being shall be in force and effect for the*purpose of this Act. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that no Writ or Process shall at afiy time be 
sued forth or prosecuted against the person, goods or property of His Highness the 
Nabob of the Carnatic, or of the Nabob Regent for the time being, or of any per- 
son whose name shall be included in any list so published in the Gazette as afore- 
said, and which for the time being shall be in force and effect for the purpose of this 
Act, unless such Writ or Process sliull be so sued forth or prosecuted with the con- 
sent of the Governor in Council of Fort St. George first had and obtained, snch 
consent to be testified by the signature of the Secretary, or one of the Secretaries o( 
Government, and that any Writ or Process which shall at any time be sued forth 
or prosecuted ugainst the'persoii or goods or property of His said Highness, or of 
the Nabob Regent, or of any snch person as aforesaid, without such consent aa 
aforesaid, so testified as aforesaid, shall be utterly null and void, 

III. And it is he’-eby enacted and directed, that the said Governor In Council 
of Fort St. George shall from lime to time cause to he furnished to the Governor 
General of India in Council copies of any and every list which shall be so published 
as aloresuid, and shall confirm to and follow any directions which he may from time 
to time receive from the Governor General of India in Council respecting the per- 
sons to be included. ill any such list from time to time, and otherwise with respect 
10 the matters which are 'the subject of this Act. And also that the said Governor 
in Council of Fort St.. George shall from time to time cause every list, which shall 
be published in the Gazette'as aforesaid, to be also otherwise published in snch 
manner as sliall he deemed proper and sutiicient for the purpose of making the eama 
Generally known.

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Carnatic and the Nabob Repfent for tlie time being, atid tbeir reeppctive families, 
dependants, and retinue shall be entitled to claim, maintain and enjoy any privilese 
which by virtue of any such Treaty or otherwise they may be rightfully entitled to. 


Act No. II. Dated February 17,1844. 

jln respecting the expense of preparing Copies of Proceedings in Appeals^ 

Whereas it is just and necessary that the expense of preparing copies in the 
English Language of the proceedings in Cases appealed to the Queen in Cnuricil, 
as now required by Section 5, Ueuiiiation XVI. 1797. and Section 34, Regulation 
V. 1803, of the Bengal Code, Section, 5, Regulation VIll of 1818, of the Madras 
Code, and Clause 6, Section C. of Regulation IV. of 1827, of Bombay Code, 
abould be borne by the parties prosecuting those Appeals: 

I. It is hereby enacted, that in all cases of Appeals to the Queen in Council 
from judgments delivered by the Court > of Sudder IJewanny Adawlutat Fort 
William, Fort St. George, Bombay and at Allahabai!, the expense of preparing 

. two copies of all tlie proceedings held, and )udgmeriis or orders given in the case 
appealed, including the whole of the evidence and documents, and of translating 
into the°English Language such of the aforesaid proceedins, as may have been 
originallv drawn out in the country languages, shall be defrayed by the parties 
prosecuting the Appeal. 

II. And it is hereby further enacted, that the Courts of Sudder Dewanriy 
Adawlut are empowered and required to cause the deposit by the appellant within 
the time allowed for furnishing Security lor Costs of Appeal of such a sum as 
shall be sufficient to cover ihe expense of making the two aforesaid copies, and 
when i^uch deposit shall have been made, and not till then, to declare the Appeal 
Emitted, uud to give notice thereof to the Appellant and liespondeutrebpecuv^ly • 


Act No. III. Dated March 2, 1844. 

An Act for legalizing the infliction of Corporal Punishment in cases of Petty 

Larceny generally, and when committed by offenders of tender age, 

I. Whereas it is expedient until adequate improvements in Prison Dis- 
cipline can be effected, to substitute corporal punishment for imprisonment in 
the case of certain offences : 

It is hereby enacted, in modification of G. I, S. 2. Regulation 11. of 18.34, 
that it sliall be competent to a Magistrate, on conviction in cases of thefts of 
property not exceeding in value the sum of Fifty Rupees, to sentence the person 
convicted to corporal punishment not exceeding tliirty stripes of a ratan. 

II. And whereas it is also expedient, that offenders of tenders age should 
be punished rather in the way of School disqipliue than of ordinary criminal 
justice : 

It is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to a Magistrate, and he ig 
hereby required, on conviction in cases ot thelt of properly not exceeding in 
value the sum of Fitty Rupees, if the person convicted shatl appear to him by 
inspection or other evidence to be of such tender years us to requite punishment 
rather ill the way of School discipline than of ordinary criminal justice, to sentence 
such person to corporal punislimeiit with a light ratan, not exceeding ten stripes. 

HI. And it is hereby further provided and eimcto't. tliat no female shall be 
subject to corporal puiiishinent. : tid that in cases of intlictioii of corporal punish- 
itierit, no other punishment shall he superadded, and that, the punishuieiit shall be 
inflicted on all occasion in the presence of the Magistrate.

An Act for repealing Regulation IX. o/ISOSa/ the Bengal Code, 
'Whereas th^rovisions of Regulation IX. ot 1808 of the Bengal Code for 
Hie apprehensidP of persons concerned in the offence* of Gange Robbery, end 
especially the Sirdars or Leaders of Gangs of Dacoits, ** have, by reason ot their 
extreme severity, become nearly obsolete: 

It is hereby enacted, that the said Regulation be repealed.

An Act for the suppression of all Lotteries not authorized by Government. 

Whereas great mischief has been foand to tesult from the existence of 
Lotteries.'— 

I It is hereby enacted, that in the Territories subject to Uio Government 
of the East India Company, all Lotteries not authorized by Govern inent, shall 
from and atter tlie ."^Ist day of March 1844. be deemed, and are hereby declared 
ooininoii and public nuisances and against Law. 

li And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the day aforesaid, no 
person shall, in the said Territories, pnblicly or privately, keep any office or 
place for the purpose of drawing any Lottery not authorized by Government, or 
shall have any sncIi Lottery drawn, or shall knowingly suffer any such Lottery 
to be drawn in his or her house; and any person so offending shall for every 
such offence, upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace, or Magistrate, be 
punished by fine not exceeding 5,000 Itupees. 

And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the day aforesaid no 
person shall under any pretence, device or description whatsoever agree to pay 
any sum. or to deliver any goods, or to do or for bear doing any thing for the 
benefit of any person, wliether with or without consideration, on any event or 
contingency relative or applicable to the drawing of any ticket, lot, number, or 
figure In ariy such Lottery, or shall publish any proposal for any ot the purposes 
afore aid, and any person offending in any of the matters mentioned in this 
Section shall for every such offence upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace 
or iVia'iistrate, be punished by fine not exceeding 1,00!) Rupees.

An Act for better securing the obnervnnce of an Mxact Dieipline in the 
Inlwn Nncy. 

I. Whprpa» by an Act of the Britijih ParliHinent paseod in the Session helij 
jn the Srd and 4ih ^ears of His late Majesty Kiu^' William the 4th, iiitiiuleil 
** An Act for effectiii^ an arraiiueinent with the East India Company, and for the 
better government of His i\lHj«>sty*B Indian Territories till the !IOth day of April 
1024”— It is among Ollier tilings enacted, that the governor general of India in 
council shall have power to make laws and reguiations tor repealing, amending or 
altering any laws rr regulations whatever then in force, or thereafter to be in 
force in the said lenitories, or any part thereof, and to make laws and regulations 
for all persons whether Hi Irish or riaiive. foreigneis or others, and for all coiirls of 
justice whether established by ilia Majesty's charters or otherwise, and the juris- 
diction thereot, and for ail places and things whatsoerer within and throughout the 
whole or any part of the said territories, and f >r all servants of the said company 
Within the dominions of princes and states in alliance with the said company, save 
ami except that the said governor aenenil in council sliall not have the power of 
making any laws or regulations which shall in any way repeal, vary, suspend or 
affect any of the provisions of the now reciting act. or any of the provisions ot the 
acts tor punishimj mutiny and desertion of otheers and soldiers, whether in the 
service of His Majesty or the said company, or any provisions of any act thereafter 
to he passed in iiiiywise affecting the said company, or the said territories or the 
jnhabitaiits thereof, or ari|^ laws and regulations which shall in any way affect any 
prerogative of the crown or the auihority of parliament, or the coiistituiiori or 
right of the said company, or any part of the unwritten Laws or Constitution of the 
United Kingdom oftjreat Hritnin find Ireland, whereon may depend in any degree 
the allegiance of any person to the Grown of the United Kingdom, or the Sovereign* 
ty or Domitiion of the said Crown over any part of tne said Territories. 

And it is hereby provided and enacted, that in case the court of directors of 
the said company, under Wdi control as by the now reciting hcI is provided, slialj 
signify to the said governor general III council their disallowance of any laws or 
regulations by the said governor general in council made, then and in every such 
ease upon receipt hy the said governor general in council of notice of such disal- 
lowance, the said governor general in cooiipil shall forthwith repeal all laws and 
regulations so disallowed. And it is also rovi<led and enacted, that all laws ami 
regulations made as aforesaid so long as they shall remain nniepeiiled shall be of 
the same force and effect within and throti.'houS the said Territories asanyaciof 
parliament would or ou'jht to be within the same lerrituries, and shall betaken 
notice of by all courts of (iisti^e wiiatsoever within the same Territories, in the 
same manner as any ) ubiic net of parliament would and ought to be taken notice 
of. and it shall not be iiHre>sHry to register or publish in any Court of Justice 
any Laws or Hpgii1atiof).s made by the said Governor General iii Council. And 
it is thereby also provided and enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the said 
Governor General in council without the previous sanction of the said Court of 
Directors, to, make any Lhw or llegulatiou whereby power sbail be given to any 
Courts of Justice other I Inin the Courts of Justice established bv His Majesty's 
Charters, to sentence to the punishment of death, any of His Majesty's nutural 
born subjects horn in Knropf, or the children of sucii subjects, or which shall 
abolish any of the Courts of Justice established by His Majesty’s Ghariers, 

And whereas by another Act passed in the session held in the dd and 4ih years 
of the reien of her present IMiijrsiy, intituled *^au act to consolidate and amend 
the Laws for punishing iiiuiin'y and desertion of office sand soldiers in the service 
of the East India coiiipuin , ami for providing for the observance of discipline in the 
Indian Naf.Vt and to umeiul the Lows for regulating the payment of regimental 
debts and the distribution of the effects of officers and soluiers dying in service," 
reciting thattlie said compaov for the safety and protection of the territories 
under their government in addition t<> their Land Forces inaintain a Marine estab- 
lishment theretofore called * The Bombay Marine,” but then (he called “ The 
Indian Navy and that by an Act passed in tlieOtii year of the reign of King 
George the '4th, intituled*' An .Act to extend the provisions of tlie East India Mu- 
tiny Act to the Bombay Marine.” reciting an Act of the 4th year of King George 
the 4lli, and that it was expedient thiit discipline should be enforced in the said 
Marine Establishment in the inuuner provided by the said Act of the 4th year of 
King George the Fourth in respect to the other' Forces of the said Company, it is 
f aactid, that the provisions of the said Act of the 4tli year of King George jtba 
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4tli,and the rules nnd articips of war made and to be made by virtue thereof 
should exiend and be applied to the service of ** tlie Bunibay Marine/* and that 
all persons in tlie service of the snid company belori^infr to tlie said Bombay Ma« 
riiie who should he coiumissioiipd or ill pay us otticers, or enlisted or in pay us 
iion>coiniiiiB8ioned otficers or soldiers, respectiiely, in the said company’s army, 
should be to all iinents and purposes liable to'ilie prounioiis of the said act 
of the 4th >ear of liis Majesty Kiiii; George the Fourth, and to the same 
rules uiul articles of war, and the same peiialtles as the olticers and soldiers of the 
said company's other forces, and recltmi; that it is expedient to provide other 
means for eiiforuiiu' discipline in the said Marine estahhslimeiit culled the India 
Navy/' it was unionust otlier thintfs enacted that for llie relaininu the forces of the 
Buid esiablisliineiit in tiieir dmy the puveriior ueneral of India in council shouht 
have power to make lHW<i and reiruiaiious for securintp tlie ohtervance ot an exact 
dii^cipliue in tlie said service called tlie Indian Navy,” and for briiiKiii); to a more 
exeiuplury and speedv puiiialiiiient, than the usual furius of tiie law will allow, all 
ntticers, engineers, soldiers, unit iiif-8, seumeii and .ill others {yelonuii'if to the said 
Murine establisliment who should mutiny, or stir up sedition, or sliould desert tlie 
said service, or should commit uiiv other offence which hi its nature would be 
co<;nizable by cmt martial under tlie now reciting act. or which ini;;ht be 
against ;mod discipline in naval service, in the same and as full and ample manner 
to all intents and purposes as by virtue of the said act passed in llie session held 
in the dd ami 4th years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
the said governor general in council then had power to make any laws and regu- 
lations whatsoever, any thiiii in the said last mentioned act, or any other act or 
acts to the contrary iiotwithstandinsr And it was tlierebv provided and €riacted« 
that in case the court of directors of the East India company, under the control 
of the board of commissioners fur the affairs of India, slmuld signify to the said 
governor general in council their disallowance of any laws Of regulations by the 
said governor general in council made by virtue of the now reciting act, then 
and in every such case upon receipt b> the said governor general in council of 
notice of such disallowance, the said governor general in^couneil should forth- 
with repeal all laws and regulations so disallowed. And it was also provided 
and enacted that all laws and regulations made as aforesaid so lung as they 
should remain uiirepealed should be of the same force and ellVct within and 
111 rung bout the said territories as any act of parliament would or ought to be 
withifi the same territories, and should be taken notice of by all courts of justice 
wliatsoever within the same territories in the same manner as any public act of 
))arliaiiient would and ought to betaken notice of, and it should not be necessary 
to register or publish in any court of justice any laws or regulations made by the 
said governor general in council. 

And it was also provided and enacted, that it should not be lawful for the 
aaid eoveriior general in council without the previous sanction of the said court 
ot directors, to make any law or regulation whereby power siioald be given to 
any court other than the courts of justice established by tlie charters ot the 
crown, to sentence to the punishment of ileuth any of Her Majesty's nulural bum 
subjects born in Europe or the children of such subjects. 

And it was also provided and enacted, that until the said governor general rik 
council should liave made laws ami regulations for the good government of the 
said ** Indian Navy" by virtue ot the powers by tlie now reciting act for that pur- 
pose given, all the provisions of the now reciting act, and the rules and articleg 
of war to be made by virtue thereof should extend and be applied to tlie said Ma- 
rine establishment called the 1 >dian Navy/* and that all persons in the sei vice oC 
the said company belonging to the said Indian Navy who should be cominissioneA 
or in pay as officers, or enlisted or in pay as non-commissioned officers or soldiers 
respectively in the said company’s army, should be to all intents and purposes 
liable to the provisions of the now reciting act, and to the some rules and arti- 
cles of war, mid the same penalties as ilie officers and soldiers of the said com- 
pany's other forces. 

And whereas it is ddenied expedient to place the Indian navy under articles 
nnd orders as nearly similar as inav be to those in force in Her Majesty's Navy, 
and the court of directors of the East India company have given their previous 
sanction to the several enaotraeuts hereinafter contained,, and to all and singular 
the laws and regulations hereby made. Now it is therefore hereby enacted, that 
from and after the first day of October 1844, the articles and orders hereinafter 
following as well in time of peace as in time of war shall be duly obieryed and 
Itt exeoBtiofi do manner diereioafier menUoned. 
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]. All captains, coniraanders, and officara, in or balonnini; to any of the East 
India company’s ships or vfctsels of war Hindi cuiise t.lie public worship of Alnii^hry 
God accordinu to the Liturpy of the Church of Enitlainl eHtitblialiHl by law to be 
solemnly, orderly and reverently performed in their respective ships, and shall 
Take care that prayers and preaching be performed diligently, and that the Lord s 
day be observed aecordirii; to law. 

All oificers, engineers, soldiers, mariners, seoroen and others belonging to 
tlie India Navy, being guilty of profane oaths, cursing, execrations, drunkenness, 
uncleBiitiess or other scandalous act ions, in derogation of God's honor and cor- 
ruption of good iiiunners sliull incur such punishment as a court martial shall 
think fit to impose, and us tlte nature and degree of tlirir offence shall deserve. 

d. If any otfirer, engineer, soldier, inariiie, seuiiian or otlief peisoii belong- 
ing to tlie Indian Navy, sliall give, liohl or entertain intelligence to or with any 
enemy or rebel without leave from the Queen’s Majesty, or tlie governor general 
in council, nr the gnveriior in council of the presideiicv under which tliey serve, 
or persons duly authorized, or I lie comiiiander in ciiief or his com uiandiiig officer, 
every sucli person so offentling and being thereof convicted by the sentence of a 
court martial Kliali be punished with death, or siicii otiier iipnislimeiit as the nature 
and degree of th^ offence may deserve or the court martiul sbujl impose. 

4. * It any letter or lucMSiige from any enemy or rebel be conveyed to any 
officer, engineer, soldier, marine, seaman or other person belonging to tile Indian 
Navy, Hiul the said officer, engineer, soldier, marine, Heamuri or other person as 
aforesaid sliall not williin twelve hours, having opportunity so to do, acquaint his 
auperior officer commanding in chief with it, or it any superior officer belonging 
to the Indian Navy being acquafiited tliercAvitli slnill nor in ronvenient time re- 
veal the same to the officer coriimanding in diief the squadron, every such per- 
son so offending and being convicted thereof by the sen lence of a court inurtiai 
shall be nuriisbed with death, or such other pniiisliinent as the nature and degree 
of the offence shall deserve > nd the court inurtiai hlmll impose. 

5. All spies and all persons whatsoever who shall come to be found in the 
natureof spies within the territories under the government of the East India 
company to bring or deliver any seducing letters or messages from' any enemy 
or rebel, or endeavour to corrupt any officer, engineer, soldier, marine, seaman 
or other person belonging to the Indian Navy, to betray his trust, being convic- 
ted of any such offence by the sentence of a court martial, shall be punished with 
death, or shall suffer such other punisliiiient as the nutura and degree of the 
offence shall deserve and the court martial Impose. 

(f. No person heloiigifig to the India Navy shall relieve an enemy or rebel, 
with money, victuals, powder, shot, arms, amiriuiiition, or any other supplies 
whatsoever, directly or indirectly, up ui pain of death, nr such other punishment 
as a court martial shall think fit tu impose, and as the nature and degree of the 
crime shall deserve. - , . . 

7. All the papers, charter parties, bills of lading, passports and other 
writings wliatsoever that shall be taken, seized or found aboard any ship or vessel 
whicli'sliHll be surprized or taken us prize, hIiuII be duly preserved, and the very 
originals shall, by the comraanding officer of the ship or vessel which shall take 
fliicb prize, be sent entirely and without fraud to the court of admiralty, or such 
other court nr commissioners as shall he authorized to determine whether such 
prize be lawful capture, there to be viewed, inmle use of and proceeded upon 
according to law upon pain that every person offending therein siiull forfeit unci 
lose all share of the capture, and shall suffer such further punishmeiit us the na- 
ture and degree of his off'ence shall be ibuiid tu deserve and the court martial 
sliall impose. 

8. No person in or belonging to the Indian Navy shall take oat of any 
prize, or ship or vessel seized lor prize, any money, plate or goods, unless it shall 
Ite necessary f«>r the better securing thereof, or for the riecessiiry use and service 
of any of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels of war, or of any of the sliips or vessels of 
the Indian Navv, before the same he adjudged lawful prize in some admiralty or 
other competent court, but the full aiid entire account of the whole without 
embezzlement shall be brought in and judgment passed entirely upon the whole 
without fraud, and upon pain that every person offending herein bliall forfeit 
and lose all share of the capture, and suffer such further punishment as shall be 
imposed by a court martial, or suck court of admiralty according to the nature 
and ^gree of the offence. 

0. If any ship or vessel shall be taken as prize none of the officers, ma* 
llocti or other persons oa board her flUali be stripped of their clothes, or in any 
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sort pillii^ed, beaten or evil treated upon pain that the person or persons so 
olfeiiiiiiig shali be liable to such puriisliuieot as a court martial shall thiuk ftc 
to inflict. 

10. Every superior offi'ser belonging to the Indian Navy, who upon signal 
or order of fight, or sight of any ship or vessel whrcli it may be his duty to 
eri'iaire, or who upon likelihood of eiitfageiuent shall not iiiake the necessary 
preparations for figiit, and siiull not in his own person and according to iiis place 
encourage the inferior ofiicers and men to fight courageously shall suffer 
deatli, or Bueli other pniiisiimetit us from the naliire and ‘degree of the 
nfieiice a court martial shall deem him to deserve* and if i ny person 
belonging to the Indian Navy shall treacherously or cowardly yield or 
cry i'lr quarter, any person so offending and being convicted thuieof by the 
sentence of cuart martial shall suffer death, or such' otlier puiiishiueiit us from 
the nature and degree of the offence a court martial shall deem him to deserve. 

11. Every person heluiigiiig to the Indian Navy who shall not duly observe 

the orders ofthe oliicer cotiiinaiidirig in chief ^he squadron nr division, or other 
his superior otfieer. for assailing, joining battle with, or making defence aguingc 
any fleet, squadron, or ship or vessel, or shall not obey the orders of iiis''supe- 
rior otficer us aforesaid ill time of action to the best of his power, or shall not 
use all possible endeavours to put the same effectually in execution, every such 
person so offending and being convicted thereof by the sentence of u court martial 
shall suffer death, or sudi oilier punishment as from the nature and de<'ree of 
tlie offence a court iiiariial shall deem him to deserve. '* 

I'J. Every person belonging to the Indian Navy who through cowardice 
negligence or disaffection sliall in time of action withdraw or keep back or not 
come into the fight or engagement, or shall not do his utmost to take or 'destroy 
every ship nr vessel which it shall be his duty to engage, and to assist and relieve 
all aiid every the ship and vessels of Her Majesty and of the Eist India company 
or of Her Majesty's or the said company’s allies, which it shall be his duty tu 
assist and relieve, every such person so offending, and being convicted thereof by 
the sentence of a court martial shall suffer death, or such other puni8hin»>nt us 
from the nature and degree of the offence ft court martial shall deem him to de«* 
server 

13. Every person belonging to the Indiftii Navy who throu.:h cowardice 
negliuerice or diaatfpct ion sliull forbear to pursue the chase of any enemy, pirate 
or rebel, beaten or flying, or shall not relieve or assist a known friend in view to 
the utmost of his power, being convicted of such offence by the sentence of a 
court martial shall suffer deatii, or such other punishiuent ds from the nature and 
degree of the offence a court iiiurtial shall deem him to deserve. 

14. If when action or uriy service shall be commanded, any person belong- 

ing to the Indian Navy Hliall presume to delay or discourage the said action or 
service upon pretence of arrears of wages, or upon any pretence whatsjever 
every person so offending being convicted thereof by the sentence of a court mar- 
tial shall suffer death, or such other punisliiiient as from the nature and de^Tee of 
the lifTence a court martial deem him to deserve. ° 

15. Every person ill or belonging to the Indian Navy who shall desert to 
any enemy, pirate or rebel, or run awuy wiih any of the ships or vessels of\var of 
Her iM -jesty or of the East India company, or any oriinaiice, ammunition, stores or 
provisions beloiigiiig thereto, to the weskeiiing of the service, or yield up tim same 
cowardly or treacherously to any enemy, pirate or rebel, being convicted of any 
sucii offence by the sentence of a court martial shall suffer death, or such other 
punishment as from the oature and degree of the offence a court martial shall 
deem him to deserve. 

Iff. Every person belonging to tlie Indian Navy wlio shall desert^ or entice 
others so to do. shall suffer death, or such other punishment as the circumstancea 
of the offence shall deserve and a court martial shall judge fit ; and if any com- 
loandiiig offioer of any of the East India company's ships or vessels of war shall 
receive or entertain a deserter from any other ship or vessel of Her Majesty or of 
the East India cbmpany, after discovering him to be siicii deserter, and shall not 
with all convenient speed give notice to the captain of the ship or vessel to which 
such deserter beiongs ; or if the said ships or vessels are at any considerable dis- 
tance from edcli other, to the government or to the officer commanding in chief 
every person so offending, and being convicted thereof by the sentence of a court 
martial shall be cashiered. 

17. The officers and seamen of all ships or vessels belonging to the Indian 
Navy, appointed for convoy and guard of merchant ships or vessels, or of any 
other, shall diligently attend upon that charge without delay according to their 
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instructions in that belmir, and wliosoeTer shall be faulty therein, and sbnil not 
faithfully perform their duty and defend the ships, vessels and gnods in tiieir 
convoy without either diverting to other parts, or occasions, or ref'iisin!? or neur- 
lecting to tiuht in their defence, if they be assailed, or ruiiniiig a»ay cowardly 
and submitting the ships in tiieir convoy to peril and hazard, or sliull demand or 
exact any money or other reward from any merchant or master for convoyinif of 
any sliips or vessels entrusted to their care, or shall misuse the masters or manners 
tiiereof, shall he condemned to make reparathkn of the damage to the rnercliuTits, 
owners and others, as tlie court of admiralty or other competent court shall 
judge; and also he punished criminally according to the quality of their offences; 
he it by pains of death, or other punishment, according as shall be adjudged tit 
by u court martial. ^ 

18. If any captain, commander or other ofRcer of any of the ships or vessels 
ot the Indian Navy hhall receive on board, or permit to be received on Imard sunlv 
ship or vessel any goods or merchandizes whntsuever, other than fur the sole use 
nf the ship or vessel . except aold, silver, or jewels, and except the goods and iner« 
cdiandize belonging to any merchant or other ship or vessel which may be ship- 
wrecked either on the high seas, or in any port, creek or harbour, in order to tba 
preserving tliein for their proper owners, and except such goods or merchandize 
as he sliatl>at any time be ordered to take or receive on board by order of any 
competent authority,, every person so offending being convicted tiiereof by the 
sentence of a court martial sliall be casliiered, and be fur ever afterwards reiniered 
incapable to serve in any place or office in the naval service of the East India 
company.

upon him by the sentence of a court martial. 

21. If any person belonging to the Indian Navy shall quarrel or flght witb 
any other person therein, or use reproachful or .provoking speeches or gestures, 
tending to make any quarrel or disturbance, be shall upon being convicted thereof 
auffer such punishment as the offence shall deserve and a court martial shall impose. 

24. There shall be no embezzlement nor wasteful expense of any powder, 
shot, anunoaiUon, or other, atorea. the atorei aad proviaiODs ahall be careful-

Wkereasby ActVI,of allinlend, transit and town duties levied on 
tvehalf of the government of the East India coniMiiy. within the limits of th« 
territories subordinate to the presidency of Port st. George were abolished and 
the impost on salt manufactured and sold within the said territories was raised 
to a rate more in accordance with the tax on the same article borne by olhere

Act No. XXI. Datfd November 16. 1844. 

An Act far regulating the Emigration of the Native Inhabitants of the 
Territories under the Government cf the Mist India Company to Jamaica, 
British Guiana and Trinidad. 

I It is hereby enacted, that act No. XIV. of 1839, and all acts repealed 
thereby so fat as tlie same are applicable to the emigration of natives from the 
ports of CalcuitH, Madras and Hombav respectively, to Jamaica, British (iuiana, 
and Trinida'I respectively, are repealed. Provided ulwa\8 tiiat the aforesaid 
act No XIV of 1839, aiiall reiiiuin in full force in all the por s of I iidia, except 
the ports aforesaid, and ill regard to emigrai.is from India proceeding to other 
places than Jamaica. lirHiali Guiana, Trinidad and Mauritius. 

II And it is hereby ciiHcted, that after the passing of this act, emigrant 
laborers hidnsr iiuiive inhabitants of the territories under the government of the 
East India Company, shall be allowed to pa«8 and to be conveyed to Jamaica, 
Brifisli Guiana, and Trtiii<lad re'^pectively, from the ports of Calcutta, Madras 

and Bombay respectively, hut not otherwise. . , , . 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that at each of the three ports aforesaid, it 
shall be lawful for the government of the presidency within tyhich the port is 
situated, to authorize such persons as may be iiominateil by the governments of 
Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad, to act as emigration agents at the aforesaid 
ports respectively, and to exercise the powers conferred on emigration agents 
by this act, ami every such emigration agent shall. make monthly reports to the 
government to which he is subordinate of all matters transacted by him in 

enacted, that at each of the three ports aforesaid, it 
shall be luwful for the government of tbe presidency within whieb the port Is situ* 
ated to nominate a proper person to act as protector of emigrants gt tbe aforesaid 

port^respectively.^^^^^^^ enacted, that it shall not be lawful to convey any emi- 
grant, being a Native of India who may embark for tlie purpose of laboring tor 
hire in any of the cnlonies of Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad from any of the 
ports aforesaid in any ship or vessel unless a license be obtained for carrying emi- 
grants in such ship or vessel from the government of the presidency in which the 
port is situated. A fee not exceeding one rupee per emigrant as may be regulated 
from time to time by the local govermnent, shall be demandable in respect of 
every such license, whicli fee shall be carried to the credit of the said government, 
and the granting or withholding any such license shall be entirely discretionary 
with the government, and in oonsiderat’on of such license the master of every 
ship conveying or destined to convey emigrants from India ^hall execute a bond 
binding himself and h s owners in a penal sum of 10,000 rupees to conform to (ha 
several conditions herein provided, and the said bond shall be executed in duigii- 
cate thttt it may be put in suit either at the place of execution or in tbe colony to 
which the emigrants are to be conveyed, and one copy shall be forwarded to the 
government of such colony to be dealt with as the case may require. And every 
ship or vessel in which any such emigrant shall be conveyed without a licease be- 
ing obtained as aforesaid shall be liable to be forfeiteil, and the master thereof 
shall be liable as for a misdemeanor in a fine of lOUO rupees for every such emi- 
grant so illegally conveyed. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall uot be lawful for the master ot 
any vessel licensed as above to receive on board any emigrant laborer, as- above 
provided, uulcss such laborer shall have in his possession and show a certificate o^ 
pass to be given to him by the emigration agent of the port, countersigned by the 
protector, stating his name and the name of his father and hia age, and certifying 
that having appeared before such agent he has declared his willingness to proceed 
to work for h&e in the colony to whicli such vessel is bound and has been cagageA 
by hiiq as an emigrant to such colony on the part of the governmtQt thvrfofi 
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VI r. And it iB hereby enacteil, that before any ship or vespel so licensed to 
carry sinisraiit laborers as above provided^ bIihII be cleared oat from any of the 
aforesaid ports for any one of the three colonies aforesaid, it shall be necessary

That all the directions rontiiincd ill ihtMth, 5th, Gill and 7lii articles 
of the said schedule for ensuring the health and safety of passengers have been 
duly complied with. 

3d1y. That (in addition to the directions contained in the said schedule) such 
rules have been complied w thas ilie governor uenerul in council shall from iinie 
to time frame toachmiz the medical iiiiendaiiee and medical stores and the proper 
floihing to be provided, tnut species of provisions suited to native habits, the 
number of women that should accoiiipnu> ttic emiumntp, or otlier matters. 

VI 11 And it is hereby, enacted, that the prob:ible lengths of the voyages to 
Jumiiicn, nritish Guiana and Tiinidad from the ports aforesaid respectively shall 
for the purposes of this act ba deemed to I e 
For the port of Calcutta twenty weeks j 
For the port of Madras nineteen weeks; 

For the port of Bombay nineteen weeks ; 

and that no sliip or vesatd currying einitrrant laborers to Jtimaica, Rritish Gniana 
or Trinidad sliall sail from Ciilcnttto, Madras or Bobmay, at any other lime than 
between the 30th <)ay of any Sepiciuber and the Ist of March next tbereuftcr 
ensuing. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that before any ship or vessel shall be cleared 
out from any of the aforesiiul ports for Jainsiicu, Hritisli Guiana or Trinidad, it

And it is hereby nacted, that if any master of any ship or vessel 
cleared for Jamaica British Guiana or Trinidad as aforesairl shall, after having 
obtained such certificate as ufnreseid fraudulently do or suffer to be done any 
act or thing whereby such certificate shall become inapplicable to the altered 
state of the ship or vessel, its passengers or other matters to which such certifi- 
cate relates, such master shall be liable on conviction in any penalty not exceed- 
ing 5000 rupees, beside incurring a forfeiture < f any bond executed in considera- 
tion of any license obtained for the vessel as originally described. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, for the greater security against emigrant 
Inborefs being embarked for Jamaica, British Ouianu or Trinidad, contrary to 
the provisions of this net that all the powers vested by law in the officers of 
customs in regard to the searching and detention of ships or vessels, or other- 
wise for the prevention of smuggling on board thereof, may be exercised by s.icU 
officers for the prevention of the illegal embarkation of such emigrants as afoie- 
said on board ships or vessels bounti for Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad, 
l^ad of other oit'ences against this a^t;- and it is further enacieJ, that all pUQi»

and be charged with the same duties as preventive officers of customs in this 
behalf. 

XIV. And it is herebj enacted, that every person who s^all attempt by 
means of intoxication or by false imprisonment, or other means of crimping to 
export any native on board any ship nr vessel contrary to ilie provisions of this 
act shall be liable to be punished on conviction before a magistrate in a tine not 
exceeding 50 t rupees, or imprisonment not exceeding six months, provided tliat 
notliing in this act contained shall prevent tfie offender from being proceeded 
against by indictment, but the offiinder shall only be Uable tp one .pf these 
courses of proceeding. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that wheneyer a vessel shall clear from Cal" 
cutta fur .lainaicH, British Guiana or Trinidad with emigrant laborers duly 
embarked thereon, the customs officer on board such vessel shall .countersign 
tlie pass or certifica e brought on board such vessel, by every such emigrant 
laborer, and shall keep a register of e ery tsjcli emigrant laborer as may come 
on bosrd- And such customs officer shall remain on board such vessel until she 
sIibII arrive in Saugor roads and sliall not come away until a muster of the crew 
and pHsaengers and emigrant laborers has been made in his presence and in timfc 
of the pilot in ciiarge ot the vessel ; and after the customs officer lias taken mus- 
ter and quitted tiie vessel the pilot shall continue to exercise the duties indicated 
in section XI il. of this act. and it shall be lawful for him if he shall deem ii ne* 
cessary to require the master or cominander to take a general muster of the crew 
and passengers and emigrant laborers on board and to sign a muster roll so taken, 
and every such custom house officer and pilot simll make a complete report of the 
emigrant laborers on board of any ship at the time of his quittiog the same, and 
such report shall contain a declaration that to the best of the declaranfs belief, no 
additional emigrant laborers liave been received on Imard since obtaining the cer- 
tificate, and that nothing else has been done or oUiiltcd to be done in the slii > or 
vessel contrary to the provisions of tills act, and every such report or muster, if 
any, shall be transmitted witliout delay to the emigration agent of the port. And 
any custom house officer or pilot who sliali wilfully make a false, erroneous or in- 
complete report of the emigrant laborers on board of any ship, or who shall con- 
nive at the unautliorized embarkation of any such emigrant laborers, shall be lia- 
ble, besides dismissal, to a fine of 500 rupees, commutable, if not paid, to iinpri- 
soniuent in the Calcutta jail for six months, and the penalty shall be adjudged 
in like manner as similar penalties are adjudged for offences committed in respect 
to the customs revenue. 

XVI. And it .is hereby enacted, that if any person shall forge or shall use, 
knowing it to be forged, any document required by this act such person shall be 
liable to he imprisoned for any period not exceeding seven years. 

XVI I. And it is hereby* enacted, that all the several penalties to which the 
masters of sliips or vessels are liable by this act, shall be enforced by information 
laid before any justice of the peace at the instance of the emigration agent or of 
any officer appointed for the purpose by the government ot tlie place > r presiden- 
cy, or may be enforced by putting in suit tlie bond given by the master, if such 
bond has been given in consider a lion of the license grunted to the Bhi|). 


SCHEDULE. 

1. The governors of JatnaicB, Bril i^^h Quiana and Trinidad mny from time 

i o time nominate such persona as they shall see fit to act as emigration agents at

3. Every such emigration agent shall ascertain by personal communication

place where be or she is about tn embark ; and such agent shall explain the resd 
advantages likely to be derived by such euiigrant from a removal to such colony, 
at the same time caiitioiiiiig such emigrant against unreasonable and unwarranti^- 
ble expections ; and such agent shall also ascertain that every such emigrant is in 
good health, and not incapacitated from labour by old age, bodily infirniity, or 
disease. _ . , 

4. It shall not be lawful to ship on board of_ any ship or vessel carrying 
emigrants from India to any oi the colonies aforesaid, any number of passengers 
exceeding the proportion of one person for every two tons of the registered burthen 
of such ship or vessel, and no such ship or vessel carrying emigrants and having 
more than one deck, shall have less than the height of six leet at the least between 
.decks, and in case such ship or vessel shall have only one deck, a platform shall 
be laid beneath such deck and in such manner as to afford a space or the height of 
six feet at the least, ond that such platform shall not be so laid as the lower beams 
shall project above he same, and that no such ship or vessel shall have more than 
two tiers of herilis, and that no such ship or vessel shall carry passengers on any 
such voyage to any of the colonies aforesaid unless there shall be an interval of six 
inches at least between the deck or platform and the floor of the lower tier 
throughout the whole extent thereof ; and whatever may be the tonnage of the 
ship or vessel, no greater iiiiinher of passengers shall be taken on board of such 
ship or vessel than shall be alter the rate of one such person for every twelve 
snpeiflcial feet of the lower deck or platform unoccupied b> goods or stores not being 
4he personal luggage oi such peison. 

6. In the computation of the number of pessengers witihin the meaning of 
these ttegulat ions, two children under the age of ten years shall be considered as 
equal to, and shall be reckoned as, one person only.

or vessel from the port or place at which such laborers shall be emhaiked, good

The parent, guardian or near relation, must then add his certiBcate as to 
the truth of the declaration which most be similar to that ordered to be annexed 
to the extract from the Parish register. 

The abovementloned certi6(iate, (and declaration in eases where a declaretlMi 
shall be required,) are to be annexed to the petition to be written by the candidate, 
and they a>^e to sign a declaration thereon, that they have read these printed 
inatruciion. The declaration is to be signed by the parent, guardian or near 
relation of the candidates respectively. 

Caudidates will be iiitertogcded in ^ open Committee as to |heir obaracter 
oonneziousi and qualiflcac.ou9, conformably to the General Goart'e resolution 
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of the Gill July, T809. The nature of this interrop[ation maybe knovirn on 
applicutloii to the clerk of the college department. And the ('ollowing Hulee and 
Kegulutiona are to be observed with respect to the examination of candidates : 

Each candidate shall pioJuce testimonials of good moral conduct, under 
the hand of the prhicipal or superior aailiority of the colli ge or pubi c 
institution in which he may have been educaieil, or under the li»nd of tlie 
private instructor to whose care he may have been confide^; and the said 
testimonials shall have referrence to Ida conduct during the two years lin* 
mediately precediiig his presentation for admission. 

Bach candi>mte shall be examined in the four Ooape-s of the Greek Testa- 
ment and shall not be 'deemed duly qualitied for adininsioii to Uaileybury 
college unless be be found to possess a competent knowledge thereof ; nor unless 
he be able to render into English some port ion of the works of one of the 
following Greek authors tiomer, Herodotus, Xenophon, Thucydides, So- 
phocles, and Euripides ; nor unless he can render into English some portion of 
the works of one of the following Latin authors; — Li%y, Terence, Cicero, Taci- 
tus, Virgil, and Horace; and this part of the examination will include ques- 
tions in am lent history, geography, and philosophy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined in modern history and geography, 
and in the elements of mathernaticui science, including the cnmmo.i rules of 
arithmetic, vulgar and deciniul fractions, and the Hrst four books of Euedd. 
lie shall also l>e tXrimiued in moral philosophy, and in the evidences of the 
Christian religion as set forth in the work of Faley. 

It is however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the 
departments of literature or scimee, coinpriseil in the foregoing plan of 
exemiijatian, slmil, ui. the disi reiiuii of the examiners, be considered to 
compensate for compaiutive dehcieiicy in other qualifications ; and also that 
the examinution shall be su cundneted astoghe to each candidate reasonable 
time to prepare hnnsclf for the said examination. 

A student publhl.v expelled theooHege will not be admitted into the com- 
pany’s ctvilor iniliUry ►er^iceoi ludiaor Into the com party’s iVlilitary Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a writer in tlic company’s service whose age 
is less than eighteen or mure than tweiity-thrie years, nor until lie shall have 
resided two terms at least, in the college, and shall baie obtained a certificate 
signed by the Principal of his having confoimed hiiuaelf to the statutes and 
legulatiuiJB of the college. 

Oil a studeui’s appointment to be a writer after be has left the college, a 
legal iustrument is to be entered into by some on? person (to b? approved by 
the court of liireciors binding himself to pay the sum of £^1,000 as liquidated 
damages, to the company, lor breach of a covenant to be entered into by 
the student's nomination hath not been in any way bought, or sold, or ex- 
changed for any thing convcriible into a pecuniary benefit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate 
of the principal, wiiieh is granted with reference to the industry, proficiency, 
and general good behaviour of the students. 

Such rank to take effect only in the event of the students proceeding to 
India whhia six mouths after they are so ranked. 

TERMS OF ADMISSION FOR STUDENTS. 

One hundred guineas per annum, for each studeiit: a rnuiety whereof to be 
paid at commencement of each term, there being two in the year, besides the 
expense of books and stationery. 

Students to provide themselves with a table-spoon, tea-spoon, knife and 
folk, half a dozen towels, tea equipage and a looking-glass ; also, with not less 
than two pail s of sheets, two pillow cases, and two breakfast cloths. 

Ten guineas to be paid on leaving college by each sludeut, for the use of 
the philosophical apparatus and library.

Extract from a Public General LHfer from thi Hon* the Court of Dl* 
rectors, dattd the \2ih June^ 1816. 

Pa'-R. 2). We perceive by the abstract of the Act of the 53d of the pre- 
sent majesty, chap 155, anrirxed to your list of civil servants, dated dlst May, 
1814, iliat a<‘cirdiii<j to your c iiHtructioii of that act, a civil servant may now, 
upon Ills arrival in India, receive £ 5')3 a year, but this is most assuredly a 
mistake, th % act abovemen I ioned hss aliortened the pe icMl two years, which 
It was reqiiired previoinly to th» pissing of that act, for a sorvant to have re- 
sided in India to enable him to receive m)re than 1,5J0, 3,0J0 or 4,000 pounds a 
year; but it has not sh irieiited the periol which ii was reqiired previously 
thereto, for a servant to have resided as above-mentioned, to enable him to 
receive more than £50J a year; coriseqaently that remains the same as it was 
before the act of the 53 1 was passed, iiamelv three years. Allowing, with res- 
pect to the servants e<liioRted at Hertford college, the time not exceeding two 
years, passed in that institution after they were seventeen, to be considered as 
time pushed in India, and this will be your guide in future. 

And whereas, by virtue of an act p used in the forty-seventh year of the 
reign of his said late VI ijesty, all siic'i time as shall be bond fide .sp^^nt in the 
college established in England by the East India Company, for the education of 
their civil servants by any person after they shall respectively have attained the 
ago of seventeen years,!') a ec Minted as to certain offices, place and employments, 
wliich such persons are entitled to hold in India, as so much time actually 
Bp'^nt in India, provided that such persons shall, either before or after seven- 
teen years of a^e, spend two years at least in the said college ; and whereas it is 
expedient, that the privilege so grautc<l. should, under certain circumstances, 
be extended to young men, who may have spent less time then two years in 
regular cotirse of education at. the said college; be it therefore enacted, that 
nil such time not exceeding two years, as shall have been or will be bonttfide 
spent in the said college in the regular course of such education as aforesaid, 
by any persdiis after they shall respectively have attained the age of seventeen 
year*), who shall ha vs pnicee«led or shall hereafrer proceed to India in the civil 
service of the saiil company, shall be accounted as to all offices, places and 
employments to which such persons are entitled to be appointed, and tp hold 
the salary, perquisite^ and emoluments whereof shall not exceed the sum of oue 
thousand five hundred pounds. 

In adjusting the original rank of the writers of J808-9, and subsequent 
years, I hsve made it to commence from the 30th April, of the years they 
severally stand appointed to, finding it very difficult lo adjust it, according to 
the old established rule, or form, the dat: of the arrival to this country of the 
first writers of each BcasoD, sevei^til gentlemen of one se sou having of late years 
arrived at (his presidency before any of the writers nominated to a preceding 
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seaiofij which according to the old rule, would make the arrival of a writer of a 
■ubeequeot teaBon e»tabli«U the original rank of all the wiilera of a preeadiiif^ 
aeason. The»e difficulties will be obviated by the present arrangemeut, without 
creating any iiicoiivenience. 

PURCHASE OK SALE OP APPulNTVlENTS FORBIDDEN. 

Any person who shall be nominated to a situation in the service of the East 
India company I and who shall have obtained such nomination in coiMequenee of 
purebase er any corrupt practise whatever, either director indirect, by himself 
or by any other person, with or wirhont his privity, shall be rejected from the 
service of the cninpaiiv, and ordered back tt» England, If he shall have proceed- 
ed to India before a discovery of such corrupt practice be made ; and if such 
situation shall have been so corruptly procured by liimielf, or with hit privity, 
he shall be rendered incapable of holding that or any other situation whatever in 
the company’s service, provided always, that if a fair discloaure of any corriipt 
transaction or practice of the nature behire described, wherein any director has 
been concerned, shall be voluntarily made by the party or parties euifaged in 
the same with such director, the appointment hereby procured shall be confirm- 
ed by the Court. — 

VACANCIES HOW TO BE FILLED UP. 

A strict adherence to the prohibitions contained in an act made in the thir- 
ty-third year of the late reign, in respect to the filling up and supplyinp vacun- 
dea in the civil service of the E. f. company, ^ has been found impracticable, 
wirhont detriment to the public service, or injury to the just ci<tims and Merl- 
toriona exertions of individuals, and a modifioHtion of the said Act having been 
in part adopted in the Act of the fortv-seventh of the same reign, relative to 
the Scholar’s education at Hertford College ; it has been enacted that any of- 
fice, place or employment, the salary and perquisites whereof shall exceed the 
sums of fifteen hundred pounds, may be granted to and conferreji upon any 
civil servant who shall have been actually resident in India in the company’s 
service, for the space of four years antecedent to such vacancies; and if the 
salary, perquisites, and emoluments, shall exceed the sum of three thoisand 
pounds per annum, such office may be conferred upon any of the suid servants 
who have been actually resident in India seven years, at least, in the whole ; 
and if the salary perquisites, and emoluments of any office, place or employ- 
ment, shall exceed four thousand pounds per annum, such office, including that 
ol the Council, may be granted to or conferred upon any of the said servants, 
who shall have been actually resident in India in the company’s service, for 
the space of ten years, at least, in the whole.

Sec. 71, as it respects civil ser- 
vants applies only to cases of sickuess, infirmity, or inevitable accident, and 
that no Civil servant be hereafter considered eligible to return to the service 
after five years absence uuder that enactment who has failed to obtain from us 
agreeably to the foregoing regulations, an extension of leave under the circum- 
stances referred to in the act. 

2. We desire that the foregoing regulatiouB be published for general Infor- 
mation and that each civil servant jeturniog to this country under'the absentee 
regulations or on special leave be furiiished with a copy of his guidance .

3 'earB from the fir^t duiing of their actual residence. That allowance is granted 
to civil servants ^ oui of employ* or not holding a permanent office so long as they 
may not be suspended or dismissed from the service. It has onl} apparently 
been maintained by a bye-law of the hon'ble company but its ri^lits appear to be 
beld-on nearly tlie same principle as the piinriptil ])ay proper ofiniiit ry rank.

These* Allowanccb have usually been denominated as tlie * reduced aubsis- 
tance to civil servants out of employ/ that term (‘ reduc'd') apparently bear- 
ing allusion to certain compensations, the company allowed at the earlier 
yieriod of thrir commerce, as may be gleaned from tlie old lecords about the 
year I766>91. Tiiey were ilieii regulated at the same rat^'ofexchii^nge, as was 
assigned for the sale) y of the governor general, wliicli rxcluni'.'P, had reference 
to the specific value in silver of the current rnper. expressed in English money — 
Hence one current rupee was valued at one eliilling, nine pence and parts of 
a farthing, and the sterling amount of all legalized income wns converted at the 
same rate into the current and sicca rupees. Since the net^^cninBee an addition 
ot a rupees 8 annas per cent, is made on sicca value for tiie company's rupee. 

Subsistence allowance is charcenble only' so long as the officer may remain 
within Jnrliii limits by express nr implied permission of ihe governor of his own 
presidency, and without any official employment.

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES.* 

By an order of government, general department, dated 2nd October 1828, 
travelling allowance was rfsliictrd to cases of joining a first appointment and the 
auine rule was extended to chaplains, medical and other officers. 1 bat ru'e Ims 
exceptions however in sperial eases under authority fioin an order of government. 

Junior officers having ence drawn the aiiowance for a near station on the 
first trip, have been coiisidered entitled to a further allowance on removal, when 
not at their own wish, but by express order of government, thenee to a icmotcr 
dtation. But if Mr. A. B. draw's travelling allowance for Midnapore and not 
liking that starioii after reaching it to be sent on tlie ('ullock he will nut 

receive any travelling allowaiicc for thedistai’Co totwpcn Midnapore and Cuttack. 

By a resolution dated 1st June 1630, the civil Auditor was directed to fix the 
rates oftrevelling allowance with reference to the rales in iisent the post office. 
They were signified at 8 annas per mile with exception to the Dellii and Oude dis- 
tricts where the charge was 1 -* annas, and in the Juanpore division one rupee. 

These rates generally governed the grant of travelling allowance, and were 
calculated by a table of distances printed by ihe post muster general which aiso 
gave the additional charges made for certain routes direct from Calcutta; the 
cross.diaUnees also were ascertained by special 0 pplicaiinn to tlie same authori- 
ty. Since the publication of captain Taylor’s Tables, however the distance, 
exhibited therein, have been adopted. 

The time for travelling from one toonoiher station had also been regulated 
Ivy allowing one day for every ten miles of such distances, and a week fur 7 
itsysj over and above suJi computed time. A delay beyond which involved 
forfeiture of salary. 

By the more recent rules of 29i1i January last, other periods are assigned of 
one, two and three months for 300, 600, &c. miles on exceeding which the lose of 
salary and by a month more that of office takes place. 

By thcB^ rules Sennas per mile bj Taylor’s polymetrical distances is the 
general allowance made when due nnder their specific provisions. This advao-

FURLOUGHS AFTKR TEN YEARS' SERVICE. * 


Are granted under Paras. 21-33-24-2.'i-2G, of the despatch of the Ilonble 
Court f date I 8eh JJecember^ 1 824. 

That after an actual residence in I iidia^ hi the civil service, of the ten years 
or upwards, a convenaiited e vil servant of the company, upon either of the 
establishments of Madras, or Bombay, (24; shall be entitled, whether on 

account of ill health, or from auy other cause, and without referrcnce to his 
private fortune to come once to Europe on lea-c for three years, and to receive 
for that period, from the compan/s cash, an allowance of £500 per annum, 
provided that in no ease shall a grettt‘^>r number ofservants come home under 
this reguiation annually, tlian seventeen from Bengal, nine from Madars, and 
six from Bombay ; nor sliull a larger nuu^r of servants who may have come 
home under this regulation, be absent in pp whole atone time, than fifty, out 
from Bengal, tweiityrseven, from Madras, and eighteen from Bombay ; and that 
the prefcrreiico sliai I be given, first to servants producing medical certificates 
upon oath, that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoratlou 
of health, and then to servants in their order of seniority according to the rank 
assigned to them by the c lurt of directors in the gradation list ufthe service. 

23. The servants coming, in the first instance to the Cape of Good Hope 
for the beiuflt of their health, and being compelled from the same cause to come 
from thence to Europe, without previously returning to ludia, shall be consi- 
dered as entitled to the beniiit of the foregoing regulations. 

24. Tiiat ill all cases, as well in those of servants coming in the first In- 

stance to the Cape, as well as of those corning direct from India, the said al- 
lowances be c nisidered as commencing from the date of leaving India ami ter- 
minating ut the expiration of tlireeyears from that date,or at the time of arrival 
ill India, which ever may first hanpen.

(tlS) lu cases where officers have served both in the N. W. Provinces and in Bengal Proper 
they must get certificates of no demands from the Accountant General, Gie Revenue Accountant 
Ht Calcuitn, and from the Civil Auditor at Calcutta, also from the Revenue Accountant 
Agra, and the Civil Auditor Agra.

T^e Govern* 
ment under the circumstances ufthe. case refrained trem detaining him fVotn proceeding to Eu- 
rope by adhering to tbe usual practice of calling for a guuraiitee from his agents, and gave tho 
usual papers to allow the embarkation for lurloogh. In another case, on the breaking up of the 
D'icca Pruv inclal Court, its accounts and records were sent by the Judge in charge of tb» Pro. 
vmeial Court uiiderprders direct from the Sudder Dewaouy andNixamiit Adawlut to that Au- 
thority. Ill these accounts th( re were unadjusted sums detected against the Judge in charge of 
flic Clourt. For dor b years by a cunipl c atioii of defltulties, tlieso accounts remained uiiadjaited.

f illed b\ itie Home GoverniiiPiit that iii the event of si^ch parties preferring an appUration fur 
Mive of absence on private alfairs after completing ttie prescribed term of service, it will be 
witiiiu the discretion of the local Onverutneiit to comply therewith, always having reference 
however to the wants of the public service. But il is only in cases in W'bicli parties may be com- 
pelled by ill health alter lU years service to go to England aseennd time, that they areentitled to 
any pcruiimry allowance fur such second absence, and then only to the diffjreuce between £500 
per annum for three years, and the amount drawn during tlieir first absence.

of the sadder court, as likewise avail tbie for the augmentation of civil and 
session judges' salaries. Thus the amount in hand applicable for augmentation 
from the 20lh February last is 15,0 )0. 

7ih. Since that date Mr. Cracroft 's resignation has been received; the 
Gentleman's salary was 41,8(10 being that of a 2(J judge of circuit under the 
oM system, considering of lliis amount the excess above 36,000 as persona) 
ills honor in council deems 6 000 to be available for augmentation of the 
inferior grade ni salaries of civil session judge. Thus the total amount at pre- 
sent available Is 24,000, but in addition to the nine gentlemen named as filling 
the office of civil and session judge, a tenth. M. Itevaushaw, draws the same 
allowaiiees of 28,000 as an additional chil and Thu^^gec session ju Ige, and the 
criminal duties to be performed in the trial of these offe iders, are at last of equal 
responsibility and grade with those of ordinary sessions ; his honor in council is 
ther(fure disposed to admit the claim of this genlleiuau to be placed on the same 
footing in point of salary. 

8ih. Thus there are ten officers entitled to receive in the whole 20 090 
rupees from the 20tlj Fibruary, but from that date till the departure of Mr. 
Ctacroft, the amount available being only 15,000, they will each respectively 
receive only three' fourths of the augmentation allotted to them until liie date 

when Mr. Crucroft’s salary ffll in, and from that date the entire increase. The 

udditioniil judges performing only civil duties, will continue to draw, as before 
ordered, only 20,000. 

Olh. In ihc statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
named are separate magistrates. Of these the chief magistrate of Calcutta and 
magistrate of 24 pergunnahs are special otficers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctioned by the hon’ble court Tha remainder, twelve in number have 
been appointed under an arrangement not before the court at the timeof issulnir 
their orders. The appointments having been substituted for those of ioint 
magistrate and deputy collector. •' 

lOtli. The despatch of the hon'ble court contains no orders specifically re- 
ferring to these officers, but his honor in council is of opinion that the princinle 
of the orders will apply, and therefore that tlie office of magistrate must be es- 
tiiblist ed with an equal salary, the duties performed and the powers exercised 
being all of the same description. 

llih. Of the twelve magistrates appointed In Bengal three are drawing 
18,000 Us per annum and il»e remainder 12,000. The right honorable the go- 
vernor geuf-ral has proposed to fix the equal salary of 16,000 per annum for this 
class of officers, in whiclkfj^ Messrs. Onslow, Gilmore, and Elliott would lose 
*3,000 per aniiuiD, and ^ie remaining nine would obtain a corresponding 
increase. This would Involve a net clio'ge of 18,000 per annum, to meet whi.di 
their is no deduction available from the salaries of officers of the same class and 
PS these officacs were not embraced in the previous orders of the bon ’rable 
court, and lUere has been no special salary assigned to this class of officers whioh 
was intentionally distributed unequally upon the principle of beeping the total 
the same, it canuot be assumed that there are vacancies of the higher grade

25lh. In the business of admlnistratioii there are evidently three distinct 
duties to be performed. The colh ction of revenue, the administratiou of ci- 
vil justice, and the preservation of the police and peace of the country. 

26th. Toe natural provision for the perfoimance of these duties is through 
separate officers for each, and if heretofore the poll e and peace have been un- 
ited first with the admiiiistraiioii of civil j«Ht;cp, atrd subsequently with the 
C'dieciinn of revenue, the douhling'iip of uiatinct 'lulies has been a necessary 
imperfection arising from the desire to diminish the unmber of public officers 
as well for the sake of economy as from the want of servants In sufficient num- 
ber of provide separate officers for all three ciu ies. 

27th. The latter want is not at present felt b cause of the extraordinary 
suppfy of ciril servants furnished by the tiofi’b.« court iu the years 1326^ 1327, 
and 1823. 

28th. Of the fifty servants nominated in each of these years,- forty have 
now passed there tenth year, which It a periotl of service at which full onmpe- 
tence fur the most responsible duties is of necessity reached. It Is tltliconditU 
M of service which eoahlei the goveritiBeBt and teems to jreq^iiii of U to 
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provide sppnrate oAcers for each of the three clasies of ministerial duties, 
which have of neeessitj^ to be performed In every district. 

89; b. The only class of ofReers remsinioN to l>e noticed is that of in^epen* 

• dent j'lint mi^istratei an<l collectors, who have always been appointed at out 
stations. Of these there are at present nine, of whom five receive 18,000 per 
annum, and lour 12,000. If in order to follow our the prinrlple laid down by 
the hon’ble court it be deemed necessary to pqnaliao these ullowaiices and onri« 
pe(|,votly it should be determined to place them alPon the scale of 15,000, 
there will be an excess of 3,000 beyond the amount required to raise the sinalU 
er salaries which may be added to the allowances of the mnglstrate-collectors, 
vn< king a further addition to them of 300 rupees each per annum; but his 
honor, in council is inclined to respect the r-^hts of incumbents of the class 
under review, and would not therefore order a present reduetion, more speci- 
ally as they are not included amongst the classes revised by the hon’ble conrr,. 
ao that the salary assigned is not in contravention of any orders of the hon'bie 
court. Moreover in several instances the separate Joint odtee at the out sta- 
tion had existed at the same salary for a long t me, ami though of necessity 
known to the hou^ble court, they have not been ordered to he reduced— ids 
honor in council therefore, instead of equalizing the allowancra of these out 
station officers, prefers cat ablishtiig 18,000 rupees as the ordinary salary of 
them, and seeking to reduce their number by a new distribution of xillahs so 
as..to abolish die lower grade on 1,000 per mensem. 

30th. There is on inferior class of officers not entered In iJie list called 
joint magistrates and deputy collectors of the 3 1 grade ou the salary of head 
assistant under the old system, viz 8,400 per annnrn. 

81 St. These officers were oniil lately divided into two classeii, the higher 
of which received 1,000 per mensem. These have now however been entirely 
absorbed. The abolition of the gradation system will therefore have no appil* 
cation to the remairing single grade of these officers, which, as an useful aid 
in troublesome districts msy require to be maintHined. 

d2d. It only remains to notice the individual cases ‘.—these are the case 
of M. W. Young, secretary to the board of custom^, «alt a^ opium, to whom 
the bon'ble court confirm his previous allowances of SO.Ofilpbut direct the sal- 
ary of the secretary to board of customs, salt and opium, to be reduced to 19, 
28^000 on a vacancy. This reduction will of course take effict. 

SSil. I'he cases of Messrs. Harvey and nail's require no orders, as both 
these officers are now commissioners.— The rase of the salt agents of HidgeUee 
aiidTiimlook is again referred to by ilie bon’ble court. The salaries of these 
officers were, in the previous despatch, ordered to be reduceil from, 50,000 to 
42,000 Mr. Bar'ow, the suit agent of Uidgellee, as an incumbent, is entitleil to 
‘ continue upon his present sllowancesof 50,'/00 but Mr. Marlin appoiueed in 
August 1835 upon a sulary of 30,000. 

34th. It is not clear to the president ill council whether tills latter sslary 
shall be raised. 

35th. Having thus disposed of the questions arising out of this despatch,, 
BO far as they apply to Bengal, — ordered, that copy of the above resolution bu 
sent to the right hou’ble the governor general for Ills lordship's infarmatiou. 


CONSTaUCTIOIf OF ACT KROAUDINO LIMIT SALARIES.

Para. 20. We precive by the abstract of the tret of the 53rd of hi^ pre- 
sent ii>Hj(sry,chBpt(r 155, anm xed to yi ur list of eiv.II serviaiits dated Slat May 
1814, that accordingly to your constriiot inn of that act, a civit servant may 
now upon his arrival in India receive £1,500 a year, but this is most assured- 
ly a mistake, the act above mentioned has shortened the period two years, 
which was required previously to the passing of that apt for a servant to have 
resided in India to enable him to receive more than 1,500, 3,000 or 4,000 
ppuuds a year; but it has not sliwitened the pertEd which it was riquir^ prk- 
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viottgly thereU for a g'^rvant to have reeided aa above mentioned to enable Elm 
to receive more than £100 a year, consequently the remans the same aa ffltai 
l)Grore the act of iht 53rd was passed, namely, three years allovring with 
pect to the servant education at Herfort college, the time not eyceedfn two 
years pussM in that institiiHon after they were seventeen, to be ihtusidered aa 
time passed in luUU, and this will be your guide la future. 


KO ONE OFFICE SALARY YO RE PAID TO TWO OFFICERS AT TRB SAME TIME, 
The Court of directors have laid it down as a pogiiive rule that they * can 

* on no account c nisent to the salary of an office being issued to two persona 

* for the same period of time.* 

ORDER FOR PAYMENT OF SALARIES. 

No ealaries can be paid by the sub-treasurer, at the presidency till after 
the pfiblicatioii iu the official gaaette of authority for their being paid on R 
specified date. 

NO SALARIES TO BB DUAWN IN A'NTICIPATION OF AUDIT, 

No civi servants or civil employees (except under very peculiar circoni- 
staneeK, such for instance aa those in whL'h anenvov and his suite In central 
Aaia are placed.) cau be excused fur drawing thi ir salaries or those of others In 
their abstract, In anticipation of the audit. 

URTRBNCHMBNTS ON AUDITED BILLS. 

On a question of wnetlier the Qoverninent in the CMsa <if its having a claim 
agalirst the drawer of an addited salary bill would reeoSuize the bona fide trans* 
for by endorsement to a third party, «it was noticed that It was the Ipractieeof 
the government to order retrenchments to be made thtoiigh the civil auditor 
] rnspectively upon the bills that might be subsequently brougiit for audit, and 
tiiat government could scarcely imugiiic the case in which it would interfere 
between tlie audit and poyment of a bill passed to an officer to whom the sumr 
passed was absolutely due at the time of audit. 

SALAUIBB UNDER 10 YEARS SERVICE. 

Mr. A.B Collector and magistrate at lUjeshaye applied for full salary of 
Ilia appointment for the period when hi consequence of his standing being less 
ban 10 years he received a lower allowance than that of the office. Thisap- 
ptliciition was not complied with. 

BALARIBS OF. MEMBERS OF COUNCIL EOT LIABLE DEDUCTION, 

Ou uii application from Uombay as to the allowunces of Mr. A. B. second 
member of council at the Presidency while absent at the Neeglhery Hills the 
reference was answered by an intimaiion that the rules deductions in cases, 
of absence could not apply to salaries fixed by Aot of Parliament ; but that 
the forfeiture of salary during absence, (luless the effice should rejoiu would 
apply to members of Government.

FUWEBB TO RBCBIVB 8ALABY. 

Messrs. A. B.and Co. applied to Government to receive under full power 
from Mr. B. p.a Civil servant, certain arrears of salary due to him. The Oo« 
vernmeut sanctioned the Sub-Treasurerpaying the arrears in question to Messrs. 
A. B. and Co. on duly audited salary billr. The application to Oovetnment 
was necessary, for without its sanction in such case the Offices of Pay and au* 
dit cannot pay or audit such bills. Thii is a circumstance not suJUdently 
udeerted to by agents generally, 

TANJORB COMMISSIONERS. 

Go the Taiijore oominlssioii being pisced in abeyance by orders of July 
183d, the salaries of the Commissioners were placed udun the same footing as 
tliuse of Comrnerclul Officers, whose situation were abolished consequently 4 ip- 
ou the withdrawal of the Company from their £. I. Trade ; this gave ihem $ 
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of Ibeir prprioai full AftlarifR, wliUat ont of employ, and the reneiuiog ^ upoa 
their DomlAEtioii lo any^th^r nffiee uf iMf«iTh)r aniary.

A OENBRAL BULB FOR THE PAYMRNT OF THB ALLOWANCES OP CITIT^ 
SBKYANTS WHBN EMPLUYBD TBMPOKAKILY IN OTHBK hTATIONS OF 
T0B SAMB PRESIDENCY, OK DEPUTED TO ANOTRRR PRESIDENCY. 

Whenever a servant attached to one presidency shall obtain temporary em- 
ployment under another presidency, and shall desire to draw the alinwances cf 
h s substiiiilive office at the pluc'e or in the presidency to whiph he has bien de- 
puted, he shall apply to the Government of his presidency for an order to the 
Civil Auditor to grunthim a ceriifioHte of the amount salary less deductions, 
to which he is entitled, and the Civil Auditor Oj the Presidency in which he U 
doing duty shall, on the strength of that certificate pass to him a monthly sunt 
on account, as vlie iMvil pay of the other presidency ; the ainount so passed to 
be made payable at the treasury of the place where ilie irfficer is employed iid- 
on depHcate or triplicate receipts, and to bp adjusted in account by the Account 
or Accountant General of t lie prciidetiey, as a reinitianctt to ehe dsbit of the 
presidency on account of which It is paid. With respect to divisions of the 
same presidency, as the Collectors of one division arc in the habit granting 
bills on those of rlie othef^, which are adjusted through the two offices of ac- 
count, the Governor General in Council, adopting the suggestion of tlieAccnun- 
tant General, determines that when an officer of the N. W. Piovincs's, may be 
deputed to officiate witniii those of the Government of Bengali or vice versa, 
she salary bjll of bis substantive office beiwg transmitted for audit to the Audi- 
tor of the proper division, shaii by him be forwRfded to the Collector of the dis- 
trict where It is ordinarily payable, and that otfice shall, it it he dqly receipted, 
issue and transmit to the officer a bill for the amount as per audit, payable to 
Ihe individual at the Treasury of the place whece lie may.be employj|*d on duty, 
8och bills to be granted at par without any charge of hoondeeaii. 

This complex process is sometimes superseded by taking the certificate of 
the Officer himself (upon Jiouor) and by passing a bill with the charge of one 
per ceut.if coming within the other rates, and tliat of 9-'h June 1834.

The appofnrmeat of writers appears to have been originally estoblisped by 
an Act passed in the 24th year of his late MB]i^cly,GfO. 111. Cap. 25, Sec. ^ 
prearribirig adni-isBions between the 8p:es of 15 and 22 years. 

The Act 47th of the Geo. 111. Cap. 66, prescribed the passing of two years 
or four terms In the Colleue established in Eastland fur the educa' tion of such 
persons as were intended for the Civil service In India, ‘and so much of the 
time spent iheiein after tiie aste of njvears shall be recounted as tiiLe actually 
spent to India.' This is to qualify them to draw certain salaries under the 
limitations assigned in previous Acts. 

Oriulnal rank was computed under an order 

General Depart men f, 3^ of the llon'ble the Court of Directors dated 3(1 
•Tu/y, 1795 . of July, 1795. assigning to writers appointed In 

utiy season who at the tirneofiippolntmeut were 
residing in India, the commencement of their periods of aciual service in India, 
from the time of their arrival at the Presidency to which they were nominated, 
of the First Writer appointed in Europe of. the same season. And to Writers 
appointed in Europe their periods of actual service in India as commencing from 
the time of their anlvnl at the Presidency at which they were to serve. 

It may be remarked hawever that in paocesa of time the former of thesu 
Rules appears to have absorbed the latter, and to have been observed as the 
general rule of dating Original Rank. 

It is also to be remarked that the periods of aeniority were in practise 
computed from auch duties o' original tank reduced by one year b. low the 
terms specified in the Act : as follows, viz. 

lor a Senior Merchant^ 11 years or on entering the 12tb year from the 
date of original rnnk. 

Juvior Min chant ^ 8 years or on entering the 9lh year. 

Faefor. 5 years or on entering th^ 6th year, and Income tenable by Irw, 
was likewise regulated or rated by the same periods; altliuugli strictly the 
completion of 6 years, 9 years, and 12 years, was denoted by the Acts. 

In July, 1827, it appears the llou'bfc Court entered into a further definition 
in rtfercuce to certain queritions proposed by the Madras Government ; and iri 
these words: ‘ Previously to the enactment of 53d Goo. 111. Cap. 155, it was 
our practise to forward to your Lists of the relative thank of writers appointed 
from time to time to your Establish mnent : under the authority of that en- 
actment, regulalion were framed for the Government of the College of 
Hsiieybury, one of which provided that the relative Hank of Writers should 
be fixed by the College Council, and specified in the College certificate subject 
however to loss of Hank, in the event of the Writer (ailing to proceed to 
India within aapreifled time. The term of service as Writer, Factor, Junior

Upon aiiolhrr oecattinii in ccnsei ueiice of a reff rrence from tlita prcsidery, 
the lion'ble Court’s (IceiHion was aiven as follow' a thro* an order of Govt riiment, 
dated 15tb November 1631. ‘ That in computing the term of service requisite 
to qualify civil servants when out of employ to diaw the substance Senior 
Jderchanls, Junior Merchant, and Factor, the same principle shall be nb^erved 
us Porliainent has prescribed in flxinsr the qualifli'ations for holding Offices of 
certain emoluments, \ iz. Actual residence in India in the eompsiu 's service 
all wing however, time psssed in the Hailey bury College as provided for in the 
Act 47, c. Geo. ill. cap. 68.’ 

PnBCBDBNCE IN OFFICE. 

Tlie last Act on this subject inakts it lawful for the Government of India to 
appoint any meritorious civil servant tinder the rank of member of council to 
courts, Foards, and other official establislinient in which several servants hold 
office cnliectively, und ordains * that such senant shall take precedence at ot 
ill such courts, bttarde, &c. according to the senioaity of his appointment as a 
member thereof altliough he may hereby not take precedence iherciii according 
to the seniority of his appointment in the service.' (39) 

IIAILLYPUUY HANX.| 

The Act passed In the 10th year cf t^eo. IV. cap. 16 extended the privileges 
granted by the Act 47th of Geo. III. cap Gdinfavorof young men who may

tion of tile officers at the time, hut not exceeding six months to all aervnta in 
t'hina, from ilie date of this Government reccivina Ihe hon'ble court’s dispatch 
and the same periods, as respected servants in China, were to he considered part 
of ihe time of resident neetssHry to qmilify tin m foj * anilities in the event of 
their ucceptins lliB transfer.’ The present position of those servonts who have 
done so, la that of the last of the season of their own appointments. Tiie snine 
principle was formeily applied to certain civil servants of the then Port 
ilarlbro’ estiibli»hfnfnt, wlio were trai.sfirred to 'hat of Madras, and by an 
exprers act of Parliaineut were directed to be considered the youngest of (heir 
respective ranks.

IfnnA of a civilUin supposed fo be wrongly stated 

Mr. A. B presiuicd to Goveniiiient that the tsecrela y to the C. S. A. F. 
hod mode an error in rei;ard to his standing in the service, and urged a claim to 
priority of option of taking the annuity over certain other civtl servants in 
consrqiieiice. He was told tiial tiie rules of (he Annuity Fund prescribed defi- 
nitely that snnniiies sliouid be tendered to members of tlie civil servire in the 
order of rank as fixed in (be lists received from the lion ble Court of Directors 
and combined in 'be ci\i) Auditor’s books. 

The rules of detei mining the inetbod of computing the period of service it 
distinct, from that which refers to rank, and tiiough the period of service may 
liavc been completed unde* tiuiirule heiore thutof others siundingJiiviher in tlie 
pradation lists of rank, the latter nonld be emiiled to take precedence, when 
both are alike qualified by standing and rcKiilcnie for the annuity. 

Similar case. 

Mr. A. H. brought to notice a suppo-cd mistake in regard to the position of 
his name in the gradation lists of the olFicers of civil st rvice pnblished in the 
Diiectories, and submitted a certificate grunted by tlie Hoard of Examiuers in 
Europe siiewing liis standing in the service and soliiiled that he might be res- 
tored to his rank. He was told that thecirciimatuiKe represented by him would 
be brought to the notice of tlie Crurt of Directors ui* it was from tlie Uniiornble 
court that the lists of relative rink of civil servants \v<m'c received, and that the 
Governor of Bengal did not feel that he would be wurtaiiUd in making any al- 
teration in tlum without a special eanctiun. 

Similar case. 

Mr. A. B. left Hailevbnry Coiic^e in DtC 1843, and signed his covenant at 
the E. 1. Hous^e on the *24ili March 1813. r-nd arrived at Calcutta in November 
(iftlMit year. In the E« I. H. register of 1813, Mr. A. B. was entered as nomi- 
nated for Bengal Titiijan. IHlUand as translcrrod from tiie Madras nominations 
on 30th March, 1610. The rub s in force fix the period of 23 years’ service lo 
commence from the date of Iminiatiou ofappoinnn^’nt, or from the date of cove- 
nant, which ever may be anfecedent, Ity tm* Ihoiorable Court’s letter to the 
Government of Btingai, dated In Apiii, 1614, riiMk wusassiijned to Mr. A. B. us 
8 wrtter of the season 1808 1600, wher'^ns by the Ilo^-oreble court’s despatch of 
l5th March 18 0 rank was Bss gned to Mwsr?. C. 1>. und E. F. who retired on 
annuiliesof Ihe sea-oH 1837-38, Olid who entered the col eg>^ at the aame lime 
with Mr. A. B. but who in Cdnsi-qccncc of being implicated in a disturbance 
were sent out to India before the cumplction of Lhtir foui th term, as writers of 
1811-13. 

By Pnra.dofthe H Court’s letters dated Toth January 1813 intimation of 
the appointment of Mr, G. H* (who proceeded to ladia in this same ehip with 
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Mr. A. B.) anrl of SO oilier wriiera was conveyed tn the Bentral Giirernmentancl 
Mr. 0 * H. who siifned hiacuvenniit. rohsrqueiit to Mr. A. B* retired on an an* 
liiiity of 18*37-38, ilie peiiod of liin service bein^ calculated Iruin the date of tine 
lJutiorrahle C'oariV letter above mentioned, '' 

Mr A B. never haviiii; |>rneeedpd to Rngland on Fiirloutrh com|fteted his 
period of 22 yearH* resi'^enee in India in Nov l83G. At the end of 1837 he 
applied for one of the annuities availa' le ill 1837-38 nil the favorable terms of 
lalue and was told in reply tliiit the date of intiiiiHiion of his uppoiotinent as H 
writer^ not beini; traceable on the I eeordg of Oovernnient, liie period of his 
twenty-five years si rvire inqst beheld to commence from the date of bis cover 
i.aiit,viz 24ih March 18'3.' 

In const qiience of this cnnstruelfon of the inanaeers. which was aubsev 
qifenil> uplield hy the Goiernmciit of Beiitful, Mr. A. B. was debarred from 
takiiic an annuity before the 24th (Vlarcli 18*t8t by which llie iieriod available 
annuities of the season h^d bfcn taken up (<>ne of Ibem by Mr. K. G. who come 
pleted his 22 yeura'actii-il residence on ilie 24'h March 1838 only) and Mr. A* 
H. was consf (^(lently deprived of uii advantage tu which hecouceived he was 
jlitstly eiiiitleil. 

Mr. A, B. arired that the circumstance of the Intiinalion of his appoint* 
m< Ilf not bein a traceable in the records of the Heiieal troveriirneni/ was 
inaitpr « Inch was cniirely he 3 Olid his own control, and fmihcr that it was 
olivioiis lie must have tieen appointed to the H. Co *s service at a period coin* 
cided with, if not aiitt cedent to messrs. C. D. and B P. and those other serr 
vants to whom rank whs as^iuiidd by llie court of dirclorsof a date one or two 
years subsequent to that ussiuned by the honorable c >urt to him, Mr. A. B 

Mr. A. H. c impelb d by ill licallb and oti.er circumstances to embark for 
Enfflsrid on furlough, and h.id no chance nf obtaini' p an annuity of ihe season 
id 1838-0, the then supposed las year of the annuity on the favorable terms of 
quarter premium Runctioned by tiie honorable cour', by reason of the iarea 
iiumhers of ciiil » rvaiits at the liead of the list who it was understood had 
resolved to avail ihemscl«csof the six annuities oflhat season. Mr. A. U, 
tliercfore prayed that the coui t would ascertain from thidr ncords the autuiil 
dale of his app. intiiVent to tiieir service ; nod (not permitting hiih to suffer so 
seri«'U<«a loss as would be eiiiailcd by liia heini' compelled to pay rs. iiO,OUO to 
secure Ihe same advantufjes, which but for a cnntinueiicy entirely beymid his 
own control, would ba\e been bis for a payment of 2o, OOrs ) would be pleased 
to essiaii him Ml aiiiiniiy out of the surplus funds, or out of the one-liiird 
aniinally carried tu the credit of the court, on the favorable terms of quarter 
preniiniti. 

The home aiifhnritirs found that Mr. A B.’s nppaintmrnt took place ori 
the 29ih January 1821 and that the fact oiiaht to haie been duly bronalit to the 
iiidice of the local governineiii with ii a reasonuhle period of its uccurraiico, and 
in Ibatca/c iisltould liave been sp, on a much earlier date than that borne by 
Mr. A. Hf’s covenoiit. 

Further, that Mr. A. R. oiiuht to have been admitted to an annuity from 
ihe 29 h Jouury 118^18, and should undoubtedly have been so admitted but from 
hie beiiiif unfbnunHitdy deprived of the rcqiiii*iie means of proving his period of 
service. On that defect being remedied, the court of directors decided that Mr. 
A. n. mitiht be permitted to purchase an annuity at a qua ter value coiUi|enc? 
lug from ist ^tlay 1B38| and lie was admitted to an extra aiinnity, 

Tlie point leiative to Ihe possible coiiflictiiiff c)sims of rank and servtcp> 
did not app/ear to the hoiiMe government to call f»r Intrrposiiion. because it 
was expnssly stated ill the rules of the fund that the annuities should be 
tendered to aubscrib rsaccordiug to their seniority. 

Further, the c'liirt of directors ruled that it was pot necessary to disfarb 
the rule hy wliich the comnieneeinenr of service is at present computed. If of 
the two documentS|(lhe covenant and euuri's letter of notification.) upon which 
Ihe deci'iim rests, one only can be found ; the quchtiun is tu be deci .ed by that 
one, unless as in the case of Mr. A. B.’s evidence exists which supplies the 
plHce of the document which is wanting. In such cases the servant is to be 
fC 9 i> 0 ftd U) the uiiiauiages uf nhiuii acci>leuu)circuiii8tutices have deprived him, 
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Mr. C r>. wnfl Rpf.ointed t wntfr at the»Ain« period as Mr. A* B. via llie 
29i]i Juiioarv 1642, nud under almUar ciicumstauccf*, hie length of acrvice inuat 
therefore be reckuuid from that date.

7. There is no reason why this rule should not be observed In all caars of

tio*i. In that case the appointment that Mr. O. 1>. he'd in the lower provinces- 
bavins been fi led up without reference to his exact pogjiioii, it became neces- 
sary as a measure of jutt coinpensttion, to permit him to draw an allowance 
equal to what he ’o<t by the permature appoin'ment of a successor to his late 
situation during the short peri* d which intervened before he was appointed to 
another fixed situation in the North VVestrT^i Provinces. 

8. In the ease of Mr. A B. alsn on account of sick certiftcaic, retained for 
employ Ni the lower provinces after his retarii from tha Cape of Good tlope^ 
the circumstances were speiial as provided in the rule above explained, but hia 
appoint iiient in Bundlecund has not been disposed of. Mr A. B. havitii; beeii. 
recently appointed to a fixed situation in the lower provinces, will, from the 
date of that appointment (:i2 id of June) cease to have any connection with tbe 
North Western provinces, or to drive any part of his salary thence.

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3rd. Mr. A. B.’s case would in my opinion appear td be a apeolaKbiie. Ha 
is said to be ‘ retransferred to the Benjral presidebcy* never haYing to my know- 
ledfEe been employed before in tliat division, and now he merely holds an offiei* 
atin^ appointment there, arid bus submitted to me bills for Audit for his saUry ' 
as deputy collector of Government customs at Biindlecund up to the end of the 
past month, from which it is evident that he sllll considers himself attatched to * 
these Provinces.

MXdCRliLARBOtTS CONNECTED WITH LEAVE, &C. REJOININQ, &C. 

Any civil officer who may beahsent from his station without leave, shall be 
considered to have forfeited tiie whole allowances of the office to which he stands 
appointed for the period of his imautliorised absence, unless the penalty be ex** 
pressly remitted by government ; and any officer exceeding his leave shall be 
iicld by the Civil Auditor to be absent without permission for the time of such 
excess. 

An officer leaving the liittlts of his jurisdiction, whether with or without 
the ordeiR of government, shall be bound to report the circumstauce to the Ci- 
vil Auditor. 

Any officer who may be removed station to another, shall in iih^ 

manner report to the civil auditor the dates^on which lie may make over and 
receive charge ; and the civil auditor is restricted from passing the bill of any 
officer appointed to a new office for the allowances belonuing to such office 
(without the special orders of coverDment) until he shall have received report of 
his having taken charge thereof. 

Leave of absence, when solicited for the purpose of visiting any place on 
the continent of India, shall not be granted for a longer period than 6 months, 
but which will of cuise be extended at the dbcrcliou of guveriimcut on due and 
sufficient cause being i hewn. 

Any officer desiring to visit the presideney with the inlentio^ of making a 
voyage to sea for the benedt of his health or otherwise, shall be required rlls- 
tinctly to specify in his application the period of leave necessary for the first 
purpose, at the expiration of which, renewed leave sbull be given for periods 
uot exceeding one mouth, until he finally avails himself of the further peruuL- 
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4 I 0 D to qalt tbe pretidenejr, on which oecatlon (he veuel in whieh he emberke 
must be duly reported. 

Any officer arriving at the presidency whether from the Interior of the 
conntry or from aboard, shall report his arrival to the secretary to goveriimeot 
in the department to which he belongs, as well as to" the authority to which he 
may be immediately subject, if holdina any office subordinate to any other. 

Any officer returning to the presidency after having made a sea voyage, for 
the recovery of his health or otherwise, shall unless the contrary Is sptclally 
sanctioned by Roverument, be required to rejoin his station within the time 
that may be prescribed fur travelling to the station to which he stands appointed.

The right honorable the governor general of India In council is pleased to 
order the following resolotinns to be published for general Information. 

Rbeolyed,— T hat, for the conduct of the departments of accountant an* 
ier the government of Agra, there be established an accountant's office at Al- 
lahabad, * with which shall be combined the duties of the present Superinten- 
dent or superintendent of resources in the North Western provinces, and all the 
details at present conducted for those provinces by the accountant in the reve- 
nue EDj[ judicial departments, and in the department of customs st tbe presidency. 

That the officer placed at the heed of this office be denomiaated tbe ac- 
countant of the Agra presidency, and allowed a salary of 3,000 Rupees per men- 
sem ; that there be aitatched to the office a Deputy on a salary of 1,500 Rupees 
per mensem ; the nomination and appointment to both officea to bain the go- 
Tern or t of Agra. 

That the office of Superintendent of Resoarces in the North Weaterti pro- 
linces be abolished, and the records and accounts, with tbe establishment now 
entertained therein, be transferred to tbe accoantsul’s office at Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountant be also civil auditor for the Agra presidency, 
and that all charges in the revenue, judical and custom's department, and the 
charges of all other officers subject to the orders and authority of the governor of 
Agra, be submitted to the auditof the deputy accountsut and auditor at Allaha- 
bad : the disbursenieuts of political oQlecv’s, Chaplains and others not yet trans- 
lerred to the control of tbe governor 5C.Agra, will be audited^ as theretofore^ at 
the Bengal Presidency. 

That the accounts of all officers of the presidency of Agra be adjusted and 
made up in the office of the accoontaiit at Allahabad, in like manner as the 
accounts of the Madras and Bombay governments are adjusted at those presi* 
deneies respectively. Tbe transactions of Agra with the Bengal presidency will 
all pass through the offices ol tbe respective accountants at tbe seats of govern- 
ment. 

That there be transferred to the offices of account and audit for the Agra 
presidency such part of tbe establishments of the offices of account and audit

That the Ac.‘ourilant Qenersl i onduct in person the duties of Military Ae- 
eontitaiit, and the Deputy Accountant General be Accountant in the Secret, 
Political, Legislative, Judicial. Revenue, Qeneial, Financial, Commercial, Foreign 
Customs, Salt, Opium, and Ma'-ine Departments. 

That the Civil Anditor's Ofil ;e at. the Presidency eontiriue on its present 
footing ; and that it will be the duty of this Otllcer to audit the civil charges ol 
all DfM>artmpnt*«, and of nil Otfi ‘era subject to the Qovernmeiit of Bengal.

RESOLUTIONS KBLATING TO CHINA BERTANTS. 

OUR GOVERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 

Para. l. In reference to our Despatch dated the 27th of December, 
1933, No. 75, regarling the China Servants who may accept the ofier of Trans- 
fer to the civil Kstabliahment of India, we think it right to state that it is not 
our intention to require from these Servants as the condition of their remaining 
in the civil service, that they should pass the Examination in Native Language 
which is required from Writers. 

2. We have no doubt that the Gentlemen to whom we refer will use their 
exertions, and in many cases thnse especially of the Juniors, sucoessfuUy, to 
qualify themselves to hold any Office under your Government, but there are some 
Offices of iiiportunce in which a knowledge of the Languages is not iiidispea8able>

Resolved, that, having laken into consideration the sUnation in which the 
Members of the Ohiiiii Factory will be placed by the discontinuance of the 
company's Trade, the following arrangement be adopted, subject to the 
confirmation of the Board of Coininissinere for the Affairs of India, via. 

That in virtue of the authority biven by Section 1 13th of the Act of the 3d

DEPARTURE FROM INDIA OF THE GOVBRNOR-GENBRAL, GOYERNOR, 
COUNCILLOR OK COMMANDER IN CHIEF, WITH INTENT TO RETURN TO 
EUROPE DEEMED A RESIGNATION, &C. 

JKXXVII. And be it further enacted, that the departure from India of 
any governor general, governor, councillor, or commander in chief, with intent 
to return to Europe, shall be deemed in law a IMgnaUon and avoidance of 
his office or employment ; and that the arrival iir any part of Europe of any 
such governor general, governor, coaiicillor or commander in chief, shall be a 
sufficient indication of such intent; and that no act or declaration of any 
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governor (lenpral, ( 10 vernnr, conneillor, or commander in chief, during liU 
continuance in the presidency whereof he was governor eenerai, governor, 
cotuicillor, or commander in cliief, except hy soine.deed or instrument in 
writing under his hand and seal, delivered to the secretaiy in the public de- 
partment of the same presidency, in order to Its being recorded, shall be deemed 
or held os a resignation, or surrender of his said oiKce ; and that the salary and 
other allowances of any such governor general, or other otllccr respectively, 
shall cease from the day of such his departure, resignation or surrender, and 
that if any such governor general, or any other officer whatever, in the service 
of the said company, shall quit or leave the presidency or settlements to which 
he shall belong, other than in the known actual service of the said company, 
the salary and allowances appertaining to his office shall not be paid or payable 
during hjs absence to any agent nr other person for his use, and in the event of 
his not returning back to his station at such presidency or settlement, or of hia 
coming to Europe, his salary and allowance sha'I be deemed to have ceased from 
the day of his quilting sucli presidency or settlement, any law or usage to tho 
contrary notwithstanding. 


PILLlNa UP YACANCIBS IN THE CIVIL LINE. 

LVII. And be it further enacted, that all vacancies happening in any of 
the offices, places or employments in the civil line of the company’s service in 
India, (being under the decree of councillor,) shall be from time to lime fillrd 
up and supplied from amongst the civil servants of the suifl company, belonging 
to the presidency wherein su di vacancies shuU respectively happen, subject 
only to the restrictions in this act contained, and not otherwise vtitat is to 
aay,) that in the filling up and supplying such vacancies, no office, place, or 
employment, the salary, perquisites, and employments whereof sliall exceed one 
thousand five hundred pounds per annum, shall be confi ned upon or grmt- 
edtoany of the said servants who shall have not been actually resident 
in India as a covenanted servantof the said company for the space of three 
years at the least in the whole, antecedent to such vacancy, and if the salary, 
perquisites and emoluments of any • ffice, place, or employments, shall exceed 
three thousand pounds per annum, the same shall not be granted to or conferred 
upon any of the said servants wlio shall not have been actiiHlIy resident in India 
in the said service for the space of nine years at the least in the whole, antecedent 
to such vacancy ; and if the salary, perquisites, and einoiuinents of any office, 
place, or employment, sliall exceed three thousand pounds per annum, the 
same shall not be granted to or conferred iipaii any of the said servants who 
shall not have been actually resident in India i i tho said compiny’s service for 
the space of' nine years at the least In the whole ; and if the salary, perquisites, 
and emoluments of any office, place, or employment shall exceed four thousand 
pounds per annuih, the SI me shall not be granti'd to or conferred upon any of 
the said servants, who shall not have been actuilly resident in Indiu in the com- 
pany's service for the space of twelve years at the least in ihe whole, antecedent 
to huch vacancy ; aud that all appointments, advancements and promotions 
which shall be made for supplying any such vacancies, other than as aforesaid, 
shall be null aud void. 

INDENTS FOR CIVIL SRltVANT^. 

The government of India are obliged before the 30ih April of each year 
to send in India of the probable number of the civilians that will be required in 
the third year from that in which they intend prepared — in all the presidency. 
To do this properly the secretary prepares a note and statements exhibiting 1, a 
detailed list of the civil servant of the presidencies, 2 au abstract statement of 
offices, 3 the results compared with former }ear8, 4, the V''oporliun of Junior to 
reniurs, 5, the proportioon of substantive appointments to acting, 6 a 
prospective review of ijuumstances that might effect the demand for 
Juniors, The indents for^e last few years have generally been— Fur Bengal 
and Agra 95, for Madras ISl, and for Bombay 8« 
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PBITATB TRADING. 

Members of the Civil and Military services may become sliareholders in 
the Universal Assurance Company, but it is not allowed that occupations of 
a private institution should interfere with the claims of the public service to 
the undivided attention of tiie company's servants, and they are * positiveljr 
interdicted* from takini; any part in the management of U. A. Co'S| or any 
other similar company* 


exceptions. 

The above interdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the AgricultoraT, or other 
such Soeieties, which cannot be in any way looked upon as trading establishments.

RESOLUTION. 

Circumstances having recently come to the knowledge of Cfovernment 
which augge'^t the expediency of preventing sales of valuable property, from 
being made by the civil and Military Officers of the honorable company'i service 
to foreign princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under 
the protection of the British Government, without due intimation to Govern* 
ment through the principal local authorities, of the purposed sale and transfer 
of such property and the consideration to be r^cevied for it, His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council is pleased to prohibit in future all sales, 
purchases, and transfers, between the Civil and Military servants of Govern* 
ment on the one hand, and natives of the description above noticed on tha 
other, of grounds, houses, boats, equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, 
and generally'every description of private property exceeding the value of fiva 
thousand C^.OOO) Itupees, without the sanction of Government being previously 
obtained, under such penalties as the circumstances of each particular ease of 
disobedience to these orders may demand. 

The Governor General in Council takes ibis opportunity of adverting to 
theResoIntlon passed in the Political Department under date the 17th 8eptem* 
her 1831, and published in General Orders of the l8th of the same month, 
cautioning all Civil and Military Officers of Government against carrying oa 
any communications with native princes and chiefs, or their vakeels, eaoept 
through the channel of the Political Anthorities. 

CHARGES OF CORRUPTION. 

Charges of corruption against civil servants are usuallv investigated in tbg 
presence of the accuser and accused, by Special Commissioners under the 
subjoined Regulation VJli. oi^817, and a copv of the resolution ordering the 
Investigation has been generally furnished toiheECCaMd* 

Whereas by Section 7. Ueguiaiiuu XVII, 1813, tbe general 

PrsambU* control over the proceedings of all commissions conatituteA 
under the provisions of section 6, of that regulatiouijs vested 
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In the Sudder Dewenny Adewlut, the Botrd of Revenue, the Board of Commie* 
eionere and the Board of Trade respectively, (accordina aa the peraon accused 
may be under one or other of those authorities ;)aiid whereas by Sections 13 
and 14 of the resulation aforesaid, it is provided that the Commissioner or 
Commissioners so appointed shall transmit to one or other of the said authov 
rities, as the case mny be, the whole of the proceedinsrs lield and documents 
received, togethtr with a summary of the pleadin^r and evidence, end his or 
their opinion on the case, and that the Sudder DewannylAdswIut, or the Board 
to wldch the case may belong, submit the whoie of the proceedings and 
documents received by them to tha Governor General in Council, with their 
opinion whether any and what facts, charged against the party, appear to have 
been eatabliahed ; and whereas, on some occasions, an adherence to the above 
form of proceeding may be productive of serious delay, in the final determina- 
tion of the case, and of consequent distress to the accused party, as well as of 
inconvenience to the Public Service ; the following rules hare been enacted, in 
modification of the provisiona above mentioned, and of such part of Section 
ef the* Regulation aforesaid, as refers to the said provisiona. 

2nd- Whenever a Special Commission shall

BORROWING, LBNl^INO. 

By Regulation X^^XVill of covenanted servants of the company 

empl(»yed in tlie administration of justice, or the collection of the l|•tiTen^e,are 
prohibited lending money to propiietora or farmers of land^ dependent talook- 
dars, under-fanners, or ryots, or their sureties. 

By Revenue C.O. of June 4, 182*^ it Is ruled that their Is nothing more tQ 
be deprecated, than that the ofB errs charged with the civil adrninistration of the 
country should bo under pecuniary obligations to zemindars, or other holders, 
or farmers of hindf in the districts under their authority ; the objection applies 
sUll more directly to such loans received from the Quardiaus of Wards, or the 
man.'iger8 of ilieir estates. 

In this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove mneh 
more hurtful to the public service, and injurious to the good name of the offioers 
of Government, than that of leu liiig, against which the Rule of Regulaiioa 
XXXVIll 1793, is directed. 

The Revenue C. O.of May 23, 1833, requires that no public servant shall 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose re- 
lative ordepenrlanS he h, either directly or indirectly, indebted, without in- 
curring, whenever the circuinstances may be made knovu to his superiors, the 
most serious responsibility. 

BALB8 TO NATIVES. 

The Court of Directors have declared they will consider every officer high- 
ly cuipa^ein being havitoally concerned in Sales of* horses, cattle, &c. with 
zemindars who might be suitors in their Courts,’ in as much as they infringe an 
expressed Regulation, and violate a solemn engagement. 

EBSqLUTlON RBOARDINO^ NUZZITRS AND BUPPLBSIBNTAL ORDERS TO OFin 
FICBRS OF THB SBVERAL DBFARTMBMT. 

Tort William, the ^dJune, 1829. 

The rigl:thon*ble the governor general in council having resolved to abolish 
theCRBtom which prevails generally throughout the provineea aubjeoi to ih|i 
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presidency, of natives presentini; Nuzznrs In money, and trays of fruit, and other 
article’s, on the occasion of their ps) inir official or complementary visits to pub- 
lic Functionaries In the service of the honorable company, it is hereby notified 
for the general information of all public officers under this presidency, that the 
custom in question is strictly prohibited from the date of the publication of this 
notice, and that it is the expectation of government that all public Functionaries 
will adopt every measure within their power to make this prohibition generally 
known, and obeyed by all natives of whatever rank of degree with whom they 
have official or private intercourse. 

Indirection the abolition of the custon^ above referred to the governor ge- 
neral in council deems it due to the servants of the hou’ble company generally, 
to declare tliat the measure has not been adopted by goternment on the ground 
that it has been perverted to improper purposes by any public officer under 
government, but from the conviction that it subjects natives to useless, and 
frequently vexaiions expense, and to extortion on the part of menial servants 
and department". His Lordship in council is indeed fully persuaded that the 
abolition of a practice open to snch serious objections will be viewed with satis- 
faction by every officer in the hon'ble company’s service. 

In circulating this resolution to political officers it was stated that the pro- 
hibition relative to the acceptance of iiuzzers and presents of fruit, &c. was 
intended to apply to the cases of individuals who are suljects or dependents of 
the British uovemment, and consequently under their controu1,aDd not to na- 
tive I rinces and others to whom we have no right to issue a prohibition order, 
for with regard to complimentsry presents of fruit from native princes, and 
others not s .hject to our authority the refusal miuht be offensive to their fbel* 
iiigs, as contrary to established usage, but in as much as tiie practice can ba 
discouraged without giving umbrage, the political officers were not to fail to act 
111 the rpiritof the resolution above quoted. 

The resojution was circulated to all revenue and Judicial officers and to tba 
Army with a mere iutimatioo, that it was for their liiformatiun and guidance. 

BOBROWINO ARTICLES FROM NATIVES OR OTHER PRIVATE INRIYIDIT* 
ALS, PROHIBITED. 

JSxtractsofa General Letter from the Honorahle the Court of Directari, 
dated the iZth Nov, and 23£f December^ 1833. 

Para, 55. It was found that Mr. A. B. officiating commissioner ofoireoit 
had applied to a Zemindar for the gratuitous use of his budgerow which was 
to save him an expense of some hundred rupees. We entirely concur in the 
censure which you passed upon his conduct. Mr. A. B. we observe, made the 
fallowing assertion: ^ Borrowing boats, and elephants is a circumstance of daily 
occurrence, and 1 may with safety assert I believe that there Is not an officer 
in the service who has not done so.* If this representation be in any degree 
well founded, we desire that a practice which is not creditable to persona in 
public authority, and is in violation of the rules of our service, may be efiectuv 
ally pui down. 

On this it was ordered that the above should be circulated to the several 
enmmissiouers for their information and for that of the officers aubordioate m 
them.

In 
eases of lets importance, it shall be the duty of the court to notice in their 
annual Report any serious defect which they may believe to exist in the adini* 
lustration of civil justice in any district under tlieir Jurisdiction. 

In addition to the number of cases decided by each Zillah Jndire, the num- 
ber of tiiiscellaneoua Judicial Orders passed by him, and the number of days 
employed in Session business, wliich information is now aiven in the annual 
Report of the court of Sudiler Dewanny Adawliit, tha* Report shall in future 
show the number of appeals, Regular and Special, lodged against such Decisions 
and miscellaneous Ordvrs, tiie result of all the appeal of a like nature from each 
Judge decided oil dining the course of each year, and the number of days in 
which each Judge sat for the transaction of civil business. 

Goiresi onding inform ition, with respect to the Proceedings of the several 
Session Judges, must be embodied in the annual Reports subrni'ted to Qovern* 
ment by the court of Sudder Nizamiit Adawlut on the adminis' ration of criminal 
Justice; and a conesponding method for laying the nreessa'y iufunnation 
before that court collcctiiely, must be adopted. 

It shall be the duty of the several commissioners of cirenlt to report. In 
their llalt-yeaily Police Returns, their opinions on the general efhelcncy o^ the 
P dice of each District under their Superintendence, and on the manner in which 
tile various business ill tills Department bus been performed by each of the 
Officers among whom It is distributed. It v^ill also be the duty of each commis- 
sioner, to notice prominently in these Reports the extent, to which the services 
of the Assistants to the Maeistrates and Joint Magistrates in his Division 
have been employed, and the consequences of such employment, in order that 
the application and abililicH of the several Oilii'ers in The Junior grades uf the 
Berviceinay b«> brought distinctly under the view of the Governments. 

It will he the duty of the Sudder Hoard of Revenue, irnmedUtely upon the 
close of every Bengal and Fiisily year, to submit to Government estatement 
of all outstanding arrears of Revenue in every Bengal or FusHy District, with a 
note of the proportion per cent which such arrears may bear to the Jumma, in 
each case, and to remark, where necessary, in what degree the result is attribut- 
able to the conduct of the Collector or Deputy Collector in each District. 

Until tlie compietioiiof all Rfstimpiioti and Settlement business, the annual 
Division Reports required from the Sudder Board of R'ivenue, shewing the 
business that has been done in those Departments during the past years, and 
the plan of operations for the approaching cold season, will necessarily be cun- 
tinned. Ill titese Reports, us fur as those particular duties are concerned, the 
Sudder Board of Ueveiiiie are hereby required to represent every case in whi oh 
the conduct of the Officers employed has been distinguished by zeal, and 
discretion, or by the contrary faults ; and to call upon the commissioners and 
collectors under them, to furnish them with all Statements of the allotment of 
work their assistants, and with all the other rnitcrials that may be necessary 
to enable them satisfactor Iv to perform the duty above required of them. 

It is hereby dgclared that ills the duty of the Sudder Courts and Board, of 
the commissioners, of the Collectors and Deputy Collectors, and of the Ma« 
gistrates and Juinc Magistrates, to report to their immediate superior every 
cases in which tiny rnay^e of opinion that a covenanted Otficer, subordinate to 
them is decidedly disquaiiiied to dicharge efficiently the duties entrusted to 
him ; and it is hereby notified to all such Functionaries that it is considered an 
psscotial part of their duty to make ibemselvcB acquainted w'th the manner in 
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which their sobordinate officers perform their duties ; and that they themselves 
will beheld responsible for any mischievous consequences that may result from 
any inefficiency, bad hrtbits, or serious errors of conduct of thoie^ under them, 
that ought to have been known to them, unless they report the same for tha 
information of their superiors. 

In framing the rules which have been above prescribed, the right honora- 
ble the governor of Denial has discharaed the duty committed to him of im- 
provinjt, as far as possible, the established system for the control of the civil 
administration; for ensuring to efficiency Its Just reward; and protecting tfao 
public interests from the consequences of incapacity or neglect. But be can- 
not allow the opportunity of promulgating the rules to pass, without making 
known to the civil service in these provinces the hieh satisfaction with which 
since hie arrival in India, he has observ- d the zeal, the justice, and the success 
with which, with rare exceptions, they have applied themselves to the perform- 
ance of their various and arduous functions. To their character and public 
spirit more than to the operation of any formal sy«tem of supervision and con* 
trol, he locks for a perseverance in the same meritorious exertions, and .lor a 
maintenance of the same careful regard, in their importaui and often delicate 
trusts, alike to public aud to individual rights. 

CASUALTIES. 

All casualties to be reported to the departments of government concerned. 

CUSTODY OF EFFECTS OF ESTATES AND PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

All government servants are railed upon to take charge of the effects of de- 
ceased public officers, and all public property generally when without custody. 

GAZETTING MILTTARY-CIVIL. 

All matters affecting military officers employed civilly are always com- 
municated from (he civil to the military department and where gazetting is ne- 
cessary, the same appears in the orders of both departments. 

B2LCI1ANOB8. 

Exchanges between servants of Bengal and Agra respectively may be 
sanctioned when the arrangements made for the exchange preliminarily by the 
parlies concerned is unohjcciioiiable in its nature; but application for transfer 
is not usually complied with except under special circumstances of which the 
government Judges, taking into consideration the merits of each particular 
case. 

LAW OFFICERS OF GOYBRNMBNT, HOW TO BE CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the law officers direct, or otherwise than 
through the government secretariat of the department under which they serve. 

ASSAY MASTERS BBTIRING PENSION. 

Assay masters and deputy assay masters are permitted to retire after BO 
years ser«ic ■ iiiclnding three years for the one furlough, the former upon £300 a 
year the pension of asuperinteiMling surgeon (but nnt subject like lifs to increase 
for longer service) ; and the latter u|)oii £101 IB, 6, the pensiun of a surgeon ; 
and if compelled by ill healh,duly certified, to quit India at.an earlier period, 
the retiring allowance after ten years' service to be £200 a year for an assay 
masters and £150 for the deputy. 

RETENTION OF POLITICAL PRESENTS BY MILITARY OFFICERS.' 

On a claim to retain the presents received from the Lahore Durbar by the 
party who accompanied Runjeet bing’s ashes to Hiirdwar, it was observed that 
it was contrary to military usage and the established rules for officers and 
soldiers in the service of government to receive preaents of such a nature. 

KBBLUT TO PjLITICO-MEDZCAL OFFICERS. 

A Medical officer employed under orders of the political department for 
some weeks in attendance on.the late Maharajah Hunjeet Sing, was presented 
on his departure from Lahore by that court with a Kheiut and a cash 
iB.ifuC. 
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Tlip queslion bavins arispn ao to Tvbelhpr under tba s^neral prohibition 
aeninst the retention of Buch public ofticers they could be kept in thie instnnce, 
the governor-senertil derided that both the Kiielut and the amount balance of 
cash that bad been tendered as a 2eafut mfalit be retained by the medical 
officer in question, not as apoliticai present, but as a fee for medical attendencf; 
B» the chances were tliat bad lie been at ills on n station be would have been 
gaining fees to the same amount for family medical attendance. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE. 

An assistant at tlie political Residency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling disputed boundary claims of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
Powar estates. 

This bill was returned by the civil auditor on the ground that the claim 
was not founded on the requisite authority of government for the ebarue. 

The bill was passed, but the government remarked that officers on depu- 
tation were entitled to extra allowance, only when such deputation bad the 
BBncti 9 n of government. 

• 2d assistant, iNDons. 

The 2 I assistant to tlie resident at Indore having claimed his military pay 
and allowances in addition to the salary of his civil appointment, such claim 
was declared inadmissible, in consequence of the rule established under the or- 
ders of the linn'ble court problbiling the same, and it was ruled that be eoiild 
draw only the salary of 2d assistant, viz. a consolidated one of Rs. 10-15-6, ^th 
chargeable to the opium ; and I to the political department, after deduction of 
Diilitary allowances. 

TENTAGE ON POLITICAL DEPUTATION. 

On a claim ofeapt, A. B. to compensation for loss in tents sustained by 
him when deputed with the ashes of Mabutaja KunjeetSing to Hurdwar, it was 
observed tliat as capt. A. \^. enjoyed an allowance for tentage under the regu- 
Ution of government, ids application for re-imbursement on account of wear 
and tear of tents could not be admitted. 

Bis extra carriage expenses were however passed to Captain A B. 

OPFICE IIENT. 

The O. P. A. at ——— having solicited the sanction of government to a 
charge of 80 Hs. as office rent for.coiiductiiigthe duties of the agency at A. B. 
during the nnbealthy season at C D. it was ubservcMl in reply that government 

allowed Captain .to take up Ids residence at a distance from the 

court to which he was accredited fiir reasons of n personal nature, viz, the 
great personal risk of a residence at the unheulthy station of C.D during certain 
parts of tlie year without his ^leing subjected to any diminution of allowance ; 
and that the government mulft not be charged with extra expenses on account 
of office arraugemeut under such circumstances.

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8TUOEI7T3 AT. THE SENIOR DEPART^TENT OF THE ROYAL 
MILITARY COLLBQE. 

1. A candidate for arlmitsion to the senior department of the college 

moRt be a commUsioiied offieer in the army, and must liHve completed the 
twenty first year of the^ntre; he m'ut haoe actually served as a commissioned 
qfficer with his regiment for three years abroad^ or four years at homCy unless 
he should have been reduced hail-pay befurc the cuiiipletioa of such period, 
wheu his claim will be considered. ^ 

2. His application is to be addressed to the Governor of th^ college, and 
be supported by satisfactory testioioniaU as to character and conduct; as like- 
wise of his beioi; well grounded in the duties of the particular branch of service 
to which be belongs. 

3. These testimonials must be from the officer commanding the reeiment 
n w hich he is serving, or, if on half-pay from an officer of rank in the service. 

4. It is recommended that every officer previously to his admission should 
make hiinseif master of the elements of plain geometry ; his thornuegh acquaint- 
ance with coinuiun arithmetic, is, of course, presumed and expected. 

All tlie students will hare the free use, under such reaulations as the Go- 
veriior may deem necessary, of the books, maps and plans in the college library. 

5. The time allowed for the course of education at the senior department 
is two years from the date of the admission of each officer. Uni ss he has been 
educated at the junior dep trtiuent, m which case the period allowed is one year 
and a half. 

6. At tile close of every half-year of residence the student's required to 
undeigo an examination in progressive portions of the course of instruction ; 
wlien, if he be found not to iiive mtde the advencement required iu the six 
months, he will be recommended to join his regiment without waitiug for the 
period allowed for the completion of the course. 

7. Officers performing the required course of studies, are, at the close of 
their residence, presented with ceruti raiesof thidr quulificatious from the com- 
missioners of the College iiccordiug to the degree of protiuiency audJUleut eviu* 
ced at the public exumiiiatiorv 

8. Tbe number of students in the senior department is at present limited 
lo fifteen. 

9. Each student pays into the funds of the college such sum annually as 
has been priviously determined by the Board of Commissioners. 

10. Tbe annual subscription at present is thirty guineav. 

11. Every officer, on becoming a student. Is required to subscribe two 
guineas to the College Library Tuud. 

12. Quarters are provided for as the officers of the senior department, at 
the College. And forage money for one horse (under the authority at the col- 
legiate Board) is allowed to such us liavo made sufiicieut progress in their stu- 
dies to qualify them for aketchiiig in the field. 

13. Every officer Btudying at the senior department is required to wear 
his uniform with the same strictness as if on duty with his regiment. 

14. Tn esse any officer belonging to the senior department conducts him • 
self in such munner as may Appear to beat all detrimental to the iustitution, 
or holding out a bad example to tlie yoting gentlemen of the junior department, 
either by want of application or ill other respects, a report upon his conduct 
will be transiniite l by the Governor to the Adjutant Geueral, with a view to 
his being withdrawn from the Institution. 
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15. Roe!m(>ntBl officers on full pay, who obfain permission to become 
Btndent<« at the Senior Departmont of the lloyal Mi iiary College, or to be, re- 
ported in the reoriraiontal returns in the column of '' officers absent on duty'* 
for the period during which they remain at the ColIee.e. 

SETTLERS IN THE COLONIES. 

No. 45G Gbnbral ORnBR8.^.ffbrse Guardi^ Avgust ^ 1827* 

His mnjpsty being dcsirnns of holdini; out further enconraeements to offi- 
cers on half-pay, to become gertlers io New Sngrh Wales and Van Diemana’ 
Land, has I'een pleased, in reference to the General Orders of the 8th June, 
182G, and l6Mi May 18'27, to command that the fotlowins addliional indnee- 
ineiits shuli he promnlirated to (lie army, for the iriformation of those officers 
who may be disposed to avail themselves of the benefit of this arrangement. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased and wore reduced, whatever may 
hftvebeen the period of their service, or officers on half-pay who did not pur- 
chase, but who, after liaving served twenty years, half of which on full pay, 
have been reduced, or have retired to half pay on account of wounds or impair- 
ed health, sh:iU be ejeomped fiom that part of the regulation contained in Uie 
GenerHl Order of the 8(h June, 1826, which rt'quires the officer to rplinqnish 
one-third of the value of his commission to tho Grown, and shall be allowed to 
receive the full value of such commission, in the same manner as officers on full 
pay, who havinu piirchase l the commissions, or having served twenty yearS; 
are desirous of selling out fur the same object* 

His Majesty lias further been pleased to eommind, that this advantage shall 
be extended to officers of all rank'*, whethe* In or full pay. retired full pay or 
half-pay, but that In the two latter cl sses, all sales shall be subjected to the 
conditions and rpstrictioos established by the General Order of the 2d May, 
1825, notwithstanding that a large portion of the officers on haU-piy would be 
excluded thereby from sale, and in order that the government may have full 
security or the .appropriation of the sums produced by the sale of commissions 
to the Intended purpose, it is His .Majesty's eommind that the agent to whom, 
the purchase money be paid, shall be instructed to retain in his hands one-third 
of the amount in each case, to be paid to the officers who purpose to emigrate, 
and who shall have obtained permission to dispence of h s coin Mission, or his 
half-pay, with that view, upon his producing to the agent a certificate, signed 
by the m ister of the vessel, that he lias engaged his passage on board ^uch vessel 
^or the purpose of proceeding direct to the colony.

RBGULATIOX. 

Ist.'^Tf an officer shall receive a wnnnd in action, which shall occasion the 
loss of an eye or a limb, or the total use of a limb, or limbs, orshall receive bodily 
injury fully equal to the loss of a limb, he may be eligible to receive a gratuity 
in money of onS^ear's full pay of the regimental rank, or staff appointment, 
|ield by him at the tiipe he was woqnded. 

Slid.— 'If an officer shnll be wounded In action, and It shall appear upon an 
inspection made of him by a Board of army medical officers, assembled by or* 
der of the secretary at war, that such officer has, in consequence of his wound, 
lost a limb or an eye, or has totally lost the use of the limb, nr that he has sus- 
tained a severe injury inaction, fully equal in every rcsiiect to the loe« of the 
limb, he may be recommended to his majesty for a pension at the rate B*ed 
jn tim annexed scale for the rank lield by him whig) he was wounded, and 
rommencintf one year after the wound was received ; the cuiiiiniiance of which 
sj^all depend upon aubaequent examinations before the Military Medical Board. 

Srd.^If the officer shall have lost more than one lirnb or eye, be may t)2 
recpipipeniled for pension for each limb or eye so lost in acUuq. 
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4th.— 'If tbe wound received by an officer In action fihall beao aevere. In 
ItR pernianent efivcM, as to be nearly equal but not fully equal to the loaa 
of a limb, such officer may be recomm<*iiileil fora aratuity of eighteen montha' 
full pay of hla reuimental rank, or atnif appointmenr, held by him when 
wounded ; In which case no pension shall at any subsequent time be granted to 
him under this regulation. 

5th. — If any wound received In aetiin shall be certified to be severe and 
daiii^erous, hutin its permanent efT^cts not eq lal to the loss of a limbi the 
officer receiving such wound may, in coiisiderarion of the expence attending 
the cure thereof, receive a gratuity, varying according to the nature of the case, 
of from three to twelve months' full pay of the regimental rankiof stsfiappuiut^ 
meiit held by him at the time he was wounded. 

6tii. — If an officer shall have held a pension fora wound received in action 
fora term of five years, and shall have been examined twice at the least, before 
a Board of Army Medical Officers, he may bo recommended for the permanent 
continuance of such pension ;but if the officer, before the expiration of the 
term of five years, sliull have so for recovered that this wound or injnrjr is not 
fully equal to the loss of a limb, then he shall cease to rcceiie such pension, and 
shull have a gratuity of full pay accordiug] to the degree of his injury, as laid 
down in article 5. 

7th —If wihhin the period of five years after a wound has been receivedi 
an officer does not apply for the pension, or applying for it, the wound shall 
not have been proved to be fully and permanently equal to the loss of a limb» 
such officer’s claim to a pensiou shall not at any subsequent period be entertained* 

8th.— No gratuity or allowance for any wound shall be granted after tbe 
lapse of five years from the time the wound was received. 

9th.— No pension for the loss of one eye, from a wound received in action, 
shall be granted, unless the actual loss of vision shall have occurred wl'hin five 
years after the wound was received, and be solely attributable to siich wound. 

10th. — As a general rule, the pension shall Be grunted according to regi- 
mental ranks ; but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have been 
employed at lliotime they were wounded, in discharge of duties superior to those 
attached to their regimental commissions, the pension shall be given according 
to the Brevet rank. 

lUh. — These pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent 
dUahilicy sustained by Wounds recenedin act ion, may be held together with 
any other pay and allowance to which an officer may be entitled, without any 
deduction on account thereof.

Durnoses *111x1 they were their side arms as an honourable dislinciioii of the 

Srofession to which they belong ; that they are not to use them in private broils, 
or even for their oWii personal defence upon such occasiuns ; and that it la the 
dutv of the aoldiera to avoid resorting to places in which such broils, are likely 
to lake place, more particularly when dressed as soldiers with I heir side arms. 

The Oeneral-cortimanding-in-chief is determined to put an effectual atop 
to ao dangeroua and disgraceful an offence, by the punishment and degradation 
of every aoldler who ahall, hereafter, be convicted of iU 

To th la end Lord Hill deslrca, that commanding officers of regiment 
denota will bring to summary trial, for unsoldier-like and disgraceful conduct, 
overv man who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted to draw, hia 
bayonet for the purpose of using It against another person in any case of 
dispute, affray, or Interference. 

Hia Lordship further desiree, that every soldier convicted before a court<* 
martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the tases 
herein contemplated, may , in addition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public parade, in front of the regiment or depot to which ha 
belongs, by btlug there stripped of hit buyonet, and bayonet belt, and proclaiui- 
ed by the commanding officer at a man unworthy to be entrusted with the 
care o' bis bayonet, except in the rnnks, under the view and command of hia 
officer. 

In all such cases, the offender shall be stripped of liis side arms by the 
pioneers, in order to enhance his degradation. He who is tlius degraded, 
iball not be suffered to wear his bayonet or buyonet belt, except upon duly, for 
one year from that date of his degradution ; during wliich time he shall be 
denied every Indulgence to which tlie good soldier isciililled, and shall march 
to churoli, ill the ranks, without side arms. His name Bhall, moreover, be 
posted up in some conspicuous place iu the barruek-room of the company to 
which he belongs, on the barrack gate, and on the dojrs of the guard house, 
and canteen. 

The General Commanding-ln-ehief feels confident, that these measures 
will, with the'xealoiis co-operation of all classes of ofticers and tiie vigitance of 
the Non-oom^ttisioned offiers, soon rescue the army from the stigma which a 
few unworthy Individuals would attach to it, by resoriiug to a base aud 
unmanly expedient, heretofore unknown amongst British soldiers.

The Cnmmander^n-Chief takes this occnsion to call the nttehtion of the 
Commanding 0'iicer4 of regiments, to the views wliieh led him to issue the 
order under consideration. His object was to be enabled to piuce In the two 
situations, which, in a native coips ho considers to be so important, the Offlcera 
ill each regiment who are really (lie best caleulHteil to dll them advantageously, 
are at the 84metime the m^st dcseriing, fiuiii appliculiun to their duties, 
ana from tlieir a< q'lhcimnis. 

In making the arrangement, he put aside every idea of patronage and 
^personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that the Pornmnuding officers of recimenta 
will do the same, and that no auch feelings shall have away in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

If on any occasion he discovers that such has been the case, or that any 
under mratis hare been used to obtain a selection for either of these appoint- 
nieots, the officer guilty of the same will meet Ui^ Excellency’s decided repro- 
bation and discfluntmance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represf iited, that tha 
aforesaid order does not work so well in the artillery, »s in the reuirnents of the 
line, owing to* the frtquent chunge ofsabullerns fiom one bultulion to another,'

A specific reference naving been tnude to the Governor General upon the sub- 
ject of Hie right of Military uieii eruuloyeJ in any civil braneh of the Army, or 
uuder'the civ il Admiuistrutiiiii of Goveriiinent., to take Military command by 
virtue of their commisnions, ^lien entitled by seniority to claim the sate, it 
has been deemed necessary’ to lav down a general Buie, applicable to the seryices 
of the three Prisidencii'S. The loliowiug Order has accordingly «beeii passed, 
with the concurrence 01 U is Excellency' the cominander-iit^chiai of His Majes- 
ty's auiL of the Honorable uompany’a Forces in ludia. 
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Mililary men, when holdlnor •itantloae In any civil branch of the Army, or 
Pflller the civil Administration of OoverMi^nt, cannot lie allowed to claim, or 
piccrci^e the ri^ht of command, as eenior officers, by virtue of their commlasionf, 
wlUiont first resinftning and relinquishing their civil ehoploy or sitnations. 

The distinctions and advaiitaace of command are claimable only by those 
ivho are in the eaerciseof their profession, maybe called upon for Military do* 
Mca, and are liable to the privations and hardships of active service. By ao<« 
•Bptintf civil employ, a Military man obtaina present exemption from the ee« 
varec duties of hia profeiiipih and generally snperior emoluments, he canmii 
therefore be permitted to unite with the advantaaes of tide line of service, tRe 
isrivlleae of aigertiiig a claim to aupersede those, who, in the routine of duty and 
of promotion, become en til ted to a Military charge or command. 

The above Order is not intended to apply to nfficera placed with D 'tach« 
ments, or othewise, in the temporary ebarge of districts by military aiilhorlfy, 
pending operations, although performing civil duties in consequence of luch an 
appointment. Employment of this description may fill to any Officer in the 
•ourse of his professional service, and cannot, therefore, be ennt.i<lered to in- 
solve any (orreitture of Vlititary privilegea.^ff O V. P., 2Qtk July 1831.

All appointments to the coinmlss uiat shall be made from the Euro- 
pean commUaioned ranks of the Honorable company’s army, but no offl.jer 
thill be held eligible to be appointed, who has nat passed an examifiatlon in Ilia 
B4tiTe languages 

3rd. Every officer on his first appointment to the commissariat shall enter 
the department at the bottom of tlie junior grode. The only exeep io-i to>thls

The Honorable the court of Directora having detenniued that not more 
than five Of ficeis shall be siinultnueously absent on stuff Kmpio)inent frurii 
any one coips whether cavaliy or infantry, the right honorable the vice prest* 
dent ill council, with (he coociirreuce ot the governor general, is pleased ai the 
earnest recomniaodutioii of the c<mirnaiider>in*«’hief to establisii on tliis head, 
a further restriction us to the grades fioiri whicii tlie five iiidivcluals are tw betaken. 

The elflciei.cy of the aimy in alt its blanches, being ol the lust consequence, 
it is deemed highly cxpeuieiit towards the aiiuininent o| so iiiiponant an object, 
that a pioper number of experkiiced officers should be present with every regu- 
lar Regiment, to contribute their aid in susidining its •.iscipline, and in diffus- 
iim that cui. fideiicuuinongit a native officers and men 'he which conduces sojgs- 
atiilialJy to the well-being of an army constituted as is tlnatof Bengal. To secure, 
therefore, as far as the uieuns at disposal will admit, the services with every 
eurps of u portion of competent officers, the nomber of llegiineutal captains 
that may be alsciit ai one time from the same corps of the line, on stuff, or 
other lerinaneiit public employ inent, is restiicted to two. 

The measure here indicated, as lulculated to conduce to the greater effii.- 
of the army, is designed to be wholly prospective, and by no megn^ to 
affect present incuinbents of the grade oi captain, unless in such cases of emer- 
gency as his excellency the cominuiidcr-iu chief may led constrained to bring 
to the special notice of guneriiinent. 

To obviate all occasion for rcb fences, and for decisions on particola/* c^e 
hereafitr, the vice presidcui in council IS pleased lu announce as a rule /o 
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future gniHance thntj, when two captains are absent from a corps In public situ* 
ations, and a Biibnltern of the same corps holdini; a detached staff situation, 
cornea to be promoted to the rank of retfimentul captain, the«tficer so protno** 
ted shall be the individoul to vticate his appointment, under the'^0|»eralioti of 
these orders. — 6r. 0. F. P., nth Atigust \^27. 

The ri^ht honorable the eoveriior genenii in council is pleased to relax tha 
operation of the rule published in tfencrnl orders of the 17th August last limi- 
ting the number of oflicers to five Bimultaneously absent from any one corpa 
on staff employ, in furor of otfieers unequal for a limited period to the per- 
formance of regimental duty, from vv( iimls recrived on service, and to declare 
all such officers eliuible to bo appointed i.> suff mtiiaiions, without reference to 
the number absent from thecoipsto whicn they belong, but this relaxation of 
the rule in favor of wounded officers is not to be considered us givinif any per- 
manent encrease for stuff employ from th*' reuiments to such officers, the 
number lillnwed from them btioc, as from all other corps, limited to five to 
wliich it will be reduced as situations lapse — *G. O G.' 2Qth October 
1827. 

The Ernvernor In eounoil having understood, that the phrase * permanent 
public employment, ' used towards the close of the 2od paragraph of gineral 
orifers of the 17lh AngnsI last is list hie to misconception, is pleased to explain 
that the term ^ |irriiitini-nt' has refetooce, not to the conditions on wirich any 
piil)!ic elnpln^ iner t is held — i. c. whether the occupant be the real incumbent, 
or a locum tericns tmlj — but to the nature of the employment; and was inten- 
ded to exempt from the restrictions of the eitf d orders, such staff situations as 
muy be found requisite on the foi million of any army for service or of a body 
of troops for any special purpi se ; in uhicli, and nil similar cases, the officers to 
fill the brigade, deiai hment, or other local and temporary staff appointments, 
may be drawn from the corps composing the force, notwithstanding the provk- 
slons nf the orders in (|nosiion, regarding the number and rank of absentees.— 
G. O. O, G.f Decnnhvr 1827. 

The governor uontrnl in eonncil is pleased to direct the pnhllcation in 
general orders, of the following rxiraets of general letters from the honorable 
the court of direct rs, under dates the 2G:h November and 3d December 1838, 
and to declare their i rovisions alike applicable to the three preBideneics : 

General Letter^ 2(ir// November 18*28. 

Para 3. ‘ We think it necessary to desire that no offli’er be withdrawn 
from his regiment for the purpoae of being appointed an extra or supernu- 
merary Aid-dC'Canip. Any officer, so withdrawn, and who lioes not hold on 
authorized staff appointment, will be directed to rejoin his corps, and in no 
case is any officer not of the regular ai d established number of AdieB-de-Cttinp 
to be granted any allowance us such. 

General Letter^ t^rd December ^ 1828. 

Para 17. ' You are uuaro of our great anxiety that the demands for the 
staff should be suppliid cqii.dly fiom all the regiments in the service. Our 
orders limiting the iMirnber to be wiihdiuwn from any one regiment to five, 
were dated on the S5ih Novimber 1838, and we are glad to perceive from your 
general ordei of the 17ih August 1827, urising out of a valuable suggestion by 
Lord Combermere, that those orders have been made more precise in their 
application. We hilly apprine of the new regulation as published by yoa on 
that occasion ; and we desire that it be stiicily enforced at our several presi- 
dencies.* 

10. ‘ The nnmber of officers In each regiment, placfd at your disp osal for 
the Bluff, being more ihun adequate for all the deinunds which liuve ever been 
mode for the services of officers on detached duty, we think It advisable still 
further to contract the limits of selection laid down in our letter of the 2&th 
of November 1823, uiiil we accordingly desire that no Regiment of Cavalry or 
Infaiitry shall have three ofliceis withdraiiin for detached employment, until 
all regiinenis have two; — nor four, until ail have three.' 

20. * Sufficient time has now elapsed since our orders of the 25th No- 
vember 1623 were received and promulgated, to allow of their having been 
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broiielit into rnniplete operation in every repiment, but if at tbe date of re- 
cript of Ilifse orders, any reuiniPiit sliall liH^e more tliun five* officers abseiit 
from it on detacHfed employment, vre rie*lre that all in excess to that iiumlrwr 
be immediately relieved from llieir staff emplyi and directed to rjjoiii tbeir^ 
corp*-.* 

21. ‘ In any future case, when four oflirers shall hare been withdrawn 
fr(iin one Kceiiiieiit on detached duties, und the mini ber allowed for as beiiij} 
absent on furlo'itzh, (l amfly four) sloill be complete, we desire that, If tin ad-' 
diti« nal officer shall require to proceed to Koplund, on sick cerliKciile, one of 
the four abBcntees on detached duty (li e lust wilhdravriii) be required to rejoih 
his corps.*

present onlers no more than this number can be wiihdniwn for staff employ-

The Hiclit Hono- 
rab'olhe povcrnoreencralin com.cil is pleased to diiect, ihat the f dlowinp ex- 
truct1[Parapiai)li 3 <»f a letter, No. 47, fr<»in the hon’hle tlie court of directors, 
in the rnililuiy dcpui f cut, under dau* the 8'h Max, 1833, bo pijhli'»hcd in 
prneral orders, und that the rule thi ieni laid down be made applicable to the 
three presidencies : 

Para. 3. * AMiouph xve attach a very huh importance to the rnres es- 
tablished fiir restrictin'! the wilhdrawal of oificeis from Rejiimcntal duty for

The ottention of the government havinu been drawn to cl >8^68 2 and 4, of 
general orders of the 17th A uLMist J827. — the former, restricting to two tliQ 
niitnlter of Regimental captains that may be absent at the same lime from a 
corps of the line, on staff or other public permanent employ,— aud the latter, 
providing f'»r the return to his corps of any staff officer on promotion to tlie 
rank ofcapiuin, who would otherwise be an ahsentee in that grade in excess 
to two, the governor general of India jn council, has had under considenitioii 
the consiqiipTices whieh have resulted from iheir combined operation, and be- 
jpg of opiuiun, that u atrict adLeiei.ee to the rules laid down iu ihoae clause! 
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TiiuBt. orcasifmnlly, be pnwliiciive of inj'iry fo tl»p pnhlfc periricp, «Mf1 iinnecefl- 
sHry hardship to indiv iduiilx, is pleased lo modify the provisions of hoLhy to the 
extent hpreiii'urter specified. 

When two re imenlal captinna are absent from a corps of th.e line, on

whom, iifticiutiMg in a situation which rcii'leiB him liable to removal, should 
aheidy be absent from his regiment ; in this case, the officiatiiig o(fi^•e^, and 
not the one newly promoted, would be required lojoiu his corps.— C!. 0.0*0.

Sect. VIII.— Qualification and Eligibility for tub Ounrral 

Staff. 

Sy Service and i?an&.— Agreeably with orders recently received from the 
Hon’iile the Court of Direotor<‘, the following regulation is published, tor gene- 
ral ioforination. 

No officer will henceforward be appointed to fill any shnation on the 
fienerai staff of the Army, who shall not have served four years, three of 
irhieh in Ihe actual performance of regimeutai of stuff duty with a corps. 
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An officer mny lioM tlie Ritnatinn of ciide-de-comp after having ncrTed 
one .Tear with Ills rru linen t, but the period paeaed in that situation, except 
nhen employd on field service, is not to be counted in the regimental duty ub 
above prescribed. 

General orders of the 20tli Aiigrnst 1811 and 18th March 1820, are here - 
by cancellrd.— f». O. O. G., 3) st January 1823. 

The right hunoruble the governor general in council is pleased to direct* 
that the provisions of general orders, niidcr date tlie 3 st Jatir.ary 1623, pres- 
cribing the period of sorvice nr-cessary to entitle an officer to hold any situa- 
tion on the general stiifT of the army, he extendod to every civil sitoation to 
which a military officer is eligible — O O. O. O \'2th August 1825, 

In obedience to instructions, rec<‘ived from the honorable the court of 
directors, the governor general of India in council is pleased to revive and 
refiublish the rule laid down in paragrnpli 21 of general orders, dated thfl 
12th August 1824, relative to appointments to the general stuff. 

* No officer shall be eligible to hold the situations of adjutant general, 
quarter iviasti r general, military auditor general, or comrnissnr/ general, who 
has not previ«iusly a:tained the rank of major in the army, unless he shall have 
actually served twenty years in India. The deputies in those departments 
must have attained the rank of ciptuin in 'lie army, or have served twelve 
years in India ; and the assistants, ifthev have not attained tlie rank ut cap- 
tain, must have served ten years in India.* 

The above revived rule cancels the regulation published in general orders 
by the government of India, under date the 24ih September, 1S34 — (?. O. 
G, (?., 3Wi Nocemher l€35. 

No officer trnnsferred from one regiment to another shall be eUgihle to a 
stair nr civil appointment, although nth< rwise qualified, unKss he shall have 
served two years ill the regiment to which he may have been transferred.— 
Q, G, F, P., 24</i Septem er 1832. 

Knowledge / the Naiiiw Language — The Iionorable the court of direc- 
tors, having in a recent despatch again exp'*essed their anxious desire, tliat a 
competent knowledge of the native languages should be generally diffused 
among the officers of their army, and having at the same time, deemed it ne- 
cessary to prescribe that a certain degree of proficiency in one or more of those 
languages h in future considered an indispensable qualiticuiion for staff em- 
ploy, the right honorable the governor eeiicrul of India in council, with the 
Tlew of giving effect to the wishes of the Iionorable court, wiihoiit prejudice 
to the just claims of the many in other respects highly qualilicd officers now 
!n the service, is pleased to publish the following rules for general infor- 
mation 

I. No jnllitary officer who Is now in the service, or who may enter it 
hereafter, will be deemed qualified for, if eligible to, the commissariat depart- 
ment, or the appointment of regimental interpreter, unless he shall have passed 
the examination in the native languages prescribed tor candidates for the 
latter situation. 

II. No officer who may inter the service hereafter will be deemed eli- 
gible to any stuff situation, (e xcept a temporary one during actual service in 
the field) or civil employ, until lie shall have passed an examination in the 
Uindoostanee language. 

III. Notwithstanding that officers now in the service, are exempted 
from the restrictive operation of the immediately preceding rule, it is to be 
distinctly understood that a competent knowledge of Uindoostanee, thoagh 
not in their case an indispensable qualification fur the situations open to others 
on the condition of passing an examioaiion in that language, will, as hitherto, 
be always considered to confer a strong additional claim to nomination to the 
ataff.*— G. G. O. Gf.|9fA January 1637.

and responsibility. But we must express our firm relinnce on the discretion and 
cood feeling of our Be\ oral Governments, that the ciuims of Officers to these 
or any other appointments arising out of length of seruee will never be stt 
aside, except on public grounds. 

‘ With respect to the question raised as to the disqualification of Colonels 
eligible by Seniority to Divisional Commands to hold certain Offices which 
they could not hold under the present Regnliiiloiis us General Officers, — We 
are of opinion that Colonels so situated ought to have the option of either 
Tetaining their appointments, or of succeeding to Divisional Commands as 
Brigadier Generals ; but if they prefer the retention of their offices, the 
Divisional Commands should not afterwards be open to them, except in special

Ordnance His Lordship in Council Is further pleased to direct,

The favorable certiAcate and opinion of the committee will bo sofBcient 
authority in the Arst instance to render an OfAcer eli'iible to hold the situation, 
but before he can h * Anally coiiArmed in it, he will be required to unders^o, with 
the sanction of the Governor General in Council, a further examination by tha 
Public Rxaminers of the Colletce of Fort William, and to obtain from thena a 
favorable certiAeate and opinion of his qualiAcatioos. And for this purpose he 
will (on the occasion of his arrival within the limits of the Presidency Division, 
either in the course of relief or otlierwise) be directed to repair to the Presidency- 

Rut OfA ‘ers within the limits of the Presldcnoy Division, at the time of 
their application for the situation of Interpreter will not be required to pass any 
preliminary cxamiinition. 

The fore;'oin!' Rules will be applicable to all OAicers recommended to oAiciaia 
as Interpreters ; and ofHcers now actually htilding the situation of Interpreters, 
will be reqnired to pas^ the examination above prescribed twelve months after 
the promuIsfHtion of this Order toth ir corps — Q. O. C C., Mth February 1823. 

The Commander-in-Chief is {densed to notify to the subaltern OAicers of 
the ^ rmy. the scale of quullAcaiions ex, reeled in the candidates for the ofifice 
of Interpreter in Native corps and the tests by which such qualifications are 
to be ascertained ; viz.

2'1'f. The ability io lead and write with facility the modified Fersian 
character of the Oordooniid the Dev!

A colloquial knowledi^e of the Oordoo and Hindooee, soAicient to 
enable him to explain with facility, and at the moment, any ordera in those 
dialects, or to transpose R^porte, Letters, from them into English. 

The Tests by which these qualifications are to be tried— are. 

Ist. By well selected questions not of the niceties, but of the general 
leadini; principles of Grammar. 

2dd. By viva voce con versa iioii with the Examiners. 

3rd. By written translations into Hiiidoustanee in both characters, of 
selected Orders or Rules and Hegulations. 

4th. By reading and translating the Eagho-Bnhar in Hindoostanee ; the 
Prem Sagur in Kburree Bolee; and the Qolistan or Unwar-i-Soheily In Persian, 

It will be the duty of committees of examination to aseertain the attain- 
ments of Candidates by the foregoing roles ; and their Reports are to sped fy 
the proficiency of the party examined, under each of those heads. 

The Commander-in-chief desires it to be further understood that previous 
examination in the College of Fort William, if successful, will be considered 
as sufficient proof of qualification ; but that the examinations which took 
place of OAicers qniting the Barr8But« Institutions, will not exempt Candidates 
from the operation of the foregoing Orders . — Q O. C. C. 27fA May 1823. 

The Commander-in >Chief impressed with the necessity of obviating the 
inconveninerice likely to arrise to the Public Service, from the appointment of 
Interpreters who are not qual fi<'d for the duties of the Office, has determined 
not to appoint any officer permanently to that situation, who shall not have 
passed an examination, and have been reported qualified for it. 

The recommendation of the Commanding Officer of the Regiment will be 
so far Bttcndid to, that the Officer recommended will be appointed to act as 
fiiterp refer and Quarter Master, until the Commander-in-Chief shall have 
ascertained from the report of the Committee of Examination, what Officer is 
best qualified for the situation. 
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When iCfthall hipppn, whioh the Commander-in-Chief trusts it seldom 
will, that there is no Odicer in the Reiriment possessed of the requisite qiMliH- 
cations, the Commander-In-Chief will cousiderit his duty to apixiiut a»i Oifieer 
from another Corps, to act as Interpreter, until the Rei^iment shall produce one 
qualified for the office. 

Anxious to extend the application of the principle on which this deter- 
mination has been formed, and to give it practipal efficiency, the Commander* 
in-Chlef takes this opportunity of signifyins; to the Army, that in his salection 
for situation, on the Siafi^s depending ou his recommendation, it Is his inten- 
tion to give ample scope to the operation of those causes, of which an Army, 
constituted as this is, is so essentially in need ; enrou-auement of merit, and 
remuneration of services— G O. C C.,2Qth December 1827. 

Under inspections from his Excellency the Right Honorable the Com- 
mander-In-Chief, qualified officers from the infantry branch of the ser\ice will 
he appointed to do duty as Interpreters and Q isrter Musters with Cavalry 
Corps, whenever Cavaly Officers who have passed tlie prescribed examination 
may not be available. 

As fiifantry Officers so nominated, will not be reqnire to attend mounted 
and other duties peculiar to the Cavalry branch of the service, they are not 
to draw any other Allowances than those strictly helonging to the appidutment, 
either in cantonment or when marching.— G. 0. C. F. 14t/) /u/i/ 1834.

*8, Under the special circumstances ill which local Major General are 
placed, we consent to their being considered as eligible to continue to reside 
in India, and to hold those brigade commands which they would have held 
had their promotion not taken place, provided always that no interference be 
permitted with the commands on the general staff allotted to the Major Gene- 
rals or Brigadier Generals, and Briaadiers of the Queen’s and the Company's 
Yorces respectively — G. O G. G., 9/A March 1838. 

The following military Letter, from the Honorable the Court of Directors, 
fo the Governor General of India iu Council, No. 3, dated the 1 llh September 
1830, is published to the army.

We forward to yon the copy of a Letter from Lieut. General Lord Fitzroy 
Bomevset, dated the 15tii instant, and of its enclo urcs, bringing to our notice, 
that the arrangements agreed upon and authorized for the promotion and em- 
ployment of H. M.’s Lieutenant Colonels serving in India, who are senior as 
such to our officers promoted to be Colonels and Major Generals, have not 
been correctly understood. It will be apparent, on relerring to oiir letters of 
the dates noted in the margin, tliat those officers

We 
have now to apprize you, that local Major Generals so situated may continue 
to reside in India unemployed, like Major Generals in oiir service, receiving the 
pay and batta of their Uegitnental rank, but with the understanding that the 
brigHde commands usually allotted to the Q'leen's aervlce, shall be given to the 
Queen’s Officers available for them at each presidency, according to 
senior jry. 

London^ Iffh September, 1839.* With reference to the above letter, tbs 
honors' le t 'I e President in Council is plea*'ed to declare : 

1. Tiiut local Major Generalaof Her Majesty’s service are eligible under 
the appointment of Oo\ernment, for employment as Brigadiers, where Queen’s 
froopa are stationed, provided that such appointment shall not interfere with 
the commands on the Geiural Staff allotted to company’s officers.

Having had under our consid ration the regulations affecting the 
appointment of officers to established brigade commands, we have resolved that 
such Brigadiers of the 1st and 3nd closses as are reoimental colonels, and who 
have succeeded to the benefits of the Off-reckoning Fnnd, shall be required to 
vacate their respective commands after having he d the appointment of 
Brigadier for five years; this regulation lioweter t# be subject to the same 
mniijtlcatiuu as the appointment of general officers to the staff; viz. that if, 
on any particular occasion, you should be of opinion, that the continued 
service of any Brigadier is indispensible to the public interests, yon may con* 
tiiiue hi-m in the command until our ilecisioti on his ease shall be made k .own 
to you. Upon every such occasion you will furnibh us wUli the requisite infor- 
mation Whli the least practicable delay. 

2. Tlii^ regulation is not to be applied retrospectively to the period which 
Djigadiers may have served as such, prior to its announcement in General 
Orders ; but we are of oplniofi, that for every two years which they may then 
have served as Brigadiers, they should be considered a^ having served one 
year towards the completion of their tour under the new regulation.’— G. O Q. 
GMitJuly 1837.

DnXenve.— An officer proceeded on leave between Musters; he did pot 
rv|otn at the end of the month, but availed himself of general leave obtained by 
him. His total leave did not exceed six mouths; his regimental pay and al- 
lowances were passed to him-

12. Ill the event of vour vesael rema.iiiiiK outside or below^ Kedgeree, 
you are required by the said Ant to deliver the tnaiiifest, so duly filled up Bi»|t 
Htteated, lu the pilor, immediately on the vessel being brought to anchor ; and 
if vou Hlmuld nealect to deliver the said manifest for the space of twenty-four 
liours iifu^r the vessel shall have anchored, you will be liable to a fine of one 
thuiisHiid rupees (Its. 1.000) 

I'l I am directed, with reference to the 15th Section of Act No* XVII. 
o( lb07, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet on board your 
^ehsel out specially entrusied for separate delivery, to the dak peon, who may 
first board your vesiel ; and 1 am 10 add that by the next Sections of thw 
above Aei, you are liable to a penalty, viot excr .^ding Hiipees 1,000, for aay 
ivilful lieu leet in this particular, which penalty, will assuredly be levied, in- 
B'Hiices having occuneil of Commanders wilfully detalnioK *hpir packets. 

14 You are to observe, that the Collector of Government Customs will, 
upon HPfilii'arioii being made to him, grant receipts for all goods which may ba 
l.tii l>'d from your sli p or vessel, lodged in the Custom House, and he will be 
!• sponsible for delivcriiig from tlie Custom House all goods fur which receipts 
shiill iiave been granted ; but should you, your Offizers, or passengers, omit to 
take sui-h receipts upon \our goods being landed and lodged as abuiementioned 
you or tliey will not be entitled to itidemiiificaiion, fur any of them that may be 
lost ill pusbing liirough the Custom House.

REGULATIONS. 

POU THK GUIDANCB OF C0MMA1«DBUB ANP OTIIBRS, BBLOKGIKO 70 
SUirS AND VBeSBLS RESORTING TO THB FORT OF CALCUI'TA. 

Under orJers of Government in the General Department, 
dated 5th August 1835. 

1st. As the harhonr master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his assistance, the OfBcera 
of his depaitinent arc not to lie iiiterfened with in ilie execution of such im- 
portant duty. After a sliip or vessel is moorr d in a clear and safe berth in tha 
stream, she is not to he shified, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock, 
or to the honortihle company’s moorings, and except in eases of emergency. 

2nd. All applications to take ill or east off from the moorings, or for 
other BSsistHiicea fioui the harbour master’s department, are to be made in 
writing to tlie master attendant, who will direct the harbour master accord- 
ingly. Applications will lie comfilied with according to priority of date. 

3d. On sliips or vessels arriving off ('alcuita, liiey are to have their jib 
and driver hoonis rigged in as soon as practicable, and remain so till the pilot 
tbk' 8 ch irge. 

4rh. Ships and vesseh laying In the stream, or at the honorable com- 
pany’s moorings, shall have at leH't one anchor at the bow with a cable bent, 
and ranged, ready for lett ng go at all times. 

5th. No ship nor vessel shall make any hawser or rope fast to any of tha 
Honorable Oornpany’s mooring buoys, except for the purpose of warping into a 
berth, under the direction of the harboui master, or hla assistant; and especially 
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BO warps are to be oat during the niabt, on acennnt of the risk of boats beisQ^ 
thereby upset, and the almost certainty of the feasequent loss of lives. 

6tli. Serious accidents havina taken place in transporting vessels, fi'Oni 
thp circumstance of one ship letting ao another's warp, while in the act of 
iDOvIng, commanding Officers are to permit warps to be made fast, and to 
keep them so until requested to let them go. All vessels In the port of 
Calcutta are enjoined to assist each other, while in the act of warpi g. 

7th. The Harbour Master's Assntaiits are dir cted to take care, in hauling 
abips or vessels into dock, that the waist anchors are got no out of the chains, 
and to see that no nrojectlons whatever, beyond the ship’s sides, (which can 
be removed) be suffered to remain. 

8tb, All ships or vessels moored in the stream, are to keep a clear hawser, 
to prevent accidents occurring. 

9th. Commanding officers of vessels are strictly prohibited from boiling 
pitch, damtner, or rosin on board, to prevent accidents by fire. They are also 
Inhibited from throwing overboard batlast or rubbish, of any kind, deir. men- 
ial to the bed of the rivers. 

lOlh. Commanding Officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at 
any of the Hon'ble Company’s moorings, are to slack down their cables, to 
enable vessels to pass over them, when required by the Officers of the Harbour 
Muster’s department to do so, 

11th. Ships or vessels meeting with an V accident, or causing damage to 
others while in charge of an Officer under the authority of Master Attendant 
liave no claini on Oovcriimeiit for such damage ; but the parties onneerned are 
to represent tliecase to the Master Attendant who will take such cognizance of 
the same as tlie merits of the case may appear to r< quire. 

12th. In order to avoid misconception as t(» the resiwmslhilitv of Govern- 
ment fur the safety of ships and vessels making use of tlie Honorable Cbmpanv 'a 
chaio moorings, the Gnvernor'Qeneral in Council has been pleased to direct, 
that it be explicitly notified to tlie public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety of any ship or vessel which may use these moorings. 

13'h. Government have been further pleased to prohibit eommand'rs of 
all ships and vessels from moving them In any part of the rivers, unless they 
liave a pilot or an Officer from the Ilariiour Master's deparinient on hoiii;fj, 
under penalty (indepeiidenily of such conaeqiipnces as the owneis or com- 
inaiiders may be subject to by law, on the part of individuals,) of tvio 
hundred Sicca Uiipees, for every breach of this prohibition. 

14th. Finally, you are hereby informed, that no pilot will be allowed to 
take charge of your ship, outwards, until a ceriifiuate from the Marine Pay 
Master shall have been presented at t^e Master Attendant’s Office, staling 
that all port charges due on her account have been paid. 


Notice la hereby given that vessels engaging the Honorable Company’s 
moorings, are liable to be removed from one mooring to another at tlie discre- 
fioii of the Master Attendant whenever he may consider such a measure neces- 
sary, either for the general convenience of the port or the particular safety of 
uny other vessel. Of course on such occasion no charge will be made against 
the vessel removed.

ORDER OF UTS B3LCULLEMCY TUB MOST NOBLB THE GOYBRNOR-OENBBAlt 

IN COONCIL. 


Port William, July 19, 1801. 

Wherfas it hath hitherto been the prui tice for shipa importinjr st Cal- 
entta, to retain their ttnopowder on hoard while laying in the port ;and where- 
as, the exploainn of a lance quantity of gunpowder on board of ahip, lying off 
the town, might be attended with the most destructive consequences to the 
town, to the inhabitants thereof, and to the shipping in the port ; and whereas, 
insunces have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into 
llie country adjaeioit, by ships saluting Fort William, or firing guns en other 
occasions, Ills Exc' I roicy the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, 
with a view of obviatin<j the serious consequences which might ensue from a 
consequence of these irregular end dangerous practices, baa been pleased to 
esiahiish the following rules. 

1. The corninuiiders of flil vessels bound to the port of Calentta, and 
proceeding up to the town of ('alciitta, or to anv other part of the river above 
Miiyripore are required on or before ilitir arri* a! off lUoyaporc, to land at the 
m igazuie, whicli h.is been erected at that place, ail the gunpowder which they 
may have on hoird, (whether contained in barrels, or made up into ammuni- 
lion) exceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, which quantity every ves- 
sel !•> permitted to retrdn on board, for the purpose of firing salutes or siiinaU 
in oases of digtn ss. OHioers appointed by Government, will take charge of the 
gunpowder immediately on its being conveyed to the sliore at Vloynpore, and 
will deposit it in the magazitie. Comininilers of veNsds are required to murk 
the names of their respeciiv'e vesneis on the barrels end packages of gunpow- 
der, previously to their lieing landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be 
granted by the officer in charge of the magazine. 

2. 1(1 order that vessels may be detained as short a time as possible for 
the delivery of their gurip'iwder, eominanders of vessels are required, oncom- 
ing ill sight of Moyiipore, to hoist a flag at the fore-top-mnst-iiead, whereupoa 
the otlicer in <'iiar;'e of the inugHziiie, will iinme<iiately order p rsous to be ia 
readiness at the river side to rect^ive the giiopirivder. 

3. Guiifnivder shall not be iunued or received into the magazine be- 
tween sunset and siinri«e. 

4. The commanders of vessels outward bound, which may require gun- 
powder for I heir outward voyage, shall not take gimp iwder on board in any 
part of the river above Moyspore, with the exception of quantity not exceeding 
one hundred pounds, for the purposes before meniioned. Should any gmipow- 
dvr have been landed from any vessel, when inward bound, and deposited in 
the magazine, the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of 
tbe vessel to tlie oflii'er in charge of the magazine, (siicli application being ac- 
C'unpanied by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the ma- 
gazine) be conveyed to the river side, and delivered to such person as may be 
a«nt to take charge of it. 

5. In future, vessels entering the port of Calcutta, shall not at any time, 
whilst lying in any part of the liver between Moynpore and Calcutta, have on 
board without the express sanction of Goveronieiit, any quantity of gunpowder 
exceeding one hnndrod pounds for the ptirpoies before mentioned ; the Collectir 
•f the Government Customs is hereby empowered and directed, should he hRve 
reason to believe that a qnaiiritj of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds 
has been received on board of any vesaei, to cause the vesicl to ha searched 
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and shooM any irreater quantity be faund on board, to arixe the same. The 
coljec^or is.also efnpowered.aiift 4'ii’^ci^d,.tq,§eizp any anautliorixed quantity of 
gunpowder which may be attempted to ]^e< shipped on any vessel, in tipposition 
to the rules herein prescribed ; all such gunpowder so seised, shall be liable to 
confiscation; the potledor shall immediately send all the gunpowder so seized 
to the magazine in Fort VVilliain, and shall report the circumstance of the case 
to the board of trade ; the Collector shall not grant a port qlearaiioe for any 
such vessel from which gunpowder shall have been soaeized, wi>hout the ex* 
press authority of the Quvernor-General in Ciiuncil. ^ 

6, <)ne4iBlf of the estimated value of ail gunpowder which may be con-^ 
fiseated under this regulation, shall be uranred in equal proportions to the 
Collector of the Customs and his deputy ; the ren'ahiing moiety sliall be grun- 
ted in equal proportions to the Informer and to the ulficer assisting in iiukiiig 
the, seizure. 

.,7., The eommsnders of vessels lying at Diamond llsrbonr, or in any 
other part of the river below Moyapore,< will be permitted to deposit tb-eie 
gunpowder In the magazine gt.Moyapure. 

8. PursuBiit to the orders contained in the 5th article of these regu- 
lations, t, he commanders of alt vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta^ 
having on board a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, are 
required to send llie quantity of gunpowder exceeding ore hundred pounds, 
whic^ they may liave ou board of ^heir respective aliips, or any plsce on 
shofe, to the magazine at Movapore. If the commander of any vessel hIihII 
not conform to this requisition, he shall be liable to the penalties staled in lbs 
5th article. 

9. The commander of all vessels Iving o£P the town of Calcutta, or any 
part of tbe river between the town and li^edgeree, are prohibited from firing 
guns (excepting for the purpose of saiuiiiig Fort Williuin, or for signals in 
ease of the vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without huviug 
previously obtained the permission of Ilia M'tjetity’s justices i>f the peace for 
the lowu of Calcutta. When guns shall be fired troin any ship for the purpose 
of saluting Fort William, or for signals in Cfse of the ship being in distress, 
and also in cases in which guns may be fired with the penni^sioii of the 
justices of the peace, the conimander of the ship is cijoined to be particularly 
careful that the guns be not shotted.

Notices touching Pori charget at Calcutta, for the information and 
guidance of Owntrs and Commanders of vessels. 

The Marine boaid having lately, under the orders of Gaverpmeof, been 
engaged in revising the getiersi regula^iona of the Marine Department, hearing 
on the shipping frequenting tbe port, request tbaparticalar attention of owuera, 
agents, and commanders of vessels, to the following zrrapgenienU iu.oounectioa 
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with the charfres on account of pilotage, Re., framed with a view to the mntual 
convenience of the Bffarine Department and the shipping interests. 

. First. — Commanders are requested, prior to quitting their vessels on arrival 
off CaicuttR, to fill up and certify, or cause to be filled up and certified, a forib 
of certificate shewing the aelual registered tonnage; the drift of wafer; hod ” 
whether the vessel has or has not been tagged by steamer any part of the way^ 
or has not had the use of a row-boat, whkh form will be tarnished to the pUol, 
in order to the bills of the vessels lR>ing correctly made out. 

. Second.— Commanders are further request^, as early after their arrival aa 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, tbe name and residence ' 
of the reference for the payment of bis vessel's bills. 

. Third.— on the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificaCa 
and written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, inciudiog 
inward pilotage, light-house duty, Moyapore Magaaine duty, and row boat 
hire,^if any) which, together with a certificate, will be forwarded to the Ma- 
rine Pay. Master for oolleetion within fifteen days of the arrival of the vessel 
and having oq it the name and residency of the party referred to for pay- 
ment, which commanders are requested to furnish to the Master Attendant in ^ 
wriiiiig RS early after their arrival a| practicable, that that Officer may mora 
readily be enabled to present it. By this arrangement all the charges connect- 
ed with the vessel up to her arrival off Calcutta, vf ill be embodied in one bill 
instead of, as hitherto, being made in separate bills. 

Fourth. — la the event of vessels docking, or being traqsported at the deaira 
of the coiumander, it is requested that g certificate may be given by the com- 
manding officer of the operation having been performed, in order to its aeooiD* 
panyiiig the bill when presented for payment to the referee. 

Fifth.— The praotice of charging for haqiiug to the chain tnoorings, for 
their monthly hire, and for hauling from the moorings in separate bills, it 
discoutinued, and henceforward one bill will be prepared, including the charge 
for hauling to the moorings, that for occupying them*, and that for hauling from 
them ; and commanders are requested to give, or cause their commanding offi- 
cers to give, to the master attendant or tbe harbour master, certificate of tba 
date of hauling to and front the moorings, which certificate, as before, will ac- 
company the bill when presented for payment. The hire of the moorings will 
be charged for the day on which the vessel is hauled thereto, without refereuca 
to the period of the day ; and, in like manner, no charge will be made for tba 
day on which she hauls from her moorings, however late in the day she may 
quit them. The charges c mnected with the chain moorings will thus be em- 
bodied ill Qiie bill and be discharged in one payment, instead of three or more, 
according tu the nuinberof months the vessel occupied tbe moorings. 

Sisth.— the system of charging outward pilotage on an estimated draft of 
water with an addition of ten per cent, subject to adjustment after the vessel 
has sailed, and of cliarginga certain number of days for a row-boat subject to 
a like ^ustment, is abolished ; and in future, tbe outward pilotage andchargu 
for ro^^uat hire on outward-bound vessels, will be made as follows : 

When the vessel is finally laden, the commander is to give notice thereof 
to the master attendant, when the draft of water is to be ascertained and cer- 
tified by the commander or cuminandiug officer on the part of the vessel, and 
by the harbour muster on the part of government,— subject, in case of dispute, 
tv the decision of the master attendant. Ou receipt of the certificate, the 
master attendant will cause a bill to made out for the regular amount of pi- 
lotage, for the row-boat hire according to an average rate with reference to tbe 
•ize of the vessels and tbe season of the year, fixed by a marine committee which 
lately eat at tbe Bunkshall, the majority of which was composed of members of 
houses of agency and commanders of ships. Tbe bill and certificate will be pre- 
sented in due course for payment. 

Seventh.— As however, it frequently happens that vessels are taking ia 
cargo or filling their water up to the last day of their departure, or that from 
other causes the bills for tbe chain moorings and outward pilotage cannot b# 
made out till tbe eve of departure ; owners, egenti and commanders are In 
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neb cases parttcalarly required, with a view to despatch, to cause an indivl« 
dual to attend at the Banksiiall and expedite the transmission of the hill and 
certificate to the board for rejristry, and to the nay office for collection ; at 
each of which offices they may in such cases depend upon the most ready 
tod special attention* 

Bifthth.— In the event <'fa vessel beine tasreed any part of the way down 
by steam, or not havinc the use of a row-boat, commanders are to obtain from 
the pilot, at Redegree a certificate to that effect, which they should forward by 
dak to their, agents. On receipt thereof agents are reqtlested tomake out a bill 
■gainst the Bon’ble Oorn|>atiy for the } deduction from the pilotage allowed, if 
lugged by steam, or for the row-boat hire paid, as the case may be, and to 
forward it, together with the certificate, to the marine board for audit and 
payment. 

Ninth.— In cases where a vessel leaves Calcutta, avowedly intended to fill 
ap eargo at some place below, the pilotage will be charged at the draft at which 
•ne- leaves Calcutta in like manner, though at the reduced amount, as if she had 
proceeded to sea ; and with respect to the subsequent pilotage charge, from 
the place at which the vessel takes in the additional cargo, to sea, owners or 
■gents of vessels will be required to furnish a special guarantee to pay tha 
■mount chargeable according t* a certificate of the draft of water to be signed 
1^ the commander or commanding officer and pilot. 

Tenth.— Six sets of moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted sow- 
eially to enable vessels arriving iu distress from loss of anchor and cables to ba 
mdily moored, the charge will be Co.*8 Ha- 50 for mooring and unmooring, 
and liie daily hire the same as for the moorings at Calcutta. The moorings will 
■f course be a vailable to vessels not in distress from loss of anchors and cables, 
bot the harbour master will be instructed at all times to keep two bets vatant 
daring the S. W. monsoon to meet casualties. 

Eleventh.— Annexed is a statement of the several port and pilotage 
charges, and the marine board trusts, that with these and the certificate of the 
commanders or commanding officers before them, owners and agents of vessels 
will.at all times, he enabled readily to BBcertaia the correctness of the bilis 
and to discharge them on presea tatioo.

A great deal of unnecessary trouble and correapondenee has been caused 
by Parties not following the proper course for the recovery of the deduction 
from the charge for Fiiotage, allowed for Vessels employing Steam,— Bills for 
Pilotage, are frequently returned to the Collector of Customs with a remark 
written on th^m that the Vessel has been tugged in part or entirely to Sea- 
Notice Is hereby given, that the deduction on tliat account cannot be recovered 
ill that way. The Pilotage is payable in advance, and bills for the full amount 
most be paid whether a Vessel is tugged by a Steamer or not. If she is, a bill 
must afterwards be made out fhr the usual deduction on that account and 
prei^ented at thU Office, when it will be passed if correct and accompanied bj 
the Pilot's Certificate, specifying that Steam was employed and to what eif 
tent, whether in part or entirely out to Sea. Without that document no such 
claima can be admitted. The attention of Owners and Agents of Ships to tbia 
DOtificBiion is earnestly requested.

The Riaht Hon’ble the Governor-General in council, is pleased to direct, 
that the following rules and reijtniations, relative to lascars and other Asiatic 
4eamen, be published for general information. 

Rdlbb and REOULATioNS^Made, ordained and publislied by the 
Right Honorable the Governor-General of Fort William in Bengal, in council, 
in pursuance of an act of Parliament of the 4tb October, the 4tb George the 4ib, 
c. 80, passed on the 31st day of January In the year of Our Lord 1828, to be ob- 
served by mailers officers and owners of ships and vessels trading under tlie 
authority of the said act, the crews of which ships, and vessels shall wholly 
or in part composed of Asiatic saiiots, lascars or hatives of any territories, 
countries, Islands, or places,^ within the limits of the charter of the United 
Company of Merchants of Eiig land trading to the East iudies. 
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Belt ordained hy the Risiht Honorable Wiiliam Pitt Earl Amhenf, 
(Governor-Qeneral of Fort U illiatn In Bengal, in conncil, by virtue of the poir« 
ert in him vested by the said Act, that from and after the publication hereof, In 
the manner herein-a4er directed, the followimr rules and retrulationa shall 
be observed by masters, Officers, and owners ol ships and vessels tradin^r under 
the aiithorily of the said Act, the crews of which ships and vessels shall be 
wliuliy or ill part composed of Asiatic sailors, iascars or natives of any of the 
territories, countries, islands, or places within the limits of the charter of the 
said United Company, whilst socli Asiatic sailors, iascars, or natives ahall be 
or board such shipa or vessels, and whiist absent from the countries or places 
to which they shall respectively belona, and until they shall be carried buck 
to the places to which they belong, or from whence they hare been taken. 

I. Every such ship or vessel, which sliail clear out from any port or 
place in any territory, country, or island, iindc' the Government of the said 
United Company, or beloiiL'ing to His Majesty within the limits aforesaid, opou 
any voyaze to the United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or Co any 
port or |rlace b> yond the limits of the charter of the said United Company, and 
every inch ship or vesstl which shall arrive at any port or place in the said 
United Kingdom, and every sucli ship or veisel which having cleared out from 
any port or place, in anv territory, country, or island as aforesaid, shall arrive 
at any port or place witliouttlie the limits of the charter of the said United Com* 
l-any, shall be provided witli an expert anr^eon, of ability and knowledge ; and 
in each case, before an}' such ship or vessel shall e’ear out from any port or 
place under the Government of the said- United Company, or belonging to His 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, siicii Surgeon shall be previously examined 
by the Medical Board, or by such medical person or persons, as shall be ap- 
pointed for that purpose by the Government, or principal Officer of the port or 
place from whence such ship or vessel shall clear nut ; and no surgeon shall be 
deemed a fit surgeon, unless he shall be testified by such Medical Board, or by 
such other medical person or persons, to be duly qualified, and such surgeon shall 
be retained and entertairir-d on board such ship or vessel, during the whole voyage 
(unavoidable casualfies excepted) by and at the expense of the owner or own- 
ers of such ship or vessel, and shall administer such medical and surgical aid aa 
sIihII be requisite to the Asiatic sailors, Iascars, and natives on board of such 
sliip or vessel during the voyage on wiiich such ship or vessel shall proceed oc 
be bound ; and every such ship or vessel shall also be furnished, at the lik# ex- 
pense, with a proper quantity and assortment of medicines fit for the said Asi- 
atic sailors, iascars, and natives ; and it sliall and may be lawful for the Go- 
vernment, or principai officer of the port or place where such ship or vessel may 
be, under the Government of the said United Company, or belonging to Hia 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, and before such ship or vessel shall clear 
out, to appoint Buy medical person or persons to examine the quantity, quality, 
and assortment of such medicines ; anti such ship or vessel shall not be permit- 
ted to clear nut from siii'Il port nr place as iifnresaid ; until the Government, or 
principal officer tliereof, sltali be duly satisfied, that a aufficirnt quantity and 
proper assortment of such medicines shall have been furnished ; provided al- 
ways, titat if such owner or owners, master or other commanding officer of any 
such ship or versel, which may be intended to be cleared out from any port or 
place under tlie Ov>vernment of the said United Company, or belonging to His 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, after using doe diligence and reasonable 
and proper means in that behalf, shall not be able to procure or retain an ex- 
pert surgeon, duly qualified as afore said, and such owner or owners, master or 
Other commanding officer, shall represent the same in writing to the Government, 
or principal officer of the port or place where such ship or vessel may be, toge- 
ther with a true statement of the means that have been adopted or employed 
to procure a fit surgeon as aforesaid, then it shall and may be lawful for the 
Government or principal officer of the port or place, where such ship or vessel 
may be, on being duly satisfied that a fit surgeon cannot be procured, to autho- 
rise and permit such ship or vessel, by a licence In writing, to be in that behalf 
granted by the Secretary for the time being of euch Government, or by the 
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pniiripal officer of such other port qr place at aforeeaM, to clear out and pro- 
leedoii the \oyaije then intended, withnnl liavintf eiicli sareeon of board, any 
liiiiift herein contained to the contrary thereof n .twitiratanding. 

IJ. That every such ship or tettel which phall navif^ated by the 
))ro|iorlioii of llrititli teamen, directed hy the fvCenty-firtt aectron of the 
paid Act of Parliament, that it to eay, hy four Rririth teamen at part of the 
crew fur i vety hundred tout of tlie reuittered burthen of tiieii ship or vePBe1,RSid 
»o in proportion for any purt of a liiiiidred lont, thall he manned with not lets 
than tix ofsuch Ati-tiic railort, lupcarg^ or l•Htive, beioi; nn-ri, or five men and 
1 wu l)o\B for ever} hundred tons of the reuitten d burthen of euch tliip or vetoel, 
hiid one man more fur every ten tone be>(iiiii iheldpl even liundred font thereof^ 
in adilitaon tolhe.paid proportion of Britidi seamen, and every such aliip or vet* 
bcl, the crew whereof tliHll be in part com piised of tiieh Atiaiie tHtlors, latcarp, or 
iiativeP,Bnd which Phall not he navigated by the proportion of Hritiiih teainrii 
abovemeiilioned, but which pltall, h/ virtue of tlie twenty-Peeimd Pi c ioii of the

Ani whenever such ship or vessel, fluring the course of such voyage, shull 
pass beyond Ihe IropU;, either to the northward or 80 uiJi«ard, then in addition 
to the foreaoing scale or allowance, sliuU he added food of a more iioilnshiiiir

firticlPH herein before mentioiitd, the owners or owner of every inch ship or 
vfssel herein before mentioned, shall also lay inn eloek of tobacco, sufficient for 
the supply of at least three- fotiri he of the Asiatic sailors, lasears, or natives on 
hoard, for the voyace, at the rate of one-half seer, or one pound wehEht,perman^ 
per month, to be served ont to such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, when 
ilieir own pri\ ate stock of those artirles shall liave been exhausted, wiiich 
Tobacco shell be estimated at twenty per cent, on the prime cost of the article, 
sneh prime erst, to be certified by the Inspeetinff or other officer appointed for 
that rnirpose, and tlie price of such tobacco, to be deducted at the^nd of the 
vnyaffe, from the wages of such man to whom the same shall have been suppli- 
ed ; and tlie entire quantitv of provisions and other articles, which shall be 
1 id in for the u«e of tlie said Asiatic sailors, lascars and native as aforesaid, 
siiail he estimated as follows ; viz. to Burope, North America, tlie Eastern Coast 
of Sonlh America, and tlie Western Coast of America, respectively, customary 
proviaions for six months and food of a moremourishin^ quality for (four months. 
To Np w Shuth Whales. customary provisions for four months, and food of a more 
noiirisiiing qtiantitr for two months. And it is hereby directed, that a stock of 
fuel and wnter shall be laid in, by every such ship or vessel as aforesaid, for the 
supply of the Asiatic sailors, lau’ers, or natives on board ; that it shall be 
111 pioportioii to the stock of other provisions taken on board as afo. e-aid; 
and liiat tlie said stock of vratcr shall he in proportion to the number of Asiatic 
sailors, lascars or otiicr natives on board of sucii sltip or vessel as afore- 
said, and that in particular the said stuck of water so taken in for the supply 
of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, and other narives, shall be of sufiichnt quantity 
to allow for every Asiatic sailors, lascars, or other native on board of such ship 
or vessel during the said voyage, one gallon at the least (or each day ; provided 
via ays, that whenever the seaciirinies, or any other p ‘ft of the crew of such 
whip or u'ssel shall be Anglo- Asiatic or native Portuguese, they shall be victual- 
ed us European seamen. 

] V. Every such ship or vessel shall be furnished and provided by, and at 
the expense of the owner or owners of such Bhip or vessel, and for the use of 
Mich Asiatic sailurs, lascars, and natives, who may embark or be on board auch 
aliip or vessel during the intended voyage, the following bedding and clothing; 
VIZ. one bed, to consist of three country blankets sewed together. One pillow ; 
atuiTed together with bluiiketing. One blanket, one jacket and one pair of 
irowsers with feet, made of four yards of European red 'of blue cloth. One 
jueket and one pair of tiowsers with feet, made either of European cloth or 
country blanketing. One pair of shoes, two woollen caps, two pain of 
woollen mittens, for each man. And that such bedding and cloth shall be 
delivered out to auch Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives as aforesaid who may 
not be previously supplied therewith, whenever such ship or vessel shall be in 
any latitude to the northward of twenty-four degrees nerlh latitude, or to tlie 
southward of twenty-four degieea south latitude, and that such bedding and 
clothing sIihH thereupon become the property cf the persons to whom the 
same sbsll be delivered. Provided always that no Asiatic sailor, or native, 
shall be entitled to receive more than one set of bedding aud of clothing in 
the course of one voyage ; and that the owners or owner of auch ship or vessel, 
supplying sucli bedding or clothing, shall be at liberty to deduct from the 
wages of each Asiatic sailor, laacar and native, as aforesaid, who shall be 
supplied with such bedding or clothing, ill addition to the prime cost twenty 
per cciir. on the articles respectively supplied to any such Asiatic sailor, laacar 
or iiaii\e, as aforesaid, and which said prime cost shall be certified by thg 
inspecting or other officer thereto appointed. 

V. Every such ship or vessel shall be provided with healthy and roomy 
berth'* or iod^iig places, properly ventilated in the fore part oi the between- 
decks of suclOhip or vessel, which shall be lelt clear for the aceommodation of 
the Adatic sailors and natives as aforesaid, who may embark or proceed on 
Jboard of such ship or vessel, to each man of whom, in ships or vessels haviog no 
top-gallant fore- castle, shall be allowed a space of 35 cubic feet, for his aceomotQ* 
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dation before the main-mast; but in cases of ships or vessels liavinfir a top-aai- 
iant-foreeastlc, tirenty-fonr cubic feet shall be deemed sufAcieiit for each of such 
persons, and that all Asistio sailors, iascars, and natives, as aforesaijl, who shall 
not be required to i»erfiirm the duties of the said ship or vessel, or who shall 
not belong to the watch or (rnn^ that may be actually employed in perform- 
ing the duly or work of the said ship or vessel, shall be suffered and permitted 
to remain in their berths or lodsin^t places hereio^before mentioned, in the same 
manner as is usually permitted to European sailors, and until it shall be tha 
turn of duty of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, who may remain below 
to relieve the watch or ^angotemployed on the upper deck ; and in order to en- 
able the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives as aforesaid, to obtain the benefit of 
this reirulation, the master or commander of every such ship or vessel shall 
divide the Asiatic suilurs, tbsoars, or natives into two watches, or ^^engs, accord - 
Inaly as the duty of the ship or vessel may require, and in sticli manner that 
a portion of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives forming one wateh or gan , 
may remain on the upper deck, to perform the duty of the said ship, while tl a 
residue of such Asiatic bailors, lascars, and natives, may remain in their berth^^ 
or lodging places as aforesaid, in the same manner as is usually practised aim 
observed towards European sailors; and every such ship or vessel as afore- 
said of the burthen of five hundred tons and under, shall be provided by, and 
at the expense of the owner or owners thereof, will, one caboose for the pur- 
pose of enabling the said Asiatic sailors, lascars, and nativts to cook their 
victuals on board such ship or ve«scl, according to the manners, habits and 
customs of such Asiatic sailors, lascars or natives, respectively, and to be ap- 
propriated exclusively to and fur their use; and which saidcabouse shall not be 
less in length than four feet ten inches, or in breadth than three feet two 
inches, and in height 6ve feet,pnd evrry such sliip or vessel, as aforesaid, ex- 
ceeding five hundred tons, shall in like manner be furnished with two such 
cabouses, for tlie purpose herein aforesaid. 

Yl. No such ship or vessel shall clear out from any port or places nnder 
the Government of tile said United Company, or belonging to His Majesty 
witliiu the limits aforesaid, before the coininander thereof shall have delivered 
to the officer authorized to grant the port clearance, a true list in duplicate of 
every Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native, on board or intended to be taken on 
board such ship or vessel, and true specificaiion of the terms and rate of wages 
on which such Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native shall have been hired ; and also 
a true list, in duplicate, of the tobacco, and quantities and sort of provisioa8,aud 
the prices thereof, respectively; and of the quantities of water and fuel, respec- 
tively, which shall have been provided for the use of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, 
and native, and also a true and correct list, in duplicate, of the bedding and 
clothing, and the price thereof, respectively, provided for the use of such Asiatic 
sailors, lascars, and natives, and also a true list, in duplicate, oftheqaantities, 
qualities, and assortroeut of medicines provided and on board of such last men- 
tioned ship or vessel ; each part or list as aforesaid, being signed by the com- 
mander of the ship or vessel so delivering the same to the officer authorized to 
grant a port clearance as aforesaid, and in order that It may be ascertained that 
such tobacco, provision, fuel, bedding, and clothing, are respectively sufficient 
in quantity, and At and proper in quality for the use of the said Asiatic sailors, 
lascars, and natives during the intended voyage, the owners or owner, or com- 
mander of every such ship or vessel, shall deliver samples of musters of all such 
tobacco, provisions, fuel, bedding and clothing, with the prices thereof respec- 
tively, to the inspecting officer, or other person or persons who shall or may be 
appointed by the Ooveriiinent, or to the principal officer of the port or place 
at which such ship or vessel may be, to inspect the same respectively, and such 
owners or owner or commander shall, from time to timt, produce such tobacco, 
provisions, fuel, bedding and clothing to such inspecting officer, or other per- 
son or persons so appointed, as well on board of the suid ship or vessel, as before 
the same shall have been put on board,for such inspecting officer, or other per- 
son or persons so appointed, to inspect and examine the same ; respect being had 
to the convenience of the commander, and the time of lading the said ship or 
IMttsel ; and the owners or owner or commander of such ship or vessel as aforesaid | 
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vliell permit and siiiFer such inspect rnfr officer, or other person or persons who 
•hall be appointed in that behalf by the Government, or principal officer of the 
port or place in which such ship or vessel may be, to inspect and examine the 
said ship or vessel, as well below as upon the upper deck^in order to ascertain 
what accommodations, or berths or lodging places, may have been provided 
fur the use of sneh Asiatic sailors, lascars, and nativea, as aforesaid, and whe- 
ther sufficient space shall have been left to afford healthy and roomy bertha or 
lodging places for such Asiatic snilurs, lascars, and natives, respectively, in 
manner herein aiurcaaid ; and also, in order to ascertain whether proper and 
sufficient accommodations for cooking have been4>rovidfd, so that such Am!- 
atic sailors, and natives, may be enabled to cook their victuals on board such 
ship OF vessel, according to tbeir own manners, habits, and customs. And 
that when such ship or vessel shall so clear oiH, the officer authorized to 
grant such port clearance, shall counleraign the respective lists herein-before 
directed to be delivered to him in duplicate, and return one part of each aet 
of lists to the perscAi in command of such ship or vessel, and that on the ar- 
rivsdof such ship or vessel at the port or place within the said United Kingdom 
to which such ship or vessel may be bound, or at any other port or place be- 
longing to His Majesty, without the lirnits of the charter of the said United 
Company, to which such ship or vessel may be boiiiKi, the person in command 
of such ship or vessel shall deliver such lists, so countersigned, to the officer 
authorized to admit such ship or vessel to entry, and shall also deliver to the 
said last mentioned officer, a true list containing the names of every Asiatic

said who may be so discharged or landed as aforesaid, from the time of the dis-

i I the Uni ed Kingdom, or without the limits aforesaid, to the port or pluc* at 
which such Asiatic siilor, lascar or native as afiresaiil, sli.iU have been bred 
or shipped, or to which heshiil belong, an i wlietlicr such Asiatic saihir, ia«car 
or native C'ltered himself to w irk hi* way btek as aforesaid, or sh ill have h 'en 
seiii Oil hoard as a p.issenger, sliall be suhj «ci. Iq the rules and regulations 
herein beftire ordained for the accornin idarioii and treat nent orsiidi A*ia'io 
siiiors, lasears and na ives as aforesaid, during the voyage on the ship nr ves* 
eel from which heshail have been diselrirged or landed, so far as the same may 
be respectively applicable to the character or situation in which su*.h Aditic 
sailor, lascar or native as aforesaid may have hesn slilppcd or embarked in order 
to return to the port or place to whicli he miy belong.

Prince of Wales* Island, Siiiga^ 
pore, and at all other ports and pla es in any territorv, country or island un- 
der the governinciit of the said United Oumpatiy, or bt-longing to His M'j^siy, 
within the liiiiits aforesai i, from and after toe ej^piriition nf ojie calendar iniiith 
after thi publictttion of such rubs and regulations by Ihi respective govern-^ 
ineiitsor the principal otBcers, or constituted authoriil^S at Port Saint Qoirge, 
Bombay, Priuoe of Wales’ Island, Singapore, and at such other ports and placed 
respectively.

BUIES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS AND 
OTHER OBSTRUC/IIONS. 

1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors that 
have been loat in its channels and aiichorinc stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every desciiptioii of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty of 
the master attendant, to employ in the most efficient manner practicable, 
under tbe offlcial. superiulendence of the marine hoard, the means placed by 
government at the di-posHl of tliat officer, for the purpose specified. 

2J Ail ri covered aiuliors, grapnels, and wrerks of every descriptions, shall 
be landed as soon as may be prarticHble, in the same atate in whieh tliey are 
recovered. Articles in longing to the IJon’ble C'ompany, are to be drpjtsited in 
Baiikshali premises, and immediately, after their being ao deposited, a full 
and accurate description shall betaken of tbe articles for registry, epecifyi,ng 
whether the articles are of a petidiable nature or not ; place where, and date 
when found; and siieJlhstlier infoimation as may be at ail calculated to enable 
owners to identify their property. A distinguishing mark is to be placed on 
the anchor or other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article will 
admit of it, tbe mark expressing the year In which it was recovered, and its 
number in the register of that year; when’tlie arllcle will not admit of being 
mat ked with paint, it is to belli some other manner sufficiently identified, iQ> 
to Qonneci it which Us j^anicular item in the registry. 
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3. The ttbove Informntion U tabe refiriilnrly cntpreil into books of registry 
to be kfpt diet purpose at the Master Arteiirlant's OfHce* wliicji books shall 
be always open forpnbdR inspeetion, rluHiitf <tlie hours of business; a ropy of 
this reijistry, nhuli be sent weekly, timler the sitjrnHtureof the Master Aiteii«lanr| 
to the Muriiie Board, who will cuuse a list of tlie rrcoveicd artiales, with ail 
the fiecrssary information, to be bang up in the Exchange Raems, fur the in* 
formation of tlie public. 

4. In the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to .he satisfaction of the Marine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackensie, Ly all and Co., 
or the proprietors of the Exchange; subject to arbitration, if the value flted 
by lii< m should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the part of 
Government or by the owner. When the vitmation shaii have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant shall make out a bill for sal \ age, rated according to the 
place of recovery ; viz J^d, of the value of artidiB roeovered above Pultali ; 
40 per cent, on articles recovered between Fullah and Culpee ; 60 percent, 
on articles recovered between Culpee an 1 Sangor ; and 6-3 per cent, on articles 
recovered below Saugor, with interest on the atnouiii of salvage, .calculated 
from the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent, per aiinuin, tlie salvago 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyail and Co. as 
above directed. The hill is to be sent to the Murine Board for registry ; it is 
then to be passed to ths Murine Paymaater for cidlection, on tbe production 
of whose receipt to ihe Master Attaudant, that officer will deliver up the anchor 
or wreck identified. 

6 All perishable property shall, if iinclaime I, be sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyuli and Co, three months after its recovery ; unless 
they, ill conjunction with the Master Attendant, consi (er is for the interest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all non- p rish- 
able property shall be sold, at quarterly public sales j tioelre months after re- 
covery. On receipt of the net prociede, salvage, as directed in article 4th, 
aliall be deducted therefrom, to the credit of the ivreck and anchor concern" 
and the balance be deposited in the general treasury for payment, without 
interest, to partiesatany time subsrq’ienily ei^tablUhing their right thereto. 

6. In caees wliere sliips may have parted from their anchors, or other 
property have been lust or wrecked, and information of the same is immed ate- 
Jy communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Master Attendant, the 
requisite assistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, kc. wlieii 
recovered, are to be delivered to the owners, on secu ity given for payment, 
at the rate of three rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property ; 
any other description of property so recovered, is to be delivered, on payment 
of one-half tbe amount of salvage, referred to in 4th paragraph, according to 
Ihe place from whence the property is recovered. The valuafion thereof to 
be made by Messrs. MacMfiizie, Lyail and Co. subject. ar6^brc, to arbitration 
If the owners or commanders possess suitable means for recovering their own 
anchors or other lost or wrecktd property, within 48 hours after they hava^ 
been parted from or lust, and decline receiving ussistance, the interference of 
the Master Attendant is then fo. bidden; but, should they fail to remove the 
obslruciions within that period, (unless it shall be extended under the sanetion 
of the Marine Doard^Rhe Muster. Attendant is authorized to effect the object 
himself; and ail such anchors or property, when recovered, shad be aubject to 
the prescribed charge of salvage in the article 4ih. 

7. Should an} anciiors or other property, not their own, be recovered by 
owners or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own 
anchors, they shall be delivered to the MaUer Attendant In the state in which 
they may have been found, with every thing attached to them and be reaUtered 
in the same way, is if they had been reoov. red intl)e first initaiiceby the Master 
Attendant. In this case however, the parties so recovering wrecked property, 
shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8. The above rules are not to be construed to extend to tbe case of any 
■hip or yessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master

In eases where persons, whether public officers or private individuals, ara de* 
sirpusof proceidif g on board a pilot vess' 1 for the bcmflt of their health, ap» 
pPeation ia to be made as above, accompanied by a meHical certificate, rvldcne* 
inu the necessity of the party proceeding to sea ; when permission will be irraat- 
fdiy the master attendant or his depnty, to repsir on board snrh vessd rb 
may beavailuble. Iiidividunls again, both In the service and out of it, whi 
have occBhhn to goon board a pilot vessel, for purposes unconnected with 
tl'iir duly or heal Ml, are to make application to the marine bosrd, stating tb« 
pnrpnsf 8 for wliii h they desire the iiidu'gei ce, and the time for which they are 
likely to be on board. The pilots are on no account whatever to receive on 
board as passrneers any individuals unless sanctioned as above.

In the arrangements made for the conduct of ail matters eonnPc'ted. with 
the Steam Boats plying «o the Western Provinces, the convenience of the pnb- 
lie has been a principal eon^ideriitiori. The charge for freight on goods has 
Ueeii gra'uailyrrcdoccdto the lowest rite co./)patlble witbieearity agtluitloss.; 
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and were the boa<B loaded entirely and exelneivt^ly, with ennda paying the fis^d 
rates of toiina^e, llti< receipts on all accounts would do litile more than cover 
the expense of (lie estHhlishmeiit. A less expensive mode of naviaHiing the 
boats may and it is hoped will he discovered. Fuel which now constiiiites the 
j^viest iuin of outlay, will peihaps become procurable at a lower rale ; and 
{wBii it is so, tl»e I u* lie will henefii by a proportionate reduction of the charge ; 
lor'^he object of the estahlisliinent of thcae boats, when proposed by Lord 
Wllbain Beulick,wu 8 u prospective advantage to lefcult from a greater facility of 
commerce and intercoinmiinicution beineeii the extremes of the Empire. 

The gentlemen who have gratuitously undertaken the Agency of the boata- 
the different statiuna, are euuh of iliem furnished by dawk on the day alter 
the Steam Boat leaves Calcutts, with a way-bill or list of all phekages and 
goods consigned to the station were they reside, — which will enable any in- 
dividual expeciiii: a panel to ascertain if It be on its way, and to make ar- 
rangemeiits for obtaioing it on the arrival uf ilie boat ; but aa much inconve- 
nience has been fimud lo arise from servants and peons crowding ibe deck of 
the boat on iier unival, to enquire for parcels, the residents at iht'Uiff'ereni sta- 
tions are invited to uutlionze the Agent to receive their packages and land 
them from the boat; they will ffnd a saving of linie in the arrangemenr, as the 
corninaiiders of the boats have instruciioiis to deliver in the tiist instance goods 
addressed to the Accnt, on account of theii being in general the channels 
llirougb wbicii parcels are sent lO be forwarded by dawk or dawk bhaiiay ; iu 
the deliveij of which a few niinutcs may sonielitncs be of imporiance. The 
chiirge ut which the Agents have consented to land and to receive all parcels, is 
Diic, which, after llic abuve cxplai.alion, vviiJ, it is presumed, be no lunger 
iibjectid to; the Agents give llicir time and their services gratuituusly to the 
public, and should liie landing ciiaiges, as in some instunces is understood to 
liiive been, the case, be refused, it will bicome iiectssury i(» laise the charges for 
fieight in*u much greater propo.tiou, to the d. t.imeui of the puuhu iulertat, 
and wiilioutBuy udvauluge to the esiiiulishmeiu.

Latterly tlie demand for freight on the Imn steamers, from Calcutta tri 
the Upper Provinces, lias much increasprf. When this is the case, in excess of 
the tonnage available, the lonnage is put up lo public coinfietition at the comp* 
troller *8 office. In Marcli 1839 two Diotisand cubic feet of tonnage was put 
up, and the price rose rnpidly at the cornineneement of the sale : one lot being 
disposed of at Die rate of three rupees ten hiiiirs the foot; Die general price 
ranged from three rupees six iinnas, to two rnpcca seven annas. The deinanil 
for tonnage, however, diiclnates. In Die noritb fidlowing Die above. Die (re- 
qnisitiony for freight, did not exceed the tonnage availublc; consequently no 
public competition took place; and the freight was of coiirHi* charged fur, af 
pfegcribed in the foregoing notiflcatlon. 

In June 1839, the demand for freight in the Xfntnhnngnk accommoda- 
tion, being cmisiilerably above the means of supply, the roiiii-ige was put 
|ip to auction. At the first few lots, the price rose ns high astliree rupees and 
six annas, from which it gradually fell to two rupees twelve annas, where i| 
stood till the last ten lots were put up; when it n>sp ag^iln to two rupees four- 
teen and fifteen annas at which the rcmaiidiig lots went off. 

The freight at auction, on the 9 I August, 1839, was hid for go high aa tq 
vary from four to five rupees per foot; a eirciimsiaoce quite unprecedented in 
|he annals of iip-coiiii try steamers. The led to the building in 1841 of cargo 
boats; the rates id which are subjoined. 

Carriages, buggies, palankeens and packages, of all dimensipna will bo 
received and freight charged, for wiiatever dHtance, at the rate of one anna pey 
lb., excepting on light goods, wliich weigh less ilian 24 lbs. per cubic foot| 
when the former charge of 1 rs. 8 ans. per ciihic foot will be made, and no 
package, however sinuli, will be received at a less charge that one rupee eigi^t 
annas. 

Hooking charges will be made in the saipe rates as formerly.

Sules and Regulationt to be Obmved on Board the Government 
Accommodation Vtssels^ 


1st. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge of 9 
rupees per day, for breakfast at | past g; biscuits (»r bread, or cake, ut noon; 
dinner at 9, and tea and cofTtc at 6. Intermediate meals or rrfreshmenla 
must he paid for, according to prices fixed and exhiidred on the card, which 
is to be sii8|iended for uenerat infiirmation, in a conspicuous part of the dining 
room. Every ariiele must tie paid for at the rime of delivery, and the ste* 
ward is strictly prohibited supplying any article if n •? i-a^d tor at the lime ; 
he is provided with plenty of aiiialt silver ehange, and wit ii tokens instead of 
coppers if preferred. It is positively prohitdted to send any thing whatever 
from I lie mess table to the cabins for children, servants, or Invalids, as such 
practices tend only to the discomfort of I he pas*>eii.:prs generully. Ladies or 
gentlemen prevented by indisposiiion from coming to table, will be suitably 
provided witli rerreshments in their cabins. 

2iid. The servants are required to be always clean, and dressed with 
their tiirbauds. Ennqnnn or Christian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jackets and shoes; they are required to keep their hair cut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and bushy Eueli servant, when attending 
Bt table, is leqiiired to carry a clean napkin in his liand, * 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour of the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necessary measures to prevent 
B recurrence. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5ih. All raeuls taken away from the public table, will be charged for ai 
extra meals. . 

6th. The steward is required to exhibit t bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every 
day. to remain suspended in the dining room 

7ih. In Case of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or wines 
fre., it is requested that the same be represented to the eoniiiiuiider, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter! addressed In the enmptrolbT of government 
steam vessels will be attended to, and the cause of complai t, if possible, will 
be removed.

About Commercolly, on the riuht or southern 
bank of the GaogfS, is the present blocked up eniraoce 
of the Maftiihanga, or Brorken headed river,— very 
oppropt lately named — it rmplira Itself into the 
Hooglily by the nntrRst*s villMge. Above it is the 
binrked up entranc to the Jellingee river, which emp- 
ties itself into tlie bead of the Wooghly ri»cr, off 
Nud<*ct, after passing Kishnaenr c!\il statio . 

Sixty-rx miles from Commrreollj U .Hiirdah, on 
the left bank of the Gnngrs ; wps formerly a coal de- 
pot, and is noted for Mr. Watson’s large silk factory, 
formerly the Hon’hle Pornpany’s. It 10 413 miles froiii 
Calcutta by “t^amPi’^ route, and is 177 miles by 
dawk, StcHiners do not wait here, but change pilots. 
Letters from and to rnlciii fa fake 9 days; hot they 
should not be s- nt here but to Rampoor Peauleah. 
From hence thi» Hurreyl river braiicbes »>ff to the east, 
through fhe < bullum and Hellobeckrry Jheels into 
the Hara Saiigor fiver for the Janui and Dacca; but 
only rinvfuuble for small bouts. 

Twelve m les from Surduh, on fhe Te^t bank of the 
Gangp«, is the civil station of Rampore Beaiileab, in 
the district of Rnjslmye, distance 45o miles by steam- 
er from CitlcnttH, and only 155 iniirs by land. It is 
the resl'^ence of u judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
postmaster, ens'lneer officer and doctor, ns likewise 
some indigo and silk manufactures. This ia n coal 
depot for steamers where they are generally detained 
2 to 4 hoiir<). Hrre is a good bazar: bread, butter, 
fruits, meat and p ultry, are cheap. There is a finu 
road here. Loiters for s eamrrs from Calcutta shnuld 
leave the 6th day after the vessel. - Tl>e dawk 
takes 1} days for letters; bangy dawk d| doy- : 
the steiim r's run is from 7^ to 8 du^s. Pas- 
sengers for DH'jecIfng sanatarium, previous to 
leaving rulrutta, should make arrsnu.'inenis for 
land brflvelling, and to lea'e the steamers here, 
which is a far more comfortable plan than landing at 
Burgatehia.

This is u very ancient city, and the ruins of an 
immense muss of buildings, amons; which is aii aiicieot 
palace, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, &c. &*, worth insptcting. 
Here . re some Cliiistian graves and monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in a small wa\| 
ttie procurable. The European factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
8tearnei'*s anchorage or coal depot. Vessels gtnerally 
Slop here 4 to 5 hours : it i-t a very sickly place, owing 
to jungle. Tlie hills are distant about 5 miles inland. 
The Hiinulayu lulls are visible at times. Ills a native 
darogu)rs,aiid post otKce staiion. 

Twenry>one miles above Hujmahal, and 2 miles 
below 8iikreegullee hill and point is the beautiful 
MooteeJhuroa waterfall : itis visible on the east- ni 
side of the hills. At Sukreegullee point is an indigo 
Factoi's bungalow • would be an exceUeot shooting 
box : hears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, hogs, and 
detrot all kinds Hbouiid here, and among tlie hills 
feaihered game abound. Steamers pass it in 10^ days 
in tlie dry season.

It 26 S miles hy 
land, and 348 miles in the rains, anti GJG m Irs in the 
dry season from Culeiitia- Here is a eonmiissiouer, 
ttj'tdue, a inuuiatr'tte,sieoUeotor, H dt»cior, a sub-opiuux 
Uifeiit, a steam auent, a post muster, and some iiidijo 
iaclors. Letters for stcameis should leave Calcutta 
the G h day after the steamer in ihe rains, and o i the 
Otii day ill the dry season. Dawk takes ilays, 
and St earners 9 ^ and 11 days to arrive here. Pro^ 
^Muns uf all kinds are procuiuhle liere ; also a kind 
of I ulu silks, called Tiisseis, lor touts, jackets, ludiea*

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of various patterns, at from 2 to A rupees the set, 8t. 
Agnes* beads, table dish mats, straw hand punkahs 
and baskets of VHrious shapes and patterns, ladies* 
handsome wooden-work boxes, on carved legs, at 7 
rupees, of various kinds of w lod, i hildren*s painted 
wooden toys and stieks, very hard bamboo for canes, 
and various kinds of birds, cameleons and'monkeys. 

The steamer’s passage to this is aenefally 12 days 
In the reins, occasionally 10 da 3 sin July, and in thed’y 
season 13 to 14 days : the distance from Calcutta is 
398 miles by Bhasriitfee, 686 miles by Sood^rbunds, 
and 304 by land. Dawk runs in days. Letters for 
steamers should leave town on 7ih day af'er her, In 
July, and on the 8th day in June, Auuusr, September 
and October, and on the lOrh d»y in the dry sesson. 

On arrival here, the collector’s siid tnaaistrate'a 
hook is sent on board for entry of »ll passenger’s names, 
Acc. 0CC. j^c. S* earners stop here 3 to 5 hours for coals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of Moiiivliyr are some 
rocks, with a mark on them : they were formerly in the 
steamer's track, but are now buried in an immense 
sandbank. 

On ridht bank of the Oan^es, 20 miles above 
Monehyr, is the lari^e village of a SoMrHjirnrra, with a 
small river that runs down from the hills. Fowls and 
Kids are procurable here, through the ihannadar's assis- 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the riuht hank of the river, 60 miles above 
Monghyr, and dObdow Dinapore, i^ flic large town 
and mart of Bar, being: a darouali station, also a bye 
depot for steamer's coaU. All this bank of the river, 
for 20 miles below and above, is noted for piggery vil- 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories. 

Also on the riuht bank, 87 miles above Moneliyr, 
or 9 miles below Patna station, or rather Bankipore, ia 
a large native town, with a river on Us upper or western 
end, that flows from the hills, and has a pucka bridge 
over it : it is a noted manufactory of table cloths, of any 
extent, pattern, and texture that may be ordered. Also 
Dapkius and towels of all sorts, 

Patna, and the civil station of Bunkiporp, extends 
about 10 miles alonu the right hank, 14 miles below 
Dinapnre ; is noted for opium, gram, and wax'candles, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 boats of burthen have 
been counted laying here at one time. It is the reside ir a 
of a nabob, and being a si^der or chil station, has a 
commissioner, a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint ofScers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, a post-master, European assistants and mission- 
aries. 

The government establishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, also a very large and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two flights of steps outside, to 
ascend to its top, on which is a large circular hole, to ad- 
mit air into the building, and to start grain into. It 
has only one door, and was built for a depot, in case of 
famine. It is a very massive building, and noted fur 
its very numerous, clear, and strong echos, and at pre- 
sent it is used as a guard bouse. 
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Steamers seldom stop here ; sometimes not being 
able to Bet witliin a mile or two; pasaeneers pan land 
at the lower end, and get ekhas or hackeries, (a native 
one horse cnriveyencel to take them up to Haiikipore^ 
or to the military stntinii f>£ Diiinpore, 14 miles distant, 
by way of a novelty itr change, when they can Inspect 
the granary bv the road hide. The road is very tfood 
up to the military cimronment. Deeuah farm, is 
north of Patna. On the left bank is tlie Onviduck 
river from the Nephiil hills, with a laree native town 
on its ri>;ht, hank, and on its left, or eHSterii bank, is the 
famous Rajeepore bunealow, iiiid race c(»urse. During 
its annual iarfre fair which is attended by people from 
all parts of India, very good and cheap nags are 
procurable. 

Diiiu|iore is a large European and native military 
station, where the steamers f»ut to the bank by the can- 
tonment flags'ad.for 5orG hours, to take in coals, rtit- 
charue and take in rargo, and pusseiigerg : it is consi- 
dered as twu-third of the passage iipwa ds. It is on the 
right hunk of the Ganges, distant from ('alcutta, hy 
Steamer's roine via Ehagniitee, .5U8 miles ; via sihiin- 
dchiinds 71)0 miles ; and hy Ian i 370 miles. Post lakes 

duvs. Lette*'s for ste >mcrs shoul'l leave Calcutta on 
the lOth day after the vessel in the mins, and 13ih in 
the day stasoii. 

Mutton, beef, fowls, eggs, bread, hotter, fruits of va- 
rious kinds, and giaftes in May and June, are procura- 
ble ; as also tahle-eIoih«, towels, napkins, cotton hand- 
ken hiefs, also ha's, muslin and cotton qloth shoes, har- 
ness, Patna scented wax eandbs, and gram. European 
shop keepers, are hcie also. Here is a steam agent, a 
docter, and a clergyinaii. Plays are performed oci*a- 
sionaliy hy amateur performers. Auctions are some- 
times held here. 

Pa«seiigera for A' rah and Tirhoot land here. 

Four miles above Oinapure is ihejmiction of the 
river 8oaii. 

Twenty two miles above Dinapore, on the left 
hank, is the civil station offUiupra, the capital of Sarnu 
district. Here resiile a judge, a magistrate, a col lee - 
t( r, a doctor, and a poat master. Steamers seldom 
t« uoh here even in the rains. Passengers f. r this place 
should arrange to land above it at Heveigunge, where 
there is a Bte,am agent. 

Heveigiingp, 27 miles by water above Dinapore, 
on the left bank of the riveit is a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted far boat-buildiiig. An 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to Isnd passengers and a 
few packages to the steam agenPs care. From hence 
up to GhHxeepore, the villia/ers are said to be uncivil, 
and dinhonest. 

Oil the left hank, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 
large native village of Bhiilican, a darognh station, 
noted for a f dr anniiHlly held here, as also a grain marr. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. Tides are very strong 
here ; boats being detained from 4 to G weekl| waiting 
for water, and a favourable breeae. 
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Riixar on the rii;ht hank, and Karntad^a on the 
left bank, U 83 mileo above Dinap(ir<>, and is noted for 
beinir the tlon'ble Co .'a stud estHblishinent, There Is 
a small fort here, where the battle was fought. Here 
are some EurnpeHn nthcera o' the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, uNo a steam aitent. 

Eifl[ht miles above Htixar, on the rieht bank of the 
river, is the junrtioi of the K'lrnimnasa river: the 
toiirh of its waters is considere I as one of the greatest 
mishaps that ean happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from admittance into Heaven, There is a 
bridtfe built ov^r it by a rajah. This part of the coun- 
try Is noted for dacoits. 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinnpore, 
or 31 miles above Huxar on the left bank of the fiver, 
is the Civil and Mititary station of Ohazeepnr.‘>, a very 
handsiMiie place. At it<* lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on |•recipil'es. The 
European inhabitants, coiisistitia of the jiidae, maifis- 
trntes, collectors, d«>cror and opium Ui^enr, &c. &c. re- 
side on ii level plain, about the centre of the station, 
the cantonments from ttie upper part, and the Euro- 
pean hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
rivil and military lines is the chapel and Lojd Corn- 
wallis’ tomb. 

This place Is noted for its opium manuractorv, 
and (Government stud estahlishment, where horses 
can be purchased; as also for its rose water, utter of 
roses, and other perfumed oils; bread, butter, eses, 
fowls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and su'iar, are pro- 
curable ; also Europe ii articles of eonsiiinption, and 
miliinety from the European shopkeeper^. Its di«- 
tance from Calcutta is, via Bhauruttie, 6*27 miles, via 
Soonderbunds 915, niid by land 431 miles. The dawk 
runs in 4 days, and letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta Oil the day after the steamer in the dry 
seasons, and on the lltb day in the ruin* ; — the ves- 
sel’s passaire beinir from 17 to 20 days. Steamers re- 
main here for pas«enifers, and coal, and carffo at the 
steam aurenl’s. Passengers for Guruckpore should 
land here. 

This is the lower extreme of the North Western 
Provinees or Airra residency, and Is a great place of 
■taie. It is the lowest station for the Agra flat boats 
or boxes. Kuukerry banks commence from liere up- 
wards. 

Eight miles above Ohazepore is t^e dangerous 
koiiker reef of Bairie that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ghazeepore is Cho- 
chookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the nu- 
inerouH monkeys that resort here. 

Two miles below Choc kook pore, on the right hank 
of the river, is a sunken knnkur rook, opposite to a 
palm tree, just below Sanontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghnzpepore, by Kuebaree 
on the leh bank, is a very difficult and dangeions 
sunken reef. 

Six miles above it is Saidspore a large native 
town, with a tehsseeldar and darogsh ; and 2 miles 
above Saidapore, is ibe junction of the Goomtic riverg 
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that goea op to Lucknow, said to be a very intricate 
and r eky river, too ahallpw for the smaliest boats in 
the dry season. The Ganges river, from above Kach« 
nree reef, pnat Saiitapore up to the Goomtie, a distance 
of 8 miles, is a very critical passage with various bad 
patches of kunker rock, on which native' boats and 
budgerows split instantaneontly. 

Five mites above the Ooomtie, ia Chandroutie, 
with a white temple. Here in mid channel, is a very 
dangerous pucka platform, on kunker, with the ruins 
of an old temple oh it, and no passable channel on iia 
northwest, or Jinhore side, and very dangerous for 
downward bound boats, as tue current sets directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Chnndroutie is Bullooa Oheut 
and ferry on the right bank ; these banks are formed 
of kunker rock. 

Fifty miles above Ghazeepore, or 8 miles above 
Rullooa Ghaut, on the right bank of the river, is Kye, 
and its sunken kunker reef, scarcely avoidable in 
some dry seasons. Prom hence due west over the 
right bunk, you will observe the Benares minarets, 
distance 0 miles. 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in Indiu, and is certainly one of the 
most handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being surh numerous stone ghauts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. This 
is the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable Hast India Company ; but 
their dwellings are divided into so many little cham- 
bers, or pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has ihe appearance of a muss of mean buildings, pibd 
up without any regard to order or appeaiance, and 
narrow, filthy lanes, instead of streets. There is a 
large inclosed mart, called a chnuk that opens at 5 
F. If , where trinkets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard- 
ware are exposed for sale, it has a large well in it, 
and is also a resort for native auctions. Close to ihe 
chouk is the principal alley or mart for Goolbuduns, 
a very fine silk, of various paterns, worn by natives, 
as trowsers ; al^o fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very elegant gold and silver embroidery : also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller's chouk, a native inn, apd 
a large horse mart, where very fi»e horses, of the 
Toorky, Persian, and Cubul breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8, 10, and 15,000 rupees and are brought here 
by the fruit carriers who bring grapes and pears from 
those countries. Heie are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of miniatures on ivory, ssid to be 
Lkenesses of different native princes, and their queeps, 
and naufeh girls; true likenesses of native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars. 

Delhi jewellery of the best gold is brought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers • Here 
is also an oltl observatory, and two very high and 
slender minarets, one of which has a slight inclina- 
tion ; travellct's ascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of 1 rupee. From their tops is a visty 
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of the city, the Bfljnceiit country, and the rUer (ho 
gratif3iii(e a siuht siiouM not be uverby any tra- 

velltrr; ure procurable; p.irtridaeB, quail, 

and wild ducks of Miris are to he obtained. Steamers 
remain at Uaj Qbaul to dischartre and take in pack* 
ages, and to rtcruve cohIb, The civil and military stathni 
id about 4 mile* inland, direct from kaj Ghaut, where 
rtside thecorniniHsioner, the jud((e, iiiaaiHtruteH, cutlec* 
torr>, the tfeneral,and all the military othoerB of the na-* 
live re^imeiiU «tationed here, anrt some Kuropean 
artillery. Here also resides a doctor, a post master, 
Bieaiii at|i>iit,cnHuU builder, and hluro)ieanBhop«keepe>B. 

L.^ilersfir steanierB, or travellers, are not for- 
warded t • the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
which is very ineoiivenieot. 'Ihecitvis ubi>ul 3 niile 
lonir. The natives are very uiic>vil to straiiitors. 
Nuirie'ou'* fan itics are here, who dro.iVii tiiHriisidves 
b4dievin(S that the holy Guiua, and the city of the most 
holy, occiircs them (t riial hitppifiesH. 

Benares ia from ('ahMitta, via Rhairnittee OOS 
miles, via Soiiderhonds 1)84 miles, and by land or dawk 
route 4*28 miles. Letters take 4 days, Hhaiiifies 7 tlri>s 
Letters for steaiiiers should leave t'alcutta, the 12ih 
day afttr the \es8el in the rains, and on the 14!h day 
iu the dry season. 

Puiank.eiis are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin. Travellers wisliiu!; to visit the station 
of Surde, should write up from Obazeeporc to a y 
friend, or the steam atceut, for a couve}aiice to be 
ready at ItHj^haul for tlieiii, on their arrival. 

Iltmii qliiir, 1.^ miles above Benares, or the rieht 
bank of the river, Isa native palace, the residence of 
the Ilajuh ol Benares. 

Souiiunpure, I'ciiares, is n native cavalry station, 
17 miles above Beiiurr^s, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers brint; to here a few iiiinrites, on their 
passd'/e up or down, as required, to land niid receive 
pasHeiiaers. It has a kcpikery or rocky point, which 
is very awkward for native boats, as alsir for eteain ts, 
(»wifiif to narrnw chuuiiel and strong currents ; it is 
oil' the stables, wliicli arc called Little t'alciiltu. 

Oil tile rialit bank of the river, about 4 miles shove 
SoollHiipore, is a very neat lookiui; place, called Ohu* 
liar, with a very neui'lnokiiu KntsMsli church, that 
reiniinls one of sweet, * SWiet hnine.* It is an invalid 
in'iitary statioii, and has a fortidcatioii, on an isolated 
rocky hill, which projects into the river, t'onnirn; q 
very nasty point to pn-s in tlie rnpis. Iliii too tradi- 
t) m tdils ns, tills ''ortress was built in one idaht by a Kiaiit, 
and U iinpreifuable : it coinpletely coiniiiiinds tiie ri- 
ver anil U u«eii us a place of confloeinc'it for state 
prisoners. There are s>*veriil detached rocky hilU, or 
stone qiiaries here. It is a very sickly place, owirn^ 
to the heat ari-ioa from the stone, which oaiises fever 
biid spleen. This is a urea t place for snskes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states it to 
CoiiiBin a chest, which caiiiio be opened, unless the 
p rtv openinif it lose ids hand — hiiir thieves havinir so 
auffere l once, in an attempt on it. Very fliie black 
kud red ear ikeu ware is procurable hiTC| such as wiuq 
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rmolerB, wlili'h b« iiiff fillpil with water, after the buttle 
is iitsei'.Hl, ami eel oui. in tlie draft uf the hot weeterly 
nimie, (mute other e< rvee tlie purimee,) iu the ahade^ 
coola the rofifiited Uquitr foiiwl to kiitu it. The cool- 
er ntiiS' ^ e drifd daily. Also re<l aamly water holder*, 
or aiiiiea, whn h beep water \eiy cool. Black butler- 
pota, with acaaiiia lor water, very neatly finished, and 
larue black driuble urns, to couiain bread and keep it 
iiKuei* Here ia a Bieatn aiient ; but Btiamers Bcidoio 
stop more tliuii ten ininntts. 

Seven niileB above Ciiuoar, on the riuht bank of 
the river, is the villaite ol Kiitnac, with rocky bottom 
ami hard lumps of red enrtli in tlie river, a liitle above 
is a ravine, which Ib to he uvniiled by all boalB. 

Fourteen mileB above Cbiinar, is the croBsina ferry 
of the Henaren tiraiid road, and of Khwu and Uhud- 
diMtlee to Miizapore. From hence to the latter pUce, Ib 
a fine road, distance 7^ iniies by land, and 16 luilis by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 milrB below Mir- 
zupore, on the left hiKh hai k, ib Bhajoaii, with a white 
tomb, uiid a patch of kiinkcr in the river, on which 
many boats ore iost. From here the cantiUiineiiti of 
Miiznporc are «isib!e. 

Mirziipore, a military cantoiiroent, is 2 mileB be- 
low the ciiv ; and the civil »ta ton, where ihe jiidgeV, 
iiiH^iBi rule's ami collector's olfices are, in I mile below 
the City. The fiieamer stops at the aaeiicy t'heut, at 
Ihe lower end of the city. This place is. noted fra 
cotton mart, ami cotton maim factory ; as likewise slmll 
1.1C, lac d>e, hardware in u binall way. Many boats are 
here, ut all seasons. 

The city U very confiiipd, and dirty, subject to $;reBt 
Birkiiess. Tin re ate 2 or 3 fine stone Kliauts here, and 
some smuU lemples and iiiinarets. iireud, butter, e|f^B, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
iiere. B iih a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

MirzaporeisfromCnlciitta, via Dliagriittee, 74) rnilps 
vie Suiiderbiinds, 1036 miles, and by dawk 'route 455 
mile?. The dawk takes 5 days, and bhanay 8 day s to 
run Letters for HteHiners should leave Calcutta on the

Tweiity-eichi miles above Miisaporp, on the left 
bunk of the river. Fussenuprs aei.eraliy hind i,i the 
cold season, and have a walk across the neck of land, 
in a VV. N. W. direction two miles wide to Taila, and 
rejoin tiip steamer Huaio off tlieie ; she having logo a 
detour of 2i miles round the point.

Allahabad, is 83 miles aiv ve Mi'zapore. Its ^o^t is 
at the junction of the rivers Jnmiiit and Ounges It has 
Mil im|ko8in<; appearance, wiieu on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Uanires are muddy. The steame s put to at the Jumna 
in''«>que, hutir hy Oenerril Kyd, and | mile inside the 
Jumna. Tlie native mi itary eantitnmciiis are about 
«) miles inland, and tlie civiliauM* and officers* are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. Thegeneral and doctor reside i'l 
the forr, as also the steam Hirent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is hIho h larj/p '«tone pi lar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Hreat,to mark his con- 
quests ! and a cave full of iih ive stone images, wherein 
is shewn a small entiance to a sniqiosed subterraneous 
pasoaife to Itenares, hut wliich, in fa t, only extends a 
hw feet. Thee ty is the ffCHt of one of the pnncipal 
native courts of justice the .^udder Dew imy ) It is 
also a great place of worship, and nn an u»l l.ir is 
held otitside the fort on tiie sands, at Hie point or junc- 
tion. 1 1 was formerly the seat of the re-idency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
turkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, teel, wild ducks 
and geese ere prooiirable here. Eiirnpean simps are 
here and aiictinns held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut is the cliouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are proournhie. Siiawlmen board 
the steamers, if sent for, with ail sorts of rHBhmrre 
shawls, waistcoRtiog, caps, glovev, socks, and Affgha- 
n'Stnii woollen cloths ; ns also Delhi jfwellers amt rna- 
nofa ourers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on moms, and rather durable. A lit'le beycifid 
the clioiik is the live y vtahles where beautiful linrseg 
are procn-ahle, of the Persian, t’abool, and Toorkey 
breeds. TIte post-offi'-e is in tltc fort, whe e you must 
send for all h tters. Letters for steamera should leave 
(''alcutta on (he 14th day in the tains, and on the 17th 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the stearn- 
pr. The distance fr -rii C lioitta i«, via Bhugr ‘tlcp,.

PUBLIC DESPATCHES, EXPRESSES AND FRANKING 
RULES. 

XLIV. All public despatches are to be madenp in the most 
compact form possible^ and whenever two or more letters are 
despatched from any one office, to the same individual by the 
same day’s post, they are to be put up under one cover, provided 
they do not in the aggregate exceed 12 tolas weight. 

XLV. When the number of letters received at any post 
office, shall cause tlie weight of a mail to exceed the regulated 
weight, the post master general or post master, is authorized 
to keep back a proportion of the iieavier public despatcties till 
the following day. Hot private letters, except in cases of bulky 
letters from sea, and public letters marked despatch,” sbali not 
be so kept back. 

XLVI. Despatches to be transmitted by express, must bear 
on the face of them the words, ** by express,” and the signature 
in full of the officer sending them.* 

XLVIl. As the employment of expresses interferes with the 
celerity end regularity of the ordinary mails, and is attended with 
expense, public officers are enjoined to employ them as sparinglj 
as possible, and any public officer despatching an express, when 
the exigency of the public service does not iu the opinion of the 
authority to whom be Is subordinate require it, be held answer- 
able for the expense attending that method of transmission. 
Public expresses from a general post office, can be ordered onlf 
through a Secretary to Government.

emergency, to be reported immediately to the nearest post mas- 
ter. 

L. Letters directed to native officers or men of their re- 
giments or detachments, shall be delivered to an orderly or any 
other fit person who may be deputed by the officer commanding 
the regiment or detachment to receive tl c same ; but tetters on 
which postage may be due, shall not be delivered uuless the 
postage be first paid.

taining no enclosures other then bills of remiltances, superscribed

LV. Loiters received from Europe by ship addregsed to Eu- 
ropean fioirliers in India^ shall be forivarded free of postaae al- 
though they may nut be franked^ provided they do not exceed 
the weight of three toiahs. But newspapers, packets or parcels 
BO received, will be subjected lo postage. 

LVI. In the event of any public emergency rendering it oe- 
cesaary for any public officer not included in the list of those 
entitled to frank, contained in a subsequent clause, l<> communi- 
cate with any authorities on the public service, such letters sliull 
be entitled to puss free, if superscribed as follows ; ** I declare the 
contents of the eoclosed are exclusively on the public service,’* 
and signed with the name and official designation of tlio writer. 
This privilege is, however, restricted to conununications address- 
ed to the nearest politcal officer or magistrate, or officer com- 
manding, or tile Adjutant General, or any Secretary to Govern- 
ment. 

LVI I. Ail franked fetters which do not correspond in every 
respect with the several provisions of the Post Office act, or to 
tiiese rules, will he charged with postage, but the Post Master 
General or Post Master, shall have power to remit the same, in 
cases where the contents of the letters are proved to his satisfac- 
tion to hove been bona fide on the public service. 

N. B. The franks of Members of Parliament will not ex- 
empt letters from India postage. 

LVIir. Postage charged in the first instance, will be remit- 
ted, on the officer addressed satisfying the Post Master General 
or Poat Master, that the communication received is exclusively 
on the public service. 

LtX. Letters which individuals address on their private af- 
fairs to any Government officers, must he sent post-paid,” and 
this rule is to be understood to include letters transmitting bills 
of exchange, promissory notes, receipts, Government securities, 
&;c. to the Accountant General, Government Agent, or other 
public officer ; but this practice shall be reversed, when public 
officers write letters on such subjects to individuals, on which oc- 
casions they shall subscribe on the envelopes with their official 
signatures, the words ** bearing postage,’' 

LX. Official gazettes shall be exempted from postage when 
forwarded officially to any public officers uuder authority of Go- 
vernment. The list of such public officers will be kept by the 
superintendent of the gazette, and may be inspected at any time 
by the Post Master General or Post Master of the station. 

LXI. With reference to the provisions of section XXIX. of 
the post office act, the governors of the foreign European settle- 
ments in India in amity with His Majesty, shall be permitted to 
receive and send throughout India all letters, papers, or packets 
by letter post free of postage, subject to such restrictions as may 
appear expedient to the Governor-General of India in Gonucil. 
But parcels sent by banghy post to or from any such authorities, 
shall be chargeable with postage. 

LX II. The privilege of franking the correspondence of their 
respective offices or departments on the public service, has been 
granted to public officers, agreeably to the provisions explained 
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in the headings of the sceeral list appended ; and it is to be dis- 
tinctly understoodi thut no public officer is permitted to send or 
recehe under any cover, franked with the word ** service,” any 
private note, letter, or memorHndum, not relating to the biisiiicss 
of their respective offices or departments. All service letters^ 
packets and parcels must be addressed according to ibe subjoin- 
ed form.

The following rules for stamping letters have been submitted to the Governor^ 

General of India in council, and being npprovelj are appended for the 

guidance of the ojfieers of the department, 

BULS3 POR 'using POST OFFICE STAMPS. 

All letter.8 and pockets whatever (save and except newspopers and ship and 
steam letters, hereafter specially provided for,) received at anv Fust Office in 
Iiurlia fur despatch by post, whetlicr free or post paid, or liable to p((sfa>:e, as 
the case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate etuinp, bcarintc the 
name of such othce of despatch, and when slide-sfurnps are not. provided, vvheri 
the date of the month and year forms part of the stumps iiSHlf, the said date 
must be entered in writing across the middle of tlie face of tlie stamp. If the 
letter or packet received for dcspatcli be post paid or bearing postage, the 
amount of postage so paid or due, miisr be entered in writing on the face of 
the stump, after the word paid" or^* bearing/* us the esse may he.^ 

2. All letters and packets whatever, received at any Post ( ffice by Post 
for deli v( ry at such office, are in like inunner to be' stamped witli the appro- 
priate office stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year ; but the 
amount of postage, paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, 
as the stamp of despatch regiitutes the levy of postage.

Memorandum on the mode of travelling poat from f^alrutla to Bombay, viA Out- 
lack, Hydrabad ami Puonah, di<itaiic« 1,405 mfte«. From ('alculla to Ganjam 364 
mdea. Apply to Fust Master General. D^k must be paid in advance at the rate of 
^ annas a mile. 

From Ganjam to Moone^allah 497 niile<r. Apply to Collector of Ganjam, Rtatin|[ 
all panicular** in reaper'! to extra bangy bujdara, also intended detention at stations 
en route, Beaier« niu«i be paid by the traveller at the end of each stage. Stages 
vary from 15 10 20 mdeseach. Average co«t about 5 annas a mile. 

From Moonegaliah to Hydrabad lOO milens, apply to Resident at Hydrabad, in 
same form as above. Timely notice must be given, as bearers must be sent out from 
that city to meet the tiaveller. The same rule applies to the route from Ilydrahad 
to Sholapore 200 miles as bearers must be sent ibe whole distance from Hydrabad. 
'flits |torlioa of the route is very expensive. 
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From Sholapore to Poonah 157 inilps. Aooly to Pott Mastfr at Sliolapore 
to post bearers tu take you to luilnorpoor 77 miles. From wliirh plaee to 
Pooitttli, 8 ) miles, bearers must i e sent out from Poouub, for wbiuh apply to 
Ibe Post Master of Poonah. Timel> notice should be aiveri. 

From Poonah to Panwell, 72 miles, bearers will be ptsted by the Post 
Master of Poonah. 

Prom Paiiwell to Bombay 20 miles. The conveyance is by water. 

If more than a sinale set of bearers arc required between Mooneaallah and 
Poonah, (tnod notice should be aiven, an't I am not aware that H is practicable 
In post more than three palanquins on that road. I believe it is with extreme 
diffi.mlty that bearers can be posted for more than two. 

Prom Calcutta to Ganjam, the cost of travellimr, for a B<t of bearers with 
mussaljee and two banaee biirdurs, will vary from 8 to 9 annas per mile. From 
Qanjain to Mooneeullah it is about 5 or 6 annus a mile. Frnm Mooneaallah to 
Sholapore. it averages 2^ rupees a mile, and from Sholapore to Poonah it 
uveraues 1| rupees a mi'e. 

Fium Poonah to Bombay, it ia about 1*2 annas a mile.
